So  jrt'iicral 
has  iM'cdiiii'  this  juaii  ice  of  adiillci-atiiiii  si)irits,  I'spccially 
brandies,  thai  ]iiiliiiiaiis  now  display  in  their  places  of  Inis- 
inoss  a  siv;n  that  they  do  not  miaraiilee  tlie  <|\ialiiy  of 
brandy  tliey  sell.  Adiiileiation  hejian  with  the  failure  of 
the  urape  harvests  in  the  Cojinac  districts  in  1870,  and  al- 
tboimh  the  jtrodiietioii  of  tine  hraiidy  has  d(H'reas(»d  the 
sliipnieiits  of  sup]iosed  hrandy  lia\e  coiil  iiined  to  increase. 
At  first  silent  spirit  i^raiii  or  ]ioiaio  spirit  i  was  aihh'd 
to  "lenuine  lirandy  ^o  make  up  the  slioilat^e.  'I'liis  was 
found  a  payinij  husiness. 

Later  on  a  concoction  of  silent  spirit,  roloicd  and  flav- 
ored to  rosenihle  hrandy,  was  sold.  The  j)rodiiction  was  so 
cheap  that  the  genuine  distillers  have,  of  course,  been  seri- 


ously injured,  .\diilteration  is  thus  at  work  in  all  but  the 
best  brandies,  since  jiali'nt  or  plate  stills  take  the  ]>lace  of 
the  old  jHil  stills  by  which  abme  bi-andy  had  become 
famous.  I'.raiidv  as  a  popidar  drink  has  ijiven  jilace  to 
whisky,  'riinui^li  llie  same  fault,  adulteration,  practiced 
uioi'e  in  tli(>pas(  than  al  present,  Irish  whisky  lost  the  mar- 
ket to  Scotch  whisky.  TIk' iirincipalcoiist  it  in-nts  of  brandy 
— ethylic  alcohol — is  the  same  ab'fihol  as  that  ]ireseiit 
in  jiin,  rum,  pure  whisky,  and  all  fei'menled  iie\crajies,  so 
that  the  only  chemical  means  of  dist inj;uisliinj;  a  f;enuine 
from  a  tictil  ions  brandy  consists  in  tlm  qnaiilitative  est  ima 
lion  i<(  ihe  ciiliei'  constilueiits  of  jienuiiie  bianil_\  within 
ib'liiiiiely  ascertained  limits.  These  bodies  occur  in  rela 
ii\ely  small  projiortioiis,  hence  their  identification  anil 
esiimatioii  lias  until  (|uile  recently  been  a  matter  of  con- 
siderable (lilTictilty. 

Mine  Ih.m.  W..bber.  of  the  Chronicle  bar.  ti44  Market 
street,  liasa  Iciiit imate  kick  comiiii;.  Not  because  business 
is  not  holdinji'  uj)  at  the  same  old  strenuous  rate,  but  that 
beautiful  ceilini;'  of  Ihe  main  roinii  has  been  ruined.  The 
tire  which  nearly  destroyed  tlie  Chronicle  buildinji  on  the 
iiiiiht  of  the  recent  election  I'csulted  in  a  flood  of  water, 
which  al  one  time  was  three  iiiclies  deep  on  llie  I'looi-,  TJic 
ceiling,  which  was  com]deted  not  lonj;  aiio,  was  one  of  the 
haudsomesl  in  Ihe  cil_\-.  It  must  now  be  done  over  and  at 
Mr.  \\'olil(ei's  expense.  Hence  his  I'iuhf  <o  register  a  kick 
al  his  bad  luck.

Tin  till  if  Ariil. — Tliis  iuiil  is  riniiul  in  larjffr  or  siiiiillcr 
iiiiiouiils  ill  :ill  yrnpi's  ;iii(l  in  all  wines.  Some  of  the  iuid 
fxisis  "free"  (thai  is,  nncuniliiiird  wiili  any  liase),  Inii 
nu>st  (if  it  oitiiis  in  rmiiltination  with  jxitasli  and  lime. 
The  priiuiiial  aridity  of  most  jirapes  and  wines  is  due  to 
the  arid  sail  of  potash  and  tartaric  acid,  liitartrate  of 
potash,  more  eoinnioniy  known  as  cream  of  tai'tar.  sialic 
aciil  antl  its  sails  also  occur  in  consiih-rahh'  amounts,  and 
some  i>lher  acids  in  very  small  amounts.  Thus  the  acid- 
ity of  a  must  is  due  to  a  nuinlter  of  acids  and  acid  salts, 
which  vary  somewhat  in  their  jiroportions  as  well  as  in 
their  tola!  amounts  in  various  >;raiies  and  at  various 
stages  of  ripeness.  Jn  unripe  liiapes  the  free  acids  pre- 
doniinaie;  in  ripe,  the  acid  salts. 

The  imiiortance  of  the  acidity  nf  the  stapes  in  wiiie- 
makiuii  is  so  ^feat  that  no  wine-maker  should  he  without 
the  means  of  di-terminin<i'  its  aniouiit.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  know  the  exact  amount  of  eacli  const  it  iiciii  nf  liie  aciil 
i(y,  and  to  determine  it  would  lie  ditliciill  and  iiiipiacli 
cable  in  wine-makiiiji;  lint  some  measure  of  the  "total  acid- 
ity," which  A\ill  ^ive  us  an  idea  of  its  etfect  on  (he  fer- 
menlatiou  and  on  the  i|uality  of  the  wine,  is  lioth  useful 
anil  necessary.  This  may  lie  found  in  various  ways,  but 
the  results  are  always  ;;iven  as  sulfuric  or  tarta.ric  acid. 
That  is,  when  we  say  a  must  has  .S  jiei-  cent  acid  as  tar- 
taric, we  mean  that  its  acidity  has  the  .same  etfect  on  the 
reagents  used  in  determining;;  it  as  .8  per  cent  of  pure  tar- 
taric acid  would  have.  This  ddcs  not  give  us  the  exact 
amount  of  tartaric  or  of  any  nf  ilic  acids  in  the  must,  but  as 
the  various  acid  constituents  dcciir  in  about  the  same  rela- 
tive Jiroportions  in  all  grapes  that  are  not  very  unripe,  it 
gives  us  a  convenient  way  of  comparing  dilfereut  grajies 
and  of  judging  whether  their  acidity  is  sullicient  f<ir  our 
purpose. 

The  acidity  affects  the  ipiality  of  the  wine  both  directly 
and  by  its  etfect  on  the  fermentation.  A  dry  wine  retpiires 
a  certain  amount  of  acidity  or  it  will  taste  flat — a  red 
wine  with  insutticient  acidity  drops  its  color  very  rajiidly. 
Its  iiiiisl  marked  etfect.  ho\\('\cr,  is  due  to  its  influi'iice  on 
the  fermeiitalive  organisms  in  the  must.  Yeast  will  mui- 
tilily  and  gmw  in  presence  of  a  larger  amount  of  acid  than 
any  of  the  nidinary  disease  germs  and  bacteria  occurring 
in  imisi  .-ind  wine.  For  this  reason  a  very  acid  must  near- 
ly always  unilergoes  a  clean  and  thorough  fermentation, 
and  the  resulting  wine  clears  rajiidly  and  keejis  well. 

It  is  ini|inssili|e  to  say  what  I  he  innsi  desirable  degree 
of  acidify  is,  as  this  \aries  with  so  many  conditions.  Ued 
wine  reijuires  moi-e  than  white,  as  the  former  loses  much 
in  fermenting,  (nluring  grapes,  such  as  the  Bouschets, 
rei|nire  more  than  mdinary  red  grapes,  as  tli(»  coloring 
matter  is  less  stable,  .\inerican  grajies,  such  as  Lenoir, 
r(i|uir(>  still  more,  as  iliey  are  liable  to  a  peculiar  eliange 
wlu'u  lacking  in  acid,  v'lieli  destroys  their  cobn-.  Moldy, 
unripe  or  otherwise  defini\c  grajies  re(|iiire  more  than 
good  grapes,  on  account  of  ilie  large  numbers  of  bacteria 
and  molds  they  contain. 

According  to  Bouffard,'  the  average  acidity  of  good  red 
wines  in  the  south  nf  I'ram-e  is  .(>  ]iei-  cent  to  .!t  jier  cent.

Tile  acidity  nt  lipe  ( 'iilifnrnia  grapes  very  rarely  reach 
iliese  tigiires,  espeeially  ill  the  hotter  parts,  and  this  \;v 
greatly  inleiisities  the  unfavorable  etfect  of  hot  ferment 
linn.  Lvcn  in  the  snath  of  I'lame  the  grajies  very  coi 
iiKinl.N'  fall  belnw  these  tigures  when  allowed  to  inatn 
completely.  There,  the  ditlicnlty  is  usually  overcome  1 
gathering  the  grajies  under-ripe,  to  the  detriment,  as  i 
ready  observed,  of  both  ipiality  and  (piantity.  In  lar 
\inevards,  however,  it  is  often  im]iossibl(>  to  gather  i 
the  grajies  before  llie_\  are  thoroughly  ripe,  so  th(!  an 
menial  inn  nf  the  acidity  by  addition  of  acid  to  (he  gra|i 
nj-  wine  is  becoming  a  common  ]>ractice  both  there  and 
.\lgeria.  The  addition  of  the  acid  to  the  wine  after  f( 
mentati<in  is  practiced  only  when  its  fibject  is  to  increa 
the  acidity  for  (he  taste  <if  certain  Frein-h  markets,  or 
increase  the  stability  of  the  coloring  matter  in  wine  fro 
color-grajies.  Jacipiez  wine  is  sometimes  dosed  with  tji 
taric  acid  to  the  extent  of  2  per  cent,  which  makes  it  (jui 
undrinkable,  but  tiseful  to  blend  with  wines  lacking 
both  acid  and  color.  Tartaric  acid  added  to  the  wi 
after  fermentation  gives  a  harshness  to  the  wine  which 
absent  when  the  acid  is  added  to  the  must  before  ferment 
tinn.  The  only  object  of  adding  it  after  instead  of  befo 
is  that  a  certain  jirojiortion  is  precipitated,  and  this 
Ilie  latter  case  is  losi  in  the  ])oniace  or  thick  lees,  while 
the  fniiiier  it  is  recovered  in  (lie  argol  deposited  in  t' 
-casks. 

l"nr  the  iiuriMise  of  regulating  the  fermentation,  ho 
ever,  it  must  be  added  to  the  crushed  grai)es,  and  in  tli 
cas<',  unless  used  in  extravagant  (piantities,  it  has  abs 
Inlely  no  ill  effects  on  the  flavor  of  the  wine.  Hoav  mU' 
it  is  necessary  or  safe  to  use  can  be  determined  only  1 
experiment  in  each  vineyard  with  each  variety  of  graj 
In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  said  that  experience  has  shov 
that  with  gra])es  very  low  in  acidity  it  is  neither  safe  n 
necessary  to  add  enough  acid  to  bring  up  the  amount 
the  figures  given  by  IJoos  as  normal.  For  example,  if 
must  shows  A  per  cent  of  acidity  it  is  usually  sufficient 
add  enough  tartaric  acid  to  bring  this  acidity  up  to  .6  p 
cent,  that  is  4  pounds  to  the  ton  of  grapes.  Some  write 
say  it  is  rarely  desirable  to  exceed  2  pounds  to  the  toi 
while  others  believe  it  is  quite  admissible  to  go  as  high 
."i,  (■)  or  even  S  pounds  per  ton.*  In  general,  the  best  mo 
ern  practice  seems  to  be  not  to  exceed  4  pounds  per  toi 
and  this  in  all  cases  is  sufficient  to  insure  a  good  ferment 
t  ion  so  far  as  acidity  alone  can  do  this.  The  reason  of  th 
is  I  hat  the  addition  of  a  certain  amount  of  tartaric  ac 
to  the  must  has  a  much  stronger  effect  on  regulating  tl 
fermentation  than  an  equivalent  amount  of  natural  aci 
ity,  because  it  increases  the  "free''  acid  and  diminish 
the  "combined  acid''  or  cream  of  tartar.     The  former  h

If  addeil  di 
rectly  to  the  wine  we  may  increase  the  acidity  l>y  7<l  per 
cent  of  the  acid  used."  If  adiled  to  the  must  only  IT  per 
cent  may  he  found  in  the  wine,'  while  if  added  lo  the 
cnishi'd  ;:rapes  as  little  as  iTi  |Mr  cent"  may  remain. 

There  is  very  little  danj:<M-  of  makiii;:  the  wine  harsh 
unless  the  luaximnm  doses  recommended  are  \>i\  mucii 
exceediil;  and  a  sliy:ht  harshness  due  to  ^ood  acidity  di 
ininislies  w  ith  a^e. 

I'itrir  .\iiil. — This  acid  has  lieeii  used  I'.xteiisively  diir 
in;;  ri'«-ent  years  to  cure  or  prevent  a  certain  form  of  the 
diseasi'  of  wines  which  the  {•'reiicli  call  "la  casse."  Its 
ellicacy  in  this  respect,  ami  the  complete  ahsem-e  of  any  in- 
jurious effect  on  the  wines  trejiled.  su;:i;este<l  its  use  ill  I  he 
aciditicatioii  of  deticieiit  must,  hefore  fermentation,  in 
place  of  lart.iric  acid.  I'or  this  purpose  it  has  lieeii  found 
eipially  ellicacioiis  ami,  from  most  jxtints  of  view,  superior 
lo  tartaric  acid.  The  only  olijcction  to  its  u.se  is  the  doiilii 
as  to  the  presence  of  citri<-  acid  as  a  normal  constituent 
of  jiiapes.  Some  invest i;;atoi-s  claim  that  it  dtM-s  exist 
naturally  in  grapes  in  minute  i|uanliiies.  and  as  only 
minute  ijuantities  are  necdiil.  ami  as  the  acid  is  as  "in 
iiiH'ous  and  wholesome  as  tartaric  aci<|,"  there  seems  to  he 
no  rea.sonahle  olijcction  to  its  use.  It  is  not  and  cannot  Ih' 
ns4>d  in  any  way  to  imreiise  (he  i|iiantily  of  wine  imide 
from  a  ;;iveii  <|uantity  of  i;rapes,  hut  only  to  improve  it*: 
i|ualii.\.  Its  iis<'  cannot  iheiefiue  he  considered  a  sophisti- 
cation an\  more  than  that  of  siilfurous  acid  or  tinin;;s.

towns. 

I>»s  Anjieles  is  a  ^<.o<l  jdaee  for  the  aver-a;;e  San  Fran- 
ris«o  Itusiness  man  to  visit  <K-easi4>nalIy — the  jdaee  where 
he  «-an  have  his  ideas  of  the  imiM»rfauee  of  Sau  Franeist^-o 
rudely  jolteil  and  at  the  sjiuie  time  i;et  many  ideas  as  to 
what  eonstitutes  an  enteri>risiui:  eity. 

The  iirojM.sition  to  inauj:urate  the  <;oTlienl»er«r  system  in 
I^>s  Aup'hs  si-ems  to  have  fallen  l>y  ih<*  way-side,  uor- 
withstandini:  jirofTer  to  the  city  was  luiekeil  l>y  many  of  the 
mt»st  we-althy  an<l  jiromiueut  men  of  that  s«ition  of  the 
State.  The  plan  was  a  ju;:-haudled  projMisition  lookinir 
only  to  the  advanta;;e  of  the  iM-<iple  who  wanted  to  ;:et 
"in".  praeti<-ally  iL'isorin^'  the  piojierty  and  eitizenship 
ri'ihts  of  th<is«-  whom  it  was  intend»^l  to  dis]^»ss«'s.s.  After 
a  eareful  <iverl<H.k  of  the  situation  we  aie  eonvineed  that 
the  jxHPple  who  i-i.ntiid  stnh  matters  in  Los  Ani;eles  will 
not  undertake  any  sn<-li  ex{«rimeni.  at  lea.st  for  some  titne 
to  i-ome.  In  this  mnni^iion  it  may  l>e  said  that  Los  An- 
•reles  is  not  only  one  of  the  Ust  siUtxin  towns  in  the  Fniteil 
Stat»-s  from  thn  staiidjM.int  of  the  liipior  dealer.  Imt  con- 
sidering conditions  surrounding  it.  is  one  of  the  tx/st  rejru- 
late<l.  It  is  true  that  it  has  miduiiiht  and  Sunday  dosinjr. 
hut  unlike  Eiistern  ciii.s.  where  the  driukinj;  places  are 
clostt]  on  the  Sahhath.  rh*-  enfoi-ci-nu-nt  of  this  rule  d«ies 
not  apiK'ar  to  1»-  a  re;d  har<lship  ninin  the  trade.  Aprop<is 
to  this  we  «|uote  tin-  remarks  of  on».  of  the  most  pr«tininent 
retailers  of  Los  Anj:eles: 

"Since  the  rei-eiit  ehctiou,  iu  which  the  I'rohihitionists 
were  routeil  on  their  pr«ii>osiiiou  to  make  I>»s  Angeles  a 
•dry*  town,  the  trade  is  lieinj:  •:iven  what  may  l>e  pmperly 
term«-<l  fair  tr'atmeiit.  For  some  reasi.n  l»est  knf>wn  to 
the  rolice  rommissioners.  the  restrictions  upon  the  hest 
cla.ss  of  restani-.mrs  have  he^'ij  ni'Mlitieil  to  a  certain  dejn'ee. 
and  the  Comiiiissioners  hav«-  evidently  found  the  neces- 
sity for  allowini;;  an  es4-:ijM'  valve  in  j'ermittitij:  two  of  the 
well-known  cafes  on  Sunday  and  Sunday  eveninjrs  to  dis- 
pense liijuors  in  th«-  ori;riual  packiX^e"  with  or  witliotit 
meals." 

I'nd<mhte«lly  sonic  >nch  i'  iicession  is  neces.sary  in 
a  |M>pulation  of  a  city  of  a  >|uaner  of  miliion  i»eople.  hut 
we  lunst  say  tluit  at  1<  a.st  one  of  thest-  institutions  out- 
ranks anything  of  tin-  kind  in  San  P'ramisi-<».  and  we  u.se 
the  work  "nink"  advi^.diy. 

Sj»eakinij  of  the  Sui.'lay  dosing  this  .s^ime  retailer  said: 
"The  representative  aui  intelligent  s;il<M>nmen  of  Los  An- 
geles do  not  desire  a  rept  nl  of  the  Sunday  i-losing  law.  and 


ill"  ri  .11.-  X  v<-ral  re:isons  for  ihis  altiiudc.  the  first  U'ing 
that  liy  ri-as«»ns  of  a  |Miuliariiy  of  the  majority  of  the  popu- 
lation of  this  lity.  which  desj-rts  the  town  on  Sundays  and 
holidays,  and  which  stays  at  home  in  kid  w«titlier.  there 
is  no  profit  in  comhicting  a  sal<M»n  from  midnight  Saturday 
to  six  o'diM-k  Monday  morning;  the  sei-ond.  that  the  Sun- 
day closing  gives  the  |iroprii-tor  and  his  employt-es  uee«le«l 
rest  and  lirings  them  kick  to  work  on  Monday  morning  re- 
fresheil  and  r<  ady  for  the  .strenuous  life  live*!  hy  the 
s;iIiMinmen  of  this  husy  town." 

Some  of  the  iM'st  infornnnl  men  of  the  tr:ide  figure  that 
an  oiH-n  Sunday  would  In-  a  loss  to  them  in  a  Imsiness  way. 
nf  course,  these  remarks,  which  ajply  to  "long  haireiF' 
Los  Angeles,  would  certainly  not  Im-  appli<-silde  to  San 
Fnincis«-o.  where  the  .saloonman  has  an  entirely  ditTereut 
cla.<s  of  p«-ojde  to  ileal  with.  Furthermore,  the  le:iding  re- 
tailers and  the  proprietors  of  the  high-dass  i-afes  and  res- 
taursints  candidly  state  they  will  In-  siitisfi^il  to  C4»ndurt 
thejr  business  along  the  lines  now  laid  down  hy  the  Polioe 
Commissioners. 

The  past  year  has  iK-^-n  a  reci>rd  hreaker  among  the 
s:jliMiniiien  and  wholesalers,  as  wdj  as  for  all  other  lines 
of  trade,  and  they  all  look  forward  to  a  still  more  prosper- 
ous twelve  months  in  I'.mm;.  We  have  yet  to  he:ir  anyone  in 
the  tt-ade  complain  of  .lull  liusines.s. 

The  dining-cars  on  the  Siiiitheru  Pacific  still  continue  to 
do  missionary  work  in  the  way  of  intnxlucing  i'alifornia's 
U-st  wines  to  the  traveling  puldic.  We  notice  on  the  wine 
list  the  wind's  of  the  Alta  \'i.<ta  Wine  <V>mpan.v.  Wetniore- 
Ri  Wen  Company.  Italian-Swiss  T'olony.  Oliviua  Vineyard, 
r'alifornia  Wine  A.ssi:ciation  and  (lundlach-Bundsthu. 
I'rices  for  pints  range  from  thirty  to  seventy-five  cents. 
Looking  over  the  wine  canl  of  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Oeean 
Park,  near  Los  Angeles,  we  find  a  number  of  well-known 
brands  "f  California  wines  served  in  giMxl  condition  at 
prices  ranging  frcm  twenty-five  to  fifty  cents  for  pints. 
Among  these  are  jhe  Cresta  Blancji  and  De  Turk  wines.

President  'luasti.  >>{  the  Italian  Vineyard  Co..  reports 
business  g<M:(l  and  the  genenil  distribution  of  their  wines 
throughout  the  whole  country.    A  jM»rtion  uf  their  vineyard 

•  if  three  thousand  acres  of  wine  grajies  came  into  bearing 
this  y«-:ir,  the  result  U'iiig  a  giMul  crop  of  excellent  ijuality. 
The  vines  will  all  be  in  k-aring  next  se;isou.  The  winery 
at  Cuciimonga  <ru.she<l  eight  thou.sand  tons  f»f  grapes  this 
season  and  will  do  considerable  more  ne.xt  year.  The 
wines  of  this  company  have  attaineil  enviable  reputation 
wherever  California  wines  are  known.  In  the  ejirly  .sea- 
S4(n  the  young  vineyards  were  attacke«l  by  lieeth-s.  which 
promisetl  to  destriiy  the  entire  crop.  The  vineyard  ex- 
jH-rts  could  find  nothing  to  che<k  the  ravages  of  the  pest 
and  it  r<*maine«l  for  Mr.  Guasri  to  discover  the  reme<ly.  He 
aicidentally  found  that  the  l>eetles  were  extremely  fond  of 

•  :ranges.  preferring  them  to  the  leaves  of  the  vine:  the  re- 
sult was  that  he  had  twenty-five  humlreil  ktxes  of  oranges 
cut  np  and  distribnte<l  ihr«iughout  the  vineyard  within  a 
few  days.  As  a  result  the  vines  were  savefl.  In  event  of 
another  attack,  the  vinevanlisis.  thanks  to  Mr.  Gnasti.

(pioted  aliove,  under  Avliiih  this  exaniinal  ion  is  made,  lieiiii:, 
as  it  is,  one  of  several  items  for  which  there  is  a  siieiilic 
apiirojiriation,  would  leave  at  least  a  reasonable  infereine 
that  the  purjiose  and  intention  of  Congress  was  thai  all 
ex]>ense  in  conneition  with  the  examination  tlierein  i»ro- 
vided  for  should  be  borne  by  the  (Jovernment." 

\\\'  have  also  held  ihat  earlaiie  imuried  in  li-ansporl  iiii^ 
merrhaiidise  under  the  iimvisions  of  liiis  law  could  not 
be  im]iosed  ujion  the  importer,  but  wi'  are  unable  to  tim^ 
any  rule  of  law  under  which  we  can  iiraut  the  reliel' 
soui;ht  by  this  jirotest,  and  none  has  been  called  to  our 
at  lent  ion  by  the  ]irotestants.  It  is  a  well-settled  common- 
law  iiile,  many  times  announced  by  liie  courts  and  the 
I'lianl,  thai  duiies  can  be  assesseil  onl_\  upon  the  ([uantity 
of  nil  riliandise  arriviui;  in  this  country,  but  this  rule  we 
cannot  apjdy,  as  ihe  merchandise  arrived  in  this  counti-y, 
was  duly  entered  by  the  im]iorters,  and  was  held  to  await 
examination  niider  ilie  \:\\y  aboxc  i|uiiicd. 

It  wiudd  seem  unfair  llial  liie  ini]iorii'r  slioiilil  not  oidy 
furnish  samples  uf  the  merchandise  for  such  examination 
as  the  law  requin  s.  but  should  pay  duty  upon  the  sainides; 
yet,  in  our  judi:nieiii.  Coniiiess  alone  has  ]iower  to  relieve 
him  of  this  bni'den.  unless  the  Secretary  of  Ai>ricultur;' 
may  do  it  out  of  the  apiiio](riation  iirovided  foi-  the  en- 
foicenient  of  the  law.  The  law  under  which  this  exam- 
ination is  made  is  a  parauiajih  inserted  in  an  ajiprojiria- 
tion  bill.  The  Secretary  of  .V.uriculinrc  is  vested  with 
some  discretion  in  the  expenditure  of  the  a]iiii'o]triation 
made  for  carryins  out  the  ]irovisions  of  the  law.  and  he 
would  doubtless  have  authority  lo  ci)m])ensate  the  im- 
]iiirter  for  such  merchaiulise  as  was  used  or  destroved  in 


liii'  inspicilon  and  analysis  inaiic.  If  liiis  cnniiieiisatioi 
was  based  on  the  landed  value  of  the  nierchaudise.  th 
duties  paid  I  hereon  would  in  thai  way  lie  i-eturned.  Tli 
merchandise  used  and  destroyed  liy  ilie  Ciovernment  i 
such  as  is  dutiable  under  the  law,  and  the  collecior  niiis 
llierefiire  assess  the  jirojier  duty  thereon,  alllioiiuh  ilie  in 
porter  never  has  (he  benelil  of  or  receives  it. 
'I'lie  proiesi  is  therefore  ov<'rruled.

MARKET  CONDITIONS 


DKV  WINK:— The  tirst  nionili  <<(  tlu' year  did  not  make 
any  nutahle  sliowin-;  in  llic  niatltT  of  exports  i)y  sea. 
The  totals  were  r>0:2  eases  and  3!H»,:?4!>  {iallons  valued  at 
;S!144,1.S!^.  \\liiie  the  wiue  husiness  is  on  a  healthy  hasis 
it  is  not  easy  to  aeeount  for  the  eoniparative  sharp  faliinj; 
oil"  wiiieh  is  sliow n  as  eontrasted  with  Janmiry  l)usiness, 
IJK).").  In  that  month  the  exports  were  'M)2  eases  and  7!IS, 
438  gallons  of  the  value  of  i?'_»(;4,82T.  Of  that  (juantity

The  j;eneral  California  wine  trade  is  in  hetter  sjiape  than 
ever  hefore,  tiie  \\H)7>  vinlaije  havinji  been  the  means  of 
brinj^iiifj  the  industry  up  to  a  hasis  where  the  prospects  are 
highly  eneouraj;in^.  Dry  wines  of  good  (juality  are  in 
stronj;  demand  and  few  of  these  renuiin  in  first  hands, 
while  the  marked  decrease  of  the  production  of  sweets  has 
placed  that  branch  of  the  industry  in  a  safe  position.  Tlie 
call  for  wines  of  the  hiiiliest  f^rades  both  in  glass  and  l)ulU, 
is  steadily  increasing  and  the  windup  of  tlie  year  finds  the 
industry  at  a  point  at  which  the  producers  thereof  have 
long  been  aiming.  It  looks  now  as  if  the  climb  (o  the 
higher  i)rosperity  will  be  fur  less  dilficnll  iIkiti  in  Ilie 
past. 


SWEETS  :^Tiie.improvenient  in  the  sweet  wiue  situation 
continues  and  there  is  no  doubt  now  that  the  real 
value  of  these  wines  will  be  recognized  henceforth.  The 
production  during  the  calendar  year  as  shown  in  the  sta- 
tistic tables  elsewhere,  was  far  short  of  that  of  1904,  and 
there  is  at  the  present  time  no  prospect  of  an  overproduc- 
tion for  some  time  to  come.  The  1(»05  wines  will  be  found 
of  better  quality  than  those  of  1!»04,  and  it  is  certain  that 
considering  the  stocks  on  hand  and  the  shortage  in  the 
output,  the  values  of  standard  wines  will  naturally  hardeu. 
The  production  in  the  two  districts  for  the  mouth  of  De- 
cember totals  21(5,404. SL  gallons.  During  the  same  31 
days  of  1904  the  product  in  the  two  districts  was  985,301.11 
gallons.     Further  comments  seem  to  be  unnecessary. 

BK.VNDY; — The  brandy  market  is  in  an  excei)tiimally 
healthy  condition,  a  remark  which  is  hardly  original 
in  connection  with  this  branch  of  the  industry.  What  is 
meant  to  be  conveyed  is  the  fact  that  the  brandy  men  are 
in  a  better  condition  than  ever  before.  Well  made  brandy 
was  good  property  before  the  results  of  the  recent  vintage, 
were  known,  but  it  is  still  better  now.  This  statement  will 
be  better  undei-stwM  when  it  is  known  that  the  production 
of  both  districts  for  the  month  of  I)ecend)er  totaled  only 
133,938.1  tax  gallons  as  compared  with  325,39().4  tax  gal- 
lons in  Decend)er,  1904.  Exports  by  sea  were  so  small  as 
not  to  be  worthy  of  menticm.    Imports  were  ditto. 


WHISKY  : — The  trade  as  a  rule  find  that  their  business 
is  in  better  condition  than  for  many  years  before, 
and  some  are  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  state  that  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  1905  it  reached  a  record  point.  W^e 
know  these  latter  statments  to  be  well  founded,  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  records  of  the  exports  of  whisky  by 
sea  prove  them.  As  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  the  annual 
review  of  the  trade  of  the  year,  the  whisky  men  fared  bet- 
ter than  those  in  other  affiliated  lines,  the  growth  of  their 


export  business  having  been  highly  satisfactory.  Furtln 
more  the  outlook  is  for  a  cont  inuation  of  this  most  desiral 
condition.  I^xjiorts  for  the  month  were  1,043  cases,  2,3 
gallons  of  the  value  of  .$17,243.  Imports,  1,180  cases  a: 
(J  casks.  The  export.il  inn  (if  miscellaneous  wines  ai 
li(|nors  was  of  average  xnhnne,  the  total  being  1,203  cas( 
2.-!  barrels,  1  keg,   i.(C.(»  gallons  all  of  Ihr  vain.'  of  .$11,4." 


IMI'nK'r.VriONS:— The  imi.nrteis  cnjovcd  a  fairly  sal 
lariory  business  during  the  month,  in  I'acI,  much  bett 
rhan  they  could  have  expected  becau.se  January  is  usual 
regarded  as  a  rectionary  month.  Imports  were  of  only  fa 
vohime,  the  principal  items  being  the  following:  Wii 
1,392  cases,  12  barrels,  70  casks;  IJrandy,  50  octaves;  A! 
100  cases;  Stout,  75  cases,  3  barrels;  Whisky,  1,180  cast 
0  casks;  Vermouth,  500  cases;  (tin,  195  cases;  Prune  Juic 
5  barrels;  Absinthe,  715  cases;  Amer  Picon,  375  case 
li(|U('urs,  10  cases;  Spirits,  75  cases;  .Mineral  Water,  ~'. 
cases;  .Malt   Extract,  105  cases. 


Bl';i'^lv: — The  exp(U'ters  of  beer  fared  exceptionally  W( 
comparing  the  business  of  January,  190(),  to  that 
.lannaiy,  1905.  During  the  past  month  exports  show< 
a  volume  of  1,4.59  i)ackages  bottled  and  350  packages  bul 
of  the  total  value  of  |11,943.  During  the  same  month 
1904,  the  total  valuation  was  $0,037,  which  shows  a  coi 
parative  gain  of  nearly  50  per  cent.

Diego  the  situation  is  unequaled.  Business  is  better  tha 
ever,  collections  good  and  everything  presages  a  contini 
ance  of  this  present  prosperity.  Coming  in  contact  with  a 
classes  of  business  men  as  I  do,  I  feel  free  to  predict  thj 
this  ye^ar  will  be  still  more  prosperous  than  the  precedin 
one.    All  the  indications  point  to  this."

The  recent  advance  of  two  and  one-half  (li'/^)  cents 
per  gallon  on  mininiinn  white  wines  and  Mtiscats  at  the 
wineries,  has  },'reatly  strenf,'then«><l  the  sitnatioii  for  Cali- 
fornia wines.  This  advance  in  connivtion  with  the  limiteil 
production  of  this  s^-ason  bids  fair  to  lirin^  about  a  fur- 
ther ailvance  tui  all  ;:rades  of  California  wines.  The  out- 
look is  most  encouraj^in};. 


California  hrandy  is  particularly  stronjr  in  jirice,  owin; 
to  the  .small  tiuantities  produce<l. 


The  whisky  market  continues  featureless,  hut  prices  tinn 
on  all  the  leading  brands.

Mcflowan,  Cieorpe  C, 
Itrown,  and  W.  C.  Wheeler,  a  committee  to  confer  with 
the  National  Wholeside  Li(|Uor  Dealers'  A.s.sociation  rela 
tive  to  joint  action  with  the  Hoard  of  Trade  of  Louisvilh-, 
Kentucky,  to  the  purpose  of  securiuf;  a  reduction  of  the 
frei;;ht  rates  on  whisky  to  the  Pacific  Coast.

The  last  five  years  has  Iieeii  a  jxMiod  which  has  called 
upon  wine-makers  for  an  itiitneiise  exjienililnre  of  ca])ital 
in  erecliiii:  new  wineries  or  enlarj;iiii;  existinii  plants  to 
more  ra|)idly  lake  care  of  the  i;rai)es. 

Some  i;rowers  are  reasonahle  and  patient  in  dealiiii:  with 
the  wineries,  the  Ani:el  (ialiriel  himself  could  not  satisfy 
others.  The  oli\iiiits  itiijiossiliility  of  cariiii;  for  all  the 
iirajH's  from  all  the  \inevards  in  a  day  or  a  week  does  not 
ajipeal  to  them  at  all.  and  conse(|iient  ly  wine-makers  while 
at  the  same  titiie  extetidini:  their  capacity  to  meet  condi- 
tions ha\"e  all  the  time  to  he  more  and  more  careful  of  the 
wordiiiji:  of  their  contracts  so  as  not  to  subject  themselves 
l<»  the  le.ual  liability  which  niireasonable  .iirajK'-fii'owers  are 
eai:;er  to  saddle  upon  them,  and  which  local  juries  and 
jiidiies  a]i]tarently  delijiht  in  having  an  o]i])orl  unity  to 
inflict.  In  all  such  matters  muiital  cotisideral  ion  and 
Udod  tempered  forl)earance  will  lie  found  the  best  ]>oliiy. 
If  one  year  the  j;ro\vers  obtain  some  technical  leual  point 
on  which  they  lan  throw  the  burden  of  climalic  <-ontiii- 
jieiicies  on  the  wiiic-inaker  he  will  correct  his  contract 
terms  for  the  future,  while  on  the  other  hand  if  the  wine- 
iiiakei'  does  not  do  all  that  human  aiiency  can  do  to  ra])idlv 
and  etticieiitly  take  care  of  the  farmer's  (top.  he  will  either 
for  the  future  take  his  jirapes  elsewhere  <ir  build  his  own 
or  in  combiiiati(Mi  with  his  ueiuhbors  a  co-operati\-e  ]ilant, 


which  latter  in  increasing  the  number,  also  iiu-reasi's 
seasons  of  plenty,  the  coinpetilion  of  sellers  of  wine  :t 
makes  a  cousecpient  depression  in  market  prii-es  ine\ital 
and   niia\oidable. 

I'ew  i;rowers  realize  how  critical  a  period  the  last  \ 
lajic  atlorded,  or  that  only  the  iinnsnally  lijilit  cro|i 
urapes  from  the  increasinj;  \iiieyard  acreajic  was  all  tl 
saved  them  and  the  wine-inakers  from  enormous  losi 
through  the  inability  of  the  wineries  under  the  new  re} 
lations  which  had  been  issued  by  tlu'  l)e|iarlmcnt  in  W'a: 
iniiton  to  ])r(Mii])lly  and  etlicient  ly  take  care  of  their  iiraji 
So  serious  was  the  situation  al  the  beuinuiiiL;  of  the  seas 
that  leadiiiii'  wine-makers  rather  than  incur  the  eiiorim 
]ieiiallies  seeminjily,  to  the  uninitiated,  inseparable  fn 
the  new  !( ;:ulat  i(Mis.  discontinued  bu\  iiiji'  siraix's  a 
closed  ilow  tl  their  plants.  The  ureat  courtesy,  liowev 
)>romptly  extended  bv  the  ( 'ommissioticr  <>f  liitei-nal  \l 
enue.  who  despite  the  fact  that  his  readiui;  of  the  law  i 
not  justify  it.  made  leni])orary  rejiiilations  which  eiiabl 
the  \  iiitai:e  to  be  proceeded  with — saved  the  sitiuition.  < 
the  distinct  nnderstaudiiiji,  howcxcr.  I  hat  < 'oniiress  wot 
be  asked  at  I  he  comini;  session  to  make  some  aineiidinei 
to  the  sweet  wine  law  which,  while  ap]iarently  unini])o 
ant  in  wordiiiji  were  basic  in  their  application,  and  wot 
permit  (d'  the  issmiuce  b\  the  I  >i'|iari  iiieiit  id'  rejiiilatid 
in  strict  conformance  with  the  law,  and  at  the  same  tii 
with  the  uecessit  ies  of  t  he  modern  crusliinj;  and  fermeiiti 
plants  of  capacitN  enormous  eiiouuh  to  take  care  of  t 
ever  increasiiiii  acreauc  in  the  sweet  w  ine  districts,  w  itl 
the  slioi-t   ])eriod  of  the  viiitajic  season. 

The  work  of  obtaining  such  ainetidnients  to  tlie  law  a 
the  sweet  w  iiie  rcji'ulations  is  now  beinji'  earnestly  jiro 
cuied  ill  Wasliiiifiton,  and  desei\es  the  unauimoiis  sii])]i( 
(d'  c\ery  urape-fii-ower  and  wine-maker  in  the  State 
<"alifornia.  thoinih  in  such  a  \ariely  of  interests  flu 
can  liardl\   help  beiiiii  sonic  who  from  inherent  snsjiicioi

Tlic  riirtaiii  lias  liccn  riinu  \\\>,  the  proloiiiif  to  tlu'  oiiciiiii);- 
of  till'  spriiij;  trade  lias  lie<'ii  sjiokeii  and  lli<-  eoiiiedv  or 
tra;_MMly,  as  llie  ease  may  lie.  can  now  lie  incseiited  to  tlu? 
interested  spectators. 

It  was  evidently  not  ilie  iiiti'iiiion  of  the  ••enniliined" 
firms  to  raise  the  jirice  of  yoiuiL;  w  ines,  lint  tlu'ir  aim  was 
to  keej)  it  within  the  hoiinds  of  last  year's  valnatinn;  liow- 
evi'r  the  horse  was  sironiicr  than  I  lie  driver  and  iitit  away 
with  the  cart.  A  consideralile  demand  for  the  jiood  cellars 
had  spriiiii;  up  from  many  indeiiendent  (|uarters  and  very 
soon  the  liest  cellars  in  the  various  dry  w  ine  distri<-ts  were 
jiiircliased  at  leasunaldy  advanced  jirices,  coniiiellini;  the 
"Ti-nst"  firms  to  jiay  as  much  as  ilie  niarkel  value  and  to 
even  "do  a  little  liefter"  in  some  instances,  hecanse  their 
oliject  to  control  the  availahle  snjiply  was  manifest  to  all. 
The  condition  now  c.xistin.iL;,  at  llie  end  of  -Innnary.  ]ire- 
senls  the  nnusual  circumstance  thai  all  the  desirable  cel- 
lars in  the  novtliern  section  have  lieen  secured  liy  llie 
trade,  an<l  the  jirices  ]iai(l  in  exceptional  cases  went  as 
liii:li  as  !'.■>  cents  at  ilie  viiievard. 

A  tireat  many  cellars  wai-raiiled  a  more  liiieral  invest- 
nieiit ;  they  showed  rare  ,nid  iin]iiccedrnled  merits, 
smoothness  and  richness,  iirilliani  color  and  L;ood,  even 
splendid  fermentation,  which  means  excellent  keepini; 
(|ualitii's.  Thin,  insipid  wines,  such  as  llie  year  I'.KIl 
yielded  in  (|naiitit ies.  were  very  scarce  this  year;  some  few 
cellars,  exceptionally,  showed  faulty  fermentation,  and  il 
would  he  a  lilessinu  if  they  would  tiiid  their  ultimate  way 
to  the  distillery. 

The  |M!wer  and  iulliiiiiie  of  the  coiiceni  rated  wine  in- 
tti-ests  in  ( "aliforuia  are  plainly  demonstrated  by  the  fact, 
that  in  sp.iie  of  cousideialily  higher  prices  paid  for  the 
wines.  selliuL;  values  have  not  been  advanced  materially. 
It  is  true  ili.it  a  material  increase  in  the  ]irices  would 
somewhat  check  the  distribution,  and  it  may  possibly  be  a 
jiidici(!us  tliinj,^  not  to  adv.MUce  prices  too  ri/.'idly  at  once 
on  account  of  a  shortafic  dnrin<>-  one  vintaiic. 

If  a  continuation  of  small  oro]»s  should  be  ex])erienced 
it  would  uainrally  nei-essilate  an  advance  in  prices.  Mow 
(piickly  such  matters  can  be  cliani>ed  can  be  shown  on 
the  line  of  the  sweet  wine  interest.s,  comjiarinii'  the  vinta.^e 
of  1!)(I4  with  the  <roi)  of  l!t()5.  Tt  was  (laimed  that  there 
was  an  immensi-  over-]prnductiou  in  l!tOt,  that  there  would 
bo  sufticient  sweet  wines  to  run  for  Iwn  years,  and  the 
prices  were  arlilii-ially  forced  down,  so  it  left  very  little 
mariiin  of  jirolit  for  the  luannfaclnirr.  This  year  all  this 
shorlajie  is  wipid  <Mit  ami  sweet  wines  are  controlled  and 
held  at  a  valnaii<n  of  a  -■")  to  30  ]ier  cent  advance  ajjainst 
1!(04.  This  indiciies  how  incompntahle  the  ronditions  are 
that  (juickly  follow  each  otjier.  Whether  Uw  action  of  the 
ijoverumeiit  by  sevi nly  eiiforcinji  the  law  governing  the 
sweet  wiue  production,  had  anything  to  do  with  the  out- 
put, we  are  not  ready  to  say.  It  has  been  asserted,  that  a 
great  deal  of  the  so-called  sweet  Mine  was  simply  a  for- 
tified product  of  some  kind,  which  was  neither  used  for 


Sherry  nor  I'ort,  but  w.-is  to  a  great  extent  utilized  fi 
llic  si  i-eicliiiig  of  dry  wims  in  a  most  indiscriminate  mai 
ncr,  ihert'by  iinrtiiig  the  iiileiests  of  the  dry  wine  di 
II  iris  very  seriously.  This  of  comse  is  a  vexatious  que 
lion,  and  will  some  time  or  ollnr  be  taken  up  if  it  ge 
lo  be  a  too  serious  o]iponent  for  llie  l  rue  and  vital  interes 
of  oiir  dry  w  ine  production  in  t  he  bay  count  ies. 

We  can  congratulate  ourselves  on  the  ]ireseul  coml 
lions  <d'  our  <'alif<u-nia  wine  industry.  We  are  inakii 
progress  and  establishing  slowly  a  higher  n|iinion  and 
belter  re]Milalion  for  all  oiir  ]iroducts.  \\e  must  slai 
shoulder  to  shoulder  to  jointly  protect  our  interests, 
encourage  the  ])roduction  of  sujierior  wines  in  the  mo 
favored  districts,  and  to  foster  the  maiiitenance  and  int< 
ligi'ut  managemeut  of  individual  wine-makers,  who  segr 
gale  their  ]»roduct  according  to  the  varieties  of  graties  ai 
the  location  of  the  vineyards,  tlins  imitating  and  followii 
the  I  ime-hoiicued  customs  of  the  successful  vineyard  di 
I  rids  of  the  world.  The  miiiimnni  shi]»])ing  grades  in; 
be  all  right;  liowe\('r.  they  will  ne\er  establish  a  re]» 
tatioii.  .\  few  liundred  I  lionsand  gallons  or  a  million  gii 
Ions  of  ihoice,  high-class.  s]iecial  wine  will  do  more  mi 
sionary  work  for  the  California  wine  industry  than  tl 
thirty  million  gallons  lileiided  together  in  giant  casks  at 
thrown  out  for  the  beiietit  of  the  chea])  trade.

THE    TRADE    OF    1905 


WINES: — The  exportation  of  California  wines  by  sea  for  the  year  1905  was  of  healthy  volume.  There  were  t' 
noteworthy  features,  the  first  being  the  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  wines  exported  over  the  f 
ures  of  1904,  and  the  second  being  the  fact  that  the  total  valuation  of  the  exports  for  the  two  years  varied  oi 
$671.00.  The  figures  of  1905  were  6,823  cases  and  6.552,499  gallons  bulk,  valued  at  $2,392,703.  In  1904  1 
figures  were  4.692  cases  and  6,601,985  gallons  bulk,  valued  at  $2,393,384.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  comparat 
falling  off  in  the  movement  of  bulk  wines,  but  at  the  same  time  there  was  an  increase  of  2,131  cases  over  the  same  ye 
However,  the  totals  for  1904  and  for  1905  were  not  as  great  as  those  of  1903,  the  total  valuation  of  which  was  $2,557,2i 
A  study  of  the  tables  shows  a  healthy  growth  of  the  Alaska  trade,  a  large  increase  in  Central  America,  as  well  as  Haw; 
Mexico  and  Japan.  The  Philippines  showed  double  the  volume  of  the  business  of  the  preceding  year,  but  the  total  is  coi 
paratively  small. 


BRANDY: — There  was  still   another  marked   decrease   of  the  exports  of  brandies,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  pr 
ceding  year,  as  well  as  of  1903.     There  was  an  increase  in  the  shipments  of  goods  in  glass  of  more  than  50  f 
cent,  but  a  falling  off  in  bulk  goods,  the  total  of  valuation  beinq;  $10,000  less  than  similar  exports  last  year.      T 
figures  are  1,014  cases  and  14,351   gallons  bulk  valued  at   $23,836.     The  figures  for  1904  were  694  cases,  35,833  gi 
Ions  of  the  value  of  $33,890.     An  increase  was  shown  in  the  exports  to  Alaska  and  New  York,  and  falling  off  in  those 
China,  the  Hawaiian   Islands,  Mexico,  London  and  miscellaneous. 


WHISKY: — The  whisky  trade  makes  the  best  showing  of  the  year,  keeping  up  the  splendid  growth  it  has  made  1 
some  years  past.  Nearly  every  country  shows  a  substantial  gain  in  volume  of  business,  which  speaks  much  for  t 
future  of  this  branch  of  trade.  The  Alaskan  business  nearly  doubled,  and  there  was  a  heavy  increase  of  the  ca 
goods  shipments  to  the  Philippines,  but  a  decrease  of  about  8,000  gallons  bulk.  China  also  took  more  case  goods  and  less  hi 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  Hawaiian  demand.  The  total  exports  by  sea  for  1905,  were  24,486  cases,  69,099  g; 
Ions  bulk,  of  the  value  of  $279,869.  For  the  year  1904  the  figures  were  19,323  cases,  63,037  gallons  valued  at  $227,57 
This  is  a  most  healthy  growth  and  the  exporters  have  every  reason  to  be  not  only  satisfied  with  it,  but  proud  of  it. 


BEER: — There  is  little  to  state  of  the  movement  of  beer  to  foreign  ports.     The  value  of  exports  was  several  thousai 
dollars  less  than  those  of  1904.     The  totals  were  16,942  packages  bottled,  and  12,495  bulk,  the  value  being  $141 
410.     In  1904  the  fioiures  were  13,295  packages  bottled   and   8,077   packages   bulk   valued   at  $152,306.      In   tl- 
branch  of  exports  there  has  been  a  falling  off  since  1903.

ISCELLANEOUS: — The  manifest  value  of  exports  shows  a  comparatively  large  increase.     The  total  was  $181,59 
as  against  $1  53,799  in  1 904,  and  $1 21 ,773,  in  1 903.

BRANDY    PRODUCTION     1905 

HEREWITH  we  present  the  official  figures  of  the  production  of  brandy  during  the  calendar  year  1905  with  the  compa 
tive  statistics  for  the  three  preceding  years.  The  production  of  the  first  district  was  819,069.2.  and  in  the  fou 
district  81 .370.0.  making  a  total  of  900,439.2.  The  production  in  1 904  was  1 ,091 ,042.1 .  It  was  still  larger  in  1 9( 
and  nearly  one-half  million  tax  gallons  larger  in  1902  than  in  the  past  year.  The  decrease  in  production  amounted 
nearly  two  hundred  thousand  tax  gallons,  while  the  decrease  in  bonded  stocks  was  93,139.8  as  compared  with  the  prec( 
ing  year.  The  transfers  in  bond  to  Eastern  special  bonded  warehouses  aggregated  653,520.9,  which  was  also  about  c 
hundred  thousand  gallons  less  than  the  figures  for  the  preceding  year.  Tax  paying  was  considerable  larger,  but  in  the  stc 
used  for  fortification  of  sweet  wines  the  falling  off  was  some  eight  hundred  thousand  gallons. 

These  facts  naturally  lead  to  the  one  conclusion  that  the  distilling  portion  of  the  industry  is  in  very  healthy  conditio

THE    SWEET    WINE    SITUATION 

INCLUDING  the  December  production  of  sweet  wines  in  both  districts  the  official  figures  show  that  the  total  product 
the  calendar  year  was  10,717,480.88  gallons.  In  1904  the  production  was  14,100,816.99  gallons,  showing  a  short; 
of  2,833,336.11  gallons  as  compared  with  1904.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  figures  the  production  v 
very  heavy  in  1903.  and  in  1902  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  industry.  The  output  for  the  past  year  was  the  small 
in  five  years — 1901  showing  only  8,503,907.87  gallons.  The  much  talked  of  and  dreaded  surplus  of  a  year  ago,  is 
longer  in  evidence,  and  the  sweet  wine  situation  is  certain  to  develop  much  strength  in  the  next  few  months.  It  is  m 
than  could  be  expected  considering  the  conditions  of  the  past  four  years.

I'ndi 
the  rule  of  the  internal  reveiuu-  bureau,  ijrape  brand 
cannot  be  used  loi-  loii  itication  of  sweet  wine,  and  the  re-^i 
lations  require  the  immediate  removal  of  brandy  u.sed  fc 
fortifying  purposes  from  the  distillery  to  tlie  fortifyin 
room,  thus  placin<;-  the  distiller  in  j(H)pardy  for  a  tax  i 
case  of  fire.  The  distillers  are  anxious  to  be  relieved  froi 
this  tax  liability.  The  Ccnnniissioner  of  Internal  Revenii 
has  advised  the  California  Wine  men  that  he  cannot  sui 
]ieiul  the  reft'ulations  any  lon}i;er  and  relief  must  be  ol 
tained  from  (Congress.  It  is  now  proposed  to  press  the  bi 
for  amendment  of  the  law,  and  th(>  California  delegatio 
will  then  use  its  influence  with  the  Commissioner  of  Ti 
ternal   IJexcnne  to  make  rejiiilations  accordinglv.

THE  past  year  has  witucssod  a  constant  and  ni(»\vin,u 
strugfi'U'  lietweeu  tho  opposinii'  el<Mncnt  ou  llic  li(|uor 
question,  and  at  tlie  entrance  upon  the  New  Year  it  is  well 
to  look  back  and  sum  ujt  the  results  of  the  contest. 

San  Francisco  is  the  great  center  of  the  liquor  traffic  in 
this  State,  with  its  many  eleiiant  saloons,  restaurants, 
cafes  and  music  halls,  dispensing  the  ]»rodtu'ts  of  this  and 
other  countries.  There  is  no  eity  in  the  Union,  which  has 
the  frwdom  that  we  hav(>,  and  AVhy?  Because  the  licpior 
men  have  handed  themselves  togethtu'  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  their  interests,  and  are  standing  up  for  equal 
rights.  Ry  organizing  they  have  l»iiilt  up  a  f<n'midahle 
power,  in  this  great  community. 

The  liquor  nu'u  are  law-abiding,  re](nlnblc  citizens,  and 
as  long  as  they  conduct  their  I>usiiiess  npnn  clean,  honc'st 
and  decent  principles,  they  .should  ha\c  the  iirotectioii  of 
those  laws  which  protect  the  right  of  ntlicr  people  engaged 
in  other  businesses.  That  is  wh.\'  at  ilie  lasi  imiiiici]i;il 
election  they  siu'ceeded  in  defeating  that  obnoxious  high 
license pro]K>sition,  and  helped,  almost  toa  man,  in  electing 
to  oiii-  city,  the  Hon.  E.  E.  Schmitz  and  the  entire  labor 
ticket,  who  are  friendly  to  our  canse.  I'eace  reigns  among 
the  li<|Hor  men  at  the  present  time.  I'etty  jealousies  have 
de])arted,  and  a  friendly  feeling  has  taken  hold  of  them, 
upholding  and  elevating  their  business  to  the  standard 
as  prescribed  by  the  law.  With  that  jioint  in  view  jjros- 
perity,  hajjpiness  and  ]ieace  are  plainly  written  on  the 
wall  of  every  lionest  man.  linsiness  flourishing,  a  friemlly 
administration  and  contentment,  are  the  watchword  of 
the  liquor  men. 

Now  let  us  review  the  hist  liglil.  In  November,  a  liody 
of  cranks  got  together  and  called  lliem.selves  the  "High 
License  Association,"  for  the  ]Mir]M>se  of  raising  the  license 
from  eighty-four  dollars  a  year,  to  five  hundred  a  year,  but 
the  liquor  men  were  on  the  qui-vive  and  they  also  organized 
their  forces.  The  Knights  of  the  Koyal  Arch,  The  Califor- 
nia liquor  dealers,  and  the  San  Francisco  retail  grocers, 
named  a  committee  to  fight  the  enemv — five  from  each  or- 


ganization, and  with  the  financial  aid  of  the  Brewers  Pro 
lective  Association  and  the  Wholesalers  and  the  Bottler'^ 
I'lotective  Association,  they  succeeded  in  defeating  tin 
measure,  thus  saving  every  licpior  man  the  sum  of  foui 
linndred  and  si.vteen  dollars  ])er  year. 

I  now  say  that  eicry  saloon  man  should  Join  the  Knightf 
of  the  ixoyal  Arch  or  the  California  Mciuor  Dealers  Asso 
ciali(Mi,  and  help  to  equip  an  army  for  the  ne.\t  campaign 
lor  this  (piestion  will  surely  come  uj*  again.  With  unity 
peace  and  activity  we  \vill  "put  them  to  sleej)"  for  sonu 
I  iiiie  (o  come.

Take  away  the  advantages  held  by  the  prohibition 
under  the  present  law  ami  give  "dry"  aiul  "wet"  the 
l>rivileges  in  elections.

in  package  at  time  of  withdrawal.  Aside  from  this,  other 
bills  will  be  introduced  in  line  with  resolutions  ado})ted  at 
our  last  convention,  covering  remedial  legislation  of  in- 
terest to  wholesaler.s,  importere  and  distillers.  Strong  ef- 
fort will  be  reijuired  to  secure  their  enactment.

Wine  Tax  Movement  Checked. 

C.\LII"(»liXI.V  w  iuc  iiicii  will  read  with  imuh  satisfac- 
tioii  the  statciiicnf  that  the  iiiovcinent  for  iniposiiifi 
a  ta.\  of  2.J  cents  per  iiallon  on  sweet  wiues,  lias  received 
a  check,  and  will  prohably  not  lie  heard  of  from  until 
at  least  some  time  to  come.  The  iiroposed  measure  ema- 
nated from  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  and  its  in- 
troduction at  this  session  of  Conf>ress  is  the  second  time 
the  scheme  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  law- 
makers, and  given  fright  to  the  winemen  of  this  State. 

The  plan  of  placing  this  tax  upon  the  industry  was  out- 
lined in  a  recent  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  and  in  the  December  number  of  the  REvn:w  the 
imi)ropriety  and  justice  of  the  gallonage  tax  on  sweet 
wines  was  shown.  Prompt  action  in  the  way  of  protests 
and  instructions  to  the  California  delegation  were  sent, 
while  the  sweet  wine  men  were  represented  by  Mr.  Percy 
T.  Morgan,  President  of  the  California  Wine  Association. 
Mr.  Morgan  made  a  hurried  trip  to  Washington,  where  he 
called  together  the  California  delegation  and  explained 
to  them  the  grave  nature  nf  the  situation.  The  plain  Eng- 
lish of  the  statement  made  to  the  Senators  and  Congress- 
men was  that  the  imposition  of  the  tax  Avould  be  ruina- 
tion to  that  portion  of  the  industry.  Later  the  delegation 
went  before  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Shaw,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Morgan.     Congressman  Needham,  as  spokesman,

The  ox- 
poriincnts  carried  out  in  I'nuicc  and  Spain  liavc  itrovon 
valuable.  At  (lie  present  time  no  (.ne  seems  lo  lia\e  solved 
the  prolileni  fully.  We  know  that  several  of  (he  resistant 
stocks  have  been  tried  and  i)roven  satisfactory  in  various 
soils,  and  with  vinifera  ,<;raf(s.  .V  rccen(  le(ter  from  Prof. 
]?iole((i.  told  how  snccessfnl  some  of  the  vineyardists  of 
France  had  been  with  i;niies(ris  aiid  llie  ^evei'al  li.\brids 
of  Ixupestris  and  IJiparia.  One  important  n\attcr  relates 
lo  (he  sui(able  resistant  stock  for  the  several  varielies  of 
(able  grapes,  so  successfully  grown  in  Califoi  iiia,  and  a'so 
of  the  raisin  grai>e.  In  Fresno  county,  for  several  years 
past,  the  larger  vineyardists  have  been  e.\]terinienting  with 
resistant  stocks,  most  of  tkeni  in  a  small  way,  but  some  of 
tliein  boldly  planting  out  large  vineyards. 

Fiu:.\('ii  i;xri:i!iMi:.\TS. 
The  important  exi)eriments  made  in  Fiance  witli  the 
wine  grape  on  resistant  stocks  and  their  liriiliant  success, 
as  observed  and  recorded  by  I'rof.  IJioletti,  would  seem  to 
settle  the  matter.  This,  however,  is  not  the  cas'e  with  The 
other  varieties,  and  the  ones  (hat  interest  some  of  us  most. 
There  seems  to  be  no  settled  opinion,  or  ])roveu  experience, 
as  to  what  resistant  stock  is  best  suited  to  the  severa'  va- 
rieties of  table  and  raisin  grapes.  The  success  attained 
with  the  several  favorite  stocks  for  (he  wine  grape,  has  in- 
lluenced  others  in  using  them  for  the  table  grape,  where 
the  soil  and  climatic  conditions  seemed  favorable,  but  as 
yet  no  detinite  results  have  been  announced.

Many  of  the  farmers  of  this  jjart  of  the  State  arc  in- 
different about  this  (juestion  and  continue  to  plant  vine- 
yards as  heretofore.  Many  do  not  exercise  ordinary  care  in 
disinfecting  their  cuttings  fnuu  vines  that  are  likely  to  be 
infected.  Their  argument  is  that  (he  phylloxcTa  works  so 
slowly  in  our  liot  sandy  soils  (hat  it  may  be  years  before 
their  vines  are  ai)i)reciably  injured,  and  that  tliej'  can  se- 
cure profit  from  their  ])lan(iiigs  for  a  sufficient  period 
before  any  damage  may  be  done.  There  is  some  reason  in 
this  argument  for  we  know  of  vineyards  that  have  been  in- 
fected for  ten  years,  and  are  s(iil  iirofitable,  yet  far  from 


their  original  vigor  and  productiveness.    About  four  a 
ago  the  writer  began  planting  vineyards  on  resis(ant  s' 
in  an(iciiia(ion  (ha(  a  lime  might  come  when  (he  old 
yanls  would  sutler  and  nf\  tiie  theory  that  it  is  not 
policy  to  jdanl  new  vineyards  in  infected  districts  ui 
(hey  are  on   resis(ant   roo(s.

The  method  of  grafting  the  i-esistant  cuttings,  calhu 
(hem  in  sand  beds  or  an  incubatoi",  and  planting  in  \\\u 
vows,  is  preferable  to  (he  older  mediods  of  bench  or 
grafting  the  resistant  rooted  stock.  Last  winter  \ 
grafting  cuttings  in  the  usual  way,  foi-  callousing  in 
Leds,  I  had  the  foreman  i)ut  some  of  these  grafts  ir 
(live  oil  cellar,  where  I  had  a  large  box  stove  constf 
heated,  and  try  the  incubating  nu'thod.

must.  The  hnllesl  ninsl  rises  in  llle  Inp  and  is  <nnled  hy 
eontai-t  willi  llie  inli  and  falls  in  ihe  hniinni.

(•as(>  tlie  ice  cimld  he  used  in  cnul  ihe  water  used  with  an 
ordinary  refrigerator.  I'ive  ]inunds  nf  ice  w  ill  reduce  IIMI 
{^alhnis  of  must  alioiit  one  decree  I'ahreiilieil.  To  i-educe 
the  must  L'K  (h'^rees  Falirenheil.  as  in  Ihe  case  instanced 
on  pa^^e  40,  it  would  reipiire  over  one  pmind  nf  ice  for  evei-y 
fiallon  of  must.  This  may  he  taken  as  ahoni  Ihe  average 
coolini^'  necessary,  so  ihal  for  every  Ion  of  grapes,  when 
used  for  while  wine,  I'OI)  ](ounds  nf  ice  wmild  he  needed, 
and  ahnnt  'MH)  ])ouuds  for  the  same  annninl  of  urajies  wlien 
used  for  red  wine.  If  used  in  conneclion  with  a  water 
refrijicrator.  simply  to  imriasc  ihe  cnnlness  of  Ihe  walei' 
where  only  warm  water  was  a\ailahle,  would  i'e(|iiii-e  nie 
(ler  oi'dinary  conditions  about  Ihe  same  amount. 

The  cost  of  coolinii-  I'""'  i<'<'  alone  would  amount  lo  ahont 
|!l.r)0  per  ton  of  .ui-a|>es,  reckmiinii  ice  al  one-half  cent  ]iei' 
pound,  which  is  about  one  ceiil  a  gallon  I'm-  ihe  wint'  made. 
This  is  much  moi'e  than  ihe  whole  cosi  of  coolini;',  includ- 
iuii'  labor,  where  il  is  possible  lo  ^cl  cool  walei-. 

The  nu'thod,  which  has  been  tesleij  in  ( "alifoi-nia,  id' 
I)Iacin}i  the  ice  directly  in  lln'  \al  willi  the  idea  of  cool- 
in^'  and  redncinji  Ihe  su^ai-  al  ihe  same  lime,  is  ipiile  in- 
admissible. The  amonni  of  ice  uecessary  wmild  introduce 
far  too  much  water  into  ihe  must.

The  rise  of  tempeialure  in  a  \a(  of  fernienl  in^  grapes 
is  due  to  the  fad,  already  noted,  t  hal  more  heat  is  ])roduced 
iu  a  jjiven  time  by  ferineiitalion  than  is  Inst  by  radiation 
and  c(unluclion  in  Ihe  saiiu'  lime.  The  heat  jirodnced  if^ 
limiti'd  h\  the  amount  of  fermenlable  siiiiar  ])resent;  the 
heat  losi,  by  the  lime  of  fermeiilal  ion.  If  the  fermenta- 
tion is  i-ajiid  llii'  excess  of  heai  ]u-ndnced,  o\-er  that  lost 
in  a  ^i\fn  lime,  will  be  i;real,  and  llie  rise  of  lemperatu'c 
corresi)ondin,t;l_\-  ui-cat.  If  on  Ihe  cnnirary  the  fermeiila- 
tion  is  slow,  llie  excess  w  ill  Ih'  less  and  the  rise  id'  lem])era- 
ture  less.  If  ihc  IVrmenlal  inn  is  slow  eiiouiih,  the  heat 
lost  may  e(|ual  the  heal  uaiiied  and  no  rise  id'  lemperatiiic 
at  all  take  pla<c. 

Anylhinn',  thi'i-ebu-e,  which  retards  fermeiilal  inn  will 
lower  ihe  ma.ximnm  tem]iei-ature  to  which  llie  lirajies  will 
rise.  Various  subslances  may  be  added  to  the  must  which 
have  this  effect  of  lelardinti  tlie  "course  of  fermentation. 
Tiie  only  one  which  I  as  come  into  practical  use  is  snlfiirniis 
uc'id  iu  scmie  form.  I'lu'ie  are  two  soui'ces  of  this  acid 
which  are  at  present  Jinsively  used  in  wine-inakin^-. 
When  sulfur  is  burned  it  |.,i  duces  sulfurous  aci<I  iias.  One 
pound  of  sulfur  ou  burniui;  yields  two  jiounds  of  sulfurous 
acid.

TllK  Aiisliiiliiiii  Ikmisc  (if  ilic  Aiisir;ili;iii  Wine  ("oiii- 
paiiv  forward  the  follnw  ini;  r(|)(Ul  :  The  Aiisl  raliaii 
vintage  of  lltO.')  lias  fallen  lieluw  ilie  average  in  (|uanlity  all 
ri)un(l.  Taking  \'iot(nMa  tirst,  we  Inul  a  wet  winter  in  ]!)04, 
followed  liv  genial  spring  weather  and  a  healthy  tlowering. 
All  promised  well  uidil  in  Decenilier  ilic  rain  failed  to  ap- 
pear, and  in  lien  llii'reuf  at  Christnias-i  imc  the  contiiK'nt 
generally  was  \isiied  liy  lerrilic  h<'at.  No  nilur  word 
desi'rihes  the  jihenonieiial  ocenri'ince;  ll.">  degrees  to  I'Jd 
degrees  in  (he  shade  was  eoninion  for  some  days.  This 
canscd  linsh-firi's,  and  \\'\{h  heavy  winds  added,  tlu'  havoc 
wrought  was  incahnlalilc.  In  this  state  table  grapes, 
being  early,  sul1'ere<l  fearfully,  and  were  unproeurable. 
Wine-grapes  had  more  time  to  recover,  and  a  few  showei's 
just  before  ])ieking  brought  the  i  rojis  out  better  than  was 
generally  exi)eete(l.  IJoughly,  the  Victorian  vintage  may 
be  estimated  at  from  'M)  to  40  per  cent  below  the  average. 
On  the  other  hand,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  days  at 
the  commenciMuent  of  wine-making,  the  weather  was  cool 
and  clear — thoroughly  propitious  foi'  the  proper  fermen- 
tation of  musts  containing  a  high  percentage  of  alcohol. 

In  South  Australia,  where  there  are  several  large  wine- 
producing  districts,  the  conditions  were  somewhat  similar, 
About  100  miles  to  the  north  of  Adelaide  there  exists  an 
iniaginan-  lin(>  known  as  "(ioyder's  line."  To  the  south  of 
(his  the  mean  annual  rainfall  is  fairly  regular.  To  the 
north  there  is  no  average;  that  is,  it  is  absolutely  unreli- 
able. The  vine-growing  areas  nearest  to  this  line  sutfered 
most  last  year,  and  their  crn]is  ai'e  on  an  aveiagc  oidy 
about  one-third  of  those  in  I  lie  two  ]ire\inns  years.  Of 
course  this  colony  has  had  four  \('ars  of  |ilciily,  and  the 
shortage  was  to  be  ex]»ected  ;  but  the  cause  in  the  nnrthern 
areas  was  a  ver\' slnu't  su])ply  of  rain  in  the  l!M(l  winter  and 
a  shortage  of  11  inches  on  the  year,  Ininging  the  Inlal  to 
within  a  fraction  of  the  lowest  since  ISti.". 

Th(>  central  districts  fared  a  little  bettei-.  and  would  have 


had  good  crops  had  it  not  been  for  tin'  lierce,  hot  wind 
December,  and  the  smithern  iM)rtion  of  the  state,  which 
its  vineyards  close  along  (he  seashore,  was  favored  v 
regular  supplies  of  coastal  rain  and  jmi  up  a  iccord  cro 
Taking  the  \intage  l!lor>  as  a  whole,  the  i|uanti(y  wil 
short  by  ;>0  or  40  |)er  cent,  of  the  average,  but  iu  cpui 
(his  will  be  made  up.  The  experience  gained  by  grov 
and  makers  in  previous  years  goes  to  show  that  vint 
operations  carried  on  in  cool  weather  turn  out  the 
ai'ticle,  and  ihns  il  was  this  year.  Altogether  the  out! 
is  distinctl\  jiromising.     (iood  stocks  on  hand,  good  yo 

wines  coming  on,  and  g i  men  looking  to  the  future,

The  gauge  of  olive  oil  in  tins,  etc.,  should  be  ascertain<><l 
by  measurement  of  receptacles  and  not  by  weight. 
Treasury  Department,  December  27,  lOO.j. 
Sir:     Keferring  to  your  letter  of  October   12   last,   in 
which  you  state  that  it  is  Die  practice  at  y(mr  port  in  the 
gauging  of  imp(u-ted  olive  oil   in  bottles,  jars,  tins,  and 
similar  packages  to  ascertain   the  gross  weight  of  such 
importations  and  to  make  an  allowance  for  tare  according 
to  a  percentage  ascertained  by  emptying  and  weighing  one 
package  of  each  size  in  such  importations,  I  have  to  ail- 
vise  3'ou  that  it  is  the  practice  at  the  port  of  New  York  and 
most  of  the  other  larger  ports  to  return  such  olive  oil 
for  duty  upon  a  gauge  ascertained  by  measuring  the  re- 
ceptacles containing  such   olive  oil,  an  allowance  being 
made  for  the  thickness  of  the  tin  or  other  material  com 
posing  the  containers,  and  if  the  same  be  apparently  full 
to  assess  duty  upon  the  capacity  of  said  containers.

Fi'liruary  business  showed  a  marked 
increase  over  tiiat  of  last  seasou,  nni  mily  l>y  sea,  hut  hy 
rail.  ]'].v]iorts  for  the  short  monih  iiy  sea  were  420  cases 
and  ."idl.lJSO  iiallons  hulk,  of  the  value  ot  |l(iS,L'l(;.  For 
tiie  same  month  of  l!K)r>  there  was  a  larjicr  exportation  of 
wines  in  ylass  hy  sea,  but  the  total  bulk  slii]»ments  were 
only  liS!),4ll  jiallons  of  the  value  of  |l(l:2,!>>r).  <  )f  the  moutlrs 
shipments  New  York  took  .■>!l!),."')K;  jiallons;  Hawaii  came 
second  with  4!t,74i,'  gallons,  while  .Mexico  look  114  cases 
and  27,!I.")S  iiallons.  The  deiuaiul  for  the  best  yrade  of  Cali- 
fornia wines  in  British  ("olunibia  is  showiiii;  a  marked  and 
healthy  increase.  This  is  a  veiy  promisiun  iiiarki  I  at 
the  jiresent  time. 


SWEKTS:— There  is  no  six'cial  feature  of  ilie  market  at 
the  pre.sent  time,  condilions  remaiiiiui;  as  they  have 
been  for  several  montlis.  .\moii^  wine  men  the  liivatest 
interest  is  taken  in  the  i>eiidiuii  amended  wine  bih  whicli 
is  now  before  t'onjiress.  The  Iiill  ]iro|ioses  a  nominai  tax 
of  three  cents  (m each  taxable  oallon  of  Jnandy  used  in 
fortification.  The  full  text  of  the  Iiill  ai)pears  elsewhere 
in  this  issue.  The  indications  are  that  the  measure  will 
become  a  law,  as  it  is  not  opposed  by  the  Government,  and 
will  be  backed  by  the  wine  men  of  the  entire  country.  It 
is  believed  by  those  who  are  in  the  best  position  to  jndge, 
that  the  adoption  of  this  bill  -would  be  a  great  boon  to  that 
branch  of  the  viticultural  industry.  The  production  in  the 
two  districts  was  L'li0,579  (iS-lOO  gallons  during  January. 
The  output  for  the  saiiu>  mouth  last  year  was  275,40!) 
00-100  gallons. 


BII.WDV: — Conditions  remain  unchanged,  the  demand 
being  strong  while  values  continue  to  harden.  The 
statistical  condition  is  excellent,  and  everything  looks  rosj' 
for  the  brandy  men.  The  production  in  the  two  districts 
for  January  totaled  r)7,02;j  tax  gallons.  During  the  same 
month  in  the  preceding  year  the  jtroduction  Avas  148,135 
5-10  gallons,  being  nearly  100,000  gallons  in  excess  of  last 
mouth's  (mt])ut.  There  remained  in  bond,  January  31st, 
1000,  1,(507,751  6-10  tax  gallons.  On  the  same  date  in  1905 
the  figures  were  1,009,000  gallons,  which  shows  a  com- 
parative decrease  of  211,L'5G  4-10  gallons  of  bonded  stock. 
Ivxports  of  brandy  by  sea  weve  of  fair  volume  aggregat- 
ing 31  cases,  i:',]3  giilhnis  of  the  value  of  f 2,002. 


WHISKY: — The  whisky  market  is  in  Al  condition. 
This  remark  ap|)lies  particularly  to  the  country. 
Kejiresentative  houses  rej)ort  orders  coming  in  A^ery  freely 
and  collections  good,  with  the  oiitlook  more  promising  than 
ever.  The  local  trade  is  not  Avhat  it  should  be,  and  it  is 
the  same  old  puzzle  to  the  best  gues.sers  in  the  business. 
It  is  certain  that  the  retail  liquor  trade  of  this  big  city, 
with  all  its  prosperity,  high  wages  and  heavy  transient 
travel,  should  enjoy  good  times  along  with  other  lines  of 
business;  but  the  fact  remains  that  trade  is  comparatively 


dull.  However,  general  results  to  the  wholesalers  are  i 
that  could  be  expected,  and  the  outlook  for  a  continuati 
of  (he  present  prosperous  business  is  very  bright.  Kxjioi 
by  sea  were  of  fair  vcdunu'  totaling  1,404  cases  and  3,0 
gallons  vahiei!  at  !!fl7,301.  ini|)orts  were  heavy,  being  2.2 
cases,  KM  casks,  05  octaves  aiid  22  barrels. 

The  exporis  of  miscellaneous  litpiors  aggregated  1,4 
cases,  7  casks,  172  barrels,  2  kegs  and  1,007  galhms  bii 
of  the  value  of  .'i|!23,27G. 


BEEK  : — The  export  trade  in  beer  was  good  during  F( 
I'uary.     The  figures  of  exportation  were  2,I>:>1  ])a( 
ages  bottled,  and  120  packages  bulk,  valued  at  »20,(n:;. 


IMPORTATIONS:— The  trade  in  imported  goods  was 
fairly  good  volume  during  the  month,  and  gave  eve 
promise  of  continued  strength.  The  imports  for  Fel)rua 
were  excei)tionally  heavy,  being  larger  than  feu-  ma 
months  i)ast.    The  iiems  were  as  follows:

water,  1,475  cases,  05  casks,  30  barrels;  ginger  ale,  2 
cases.

A  Century   in   Bottle. 


THE  three  bottles  of  1789  brandy,  sold  in  Paris  a  day 
two  ago  for  £5  12s.  a  bottle,  by  no  means  provide  : 
absolute  record  in  point  of  age.  In  half  a  dozen  Lond^ 
hotels  anyone  may  obtain  century-old  liqneur  brandy.  . 
the  Hotel  Cecil  guests  may  drink  ''Boulestin'  of  lh;>  .ve 
1800  at  3s  Od  a  liqueur  glass,  while  a  comparatively  yout 
ful  brandy,  which  has  only  .spent  seventy-five  yeJirs  in  t 
same  bottle,  seems  (piite  cheap  at  25s  a  bottle. 

The  senior  brandy  at  the  Savoy  is  entering  its  secOi 
century  to-day,  for  it  dates  back  to  the  Trafalgar  year 
1805.  It  costs  £4  10s  a  bottle.  Two  varieties  of  18 
brandy  may  also  be  obtained.  Y'et  these  brandies  are 
their  callow  youth  compared  with  some  of  the  veneral 
spirits  in  the  cellars  of  s(une  old  French  families,  braudi 
which  are  over  150  years  old,  and  only  see  light  once  in 
decade  at  weddings  and  similar  epoch-making  even 
"^'ery  old  liqueur  brandies,"  said  the  manager  of  the  SaV' 
Hotel,"'  become  (jnite  pale  and  as  mild  as  milk."

In  order  to  lu^it  do\\n  tliis  prejudice,  wi-  have  been 
conipelled  to  ojieii  a  store  in  New  York  wlieie  we  can  sup- 
jdy  all  with  any  (piaiitity  they  (lesir<',  whether  it  is  one 
bottle  or  a  case.  My  constant  hard  work,  \\(>  have  obtained 
a  listiii.c;  on  twenty-four  hotels  .ind  restaurants  in  New 
York  City,  which  is  very  jiood  work  for  the  year  that  the 
store  has  been  opened.  AVe  also  have  a  iisi  iiiu  on  a  nnniber 
of  clnhs  and  most  of  the  larue  dealers  now  lia\('  orders  for 
our  wines  and  ]Mirchase  ilieni  rrom  our  ;ii;cncv  in  New 
York. 

The  ]icople  in  New  V(U-k  have  now  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  W(>  are  there  to  slay  and  that  we  are  determined 
to  get  the  trade,  so  that  from  now  on  our  business  Avill  no 
doubt  increase  materially.  As  soon  as  our  wines  are  listed 
at  a  hotel,  there  is  an  immediate  demand  for  them  because 
the  Cresta  Ulauca  wines  are  well  known  and  so  many 
jieojile  comin.n'  now  to  this  coast  and  finding  the  wines 
here,  are  willing  to  purchase  tlieiii  when  they  find  them 
on  the  Aviiie  list  of  the  tirsf-class  lintels  or  restaurants  in 
New  Y'ork. 

"One  peculiar  incideni  ha]ipeiie(|  in  calling  on  the  man 
ager  of  one  of  the  tii'sl-class  hotels  and  asking  him  to  list 
Cresta  Blanca  wines.  He  replied  that  he  thought  it  was  a 
crime  to  sell  California  wines.  I  told  him  that  I  was  as- 
tonished to  hear  a  man  of  his  educatinn  and  experience 
make  such  a  remark  and  asked  him  his  reason  for  doing 
so.  1I(.  re]died  thta  he  once  had  a  bottle  of  California 
wine  and  it  made  him  sick,  but  this  was  several  years  figo. 
I  asked  liiiii  Jmw  he  would  like  to  have  some  jiersou,  who 
came  into  his  hold  nnd  jierliaiis  got  a  bad  heef  steak,  go 
out  and  state  that  it  was  a  crime  to  eat  a  meal  at  his  hotel.

conversation  Avitli  him  he  said  that  he  believed  in  Califor- 
nia wines  and  that  he  was  going  to  push  them  all  he  could; 
that  they  were  better  fluni  the  foreign  wines,  and  he  knew 
that  our  wines  were  alisolutely  pure.  He  remarked  that 
every  dollar  sjient  on  American  wine  was  sjient  in  Amer- 
ica, while  most  of  the  nmiiey  siteiit  on  foreign  wines  was 


seiil  liack  to  iOurope.  Hi-  believed,  therel'iu'e,  in  kc 
the  money  at  home,  because  he  knew  he  could  do 
business  wilii  Ameiicaus  than  he  could  with  forei' 
If  there  were  a  few  more  such  broad-minded  hoti'l-kt 
in  New  York,  the  situation  would  change  quicker.

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Reciprocity  With   Switzerland. 

BY  THIC  PRKSIDKNT  OK  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMEIUCA. 
A  PROCLAMATION. 

Wlureas.  the  Ciovcrnmenl  of  Switzerland  tlerreeil  tlu'  ifnioval.  on 
and  after  January  1.  1906.  of  all  differential  customs  duties  from  the 
products  of  the  soil  and  industry  of  the  United  States,  and  granted 
to  the  same  the  benefit  of  the  Swiss  conventional  tariff  rales,  by  which 
action  in  the  judgment  of  the  President  reciprocal  and  equivalent  con- 
cessions arc  established  in  favtir  of  the  said  products  of  the  United 
States: 

Now.  therefore,  be  it  linown  that  1.  Tlioodore  Koosevelt,  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  acting  under  the  authority  conferred 
by  the  third  section  of  the  tariff  act  of  the  United  States  approved 
July  24,  1897,  do  hereby  suspend  during  the  continuance  in  force  of  the 
said  concessions  by  the  Government  of  Switzerland  the  imposition  and 
collection  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the  first  section  of  said  act  upon 
the  articles  hereinafter  specified,  beins  the  products  of  the  soil  and  in- 
dustry of  the  soil  of  Switzerland;  and  do  declare  in  place  thereof  the 
following  rates  of  duty  provided  in  the  third  section  of  said  act  to  be 
in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  this  proclamation,  of 
which  the  officers  and  citizens  of  the  United  States  will  take  due 
notice,  namely; 

Upon  argols,  or  crude  tartar,  or  wine  lees,  crude,  five  per  cent  ad 
valorem. 

Upon  brandiis,  or  other  spirits  maaufactured  or  distilled  from  grain 
or  other  materials,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  proof  gallon. 

Upon  still  wires,  and  vermuth,  in  casks,  thirty-five  cents  per  gallon; 
in  bottles  or  jugs,  per  case  of  one  dozen  bottles  or  jugs  containing 
each  not  more  than  one  quart  and  more  than  one  pint,  or  twenty-four 
bottles  or  jugs  containing  each  not  more  than  one  pint,  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five   cents   per  case,   and   any   excess   beyond   these   quantities 


found  in  such  bottles  or  jugs  shall  be  subject  to  a  duty  of  foui 
per  pint  or  fractional  part  thereof,  but  no  separate  or  addition; 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  bottles  or  jugs. 

Upon  paintings  in  oil  or  water  colurs,, pastels,  pen  and  ink  drt 
and  statuary,  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorum.

— The  forfeiture  of  spirits  for  fraud  does  not. operate  to 
relieve  the  bondsmen  from  liability  to  pay  the  tax.— The  distiller 
against  whom  an  assessment  has  been  made  for  tax,  is  not  entitled 
to  have  the  proceeds  of  forfeited  goods  applied  to  reduce  the 
assessment.

United  States  v.  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company. 

Piatt,  District  Judge:  This  is  a  suit  upon  a  distillers  bond,  to 
which  an  answer,  setting  up  three  defenses,  has  been  filed,  and  the 
present  dispute  arises  upon  a  demurrer  which  attacks  the  several  de- 
fenses. 

The  technical  objection  to  the  first  <lefense  has  been  removed  by 
amendment.  Beyond  that,  the  validity  of  the  defense  depends  upon 
the  decision  on  the  third  defense. 

Passing  by  the  technical  objectiors  to  the  second  defense  we  find 
the  gist  of  it  to  be  that  the  assessment  was  based  upon  an  estimate 
which  turned  out  to  have  been  erroneous;  that  the  errors  have  been 
corrected,  and  that  the  balances  left  due  have  been  paid  in  the  man- 
ner set  forth  in  the  third  defense. 

An  assessment  based  upon  estimates  is  lawful,  and  a  voluntary 
correction  of  manifest  errors  therein  cannot  defeat  the  assessment 
The  rest  of  the  defense  also  depends  upon  the  decision  on  the  third 
defer  se. 

The  demurrer  to  the  third  defense  presents  in  a  tangible  and 
clearly  defined  way  the  exact  contention  between  the  parties.  Let 
me  see  if  I  can  state  the  case: 

Certain  taxes  were  due  upon  certain  liquors.  The  distiller,  prior 
to  their  becoming  due.  had  given  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  his  faithful 
compliance  with  all  laws  and  regulations  touching  distilling,  and  his 
payment  of  all  penalties  incurred  or  fines  imposed  for  a  violation 
thereof.  The  payment  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  Government  upon 
the  product  of  the  distillery  is  covered  by  the  bond  in  suit.  United 
States  v.  National  Surely  Company  (122  Fed.  Rep.  904).  The  revenue 
laws  are  remedial  and  are  to  be  liberally  construed.  United  States  v. 
Stowell  (133  U.  S..  p.  II. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  taxes  are  made  by  law  a  first  lien  upon  the 
distillery  property.  The  distiller  has  forfeited  such  property  by  a 
violation  of  the  laws  and  regulations,  referred  to  in  the  bond. 

The  defendant  argues  that  the  Government  is  obliged  to  apply  the 
net  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  such  forfeited  property,  toward 
the  payment  of  the  taxes  due  upon  the  liquors. 

Did  Congress  by  making  such  taxes  a  first  lien  upon  the  distillery 
property  intend  to  compel  the  Government  to  relinquish  all  other 
modes  of  recovering  the  tax? 

I  can  not  s-o  construe  the  law. 

The  right  of  lien  seems  to  have  been  imposed  merely  as  a  further 
way  of  making  the  payment  of  the  taxes  assured.  The  bond  in  suit 
is  also  a  means  for  obtainirg  payment  of  the  tax.  The  tax  is  really 
a  debt  owed  to  the  Government  by  the  distiller  and  can  be  recovered 
by  any  method  which  could  be  applied  in  the  recovery  of  any  debt. 

The  personal  liability  of  the  distiller  for  the  tax  remains  in  full 
force,  independently  of  the  lien  and  that  liability  is  .guaranteed  by 
the  bond. 

The  bond  must  respond  not  only  to  the  payment  of  the  tax,  but  also 
to  the  forfeitures  under  which  the  property  was  sold. 

The  property  has  disappeared  under  the  forfeitures,  but  the  taxes 
remain  unpaid,  and  the  ■-  ireties  are  responsible. 

If  the  distiller  had  pa.  1  the  taxes,  the  liquors  would  have  been 
forfeited,  tax  and  all. 


II  «()ilil  piKe  a  pjeiiiiuMi  on  (leUiy  to  bold  that  other  forfeiteil 
properly  should  respond  for  unpaid  taxes. 

If  these  thoughts  and  others  suggested  by  them  were  not  enough 
a  ei  nclusive  one  remains: 

It  is  not  tl. ought  that  the  lien  upon  the  property  can  l)e  said  tc 
continue  upon  the  proceeds  after  the  properly  has  been  forfeited  anc 
sold. 

It  was  forfeited  for  fraud,  not  for  nonpayment  of  taxes,  and  the 
entire  right  of  the  distiller  in  and  to  the  property  passed  into  the'handi 
of  the  Government  because  of  the  fraud.  The  taxes  remain  due  ant 
unpaid.  The  surety  was  responsible  for  the  taxes  and  for  the  fraud 
It  is  not  becoming  in  him  to  ask  that  both  obligations  shall  be  can 
celed  in  the  way  suggested. 

Defendant  relies  upon  the  lUrici  case  (111  U.  S.  38),  hut  that  doe 
not   seem   to   be   in    jioinl. 

The  bond  in  that  suit  was  given  ftr  no  other  purpose  than  to  secur 
the  payment  of  taxes  upon  liquors  which  had  been  actually  depositee 
in  a  warehouse.  Such  taxes  had  been  paid,  and  therefore  the  coi 
(litioii  of  the  bend  bad  been  fulfilled. 

We  may  adniil  thai  the  revenue  laws  all  have  for  their  chief  pul 
lose  the  payment  of  the  taxes  due  the  Government,  but  to  carry  ou 
that  purprse  mai:y  laws  have  been  enacted,  and  many  regulation 
made,  ar.d  the  bond  in  this  suil  was  made  broad  enough  to  cove 
them  all. 

The  demurrer  Is  .sustained  with  costs.

In  a  case  Avhere  the  li([uor  dealer's  bill  is  made  out 
against  the  merchant,  or  where  the  bills  are  made  out,  one 
against  the  cnstomei'  lo  wIkhh  the  liqiKHs  are  slii])i)ed  and 
another  against  the  nuicliaui  in  wiiicli  a  lower  jirice  is 
charged  than  thai  in  the  bill  to  the  customer,  and  both  bills 
are  sent  to  the  im  reliant,  the  merchant  is  to  be  regarded 
as  having  bought  the  li(|U()rs  himself  and  sold  (hem  again. 
and  he  is  reijuired  to  pay  special  tax  accordingly,  notwilh- 
standing  the  fact  that  he  neither  ri'ceived  into  his  jxtsses- 
sion  the  liquors  nor  actually  delivered  them  (o  the  cus- 
(omer. 

This  is  in  consdiiace  with  the  ruling  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  t<>  which  you  refer,  as  jon  will  see  by 
reference  to  the  ruling  of  July  IG,  1881,  as  published  in 
volume  27,  Internal  Revenue  Record  (p.  237),  which  will 
be  shown  you  at  the  office  of  the  collector  of  internal  rev- 
enue in  your  district.

EXPERIENCE  has  shown  that  in  some  cases  the  literal 
execution  of  the  jirovisions  of  F.  I.  D.  12,  of  March  1. 
IDO."),  relating  to  lir.st  notice  to  importer,  and  F.  I.  D.  2G, 
relating  to  the  date  at  which  relabeling  after  arrival  in  the 
T'nited  States  may  be  permitted,  namely,  September  1, 
l!)Or),  may  cause  unnecessary  annoyance  and  inconvenience. 
It  is  therefore  ordered  that  these  two  decisions  be  modified 
to  permit  in  certain  cases  the  importation  of  an  article  not 
labeled  strictly  in  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  the  food- 
inspection  laws  after  it  is  relabeled  in  a  manner  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Department.  Such  action  seems  especially  de- 
sirable at  the  smaller  jiorts,  where  exact  information  re- 
specting the  re(|uirenients  of  the  ins])ection  of  foods  is  not 
so  easily  obtainalde. 

F.  I.  I).  2G  is  also  amended  so  that  in  certain  cases  im- 
portation after  relabeling  will  be  permitted.  It  is  difficult 
to  state  exactly  in  what  <ases  these  amendments  to  F.  I.  D. 
12  and  F.  I.  I).  2G  will  be  ajjplied.  In  general,  it  may  be 
said  that  where  a  food  jiroduct  is  misbiauded,  but  no  sub- 
stance deleterious  to  heal  I  h  has  been  added,  and  where 
neither  the  importer  noi-  tlie  sliipjier  has  had  notice  of  the 
existence  of  the  law  or  of  its  requirements,  permission  to 
relabel  may  be  given.  A  similar  permission  will  be  extended 
to  all  food  products  already  afloat  a(  the  time  of  receiving 
the  first  notice,  or  which  are  so  advanced  in  shipment  that 
they  cannot  be  countermanded  by  cable  or  otherwise.  Other 
miscellaneous  reijuests  for  permission  to  relabel  will   be 


decidiil  upon  ihc  merits  of  the  case  presented,  and  jiermis- 
sinn  In  iciaJpel  be  granted  when  i(  is  evident  thai  neither 
negligence  nor  indifference  is  resijonsible  for  the  failure  to 
secure  a  proper  bi'anding  <tf  (he  product.  .\  similar  per- 
mission will  also  be  granted  when  it  is  apjjarent  that  the 
l»urpose  of  the  law  may  thereby  be  fully  accomplished. 
This  action  is  not  to  be  taken  in  case  of  food  products  con- 
laining  added  subst^mces  injurious  to  health  or  forbidden 
by  Ihc  laws  of  the  country  from  which  the  substance  comes. 

Ill  Ihis  connection  it  is  suggested  to  importers  that  all 
orders  for  food  products  in  the  United  States  be  given  sub- 
ject to  the  passing  of  the  inspection  at  the  j)orts  of  entry. 
It  will  not  be  con.sidered  a  sufficient  excuse  for  the  imjior- 
tation  of  improperly  branded  or  otherwise  objectionable 
food  products  to  show  that  they  were  ])aid  for  before  the 
inspection  took  place.  The  law  has  now  been  in  force  long 
enough  to  ac(|uaint  foreign  exporters  with  its  existence  and 
domestic  importers  with  its  provisions.  It  is  therefore 
held  that  i)aying  for  food  products  before  insjiecdon  is  coni- 
])le(ed  will  not  be  deemed  a  sufficient  excuse  for  asking  for 
llie  relabeling,  remarking,  or  admission  thereof. 

There  are  certain  other  cases  in  Avhich  relabeling  of  an 
im])ortation  of  food  products  may  be  permitted,  but  in  no 
case  will  such  a  conrtesj'  Ix;  extended  Avhei-e  it  is  evident 
that  either  importer  or  expoi-ter  has  had  am])le  opportunity 
and  notice  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Such 
cases  include  those  where  evidently  honest  attempts  have 
been  made  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  law  and 
where  failure  has  been  due  to  ignorance  of  the  exact  nature 
of  the  conditions  required,  or  some  unavoidable  cause. 
These  amendments  are  made  to  prevent  nnnecessarv'  annoy- 
ance and  hardships,  and  will  not  be  construed  in  any  way 
to  excuse  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the 
law  where  it  is  evident  that  these  conditions  have  been 
fully  understood  and  opportunity  afforded  for  their  ai)pli- 
cat  ion.

The  appended  pi'oclamation  of  the  President,  datcnl  Jan- 
uary 1,  IDOG,  relating  to  reciprocal  tariff  concessions  by 
the  United  States  of  America  and  Switzerland,  issued  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  act  of  July  24,  1897,  is 
published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  officers  of 
the  customs  and  others  concerned. 

The  l)e])artnient  holds  that  all  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise under  bond  for  warehousing,  transportation,  or 
any  other  purpose,  for  which  no  permit  of  delivery  has 
been  issued,  come  under  the  effect  of  the  proclamation. 

The  special  attention  of  officers  of  the  customs  is  in- 
vited to  the  fact  that  the  concessions  by  this  Government 
are  to  continue  in  effect  only  during  the  continuance  in 
force  of  the  concessions  by  the  Government  of  Switzerland. 

Following  the  Department's  decision  of  August  15,  1898 
(T.  D.  19867),  the  products  of  Switzerland  exported  to  the 
United  States  from  any  other  countrv'  will  not  be  entitled 
to  the  privileges  conferred  under  the  proclamation.

7.     WHAT  THE  HU.h  WILL  DO. 

We  believe  lliat  the  bill  will  in  a  large  measure  accomplish  what  it 
is  intended  it  should,  namely,  check  the  Kreat  output  of  impure  and 
adulterated  wines  In  the  United  States,  and  have  all  wines,  whether 
pure  or  arliflcial,  sold  for  what  they  are.  If  this  measure  becomes 
law,  it  would  be  a  great  step  forward  in  the  right  direction.

A  mere  reading  of  the  provisions  of  this  bill  should  indicate  to  any 
intelligent  person  why  the  signers  of  the  protest  are  tip  in  arms 
against  it. 

SOME  OF  THE   MISLEADING   STATEMENTS   MADE. 

No.  1.  The  protest  starts  out  by  attacking  Article  1  of  Section  5. 
which  reads  as  follows: 

1.  The  correction  of  the  must  before  or  during  fermentation  by  the 
addition  of  pure  cane  or  beet  sugar  in  a  solution,  which  shall  not 
increase  the  volume  or  quantity  of  the  must  or  wine  more  than  fifteen 
per  centum,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  and  ameliorating  the  quality 
of  the  wine.  The  use  of  pure  cane  or  beet  sugar  for  this  purpose  shall 
be  limited  to  the  vintage  period  between  the  first  day  of  August  and 
the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year.  The  materials  used  for  said 
correction  are  not  to-be  any  of  the  substances  prohibited  by  Section 
6  of  this  act. 

The  statement  is  made  that,  if  law,  this  section  "would  mean  ruin 
to  the  grape  growers  and  wine  producers  in  all  States  east  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  except  possibly  New  York  State." 

Of  course,  this  is  only  a  weak  effort  to  create  a  false  alarm.  It  is 
a  mere  prediction,  and  cannot  be  proved. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  strongest  advocates  of  this  Pure  Wine  Bill 
are  grape  growers  and  wine  producers  in  States  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  This  section  of  the  bill  was  drafted  by  Eastern  wine 
growers.  Besides,  it  is  absurd  to  say  that  the  members  of  the  Ameri- 
can Wine  Growers'  Association  (a  majority  of  whom  are  east  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains)  would  deliberately  ruin  their  own  business. 

No.  2.  The  statement  is  made  in  this  Sandusky  protest  that  "it 
would  be  impossible  to  produce  a  so-called  pure  wine  out  of  the  grapes 
grown  in  the  Middle  and  Eastern  States  for  various  reasons." 

Now,  what  are  the  reasons?  The  signers  of  the  Sandusky  protest 
do  not  give  a  single  reason  for  their  assertion.     Against  such  a  claim 


may  be  placed  the  .simple  fact  that  our  wine  makers  do  "i)roduce  s 
so-called  pure  wine  out  of  grapes  grown  in  the  Middle  and  Eastert 
States."    They  can  do  It  under  this  bill. 

No.  3.  The  statement  is  made  that  "Norton's  Virginia  Seedling 
raised  extensively  in  Missouri,  New  York.  Virginia  and  Ohio,  is  high 
in  saccharine  and  extracts,  but  contains  no  natural  juice  (?)  and  could 
not  be  fermented  without  the  addition  of  a  saccharine  solution." 

.lust  what  the  writer  of  such  a  sentence  is  trying  to  get  at  it  is  harci 
to  say,  but  then  follows  this  statement: 

"The  fifteen  (15)  per  cent  advocated  in  the  Fassett  Bill  would  mak( 
it  impossible  to  ferment  this  wine,  and  at  least  from  one-third  to  one 
half  of  sugar  solution  must  be  added  to  these  grapes  to  produce  a  win« 
that  can  be  sold  in  the  market." 

The  meaning  of  this  last  sentence  is  perfectly  plain.  It  simply  meani 
that  the  signers  of  this  Sandusky  protest  could  make  "sugar  wine,' 
that  is  to  say,  if  permitted  to  use  "from  one-third  to  one-half  sugai 
solution,"  they  could  increase  the  volume  quantity  of  their  so-callec 
sugar  wine  just  so  much. 

No.  4.  The  statement  is  made  that  "Germany  and  France  allow 
the  use  of  pure  sugar  and  water  to  correct  the  deficiency  in  musi 
in  grapes  grown  in  years  when  nature  does  not  supply  the  correct 
amount  of  saccharine  in  the  must." 

This  is  an  ingenious  but  incorrect  way  of  stating  the  exact  fact.  Wliil« 
it  is  true  that  the  German  and  French  wine  laws  permit  a  certair 
limited  amount  of  pure  sugar  to  be  used  to  correct  the  Juice  or  must 
we  defy  the  signers  of  the  protest  to  quote  any  Gennan  or  Frencl 
law  that  allows  "from  one-third  to  one-half  sugar  solution." 

On  the  contrary,  the  use  of  sugar  in  wine  making  in  Germany  anc 
France  led  to  such  fraud  and  deception  that  the  wine  laws  of  thos< 
countries  had  to  be  changed.  Thus,  the  French  wine  law,  as  amendec 
in  1905,  allows  only  under  the  most  rigid  supervision  of  governmeni 
officials  the  use  of  a  small  amount  of  sugar  (about  fifteen  per  cent,  as 
provided  in  the  Fassett  Wine  Bill).  WTiat  is  known  as  Sugar  Win« 
(vin  du  Sucre)  in  France  is  only  for  home  consumption.  It  is  a  cheat 
drink  for  the  peasants  or  working  people.  It  is  not  allow-ed  to  be  sole 
or  put  on  the  market  in  competition  with  real  wine.  It  is  just  such 
imitation  "wine"  as  the  signers  of  this  Sandusky  protest  could  make 
by  using  "from  one-third  to  one-half  sugar  solution." 

No.  5.  The  statement  is  made  by  the  signers  of  the  Sandusky  pro 
test  that  they  "prefer  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Commis 
sioner  of  Internal  Revenue  to  place  a  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  on  each 
gallon  of  brandy  to  be  used  for  the  fortifying  of  sweet  wines." 

This  alone  exposes  the  pretense  and  animus  of  the  signers  of  the 
Sandusky  protest.  The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  will  reporl 
how  little  brandy  is  ever  used  by  the  Sandusky  signers  in  the  manu 
facture  of  their  kind  of  sweet  wines,  and  for  a  good  reason.  So  that 
in  order  to  get  even  with  all  the  other 'wine  makers  of  the  country 
who  must  use  large  quantities  of  brandy  in  fortifying  their  sweet  wines 
the  Sandusky  opponents  of  the  Fassett  Pure  Wine  Bill  would  like 
the  makers  of  pure  sweet  wines  to  pay  a  high  tax  on  brandy.  The 
Sweet  Wine  Law  of  1890  provides  that  any  producer  of  "pure  sweet 
wines"  may  withdraw  wine  spirits  from  any  special  bonded  warehouse 
free  of  tax  under  certain  regulations. 

This  Sweet  Wine  Law  of  1890  also  provides  that  the  pure  sweet 
wine  shall  be  "fermented  grape  juice  only,"  and  shall  contain  "no  othei 
substance  of  any  kind  whatever."    The  "pure  sweet  wine"  is  declared

If  t.ie  Saiicliisky  iilKners  uf  the  prolcat  could  cumply  wtlli  the  strict 
provlHluiiH  of  the  sweet  wine  law  of  1890,  which  actually  gives  them 
free  brandy  for  making  "pure  sweet  wines."  thoy  would  bo  the  last 
ones  to  want  a  high  tax  on  such  a  brandy.  The  fart  that  they  advo- 
cate u  lax  uf  tw>-nty-flve  ceniH  on  eac.i  kbH""  of  lirandy  Is  prima  fade 
evidence  that  the  Sandusky  signers  are  agitinst  making  "pure  Hwe«t 
wines"  according  to  law. 

Again  that  part  of  the  sweet  wine  law  which  provides  for  the  use 
of  wine  spirits  free  of  tux  for  fortifying  sweet  wines  sliall  be  "at  the 
vineyard  uf  the  wine  growers,"  has  t>othered  some  of  the  signers  of 
Uie  Sandusky  protest.  As  they  had  no  vineyard,  they  have  tried  to 
gel  the  law  amended  to  suit  their  peculiar  condiliun.  We  need  only 
refer  to  the  Jackson  Bill  of  February.  1904.  H.  R.  12765;  also  to  the 
Southard  Bill  of  December,  1905.  H.  R.  4520.  relative  to  tax  on  wine 
■pirlts.

ment of  Agriculture,  "Composjtlon  of  American  Wines,"  by  W.  D. 
Hiflow,  page  43).    "

THE  litpior  dealers  and  the  anti-saloon  element  of  Walla 
\\'alla  are  doinji-  sonic  strenuous  stunts  these  da\s. 
The  statnles  of  Washiniitoii  contain  a  Sunday  closing  law 
wliicli  has  sl('])t  pcactdnlly  foi-  years;  hut  has  recently  lieeii 
rejuvenated  hy  the  saloon  haters,  who  have  called  for  ihe 
closiuj;-  of  saloons  on  the  Siihhath.  The  li(]noi-  dealers  did 
not  make  any  special  itrotcsi  a;nainst  the  eiiforcemeni  of  a 
law  which  L;(>\crns  practically  all  idasses  of  husiness;  lint 
when  they  wfre  compelled  to  close  their  hats  within  the 
stipulated  hours  and  found  ihal  all  other  lines  of  li'adi' 
and  traftic  were  o](eratinji  as  usual.  tlie,\  very  pnmiptly 
ina(h' a  lii-eat  ]irotcsl.  This  seemed  |o  accomplish  nothinji, 
and  after  a  p'lieral  meetin<;  of  the  Walla  ^Valla  Litiuor 
Dealers"  Association,  il  was  decided  to  ai-rest  some  uiev- 
chant  in  amuher  line  td'  trade,  and  test  the  law.  One  of 
the  merchants  was  arrested,  and  released  on  $2'-)  l)onds. 
He  made  no  defense,  and  forfeited  the  bond;  as  a  result 
of  the  oonference  many  warrants  hav(>  been  sworn  out,  anil 
the  violators  of  the  Stinday  closiiio-  law  will  have  a  chance 
to  jtistify  themselves  in  court.  The  saloon  men  announced 
that  they  would  ";:ive  the  peoph'  of  Walla  Walla  enough 
of  the  Sunday  closing  law  to  prevent  hacks,  express  \\agons 
and  milk  wagons  from  being  run  on  Sundays."

None  of  the  white  wines  we 
testeil  during  our  trip  seemed  to  l)e  fit  for  the  nuiuufacturc 
of  champagne;  they  lacked  the  vinosity  of  the  I'iuot  made 
into  whit<?  wine.  It  is  a  pity  more  attention  lias  not  been 
paid  here  to  tliis  lirancli  of  the  wine  industry,  esp<'cially 
as  tiie  consumpl  iiHi  of  cliampague  in  this  country  is  in 
creasing  mucii  faster  than  that  of  still  wines. 

"It  has  been  here  the  same  as  in  France,  sparkling  w  iur 
made  in  tiie  province  of  Chaniimgne  on  account  of  its  wine 
being  hardly  tit  to  drink  in  any  other  guise;  here,  the  same 
conditions  existing  in  the  East,  owing  to  the  lack  of  sugar 
and  excess  of  acid  in  the  only  kind  of  grapes  they  are  able 
to  raise,  which  renders  them  uiitit  for  the  production  of 
a  palatable  still  wine,  the  wise  Eastern  vintner,  following 
in  the  footsteps  of  Don  Perignon,  aud  to-day  the  cham- 
pagne trade  in  the  Ea.st  is  tlourishiug.  This  jiroves  once 
more  thai  necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention. 

"1  am  afraid  I  have  not  kept  my  promise  to  refrain  from 
giving  advice  to  people  better  posted  than  myself  on  the 
l)est  way  to  foster  the  wine  industry  of  California,  but  I 
ho])e  yon  will  consider  both  my  advice  and  criticism  as 
inspired  by  a  most  friendly  feeling  and  by  my  wishes  for 
the  welfare  of  vour  glorious  State." 


Untaxed  Alcohol  for  Commercial  Uses. 


TIIIO  makers  of  wood  alcohol  and  the  manufacturers  of 
gasoline  are  jiutting  forth  their  strongest  efforts  in 
o])positiou  to  any  abatement  in  the  tax  on  grain  alcohol 
used  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  The  wood  alcohol  industry 
has  its  very  exist(>nce  based  on  the  outrageous  tax  imposed 
on  grain  alcohol.  As  a  substitute  it  is  both  costly  aud 
dangerous.  Aside  from  this,  it  is  injurious  aud  inii)rovi- 
dent.  It  is  injurious  because  of  the  unnecessary  destruc- 
tion of  our  forests  for  the  purpose  of  its  manufacture,  and 
improvident  Itecanse  it  makes  more  costly  than  is  neces- 
.sary  the  products  iuto  which  it  enters  in  the  ju'ocess  of 
manufacture.  Furthermore,  its  poisonous  qualities  are 
such  as  to  endanger  the  lives  of  those  who,  in  their  ig- 
norance, use  it  to  drink,  being  unaware  of  the  fatal  risk 
I  bey  are  taking. 


To  iliosi'  who  lia\e  imestigated  the  subject  thorong 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  advisability  of  so  modify 
th(>  tax  on  grain  alcohol,  at  lea.st  so  far  as  its  uses  in 
arts  .111(1  science's  are  concerned,  as  would  result  in  driv 
its  spurious  and  costly  imitation  nut  of  the  market. 

The  reduction  of  tlu>  tax  on  grain  airiihol  for  comnien 
purposes  would  perform  a  double  service  Imtli  in  giv 
the  farmers  more  income  ami  in  supplying  inauiifaetur 
in  regions  remote  finni  mal  mines  with  almiKlant  { 
easily  handl(»(l  fuel. 

.Mcohn]  is  widely  used  in  (Jermany  as  a  highly  ecoiu 
ieal  siiui-ee  iiC  iiiecliaii iea I  energy,  especially  in  engines 
till'  sniallei-  iy|)e,  and  it  is  said  to  be  admirably  adap 
,is  a   fuel   for  aniomoliilcs  in  the  place  of  gasoline. 

The  princi])al  objection  of  those  opposed  to  the  remo 
of  the  tax  is  that  it  would  deprive  the  (iovernment  of 
large  revenues  recei\('d  from  this  source,  but  inasmuch 
the  tax  on  all  alcohol  used  for  drinking  juirjioses  wo 
remain  nmlianged.  the  difference  in  revenue  to  the  (J 
ernment  would  be  immaterial,  while  the  increaseil  nsets 
which  it  would  be  put  would  be  a  lasting  lieiietil  to  e\-( 
raiser  of  wheal,  coin  and   potatoes  in   (he  count  ly. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this  view  of  the  (piestioi 
attracting  constantly  increa.sed  attention,  and  it  is  oi 
a  matter  of  a  very  short  time  when  the  (iovernment  will 
compelled  to  give  heed  to  it. — lionf oil's.

Horse   Racing  Destroying  Trade. 


WrriilN  tliL-  i>ast  two  Ywirs  the  Kiovihw  has  insisted 
that  tlic  horse  racing  ou  this  and  the  Oakland  side  of 
tile  Hay,  was  the  cause  of  tlie  almost  continual  dullness  in 
the  retail  li(iuor  trade  of  t^au  Francisco.  Tlieic  weie  no 
olher  way  to  account  for  the  existing  conditions,  hut,  in 
the  beginning,  the  trade  was  not  inclined  to  aecejjt  the 
theory  as  correct.  They  have  changed  their  minds  radi- 
cally within  the  l>asl  few  mouths.  There  is  hardly  an  in- 
telligent r<'tailer  who.  if  asked  why  the  retail  li(|u<)r  trade 
of  San  Franeism  is  comparatividy  dull,  will  n<it  tell  ytni 
it  is  due  to  the  almost  unlimited  hcu-se  racing  permitted 
in  this  State.  For  instance,  men  who  conduct  cafes  and 
restaurants  in  certain  sections  i>(  the  city  can  tell  on  the 
day  following  the  opening  of  the  races  thai  the  gani<'  has 
begun,  by  the  simple  counting  of  their  cash  receipts.  In 
some  instances  the  falling  off  is  2.")  to  30  \)vv  cent,  and  men 
who  earn  from  |4  to  .f6  a  day  as  skilled  mechanics,  and 
who,  when  the  ponies  are  not  busy,  always  pay  cash  f'(U' 
Avhatever  they  buy,  will  be  found  "broke"  within  two  weeks 
after  the  races  open  in  this  part  of  the  State,  ami  "holding 
up"  the  barkeeper  for  drinks,  or  the  restaurant  man  for 
his  meals.  After  the  racing  is  concluded,  it  takes  a  long 
time  for  them  to  gel  out  of  del)t,  and  by  that  time  the  races 
are  on  again. 

This  fact  has  become  so  patent  to  the  trade,  and  the 
slaughter  of  their  business  so  great,  that  they  have  fiually 
found  it  necessjiry  to  move  for  solf-prescrvati(ui.  We  are 
iufonned  that  a  campaign  for  the  limiting  of  the  racing 
season  in  the  State,  will  be  inaugurated  at  once,  in  order 
that  in  the  coming  election  for  hold-over  Senators,  the 
candidates  may  be  shown  the  evils  of  continuous  horse 
racing,  and  possibly  induced  to  work  for  the  adoption  of 


a  law  placing  a  reasonable  limit  uiHtu  the  oiwrations  of 
the  racing  cmwd.  The  idea  seems  to  i)e  that  sixty  days 
during  the  year  \\<>idd  he  ;ill  that  the  fraternity  would  bv 
I'Ulilled  to;  and  this  can  In-  divideil  up  between  l.os  .\ii- 
geles  and  San  I'^raucisco. 

It  goes  wit  hunt  saying  that  Ihmsc  racing  as  it  is  now 
conducteil   is  alisnlnlely  harmful   Id  the  State.     The  ori<4 

imil  1 1 ry  was  that  in  iK-rmitting  horse  racing,  the  breed 

iiig  and  raising  n\'  line  slock  was  encouraged;  all  of  wliici 
is  true:  but  it  is  not  neccssai-y  tn  keep  the  races  going  si.\ 
miiiitlis  in  the  year  in  order  |n  cnnvince  admirers  of  fanci 
e(|tiiiies  thai  ("alifornia  can  raise  exceptionally  tine  stock 
I'uriliermcpre,  these  liorsc  jieople  do  n(Jt  bring  money  int( 
the  Slate;  nn  Ihe  cunlrary,  they  absorb  it  and  spend  ii 
elsewhere.  In  othei-  words,  their  interests  are  not  to  b( 
ciuisidered  as  c()m](ared  with  tiie  l)utcher,  grocer,  baker 
the  dry  goods  ami  clothing  merchant,  and  lastly,  the  licpioi 
trade,  all  of  whom  are  suffering  serious  business  losses  1p 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  Horse  Racing  Trust  here  havi 
been  privileged  to  conduct  their  races  one-half  the  time. 

If  the  liquor  dealers  and  other  tradesmen  had  assiste* 
the  clergy  in  their  fight  for  the  restriction  of  the  raciuj 
season  at  the  last  Legislature,  they  would  have  won  "hand 
down";  but  they  stood  aloof,  and  the  measure  was  defeatei 
by  a  bare  majority.  Tlu>  association,  having  been  able  b 
accumulate  another  husky  sack  during  these  two  years 
will  be  able  to  i)ut  up  a  still  stronger  tight,  but  the  bes 
element  in  the  trade  believe  that  by  doing  cei'tain  legitl 
mate  politics  and  combining  with  other  interests  whicl 
seek  to  limit  the  evil  of  almost  unlimited  horse  racina 
they  can  secure  the  passage  of  the  desired  measure. 

Every  man  in  the  business  should  take  an  interest  i 
this  movement  because  it  is  something  that  affects  hi 
pocketbook  very  materially.  With  sixty  days'  racing  1: 
this  State,  and  these  divided  between  this  city  and  Lo 
Angeles,  the  business  of  the  retail  lifpior  trade  would  g 
back  to  even  better  than  old-time  conditions.  We  shal 
have  more  to  say  ou  this  subject  in  the  succeeding  nuuibe 
of  the  Review.

Such  an  institution  i 
that  particular  section  of  the  city  is  deserving  of  encoui 
aiiement.

The  Wasteful    Bartender. 

t,  malvc  tiic  "Id  iiKiii.i  liis  daily  "iiiidc  nioiv  faitlifnlly 
than  tile  i-clail  licinnr  dcalcf.  n(.  matter  wlictlici-  liis  bar  l»t' 
a  i)art  of  a  hotel  or  rcslaniant  or  a  saloon.  And  it  is  in 
small  thinus  that  he  should  lie  the  most  observant  of  tiie 
rule,  for  the  bii;  1hinj,^s  will,  •icnerally,  sutrj^est  themselves 
to  him. 

The  retailer's  most  efficient  aid  against  loss  is,  naturally, 
his  bartender,  liis  first  duty  is  to  convince  the  liartender 
of  that  fact,  and  that  upon  his  rej^ard  for  economy  is 
larsjely  de]>en(bMit  the  welfare  of  the  business. 

It  is  not  always  the  bartender  who  treats  too  often  wlio 
is  the  most  expensive  to  the  house,  for  judiciously  dis- 
pensed treats  are  iK'ueficial  lo  a  bar.  It  is  the  bartender 
who  flatters  himself  upon  his  skill,  and  demonstrates  it  to 
his  admirinj'-  patrons— but  at  the  exi>ense  of  bitters,  cor- 
dials and  other  conc(miitanls  of  mixed  drinks— Avho  cost 
the  hous(^  money. 

Hvi'i-y  man  who  indulges  in  mixed  drinks  knows  well 
that  the  ]proportions  of  the  materials  used  should  be 
e.xact.  I'pon  this  e.xactness  depends  the  peculiar  flavor 
and  boucpiet  of  each  dirnk.  And  yet  how  seldom  is  it  the 
privilege  of  a  man  who  orders  a  mixed  drink  to  witness 
the  exercise  of  the  necessiU-y  care  in  its  preparation.  On 
the  other  hand,  he  is  more  apt  to  be  given  an  exhibition  of 
slap  and  dash,  as  the  bartender  takes  the  bottles  up  quickly 
and  recklessly  spills  each  portion  into  the  glass  into  which 
he  has  already  slammed  a  (piantity  of  cracked  ice  with  an 
altandon  that  would  excite  the  envy  of  a  baggage  smasher. 
A  quick  shaking  up  and  pouring,  and,  in  nine  instances  out 
of  ten,  the  throwing  into  the  sink  of  a  surplus  of  tlie  mix- 
ture, are  usual  rather  than  unusual  as  the  finishing  flour- 
ishes of  the  mixing  of  a  cocktail. 

All  this  costs  the  landlord  numey.  ("racked  ice  isn't 
furnished  for  nothing,  as  the  iceman's  weekly  bills  attest. 
Neither  can  cordials,  bitters,  whisky  nor  gin  be  bought  for 
nothing.  If  the  landlord  will  do  a  little  figuriug  for  him- 
self he  can  readily  compute  how  much  (»f  them  his  nifty 
bartender  has  emi)tied  into  the  waste  in  a  week.  Then  he 
will  kni>w  just  how  much  more  that  bartender  costs  iiiin 
than  the  amount  of  the  wage  Avhich  he  pays  him. 

Likewise,  he  can  determine  with  just  another  tliougnt 
how  much  greater  the  profits  of  the  week  in  (luestion  would 
have  been  if  the  bartender  would  pay  due  heed  to  the  rule 
of  exactness.  Just  so  much  ice,  just  so  much  brandy, 
whisk}',  gin  or  bitters,  with  the  gla.ss  filled  to  the  brim  and 
the  shaker  empty  when  the  cocktail  has  l)een  poui'ed — these 
shotild  be  the  recpiirements  for  the  successful  and  valuable 
bartender. 

It  should  not  be  forgot  ten,  either,  tlial  in  a  series  of 
mixed  drinks  each  .should  be  ligiiter  than  the  one  which 
preceded  it.  The  customir  will  like  it  itetter,  and  the 
physical  effect  upon  him  ^\ill  be  better.  Likewise,  it  will 
cost  less.  These  results  cannot  be  obtained  by  the 
bartender  Avho  does  calisthenie  stunts  with  the  bottles  and 
the  glasses,  but  they  Avill  invariably  attend  the  work  of 
the  careful  bartender,  who  exerci.ses  the  care  which  the 


Nor  is  the  mixer  of  fancy  drinks  the  only  olTen<ler 
against  economy.  He  has  an  able  imitator  in  the  chap 
who,  while  filling  a  galss  of  ale,  allows  everything  to  go 
over  the  brim  of  the  glass  and  removes  the  foam  two  or 
three  times  for  the  edilication  of  the  expectant  consumer. 
The  effect  of  his  wastefulness  is  the  running  throtigh  the 
sewer  of  quantities  of  ale  in  the  form  of  foam  every  day, 
and  only  a  lead  i)encil  and  a  few  minutes  of  calculation 
would  give  the  emi)loyer  of  the  bartender  a  fairly  accurate 
statenu'Ut  of  bis  loss  as  reckoned  in  barrel  lots. 

A  slow  turning  of  the  faucet,  with  the  glass  touching 
it  and  slanted  so  as  to  secure  its  filling  with  the  least  pos- 
sible force,  will  turn  out  a  glass  of  ale  with  as  creamy  a 
top  as  the  thirstiest  man  could  wish  for.  If  the  (le])th  of 
the  "collar"  is  not  just  right  to  the  eye,  all  the  bartender 
has  to  do  is  to  give  the  faucet  another  slight  twist,  and  it 
is  done.  Thus  there  will  be  no  waste,  and,  in  addition  to 
giving  the  customer  satisfaction,  the  bartender  will  have 
the  pleasure  of  knowing  that  his  ]»rudence  has  been  the 
nu'ajis  of  saving  his  boss  the  amount  of  his  Avages. 

These  losses  are  small  when  viewed  from  the  standpoint 
of  one  cocktail  or  one  glass  of  ale.  But  when  they  are 
counted  up  in  the  hundreds  or  the  thousands,  as  they 
should  be  in  large  estal)lishments,  the  amount  of  the  waste 
is  enough  to  be  appalling  to  the  proprietor  who  figures 
carefully  bis  J"ecei])ts  and  expenses. — Xor  Eiif/hnul  /jfjunr 
Journal.

The  Fehr  Beer  Cordially  Received. 


Kilburn  &  Hayden's  Latest  Success. 

Uuiiiiiiliti»'<l  success  seems  to  be  the  reward  of  every 
eiiteiprising  move  made  by  Messrs.  Kilburn  &  ITaydeu, 
proprietors  of  the  magnificent  Ferry  Cafe,  and  the  bars  of 
the  ferry  boats  on  the  North  Shore  line  and  also  the  Tib- 
uron  line,  ^^■ithiu  tlie  past  few  months  they  moved  into 
their  new  Ferry  Cafe,  in  the  Terminal  Hotel  building,  hav- 
ing spent  a  large  amount  of  money  in  its  equipment  and 
installation.  Many  of  tlieir  closest  friends  tliought  they 
were  too  enterprising,  but  Iheir  judgnumt  has  ])roved  to 
be  A  No.  1,  because  the  Inisiness  moved  forward  to  a  fine 
volume  from  the  opening,  and  the  trade  is  now  one  of  the 
best  in  the  city.  In  order  to  retain  their  old  quarters,  a 
few  doors  below,  Messrs.  Kilburn  &  Hayden  transfornicd 
the  bar  and  grill  into  what  is  now  known  as  the  "Ferry 
Creamery."  This  is  an  all-niglit  place,  and  it  is  the  only 
one  of  tile  kind  in  the  city,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
more  than  a  creamery,  having  all  the  adjuncts  of  a  first- 
class  restaurant.  This  place  has  been  surprisingly  suc- 
cessful from  the  opening,  the  concern  serving  as  high  as  a 
thousand  people  a  day  within  the  first  month  of  its  exist- 
ence, and  the  trade  is  still  growing. 


William  K.  Krcmer,  Assistant  iianager  of  liic  I'raiik 
i'ciir  IJrewing  Company,  brewers  of  one  of  the  finesi  liccrs 
in  America,  has  lieen  in  the  city  since  the  3rd  inst.,  for 
ihe  purpose  of  superintending  the  introduction  of  this  be<'r 
to  the  San  Francisco  trade  and  public.  As  an  illustration 
(if  the  abilities  of  Mr.  Kremer  and  his  assistants,  as  well 
as  of  the  quality  of  the  Fehr  beer,  it  need  only  be  stated 
I  hat  within  less  than  one  month,  the  goods  were  placed  in 
l.~)0  of  the  leading  bars,  cafes  and  restaurants  in  the  heart 
of  the  city.  In  fact,  no  work  was  done  outside  of  this  cen- 
tral section;  and  so  far  as  the  campaign  was  carried,  a 
clean  sweep  was  made.  The  i)lacing  of  six  carloads  of 
bottled  beer  in  that  number  of  new  places  within  such  a 
period,  was  a  record  hard  to  beat.  "There  is  a  market  here 
for  high-grade  ICastern  beer,"  said  Mr.  Kremer;  ''the  rep- 
i"<'sentative  trade  of  the  city  are  looking  for  a  fine  beer  from 
the  East,  with  a  wide-awake  institution  behind  it  in  order 
that  people  may  be  properly  advised  of  its  quality,  etc.  Wi 
know  that  we  have  the  beer  with  the  quality,  and  we  have 
never  had  the  matter  of  our  enterprise  questione<l.  W\- 
believe  there  is  a  great  market  in  this  city  and  on  the  Coast 
for  a  good  beer,  and  having  this,  we  look  for  a  large  and 
growing  business."  Mr.  Kremer  intends  to  leave  for  home 
by  the  way  of  Portland  on  April  4th,  and  expects  to  return 
to  San  Francisco  again  in  September  in  the  interests  of 
his  brand.

I'uif  Waatg. —  With  this  object  iu  view  various  methods 
ave  been  dcvisi-d  for  sterilizing  the  grapes  and  must;  that 
i,  of  frtiing  them  from  all  micr«>-tirganisms  of  any  kind, 
lid  sub.s4^'(juenlly  fermenting  them  by  atlding  a  pure  yeast. 
L  pure  yeast  is  a  liquid  containing  no  micro-organisms 
Ut  Ncast  cells  und  only  nne  kind  of  yeust  cell.  For  about 
Wiiity  ywii-s,  extensive  luboiiitory  ami  pi-actical  tests 
u\v  iH'cn  made  with  these  methods,  but  there  is  still  wide 
livergence  of  opinion  as  to  their  merits.  There  is  perfect 
luanimity  of  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  eliminating  un- 
avorable  organisms,  but  on  the  value  of  the  use  of  pure 
east  I  hen-  is  much  dillVrcnce  of  opinion.  On  one  si«le  it 
t  claimed  that  the  chanicter  of  Chateaii  l<|iiem  or  of  ("los

anions  wines  of  the  worbl,  with  the  implie<l  a.ssurance 
hat  they  will  cuable  any  wine-maker  to  priMluce  tlies4- 
anions  wines  anywhere.  .Much  of  iliis  is  no  doubt  due  to 
he  exaggeration  ins<-parable  from  advertising.  The  claims 
if  certain  lalM)nitory  investigators  of  pure  yeasts,  however, 
all  little  .short  of  thos«>  of  the  vendors  of  pure  yeast  for 
rint-making.  and  are  undoubtedly  in  many  cascw  excess 
ve  and  misleading.  At  al!  events  they  are  not  substan 
iate«!  by  n-sults  in  practice,  or  by  tlie  work  of  other  in 
wiigators.  On  the  oilier  hand,  it  is  an  e<|ually  gn-at 
nistake  to  snp|Kis<>  that  the  purity  or  seb-etion  of  tlie  yeast 
ins  no  elTect  on  the  wine.  The  companifive  purity  of  the 
east  is  the  object  of  a  gn-at  part  of  the  can-  taken  wlier 
■ver  giMMl  winc-s  an-  made,  and  ilien»  is  no  doubt  alMiut  the 
treat  dilTerenc»-s  wliicli  exist  in  difTeriMit  y«>jiMff»  and  in 
heir  etTe.ts  on  the  wine.

proper  selection  of  yeasls,  there  can  lje  no  doubt  whatever 
I  hat  it  is  jMissible  to  make  Uie  ditlereuce  iM-twei-n  a  goisl 
wiiic  and  a  bad  wim-  from  the  .same  muteriul  according  us 
we  u.se  an  appropriate  yeast  or  an  inappropriute  one.  We 
ran  not  make  giwid  wine  from  any  grai»es  by  the  use  of 
pure  beer-yeast,  breadycust,  or  any  of  the  hundreds  of 
yeasts  which  we  can  liiid  aluiost  anywhen*.  Mon-over,  it 
is  (juile  possible  to  select  from  grajies  pure  yeaisls  which 
have  very  diilerent  etliM-ts  on  the  wine  iu  fermeulaliou. 
Some  pure  wine-yeasts  w  ill  not  give  gtHnl  results  at  high 
temperatuix's,  olhem  at  low;  some  will  not  cause  the  fer- 
mentation of  more  thau  18  per  cent  of  sugar,  others  cuu 
ferment  UO  i>er  cent,  and  so  on.  If,  theiX'fore,  we  use  intix 
ytustn  we  must  use  tiilccUd  pure  yva«ts;  yeast  selei-ted  uud 
tested  for  the  particular  puris»se  iu  hand. 

Most  of  the  pure  yejists  distributnl  iu  CJenuany  and 
France  have  been  properly  wlecled,  and  in  spite  of  the 
e.xaggeraled  claims  of  the  makei-s,  usually  give  g«Kxl  re- 
sults when  pi-operly  useil.  It  would,  however,  be  quite 
possible  to  completely  spoil  wine  by  the  use  of  a  pun* 
yeast  not  properly  selected  for  the  particular  must  in 
which  it  is  place<l.  This  is  no  doubt  the  n'a.sou  why  pun- 
yeasts  obtained  from  the  regions  where  they  an-  to  be 
used  have  nearly  always  given  better  results  than  y«u«t 
iinporte<l  from  other  regions.  It  is  far  more  likely  that  a 
pure  yeast  separated  from  fermenting  Fn-sno  grais-s  will 
prove  n-sistant  to  high  tempenitures  and  capable  of  fer- 
menting very  sweet  must,  than  one  separatetl  fn»m  gniis-s 
growu  on  the  Hhiue.  The  yeasts  which  exist  in  any  region 
have  umloubtedly  l»een  subjiiteil  for  ages  to  a  process  of 
natural  M-kition  which  has  fltteil  them  for  the  conditions 
of  that  reigini.  Kliine  yeast  will,  therefon-,  not  help  us  lo 
make  Hhiue  wine  in  Napa  County,  unless  we  cau  gi-l 
grapes  whose  coiii|M>sition  appn>aches  those  of  the  Rhine, 
and  can  imitate  the  tenipeniture  ami  otlier  conditions 
usual  in  the  IJheingau.* 

To  obtain  the  In-st  n-sults  fnun  the  us<'  of  sekvl«>d  yeasls 
in  promoting  a  thorough  fermentatiou  or  iniprnving  the 
wine  in  any  other  way,  a  more  or  htw  complete  steriliza 
tion  of  the  gniis's  or  must  is  necessary.  Very  uuinentus 
trials  have  Int-n  made,  with  this  object  in  view,  during 
the  last  twenty  yeai-s.  While  Ihe  i|Uestion  of  the  «Iegnv  of 
impniveinent  to  Im-  altaiue«l  l»y  tJie  uw  of  m-Ki-UhI  yeast 
is  not  yet  si'tthnl  the  attempts  at  slerilir^itioii  have  bntughl 
to  light  some  unfon-stvn  but  very  ini|M>rtant  facts  n-gard 
ing  the  elTect  of  the  nielh<Mls  us4d  in  the  pnM*<fw  of  wine- 
making.

I  he  wine  is  made  and 
safe  from  their  attacks,  ll  is  i)ossil(le,  therefore,  lo  eiinn 
iKite  the  injurious  ^enns  sulliciently  liy  one  heatin.i:  lo  a 
te!n|)eralure  loo  low  to  caramelize  any  sujiar. 

^^'ith  repird  U>  the  "•rancio,"  il  was  found  that  musr  or 
lirapes  could  he  heated  as  hi^h  as  necessary  without  ac- 
quiriii-;  this  laste.  if  the  exposure  to  the  air  was  not  excess- 
ive or  continued  for  too  louii.  It  has  latelx'  heen  found  pos- 
sihli',  hy  the  addition  of  a  little  sulfite  liefore  heatinij.',  to 
almost  do  away  completely  with  any  danu'er  of  oxidation, 
exeii  with  considerahle  contact  with  the  air,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  i^ei  a  more  coni)dete  sterilization  at  a  com 
paiatively  low   temperature. 

Siil/iliiii/. — A  method  which  jU'iuuises  well  fur  Use  in 
hoi  climates  is  one  devised  hy  .Martinaml  and  Andiieu. 
It  consists  of  adilini:  a  certain  amount  of  liisiiltile  of  jiot- 
ash  to  the  crushed  ,i;raiies  and  the  suhse(|nent  atldition  of 
selected  yeast.  The  addiliou  of  the  sulfite  is  somelinu'S 
s|)oken  of  as  a  "sterilization."  li  is  doulitful  if  the  ainotints 
\ised  are  suflicient  to  actually  kill  all  iicrnis  in  the  must, 
but  they  are  suflicient  to  jtrevent  theiu  from  develo])ii)<r 
for  some  time;  and  in  the  meanwhile  ilie  selected  yeast 
has  time  to  comi.letely  take  ])ossessioii  :mii1  linisli  the  fer- 
mentation. 

There  are  three  ways  of  aiiplyini;  this  inrilidd.  The  lirsl 
is  to  add  sultiie  to  the  fermeiitini,'  jiiajK-s  in  two  nv  thrive 
doses,  ami  is  practically  identical  with  the  method  already 
deserilied  for  moderating'  the  temperattire  by  the  sann' 
means.  The  other  two  methods  differ  in  that  so  unieli 
sulfite  is  u.sed  that  onlinary  yeasi  is  paralyzed  with  the 
(itlior  jrerins.  For  this  reason  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
special  yeasi  which  is  capahle  of  actini,'  in  the  presence  of 
the  amount  of  sulfnrous  acid  introduced  into  the  wine. 
Such  a  siMcial  yeast  is  ](rocured  hy  takiufr  any  ;i;ood  strf)nu 
.veast  and  jjrailually  accustominjr  it  to  ijrow  in  the  ])res- 
enre  of  larjre  annmnis  of  snlfuroiis  acid.  This  is  done  in 
one  of  two  wa.\s.  The  way  recommended  by  Andrieii  is 
to  fill  each  of  two  .")0-j;allon  casks  one-third  full  of  must 
sterilized  by  heatinsr.  lu  the  must  in  one  cask  is  dissolved 
.."  per  mil.  of  potassium  meia  bisulfite;  that  is,  1  ounce  to 


ir>  j,'allous.  The  must  in  the  other  is  starleil  fermeiitinj,' 
by  iiitrodnciiii:  a  small  llask  full  of  puri'  yeast.  As  soon 
as  the  must  ill  ihe  sc.mid  cask  is  I'ermeiil  inji  well,  .">  <;al- 
joiis  nf  the  siillitcd  must  from  Ihe  first  cask  is  jioured  in. 
This  will  check  feiiiientation  tempoi-arily.  but  in  a  few 
hiuirs  the  yeast  beccniies  aceustomed  to  (he  sulfnrous  acid 
and  fei-meiilatioii  conimeii<-es  ajiain.  As  soon  as  fennenta- 
lion  is  well  re  (  siablished  amither  .".  i.Mllons  is  added;  ajid 
a  lew  hi>iirs  later  the  remainder  i>{  the  sulliled  must.  When 
ihe  \easl  is  ferment  ill!::  well  atler  the  lasl  addition  of  sul- 
tiie, il  is  ready  to  be  used  on  a  \al  of  ^fapes.  The  i^rapes 
as  lliey  come  from  the  crusher  are  sulliled  with  a  dose  of 
potassium  meta-bisiilfite  e(|nal  to  that  to  which  the  .veast 
has  become  accustomed,  /'.  '..  .--"i  |)er  mil.,  or  '2  ]>ounds  to 
1,1)0(1  gallons  or  i  tons.  This  is  siillicienl  to  ]irevent  all 
fermenlatiou  except  that  of  the  added  yeast.  A  jiure  fer- 
mentation is  thus  assured. 

The  other  method  is  to  train  the  yeast  in  the  fermeuting- 
\at  itself.  This  is  done  by  adding  a  i)ure  yeast  to  the 
urapi's  as  they  pass  into  the  \a(,  to<rether  with  one-third 
of  the  amount  of  stillite  which  is  to  be  used,  i.  c,  two-thirds 
of  a  ]Hiiind  to  the  1,000  <;allons.  This  is  enough  to  retard 
but  not  to  iirevent  ferinentation.  As  soon  as  fermentation 
has  well  stai'ted,  another  third  of  the  sulfite  is  added,  and 
ilien  the  remainder  when  renewed  fermentation  shows 
that  the  effect  of  the  second  dose  has  been  overcome. 

.Ml  these  metlHuls  have  ,<;iven  excellent  results  in  nu- 
merous cases,  but  the  .second  and  third,  and  especiall.v  the 
second,  are  much  more  effective  than  the  first.

.Modern  wineinakinu  in  these  regions  has  developed 
aloii^  dilfeicni  lines,  and  each  re!;ion  has  adopted  a  dif- 
I'ei-eiii  met  hod  of  overcominii'  the  difliculties  connected 
with  the  iiiakinii'  of  dry  wine  in  a  hot  climate. 

In  southern  France  these  ditliciillies  have  been  attacked 
principally  by  means  which  aim  at  makinj>-  the  raw  ma- 
terial more  amenable  to  the  cimditions  and  methods  of 
manuracture  which  exist  there.  Th(>  successful  production 
of  dry  wines,  there,  depends  in  a  lar.^e  measure  on:  (1) 
the  ]dantint;  of  the  .\ramoii,  a  vine  which  jirodtices  jirapes 
of  liiuli  acidity  and  low  siiiiai' ;  and  i  li  I  on  the  natheriuii  of 
all  varielies  before  the.v  are  ju'i-fectly  ripe.  AVhile  the 
trouble  of  incom])lete  fermentations  are  thus,  to  a  great 
extent.  a\(iided  and  a.  sound  wine  generall.v  made,  the 
result  is  iioj  altogether  satisfactory.  During  the  epoch 
immediately  following  the  destruction  of  most  of  the 
\in(yards  by  phyllo.xera  (  lSilO-IS!)il  i,  the  abundant  crops 
of  thin,  water\'  wine  were  very  ])rofitable.  Now,  when  the 
supj.ly  has  caught  np  to  or  ])assed  the  demand,  the  price 
obi  allied  for  the  wine  is  often  below  the  cost  of  produc- 
lion.  A  \cry  large  ])roportion  of  the  Arainon  wines  can 
not  he  marketed  without  blending  with  heavier  wines,  and 
in  years  when  the  crop  is  large  tlie  jirice  falls  very  low. 
In  I!I04  large  cellars  sold  their  cioits  at  less  than  G  cents 
|ier  gallon,  and  the  average  jtrice  was  jirobably  not  much 
over  that  figure.  The  wine  has  m  be  blended  with  Al- 
gerian or  Spanish  w  ines,  and  the  w  iiie  merchant  can  afford 
lo  gi\(.  but  little  more  for  it  than  for  pi(|uettes  and  sugar 
W  iTies. 

In  .Mgeria  the  Southern  French  method  could  not  be 
a]>plie(|.  There,  even  the  Aramon  often  attains  too  much 
sugar   io    ferment    out   completely   without   aid.   and   the 
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grapcH  ripeii  su  rapidly  iu  the  hut  autuiuu  that  it  is  iiii 
jM>ssililt'  lo  galhiT  llieiii  ail  before  tliey  are  tjuile  rijie. 
.\luut>ver,  iu  tlie  liot  weiiliier  wliicli  is  often  i-xperieiici"*! 
during  the  wine-making  seast>n  in  Algeria,  grapeK,  even 
with  low  sugar-eonleni  and  high  acidity,  nuiy  fail  to  eoni- 
plele  their  fermentation.  Even  if  the  Southern  Kren<li 
method  were  postiilde,  it  would  he  impraelitaltle  in  Al- 
geria, wheiv  it  would  always  be  unprolitablr  to  produ<-<- 
light  bli-nding  wines  iu  eonipetitiou  with  the  .Midi.  Tin- 
demand  for  Algerian  wines  is  ba.sed  on  their  eapabiliiy  of 
Lornnting  the  defects  of  the  Midi  w  iui-s,  and,  to  iitiiin 
their  market,  they  must  be  alcoholic  and  rich  in  tannin, 
color,  and  e.Mract.  Some  means,  tliereft>ri',  had  to  be  found 
whiih  would  enable  the  wine  niakei-s  to  fermeni  Alicante 
Houschi't,  ("arignaue,  and  similar  grapes  with  -'2  to  I't; 
pi-r  <ent  of  sugjir.  The  only  method  which  has  come  into 
general  use  is  that  of  keeping  down  the  temperature  with 
ctMiliiig  macliines.  This,  as  already  noti-tl,  has  enable<l 
them  lo  produce  sound,  alcoholic  wines,  but  the  mmlera 
tion  of  the  temperature  has  entailed  a  loss  in  the  valuable 
qualitit>s  of  deep  cidor  and  high  extract.  In  neither  France 
nor  Algeria,  then,  are  the  present  methods  of  manufacture 
completely  .s;itisfactory,  and  attempts  at  improvement  are 
being  made  along  all  the  lines  discussetl  in  this  report. 

On  the  whole,  however,  there  is  less  loss  fnun  spoik-d 
wine  there  than  with  us,  and  a  consideration  of  the  meth- 
imIs  of  Trench  and  Algerian  wine-makers  otTei-s  many  sug- 
gestions of  possible  improvenu'uts  in  our  own  methods. 
Iu  no  region,  however,  are  the  uuirkets,  raw  materials,  and 
conditions  of  nuuiufacture  identical  with  ours,  and  we  can 
not,  Iheix'fore,  copy  exactly  any  methttds  however  success 
ful  elsewhere.  It  is  impos.sible,  moivover,  to  point  out  any 
methtxl  or  group  of  methods  that  can  be  adopted  here  with 
^b.^olute  certainty  of  success  in  all  regions.  It  is  possible, 
however,  to  point  out  certiiin  methods  which,  if  adopted, 
will  certaiidy  result  in  great  iuiprovement  in  many  of  our 
wines.  The  ccuiditions  of  soil,  climate  and  grape  varieties 
ill  .Algeria  resemble  ours  much  more  than  do  those  of 
southern  1' ranee.  The  following  shoi-t  description  of  the 
most  approvtnl  method  (»f  vinitication  in  .Algeria  should 
Im-  of  interest.  It  was  kindly  furnished  me  by  l»r.  Koger

The  Sweet  Wine  Bill. 


A  DISPATCH  from  Washiugton  dated  March  21st,  iudi- 
cates  that  the  bill  for  the  amendment  of  the  old  sweet 
wine  law  is  .making  progress  entirely  satisfaetoi*y  to  the 
sweet  wine  makers.  On  the  date  in  question,  it  was  favor- 
ably reported  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  Rep- 
resentative Champ  Clark  (Democrat)  of  Missouri  cast  the 
only  dissenting  vote.  His  opposition  was  based  upon  the 
fact  that  the  wine-making  interests  in  his  district  desired 
the  bill  so  amended  as  to  include  fruit  glucose  and  rock 
candy  in  the  fortification  of  wines.  Buch  an  amendment 
was  refused  by  the  committee.  The  committee  authorized 
Necdham  to  call  the  bill  up  under  the  suspension  of  the 
rules  on  Monday,  April  21st.  Clark  will  fight  it  on  the 
floor  of  the  House,  but  it  is  believed  the  measure  will  pass. 
So  far  as  the  opposition  of  Champ  Clark  is  concerned, 
we  believe  his  contention  will  not  be  given  any  particular 
weight  by  the  House.  The  wine-makers  of  the  State  he 
represents  are  the  only  ones  who  have  the  temerity  to  ask  to 
be  allowed  to  use  glucose  or  other  adulterants  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  domestic  Avines.  If  the  measure  passes 
through  the  House  successfullj'  after  having  been  so  thor- 
oughly thrashed  out  between  the  Internal  Revenue  Depart- 
ment and  the  wine-makers  of  the  entire  country,  it  will 
undoubtedly  pass  the  Senate  without  any  particular  oppo- 
sition. It  is  purely  a  revenue  measure  on  a  very  small 
scale. 


Later. 

Under  date  of  March  28th  a  dispatch  from  Washington 
states  that  Representative  Needham  arranged  with  Speaker 
Cannon  to  call  up  the  Sweet  Wine  Bill  on  April  2d, 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  The  kind  manner  in  which 
the  measure  is  being  received  practically  insures  its  suc- 
cess. 


THE  Fassett  Pure  Wine  Bill,  which  is  the  outcome  of 
conferences  between  the  California  wine  men  and  rep- 
resentative Eastern  wine  makers,  is  meeting  with  consider- 
able opposition  from  certain  wine-makers  in  the  vicinity  of 
Sandusky,  Ohio,  whose  contentious  are  set  forth  elsewhere. 
In  speaking  of  the  measure  and  its  merits,  President  Rossi 
of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  had  the  following  to  say,  re- 
cently : 

"The  passage  of  this  bill  will  be  the  greatest  thing  that 
could  happen  for  the  good  of  the  California  wine  industry 
provided  its  provisions  can  be  enforced.  It  is  what  the 
pure  wine  people  A\aut.  All  the  good  features  recommend- 
ed by  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Association  are  neces- 
sary to  make  an  effective  measure  for  preventing  the  manu- 
facture of  the  glucose  and  pomace  wines  made  in  the  East, 
and  its  enforcement  will  naturally  cause  a  large  consump- 
tion of  pure  California  wine  of  lower  grades,  to  which  the 
poorer  class  of  people  who  have  heretofore  used  the  spuri- 
ous wines,  will  gladly  turn.  California  produces  wines 
suitable  to  their  purses,  which  are  pure  and  wholesome, 
and  if  the  bogus  wines  are  taken  off  the  market  California 
will  gain  greatly. 

"I  do  not  look  for  an  increase  in  the  price  of  our  low- 
grade  wines,  because  when  an  increased  demand  warrants 
it,  the  production  of  such  Avine  will  inci*ease  in  proportion 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  foreign  population  of  the  crowded 
cities  of  the  East  and  South,  who  are  the  principal  con- 
sumers of  these  wines. 

''To  generalize,  I  would  say  that  the  California  wine 
industry  cannot  but  be  greatly  beuefited  by  the  enactment 
and  enforcement  of  such  a  law,  as  we  have  nothing  to  fear 
from  the  legitimate  wines  of  the  East.  Our  nemesis  has 
been  the  sophisticator,  and  if  we  can  put  him  where  he 
belongs,  we  will  profit  greatly. 

"As  to  the  proper  operation  of  the  law,  I  believe  it  will  be 
enforced  equally  as  well  by  the  Agricultural  Department 
at  Washington  as  it  A\ould  be  by  the  Internal  Revenue  De- 
partment." 


The  committee  appointed  by  the  State  Promotion  Com- 
mittee of  last  December  to  draft  a  bill  intended  to  remove 
all  restrictions  from  the  sale  of  domestic  wines,  have  about 
completed  their  labors.  The  motive  of  the  bill  was  to  make 
it  possible  to  sell  California  wines  in  California  without  a 
license  or  restriction,  in  the  same  manner,  for  instance,  as 
milk  is  sold.  The  members  of  the  committee  are  ex-Con- 
gressman Theodore  Bell,  H.  R.  McNobel  and  M.  F.  Tarpey. 
The  details  have  not  been  made  public,  but  the  idea  is  to 
remove  native  wines  from  the  category  of  whisky  and  beer. 
The  measure  will  be  submitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
State  Promotion  Committees,  to  be  held  in  Napa  on  the 
16th  of  June  next. 


WE  are  notified  by  Secretary  Stauber  of  the  National 
Wliolesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  that  the 
Louisville  Committee  on  Arrangements  have  selected  June 
5,  6  and  7  as  the  dates  for  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention 
of  the  organization.

He  had  been  iden- 
tified with  the  early  history  of  San  Francisco.  Arriving 
here  in  1852,  he  soon  after  engaged  in  the  wholesale  grocery 
business  on  Washington  street,  near  Montgomery,  retaining 
his  connection  with  the  establishment  until  ten  years  ago, 
^^hen  failing  health  compelled  his  retirement.  He  was  a 
native  of  Genoa,  Italy,  and  is  survived  by  two  daughters.

Fred  L.  Skaggs, 


FKEl)  L.  SKAGGS,  one  of  the  widely  known  hotel  men 
of  the  State,  and  son  of  the  founder  of  the  Skaggs 
Springs  resort,  died  in  Pleasauton  during  the  month  from 
an  attack  of  pneumonia,  after  having  been  ill  for  less  than 
a  week.

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Heavy  Planting  in  San  Joaquin  County. 


County  Treasurer  Dunn  of  Otero  Couuty,  New  Mexico, 
is  setting  out  3,000  grape  vines  of  European  varieties  on 
]iis  ranch  near  Alaraogordo. 


J.  C.  Thompson  of  the  New  River  ranch,  San  Diego 
County,  has  received  enougli  grape  vine  cuttings  to  set 
out  seventy-five  acres. 


C.  G.  Covert  of  Fresno  has  gone  to  Orosi,  wliere  with  a 
force  of  ten  men  he  will  be  engaged  in  selecting  250,000 
grape  cuttings.  He  stated  that  about  1,000,000  grape  cut- 
tings have  been  set  out  this  spring  in  and  around  Hanford. 


James  G.  Hood  and  John  Hood  of  Santa  Rosa  are 
making  a  large  planting  of  resistant  vines  at  their  place  in 
Knight's  Valley.  They  plan  to  have  an  increase  of  fifty- 
acres  of  grapes  this  year,  and  the  work  is  being  hastened 
as  rapidly  as  possible. 


STALDEE,  Feb.  27.— This  section  of  the  county  is  par- 
ticipating in  the  general  real  estate  boom.  Noteworthy 
among  recent  transfers  is  that  by  which  the  Italian  Vine- 
yard Company  has  come  into  possession  of  the  south  half 
of  section  25  and  the  north  240  acres  of  section  30,  town- 
ship 1  south,  range  7  west.  They  are  clearing  it  prepara- 
tory to  planting  it  to  vines  this  year. 


Max  Schmidt,  wholesale  liquor  dealer  and  proprietor  of 
the  Landmark  saloon,  Monterey,  has  decided  to  start  a 
bottling  works  in  connection  with  his  establishment.  He 
will  make  a  specialty  of  beer  in  siphons,  a  new  thing  in 
the  bottling  line,  which  keeps  the  malt  beverage  in  tiie  most 
delicious  sliajx'  for  the  consumer.  The  siphons  are  fur- 
nished by  the  Wunder  Bi'ewing  Company  of  this  city. 


The  Woodbridge  Vineyard  Association  has  sold  to  Geo. 
West  &  Son  135,000  gallons  of  wine.  This  sale  about  cleans 
up  the  product  of  the  cellars  of  the  Woodbridge  Association 
for  the  season  of  1905.  The  stockholders  of  the  Wood- 
bridge  Association  are  well  pleased  over  the  first  season's 
clean-up. 


John  F.  Merrill,  son-in-law  of  the  late  John  Sroufe,  an<l 
executor  of  the  estate,  has  asked  for  bids  for  the  wholesale 
liquor  interests  of  the  Sroufe  Company  at  208  Market 
street,  Mr.  Merrill  being  desirous  of  disposing  of  the  busi- 
ness. John  Sroufe  at  various  times  was  the  backer  of  many 
retail  liquor  saloons.  He  had  money  inves^^ed  in  the  Cl'ff 
House  bar,  the  Majestic  saloon.  When  the  sale  of  the 
wholesale  liquor  establishment  is  accomplished  by  Mr. 
Merrill  the  Sroufe  estate  will  be  entirely  free  of  saloon 
properties. 


EXCEPTIONAL  profits  made  last  season  by  the  grape 
growers  of  San  Joaquin  County  have  led  to  the  set- 
ting out  of  a  very  large  additional  acreage  of  vineyard. 
Last  year  there  were  21,309  acres  of  vineyard  within  the 
county,  of  which  11,407  were  table  and  9,902  were  wine 
grapes.  In  January  and  February  of  this  year  over  6,000 
acres  of  new  vineyard  have  been  set  out  and  more  will  be 
planted  in  March. 

These  increased  plantings  have  caused  some  discussion 
as  to  whether  the  industry  may  not  be  overdone.  Careful 
investigation  has  been  made  by  those  who  have  made  ex- 
tensive plantings  and  these  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  market  for  California  grapes  can  be  very  largely 
extended ;  that  at  the  present  time  shipments  have  all  been 
made  to  the  larger  trade  centers  and  no  effort  made  to 
reach  cities  of  the  third  class  and  smaller.  Many  claim 
that  if  the  grape  crop  in  California  were  doubled,  or  even 
tripled,  a  market  would  be  found  at  good  prices. 

The  output  of  California  grapes  has  been  increasing 
rapidly  since  1898,  and  notwithstanding  this  imports  of 
grapes  from  Spain  and  other  foreign  countries  have  been 
on  the  increase.  This  information  was  contained  in  a 
letter  received  by  the  Stockton  Chamber  of  Commerce 
from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  in 
which  was  set  forth  the  following  statistics  giving  the 
values  for  grapes  imported  from  foreign  countries  from 
1898  to  1904,  inclusive:  1898,  .f 389,980.00 ;  1899,  .f311,- 
718.21;  1900,  1629,484.73;  1901,  |669,441.20;  1902,  |917,- 
(188.50;  1903,  .f 956,822.50 ;  1904,  .f  1,278,895.45.  In  six  years 
the  sale  of  imported  grapes  in  the  United  States  increased 
by  300  per  cent,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  cessation  in  the 
demand. 

During  the  year  1905  the  largest  profits  in  grape  grow- 
ing were  made  by  those  who  grew  tokays.  Net  returns  of 
from  .f  100  to  -1300  an  acre,  and  even  more,  were  reported 
from  all  sections  of  the  county.  Growers  of  other  table 
grapes  and  Avine  grape  also  made  large  profits.  This  led 
to  an  immense  demand  for  grape  land.  In  1904  the  books 
of  the  county  recorder  showed  that  there  had  been  5,800 
transfers  of  real  property^  during  the  year.  In  1905  there 
were  9,000 — an  increase  of  about  65  per  cent.  This  increase 
was  largely  due  to  the  demand  for  grape  land,  superin- 
duced by  the  splendid  profits  which  had  been  made  the  pre- 
ceding season  by  vineyardists. 

There  was,  however,  another  factor  which  entered  into 
this  phenomenal  increase  in  land  sales.  A  corporation 
controlling  an  extensive  power  plant  in  the  Sierras  had 
actpiired  rights  of  way  throughout  the  county  for  a  sub- 
urban electric  railway  system  which  will  make  Stockton 
and  its  water  front  easily  and  quickly  accessible  to  all 
parts  of  tlie  county,  and  particularly  to  those  sections  best 
suited  for  vineyard.  The  urban  part  of  the  system,  with- 
in the  city  of  Stockton,  was  completed  before  the  first  part 
of  the  present  year  and  work  commenced  on  the  outlying 
lines.  The  combination  of  good  prices  for  grapes  and 
promised  easy  transportation  for  future  crops  has  led  to 
an  activity  in  vineyard  planting  that  promises  to  place 
San  Joaquin  in  the  front  rank  of  grape-growing  counties 
within  the  State.  It  is  probable  that  the  present  season's 
planting  will  give  San  Joaquin  County  a  total  bearing  and 
non-bearing  vineyard  acreage  in  excess  of  30,000  and  that 
this  will  be  materiallv  increased  in  1906. 
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The  largest  part  of  this  3'ear's  iie\\-  plantiugs  has  been 
iu  the  southern  part  of  the  county  iu  a  district  irrigated  h\ 
a  canal  taking  water  from  the  Stanislaus  River  where, 
heretofore,  thei'e  has  been  practically  no  vineyard.  The 
new  jjlantings  in  this  section  this  year  will  be  in  excess  of 
5,000  acres.  A  large  new  acreage  has  been  .set  out  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  county,  which  is  the  principal  grajx' 
and  fruit  district  in  this  part  of  the  State. 


Italian-Swiss  Colony  Generosity. 


The  Asti  (Nmipany  .shipped  125,0(10  more  grape  cuttings 
to  Ukiali  last  week  and  they  are  being  distril)uted  by  L. 
B.  Frasier.  This  makes  more  than  250,000  cuttings  siiipped 
to  Ukiah  by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  which  means  over 
300  acres  planted  in  grapes  this  year. 

Mr.  Rossi,  president  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  has 
written  to  Mr.  Frasier  urging  him  to  notify  the  farmei-s 
not  to  be  iu  a  hurry  about  jtlauting  the  cuttings.  If  they 
are  put  in  the  ground  now  they  may  sour  and  decay  before 
the  growing  season  begins  and  be  a  total  loss.  He  thinks 
the  best  time  to  plant  is  between  the  middle  of  March  and 
the  1st  of  April.  The  cuttings  will  then  begin  to  grow  as 
soon  as  they  are  placed  in  the  ground.  He  advises  against 
"healing  in"  also,  and  says  that  the  cuttings  should  be 
stood  on  end  on  the  ground  but  not  covered  with  dirt. 

In  addition  to  furnishing  cuttings,  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  is  ready  to  make  ten-year  contracts  for  grapes  at 
.?15  a  ton  or  more  if  the  average  price  any  year  is  greater, 
which  is  surely  a  good  proposition  for  the  vineyardist  and 
insures  him  a  good  income  and  a  reliable  nmrket.  At  this 
price  those  who  plant  now  will  have  good  incomes  in  five 
years,  and  they  can  be  adding  to  their  vineyards  every 
vear. — Vliuli  Times. 


A  conservative  estimate  places  the  number  of  .Malaga 
grape  vines  planted  in  the  vicinity  of  Riverside  in  Feb- 
ruary at  550  acres,  with  more  to  be  heard  from. 


T.  L.  Orr  of  Occidental,  Sonoma  County,  reports  that 
he  has  just  completed  the  shipment  of  75,000  gallons  of 
wine  to  San  Francisco.  He  will  make  further  shipments 
in  a  short  time. 


A  Big  Offer  for  Vineyard  Refused. 


LoDi,  Mai-ch  17. — Six  hundred  dollars  an  acre  for  a 
tokay  vineyard  is  a  big  price,  but  such  an  offer  was  refused 
in  Lodi  Thursday.  The  vineyard  consists  of  forty  acres 
and  is  owned  by  Charles  E.  Buck  and  W.  J.  Thomayer,  and 
they  refused  an  offer  of  $24,000  for  it.  The  vineyard  is  in 
the  Neal  tract  iu  the  Acampo  district,  and  the  vines  are 
four  years  old.  When  this  vinieyard  was  set  out  Mr.  Buck 
devised  an  original  scheme.  He  planted  close  together 
double  cuttings  all  the  way  through.  When  the  vines  were 
one  year  old  he  culled  out  the  less  thrifty,  with  the  result 
that  at  the  very  start  he  had  a  growth  of  100  per  cent.  This 
season  Mr.  Thomayer  predicts  at  least  5,000  crates  that  at 
least  should  net  50  cents  per  crate,  which  is  nearly  11  per 
cent  on  the  amount  the  gentlemen  "turned  down.'' 
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Rich  Prices  for  Vineyards. 


riendocino's  Viticultural  Boom. 


Evidently  the  local  vineyardists  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  amount  invested  in  grape  culture  pays  bet- 
ter returns  than  a  similar  investment  in  any  other  enter- 
prise. One  Mould  be  led  to  this  conclusion  by  the  recent 
refusals  owners  have  made  in  the  purchase  of  their  vine 
land. 

Greer  McDonald  yesterday  refused  a  cash  offer  of  |6,500 
for  his  vineyard  two  miles  southeast  of  town.  The  vine- 
yard comprises  twenty  acres  without  improvements.  The 
vines  are  four  years  old,  twelve  acres  being  wine  grapes 
and  eight  acres  Tokays.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  was  the  average  per  acre.  Less  than  a  year  ago 
Mr.  McDonald  paid  .f 4,000  for  this  property. 

E.  B.  Wright,  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  re- 
cently refused  .f.SOO  an  acre  for  his  three-year-old  twenty- 
acre  Tokay  vineyard,  three  miles  southeast  of  Lodi. 

An  offer  of  .fTOO  per  acre  for  the  Covell  vineyard  at 
Woodhridge  has  also  been  refused.  These  are  vines  with 
age. 

Dr.  Samuel  E.  Arthur  of  Woodbridge  sold  this  week  his 
thirty-acre  vineyard  on  the  Holmes  tract  to  J.  A.  LeFevre 
of  Fresno,  formerly  of  Milwaukee.  The  vines  are  four  years 
old.  Twenty  acres  are  in  Tokays  and  ten  in  wine  varieties. 
The  consideration  was  said  to  have  been  .f  10,000. — Lorll 
Sentinel. 


Last  Saturday  afternoon  seventy-five  farmers  who  are 
interested  in  grape  culture  assembled  at  the  Court  House 
to  effect  an  organization  for  mutual  benefit  and  pi'otection. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Senator  Sanford,  who 
stated  the  objects  of  the  meeting.

The  address  of  Mr.  Cummiskey  was  along  prac- 
tical lines  and  explained  in  detail  how  to  plant  and  culti- 
vate the  cuttings.  His  remarks  were  highly  appreciated, 
as  he  has  been  in  the  grape  business  for  ten  years  and  has 
made  a  success  of  it.

npiIE  (Jity  Council  of  Chicago  on  the  5th  inst.  surprised 
*  the  wliole  country  by  passing  an  ordinance  raising  the 
annual  saloon  license  from  .f500  to  .|1,000.  This  is  the 
result  of  a  reform  wave  which  struck  the  "Windy  City" 
some  time  ago,  in  which  the  reformers  proceeded  on  the 
proposition  that  saloons  were  responsible  for  all  ci'ime. 
By  the  action  of  the  Council,  the  revenues  of  the  city  will 
be  increased  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  annually, 
and  a  thousand  policemen  will  be  added  to  the  present 
police  force.  It  seems  that  it  was  not  intended  that  the 
measure  should  pass,  but  one  of  the  members  who  had  a 
special  ax  to  grind,  and  who  possesses  large  intluence, 
switched  to  the  high  license  side  of  the  question  at  the 
last  moment,  and  stampeded  those  who  would  otherwise 
have  voted  against  the  increase.  The  result  of  the  doubling 
of  the  license  tax  will  be  awaited  with  great  interest.

A'acaville,  Solano  County,  is  in  the  tliroes  of  a  tierce  con- 
test to  settle  the  (piestion  ^^•hetller  or  not  the  saloon  must 
go.  This  agitation  has  been  going  on  for  the  past  year, 
and  ( lie  anti-saloon  people  have  now  put  up  a  full  ticket  and 
claim  that  they  have  one  hundred  votes  for  (^ach  of  their 
candidates  on  the' <lry  proposition.  Tbeiv  is  a  strong  oppo- 
sition to  this  attempt  to  kill  the  town  by  this  kind  of  effort, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  liberal  element  will  carry  the 
day.     For  the  good  of  tlie  tott  n  it  is  to  Ix-  jioped  so,  at  least. 


At  lied  ItlutT  (HI  llie  !lth  ins(.  a  petition  was  presented  to 
the  Board  of  SuiX'ivisors,  by  the  Sierra  Lumber  Coinpany 
and  a  number  of  citizens,  asking  that  an  ordinance  be 
enacted  making  it  impossible  for  anyone  to  legally  con- 
duct a  saloon  in  Tehama  County  within  two  nules  of  a 
mine  or  factory  employing  more  than  tifteeu  persons.  The 
])etition  was  defeated  l)y  a  vote  of  3  to  2,  and  the  matter 
was  then  laid  over.  We  are  not  inclined  to  the  theoi-y  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  the  power  to  make  such 
arliitrary  legislation  in  the  interest  of  private  parties.     In 


this  State,  the  law  forbidding  tlie  sale  of  intoxicating- 
liquors  within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  any  State  penal,, 
or  other  institution,  has  had  a  stormy  career,  and  it  has 
not  yet  been  proved  to  be  either  effective  or  constitu- 
tional. 


Disaster  to  Ohio  Retailers. 

Jl'DGINC  from  a  dispalch  from  Colniubiis,  Ohio,  under 
date  of  March  -'7th,  the  wine  and  liquor  dealers  of  the 
•'Buckeye  State"  were  found  "asleep  at  the  switch''  in 
(•(Uinection  with  the  culmination  on  that  date  of  the  contest 
to  increase  the  State  license  on  saloons.  That  the  liquor 
people  had  been  disorganized,  or  worse,  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that  their  enemies  were  enabled  to  force  the  Legisla- 
tui'e  to  increase  the  saloon  tax  from  |350  to-  |1,000  per 
\'ear.  The  original  vote  was  18  to  18,  but  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  had  the  ] tower  to  change  votes  to  win  thi' 
battle  easily.  The  law  will  go  into  effect  within  ten  days, 
and  it  is  estinmted  that  as  a  result  six  thousand  saloons 
will  he  wiped  out,  with  all  their  business  interests,  etc. 

We  believe  that  the  saloon  men  of  Ohio  were  to  blame 
for  this  remarkable  situation.  Had  they  given  the  same 
effort  to  their  self-protection  as  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
had  to  drive  them  out  of  business,  they  would  have  won 
their  battle  with  ease.     I'^urther  comment  is  unnecessarv.

In  the  main,  tlie  method  is  within  the  regulation  here- 
tofore promulgated  by  me.    I  desire  to  call  your  attention, 
however,  to  a  change  which  should  be  made  in  the  bill  of 
lading.     AVliile  the  bill  of  lading  niaj'  be  made  out  to  the 
shipper,  it  should  be  indorsed  by  the  shiiiper,  not  in  blank, 
but  to  the  purchaser,  so  that  the  indorsement  upon  the  bill 
of  lading  will  show  the  owner  to  be  the  same  individual  as 
the  one  named  upon  the  shipi)iug  tag  attached  to  the  goods 
transported.     With  the  bill  of  lading  so  indorsed,  it  may 
be  sent  with  draft  attached  to  a  bank  for  collection,  and 
thus  the  whole  transaction  will  constitute  a  sale  at  the 
point  of  shipment  and  not  at  the  point  of  destination.    *    *

WHAT    FIRE    DID    TO    THE    SAN    FRANCISCO    WINE    AND 

^     LIQUOR    TRADE     ^ 


THE  reading  public  of  the  country,  by  the  reason  of  the  news  dis- 
patches, are  generally  well  informed  as  to  the  tremendous  scope 
of  the  destruction  caused  by  the  fire  following  the  earthquake  of  April 
iSth.  At  this  time,  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  elaborate  news  detail 
as  to  what  happened.  General  results  are  now  the  matters  of  moment. 
A  comprehensive  idea  of  what  the  fire  did  to  the  wine  and  liquor  trade 
of  this  big  city  may  be  fairly  well  gathered  from  the  statement  that 
only  three  representative  California  wine  houses  escaped  the  flames. 
The  mo-,t  important  of  these  was  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  at  Green- 
wich an<i  flattery  Streets,  whose  plant  was  saved  by  nothing  short  of 
a  miracle.  The  fire  made  several  efforts  to  destroy  the  great  plant, 
but  was  finally  defeated.  The  French-American  Wine  Company  on 
Ilarribon  Street  were  saved  by  the  fact  that  before  reaching  them 
ihe  fire  c'.ianged  its  course.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  St.  George 
Vincyaid  Company  at  8th  and  Brannan  Streets. 

These  concerns,  with  the  exception  of  the  Swiss-American  Wine 
[Company  on  Washington  between  Montgomery  and  Sansome  Streets, 
represent  all  tlu-.t  were  left  in  the  California  wine  trade;  these  plants 
ire  nearly  four  miles  separated. 

A  close  estimate  of  the  destruction  of  wines  is  15,000,000  gallons. 
[t  is  reasonable  to  figure  that  the  losses  of  the  California  Wine  As- 
;ociation,  Lachmann  &  Jacobi,  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Co.,  C. 
schilling  &  Co.,  Schlessinger  &  Bender,  and  houses  of  minor  calibre 
;arr'e(l  ten  million  gallons  in  the  aggregate.  There  was  a  long  list 
)f  firms  that  carried  on  an  average  several  hundred  thousand  gal- 
ons  each ;  many  of  the  liquor  houses  carried  considerable  stocks, 
learly  cvtry  grocer  was  a  bottler  and  some  carried  a  surprisingly  large 
|uant!ty  of  wines  in  their  cellars ;  and  there  were  the  restaurant  men, 
he  saloons,  and  that  unknown  quantity  of  wine  made  by  Italians  and 
nencli  in  the  Latin  quarter,  the  aggregate  of  which  would  easily  reach 
l.ooo.ooo  gallons. 

Advices  state  that  probably  one-half  million  gallons  were  lost  by 
lursting  of  ccoperage,  in  country  cellars,  all  of  which  readily  repre- 
enls  a  money  loss  of  between  $4,000,000  and  $5,000,000.  The  loss 
ly  (lestriu  '.ion  of  cooperage  is  estimated  at  one-half  million  dollars. 

These  losses  are  divided  up  between  about  thirty  houses.  Among 
hese  were:  B.  Arnold  &  Company,  The  Rosenblatt  Company. 
Icatena  &  Co.,  William  Hoelscher,  Alta  Vista  Wine  Co.,  Burges  &

lore-Bowen  Co.,  Dr.  H.  N.  Cross,  Cupertino  Wine  Co.,  A.  Finke's. 
Vidow,  Francescheni  Lorensini  &  Co.,  B.  Frapolli  &  Co.,  Fresno  Vine- 
ard  Co.,  Theo.  Gier  Co.,  Golden  West  Vineyard  Co.,  F.  Holtum, 
aihls  Schwarke  &  Co.,  C.  M.  Mann  Co.,  Napa  &  Sonoma  Wine  Co., 
L.  Repsold  &  Co.,  Sierra  Vista  Vineyard  Co.,  Simon  Wine  Co.,  Golden 
■ate  Champagne  Co.,  Samuel  Bros.  &  Co.,  California  Consolidated 
Vine  Co.,  Swiss-American  Wine  Co. 

With  possibly  a  few  exceptions  these  houses  will  continue  in  busi- 
ess,  and  many  of  them  establish  larger  plants  than  were  destroved. 
hey  were  fairly  well  insured,  and  will  be  able  to  stand  their  losses. 

As  to  the  scope  of  the  fire  and  its  effect  upon  the  liquor  trade,  the 
sregoing  remarks  will  apply  with  equal  force.  In  fact,  the  wiping 
ut  of  that  branch  of  business  was  even  more  complete  than  in 
le  California  wine  trade,  as  there  were  about  150  wine  and  liquor 
nportiiig  houses,  of  which  one  only  escaped.  This  plant  was  tlic 
lant  of  A.  r.  Hotaling  &  Company,  429  Jackson  Street,  in  which 
'ere  stored  some  2000  barrels  of  whiskey,  etc..  and  a  great  quantity  of 
ised  goods.  Good  luck  and  a  great  fight  were  all  that  prevented 
le  flames  from  sweeping  this  block.  The  manner  in  which  it  was 
ived  is  told  elsewhere  in  these  columns. 

There  were  no  liquor  houses  of  any  importance  in  the  western 
action  of  the  city  which  were  not  destroyed  by  fire,  the  unburned 


liquor  trade  being  largely  represented  by  corner  grocery  saloons  and 
small  family  wine  houses.

Lyons  &  Raas  Co..  McDonald  &  Cohn.  Charles  Meinecke  &  Co..  Leo 
Metzeer  &  Co..  Neuberger  Sr  Loeb.  E.  Neumann  &  Co.,  Pascal  Dube- 
dat  &:  Co..  L  F.  Plumel  Co..  Rheinstrom  Bros..  (Cincinnati),  Rusconi, 
Fisher  &  Co..  Siebe  Bros.  &  Plagemann.  Snruance,  Stanlev  &  Co., 
John  Sroufe  &  Co..  Louis  Taussis:  &  Co..  Tillman  i^t  Bendel,  Tr.ead- 
well  &  Co..  P.  J.  Weniger  &  Co.'.  William  Wolff  &  Co..  and  others 
whose  names  are  not  necessarv  to  list. 

Nearly  all  the  firms  mentioned  immediatelv  secured  temporary  quart- 
ers either  in  the  western  portion  of  the  city  or  in  suburban  places 
such  as  Oakland.  Alameda  and  Berkeley.  In  many  cases  firms  car- 
ried a  general  line  of  goods  in  warehouses,  and  with  those  due  to 
arrive  and  with  emersrencv  stocks  that  were  rushed  here  from  Port- 
land. Seattle  and  British  Columbia  points,  were  able  to  fairly  care  for 
the  need.-:  of  their  patrons. 

There  were  no  "poor  faces"  made  bv  anv  of  the  houses,  and  it  was 
a  revelation  to  see  the  cheerfulness  with  which  the  Merchant  Princes 
of  the  wine  and  liauor  trade  accommodated  themselves  to  ridiculously 
small  quarters  where  thev  were  crowded  in  with  their  office  force,  and 
had  to  use  the  floor  for  desk  space.  Their  main  aim  seemed  to  be  to 
get  the  machinery  of  the  business  in  running  order  again  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  to  see  that  their  trade  was  not  neglected.  The 
enterprise  of  both  the  Californiii  wine  and  liquor  -trade  in  this  respect 
should  be  remembered  bv  buyers  in  the  future,  and  be  rewarded  in 
Ihe  matter  of  substantial  orders.  In  other  words,  hotises  that  will 
show  such  enterprise  and  loyalty  should  be  assured  of  support. 

In  the  case  of  the  big  wine  houses  it  is  probable  that  this  unprece- 
dented disaster,  which  might  not  be  repeated  in  a  thousand  years,  will 
lead  to  different  arrangements  as  to  the  carrying  of  stocks, 
of  wines.  Hitherto,  the  aim  has  largely  been  to  concentrate  .stocks  in 
San  Francisco  storage.  There  were  several  reasons  for  this,  the  first 
being  that  the  climate  of  San  Francisco  is  ideal  for  the  maturing  of 
wines :  next,  was  the  necessity  for  emptying  country  cellar  cooperage. 
The  action  of  the  great  house  of  Lachmann  &  Jacobi  in  beginning  the 
construction  of  an  immence  winerv  at  Petahmia,  where  they  have  the 
advantage  of  the  Bav  climate  and  also  ample  shipping  facilities,  will 
probably  be  repeated  by  nearlv  all  the  leading  houses,  as  by  this  means 
another  catastrophe,  such  as  has  been  experienced,  could  be  almost 
certainlv  avoided. 

While  the  destruction  caused  by  the  earthquake  could  have  been 
rcadilv  repaired,  the  fire  was  most  certainly  calamitous,  but  in  no 
wise  will  its  results  be  found  so  dire  as  the  world  at  large  has  been  led 
to  believe  through  the  dispatches.  The  destruction  of  wine  and  liquor 
stocks  ran  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Conditions  are 
chaotic  enough,  to  be  sure,  but  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  are  not  pros- 
trated nor  is  the  city  in  general ;  and  when  the  full  energies  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  trade  are  devoted  to  re-construction,  the  re- 
turn to  former  conditions  will  be  rapid :  and  while  some  of  the  weaker 
houses  may  "go  to  the  wall."  the  old  established  institutions  will  prob- 
ably come  out  of  the  ordeal  stronger  than  ever. 

.■\t  any  rate,  this  is  the  proper  view  to  take  of  the  situation  in 
these  times.  .A.11  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  want  is  equally  fair  con- 
sideration, and  given  this  they  will  vouch  for  the  future. 

Let  the  fire,  with  all  its  terrors,  be  left  to  history,  and  we  will  all 
proceed  to  the  early  and  successful  re-habilitation  of  the  business  that 
has  been  destroyed. 
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GREAT  WORK  ON  THE  SWEET  WINE  BILL.  THE  ADVANCE  IN  WINE  PRICES. 


THE  SWEET  WINE  BILL  has  been  finally  passed  by  both 
houses  of  Congress.  This  was  not  accomplished  without  some 
slight  amendment  in  the  Senate,  instigated  by  the  Missouri  wine 
makers,  who  influenced  their  Senators  to  hold  the  bill  "up"  until  it 
could  be  made  to  conform  to  their  wishes.  This  amendment  con- 
sisted in  the  words  "or  pure  anhydrous  sugar,"  in  connection  with 
pure  cane  or  beet  sugar,  of  which  not  more  than  io%  may  be  added 
prior  to  the  fortification  of  the  wine  with  wine  spirits  free  of  taxes. 

It  is  imfortunate  that  the  California  members  were  forced  to 
accept  this  amendment,  because  in  the  interest  of  the  grape  grower 
it  is  desirable  to  limit  within  as  close  confines  as  possible  the  addition 
of  any  substance  other  than  the  pure  juice  of  the  grape,  but  fearing 
that  after  the  bill  had  passed  the  Senate  with  the  amendment,  compli- 
cations might  ensue  if  it  were  not  accepted  by  the  conferees,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  not  to  endanger  the  final  passage  of  the  bill  by 
making  a  strong  fight  against  the  amendment.  The  initial  mistake 
was  made  in  1804,  when  the  Middle  West  and  Eastern  wine  makers 
secured  an  amendment  permitting  the  use  of  sugar  other  than  that 
produced  front  the  grapes  in  the  making  of  sweet  wines,  and  this 
additional  amendment  is  further  extending  this  privilege  to  include 
pure  anhydrous  sugar. 

The  passage  of  the  Sweet  Wine  Rill,  which  bas  been  secured 
during  this  session  of  Congress,  was  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the 
Califoria  wine  industry  in  its  relations  with  the  Internal  Revenue 
Department.  The  rules  and  regulations  which  were  laid  down  last 
year  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  made  it  almost  impos- 
sible to  crush  grapes  and  operate  plants  without  incurring  enormous 
penalties  for  technical  violations  of  the  then  existing  law,  besides 
which  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  in  two  succeeding  annual 
reports  had  recommended  that  a  tax  of  2!;c  per  gallon  be  placed  upon 
the  brandy  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet  wines.  Before  the 
Department  would  allow  of  the  amendments  necessary  to  the  oper- 
ation of  the  plants  it  insisted  on  the  California  delegation  in  Congress 
accepting  a  clause  imposing  this  tax,  but  finallv  a  compromise  was 
arrived  at  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea'Jury,  imposing  a  charge  of 
only  3c  per  proof  gallon  on  the  wine  spirits  used  in  the  fortification  of 
sweet  wines,  to  cover  the  expenses  of  gangers  and  other  officers 
supervising  in  the  interests  of  the  government  the  making  and  forti- 
fying of    sweet  wines. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  especiallv  Congressman  Needham  and  Senator 
Flint,  for  the  splendid  work  which  they  have  done  in  the  interests  of 
the  California  grape  growers  in  the  face  of  the  almost  overwhelming 
influence  which  eastern  delegations  have  in  Congress.  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  entire  number  of  Representatives  in  the  House 
from  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  is  onlv  about  twenty,  a  smaller 
number  than  the  delegation  from  several  single  States  in  the  East,  it 
can  be  realized  how  much  good  missionary  work  had  to  be  done  bv 
the  California  delegation  to  secure  so  signal  a  triumph  as  a  vote  of  184 
to  33  on  the  passage  of  the  bill  in  the  House.  A  great  deal  of  this 
success  is  due  to  the  extreme  courtesv  extended  to  the  California  mem- 
bers bv  both  the  majoritv  and  minoritv  leaders  in  the  House,  the 
Hon.  Screno  E.  Payne,  chairman  of  the  Wavs  and  Means  Committee, 
and  the  Hon.  John  Sharp  Williams,  who  both  paid  California  the 
compliment  of  speaking  in  favor  of  the  bill  at  the  tim'e  of  its  passage 
in  the  House.  Creat  assistance  was  also  given  bv  the  American  Wine 
Growers'  Association  of  New  York,  of  whom  a  delegation  visited  Cali- 
fornia last  fall. 

The  opposition  to  the  bill  all  came  from  the  Middle  West — Ohio  and 
Missouri — but  finally  with  the  exception  of  the  Missourians.  who 
fought  the  bill  practicallv  to  the  end,  all  interests  were,  by  the 
'■'inlnmacv  of  the  California  members,  placated,  and  the  vote  on  the 
final  passage  of  the  bill  showed  the  splendid  work  and  judgment  which 


BONDED  BRANDY  DESTROYED. 


A  SIDE  from  the  large  quantity  of  floor  stocks  of  tax-paid  brandy 
•*^  destroyed  by  fire  in  San  Francisco,  the  aggregate  of  which  it  is 
impossible  to  estimate,  there  was  a  migbtv  destruction  of  bonded  bran- 
dies :  the  great  special  bonded  Internal  Revenue  warehouse  was  totally 
destroyed  with  470,300  4-10  tax  gallons  of  brandv,  ranging  from  a 
few  months  to  several  vears  in  age.  This  represented  T-3  of  the  bonded 
stock  of  the  State.  This  was  undoubtedly  the  greatest  destruction  of 
brandy  bv  fire  in  history.  Notwithstanding  the  enormous  destruction 
of  available  stocks,  the  price  of  brandy  has  only  been  increased  five 
cents  per  gallon,  which  we  consider  a  wise  policy. 


I     HE  conflagration  in  San  Francisco,  in  which  a  very  large  quantit 
■*■        of  matured  wines  was  destroyed,  has  caused  a  temporary  rais 
in  the  price  of  older  wines.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  raise  in  price 
will  not  be  continued  any  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary,  that  is , 
to  say,  only  until  the  gathering  of  the  next  vintage  shall  have  beerl' 
properly  assured.     No  greater  misfortune  can  come  to  the  Californi,^ 
wine  interests  than  to  have  their  product   reach  a  price  which  majli 
induce  adulteration  and  stretching.     Hitherto  it  has  always  been  the: 
deserved  boast  of      Californians  that  their  wines  are  absolutely  th; 
pure  juice  of  the  grape,  and  the  reason  advanced  therefor  has  been  ; 
cogent  one,  that  grapes  could  be  grown  in  California  profitably  at  : 
price  which  did  not  necessitate  the  use  of  adulterants  or  stretching 
agents  to  increase  the  quantity. 

If  merchants  and  grape  growers  are  not  very  careful  in  handling 
the  abnormal  situation  engendered  by  the  San  Francisco  conflagration 
and  should  the  price  of  grapes  be  raised  beyond  a  reasonable  figure,  ii' 
may  result  in  two  classes  of  wine  being  produced,  and  a  demoralizatior 
of  the  market  through  the  putting  out  of  inferior  wines,  which  havt 
been  stretched  by  the  use  of  sugar  or  other  alcohol-producing  agents 
There  has  been  talk  of  $30  or  more  as  the  prevailing  price  for  grapes 
With  every  evidence  of  an  abundant  yield,  no  greater  mistake  could 
be  made  in  the  permanent  interest  of  the  grape  growers  than  that  suet 
prices  as  this  should  prevail,  because,  while  some  of  the  honester  wim 
makers  will  limit  themselves  to  the  pure  juice  of  the  grape,  others 
with  such  a  high  price  for  grapes  will  undoubtedly  let  their  commercial! 
instincts  prevail,  and  make  a  ton  of  grapes  go  as  far  as  possible  inj 
the  production  of  gallonage. 

Thus  a  large  part  of  the  good  work  which  has  been  done  in  the 
last  five  or  six  years  in  the  improvement  in  the  quality  of  California 
wines  may  be  jeopardized,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  tb.e  grape  growersi 
will  be  reasonable  in  their  dealings  with  wine  makers,  wine  makers! 
in  their  turn  be  reasonable  in  their  dealings  with  the  merchants,  and' 
above  all,  merchants  be  reasonable  in  their  treatment  of  the  whole- 
salers and  distributers,  to  the  end  that  the  consumption  of  purt 
California  wines  may  not  be  interfered  with,  and  that  so  great  3 
quantity  shall  not  be  made  as  shall  jeopardize  the  interests  of  the 
cultivators  of  the  enormously  increased  acreage  of  wine  grapes  whichi 
has  been  planted,  and  will  soon   come  into  bearing.  I 

The  recent  temporarv  raise  in  the  price  of  wine  was  intended  more' 
to  check  a  tendencv  to  specidation  in  the  older  matured  wines,  and 
the  draining  of  the  matured  stocks  in  California,  than  for  the  mere 
dollars  and  cents  involved,  and  none  more  than  the  large  merchants 
would  deprecate  an  unreasonable  continuance  of  this  abnormal  condi- 
tion. 


VALUE  OF  CONCRETE  CELLARS. 


THE  California  Wine  Association  saved  from  its  cellars  on  Third 
and  Bryant  Street,  2,100,000  gallons  of  wine  which  was  found 
fit  for  distilling  purposes,  and  will  make  brandy.  The  salvage  of  this 
wine  is  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Association  in  making  all  their  cel- 
lars concrete,  both  sides  and  bottom.  In  case  of  fire  or  other  accident  or 
bursting  of  tanks,  the  concrete  holds  the  wine  and  it  can  be  saved  for 
distillation.  In  the  case  of  the  Third  Street  winerv  a  hole  was  cut 
through  the  wall  between  it  and  the  new  Calwa  Building  on  Townsend 
Street.  This  let  the  wine  into  the  basement  of  the  building  in  question, 
and  from  there  it  was  pumped  into  barges  and  water  cars,  etc.,  and 
shipped  to  Stockton  where  it  will  be  distilled  at  CtCO.  West  &  Son's  plant. 

The  Association  also  saved  3=^,000  bottles  of  wine  which  had  gone 
through  the  fire.  This  was  all  that  was  saved  out  of  a  stock  of  250,000 
bottles.  These  wines  by  reason  of  tremendous  superheating  and 
slow  cooling  have  developed  marvelous  qualities.  In  richness  of  bu- 
quet  and  body  and  color,  they  are  probably  the  finest  wines  that  have 
ever  been  produced  in  California.  Of  course,  this  is  a  verv  expensive 
way  to  produce  fine  wines,  and  the  Association  will  certainly  not  en- 
deavor to  repeat  their  success  in  this  way.  However,  the  wines  will  be 
cased  and  specially  labeled  and  sold  throughout  the  United  States  as, 
souvenirs  of  the  great  conflagration. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  heat  to  which  these  bottles  were  subjected,  it 
can  be  stated  that  they  were  packed  in  rows  in  racks,  and  that  of  the 
first  five  rows  all  the  bottles  were  melted  into  a  solid  mass  of  glass. 
Of  the  remaining  bottles,  onlv  one  out  of  five  retained  the  corks,  the 
others  having  been  blown  out  by  the  sudden  expansion  of  the  liquid.

NO   DEARTH  OF  CRESTA  BLANCA. 


NOTWITHSTANDING  the  San  Francisco  quarters  and  stock 
of  the  Wetmore-Bowen  Company  were  destroyed  by  fire, 
there  will  be  no  dearth  of  Cresta  Blanca.  Aside  from  unavoidable 
delay  in  filling  orders,  the  public  will  be  supplied  with  the  same 
good  old  product  which  has  done  so  much  to  establish  the  fame 
of  California  wines  not  only  at  home  but  abroad.  In  speaking  of 
the  situation,  Clarence  Wetmore,  head  of  the  institution,  took  a 
very  cheerful  view  of  the  outlook. 

"I  believe,"  said  Mr.  Wetmore,  "that  the  California  wine  industry 
will  benefit  by  this  catastrophe.  Heretofore,  our  greatest  diffi- 
culty has  not  been  in  the  production  of  good,  sound,  wholesome 
wines,  but  in  getting  people  to  take  sufficient  interest  in  them  to 
try  them.  I  believe  that  by  reason  of  this  great  calamity,  Ameri- 
cans will  be  loyal  to  California  in  that  they  will  endeavor  to  aid 
Californians  by  trying  their  wines.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
when  the  best  Caifornia  vintages  are  tasted  by  those  who  are 
capaTjle  of  discriminating  between  good  and  poor  wines,  whether 
they  be  foreign  or  domestic,  the  California  product  is  certain  to 
make  friends ;  and  when  the  matter  of  cost  is  considered  the  same 
new  friends  are  liable  to  become  permanent  consumers.  So  far 
as  the  future  is  concerned  I  am  satisfied  that  our  company  will 
make  more  money  in  the  next  ten  years  than  in  the  last,  not- 
withstanding the  past  five  years  have  been  very  busy  ones  with  us. 
The  industry  is  all  right,  and  the  outlook  could  hardly  be  better. 
We  are  receiving  more  orders  than  we  can  fill,  and  we  have  nobody 
soliciting.  As  for  San  Francisco,  it  is  certain  to  come  up  greater 
and  stronger  than  ever.  The  opportunities  of  that  great  seaport 
will  attract  new  people  and  new  money,  and  the  combination  will 
set  a  pace  that  will  certainly  lead  to  wonderful  results.

DRY  WINES. — Naturally  there  are  no  settled  conditions  with  ref- 
erence to  the  wine  market,  by  reason  of  the  chaos  that  has 
reigned  since  the  i8th  of  April.  Of  course,  the  establishment  of  new 
prices  for  drys  and  sweets  has  enabled  the  distributing  trade  to  locate 
themselves  as  to  the  future.  Those  houses  whose  facilities  were  not 
particularly  upset  have  had  more  orders  than  they  could  handle  coni- 
fortably  or  otherwise ;  and  other  houses  that  had  to  re-establish  ship- 
ping facilities  throughout,  have  madejnorc  or  less  progress.  Of  course, 
nearly  all  of  them  of  this  class,  with  the  exception  of  the  California 
Wine  Association,  found  it  necessary  to  ship  from  country  stocks  direct, 
and  this  inconvenience  will  necessarily  be  endured  until  the  shipping 
houses  can  properly  locate  themselves. 

The  vintage  outlook  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  vines  are 
healthy  and  the  promise  is  for  a  large  crop.  A  fine  yield  at  this  time 
would  be  a  God-send  to  the  industry  and  the  trade.  Barring  unusual 
conditions,  the  1906  vintage  should  be  a  Bumper. 

Notwithstanding  the  enormous  destruction  of  property  of  the  wine 
trade  of  San  Francisco,  there  appears  to  be  little  or  no  sign  of  dis- 
couragement. Of  course,  to  men  who  have  grown  old  in  the  work  of 
building  up  their  business,  such  a  "knock-down"  as  the  one  in  question 
is  hard  to  take  philosophically,  but  to  their  credit,  be  it  said,  even  these 
gray-beards  are  going  resolutely  to  work  for  the  re-construction  of 
their  business  and  fortunes,  and  we  feel  assured  they  will  succeed. 
There  are  good  reasons  to  believe  that  the  wine  industry  will,  for  years 
to  come,  barring  extreme  over-production,  be  highly  prosperous.  Of 
course,  the  San  Francisco  market,  which  consumed  a  great  quantity  of 
medium  and  first-class  wines,  can  not  be  depended  upon  to  do  much  in 
the  way  of  consumption  for  some  time  to  come ;  but  it  is  hardly  neces- 
sary to  state  that  form>er  conditions  will  be  eventually  restored. 

1  lie  figures  of  exports  by  sea  are  not  at  all  representative,  but  they 
ki  ■ ;  the  record.  From  March  25th  to  May  i5tli  the  figures  were  428 
cases  and  392,269  gallons  of  the  value  of  $134,510.  The  receipts  of 
wines  from  interior  cellars  for  a  similar  period  are  not  obtainable  at 
this  time.  These  figures  will  be  furnished  in  the  coming  number  of 
the  Review.  The  exports  of  miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors  aggre- 
gate 16G2  cases,  45  1-2  barrels,  i  cask,  valued  at  $10,019. 

BRANDY. — All  that  need  be  said  of  the  brandy  situation  is  that 
the  niiarket,  by  reason  of  the  enormous  destruction  of  bonded 
slocks,  is  stronger  than  ever  before.  There  were  nearly  one-half 
mill.on  gallons  of  bonded  brandy  destroyed  in  the  San  Francisco  fire, 
as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  our  statistical  tables.  However,  the  trade 
shows  no  disposition  to  take  undue  advantage  of  this  fact,  which  is 
indicated  by  the  circumstance  that  they  have  advanced  prices  only 
5c  per  gallon.  The  production  of  brandy  for  the  months  of  March  and 
April  was  only  39,888  2-10  tax  gallons.  Exports  by  sea  from  March 
25th  to  May  15th  were  merely  normal,  the  figures  being  162  cases,  421 
gallons  bulk,  valued  at  $2,491. 

SWEETS. — The  situation  in  the  sweet  wine  market  is  probably 
better  than  ever  before,  and  the  outlook  is  very  encouraging. 
Normal  prices  have  been  restored,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  fight  on 
prices  for  the  lower  grades  will  not  be  renewed,  the  fighting  factions 
having  something  of  more  importance  to  occupy  them.  Tlie  produc- 
tion of  sweet  wines  in  both  districts  during  the  months  of  March  and 
April  totalled  120,330  15-100  gallons. 

WHISKY." — Business  is  good  with  those  houses  that  have 
placed  themselves  in  a  position  to  handle  orders.  In  all  the 
liquor  trade  of  San  Francisco  there  was  but  one  house  that  was  not 
burned  out — that  was  the  pioneer  establishment  of  A.  P.  Hotaling  & 
Company  on  Washington  Street  between  Montgomery  and  Sansome. 
Naturally  their  business  was  slightly  interrupted,  but  since  shipping 
facilities  were  restored,  they  have  done  an  enormous  business.  Other 
houses  that  located  in  Oakland  and  used  the  facilities  on  that  side  of 
the  Bay,  were  enabled  to  attend  to  the  needs  of  their  country  custom- 
ers without  "unnecessary  delay.  It  is  not  believed  that  the  trade  of 
the  City  will  suffer  material  loss  by  outside  competition,  but  that  normal 
conditions  will  soon  be  re-established.  In  short,  a  cheerful  view  of 
the  outlook  is  taken. 

Exports  by  sea  from  March  25th  to  ?ilay  I5tli  were  2488  cases,  2112, 
gallons  of  the  value  of  $22,492. 

BEER.- — By  reason  of  the  great  destruction  of  brewery  property 
in  San  Francisco,  these  are  lively  times  for  Eastern  and  Coast 
brewers.     These  concerns  largely  control  the  export  business  at  this 


time.  The  figures  of  the  movement  by  sea  from  March  25th  to  May 
15th  were  3548  packages  bottled  and  148  packages  bulk,  valued  at 
$25,233.  It  is  understood  that  the  rebuilding  of  the  breweries  de- 
stroyed will  begin  at  an  early  date. 

IMPORTATIONS. — Business  has  been  as  good  as  could  .be  ex- 
pected under  the  remarkable  conditions.  While  there  was  a 
great  destruction  of  imported  goods,  still  there  were  representative 
houses  that  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  warehouse  stocks  that 
were  not  reached  by  the  flames.  With  such  institutions  business  has 
been  good,  and  there  was  little  delay  in  the  taking  up  of  shipments 
and  supplying  the  needs  of  country  customers.  The  totals  from 
March  25th  to  May  29th,  as  shown  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
records  are  highly  misleading,  as  many  of  the  manifests  were  lost  or 
destroyed,  and  duplicates  cannot  be  obtained  for  some  time  to  come. 
These  records  will  be  published  in  these  columns  as  soon  as  obtain- 
able.. The  items  for  the  period  mentioned  were  138  barrels  of  Min- 
eral Water;  2840  cases  and  24  barrels  of  wine;  17  cases  of  Cham- 
pagne; 16  cases  and  2  casks  of  Vermouth;  100  cases  of  Bitters;  776 
cases  miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors;  2410  cases  Whisky,  1050 
cases  Gin ;  163  barrels  and  2  cases  of  Beer.

The  prices  for  all  sweet  wines  have  been  advanced  10  cents  and  a 
similar  nominal  advance  is  reported  for  dry  wines,  but  since  claret 
and  white  wines  are  very  scarce,  very  little  can  be  secured  at  this  ad- 
vance. 

Most  of  the  claret  and  white  wines  which  have  been  saved  in  San 
Francisco  are  saturated  with  smoke  to  such  extent  as  to  make  them 
fit  for  distilling  purposes  only ;  under  these  circumstances  it  looks  as  if 
before  long,  the  buyers  will  willingly  pay  more  than  the  10  cents  ad- 
vance to  cover  their  needs ;  especially  as  the  small  lots,  which  will  no 
doubt  be  shipped  to  the  central  points  from  the  vineyards  all  over  the 
State,  will  not  be  fit  for  consumption  for  several  months  to  come. 

Brandies,  like  the  rest,  have  been  advanced  10  cents  per  ganon,  much 
of  the  supply  having  been  destroyed  by  the  San  F'rancisco  fire. —

itting  out  of  the  market  so  large  a  quantity  of  wine  naturally  has 
hanced  the  value  of  what  is  left  and  that  the  Southern  California 
liars  are  well  supplied  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  not  only  of 
alers  but  of  consumers  of  the  California  product. 
Southern  California  dealers  are  backward  about  quoting  prices 
I  their  stocks  and  are  not  even  anxious  to  sell,  even  at  figures 
luble  those  that  prevailed  before  the  disaster.  Wines  that  were 
fered  at  25  cents  a  gallon  before  April  18  now  bring  from  40  to 

cents,  and  at  that  price  it  is  f.o.b.  and  cash.  Many  dealers, 
stead  of  selling  their  stock,  have  been  tr3'ing  to  buy  from  others, 
it  it  happens  nearly  all  who  have  been  holding  wine  realize 
e  importance  of  keeping  it  still  further  for  the  rising  market. 
Wholesalers  have  as  a  rule  endeavored  to  supply  their  regular 
stomers  at  ruling  prices,  but  they  draw  the  line  at  carload  lots. 
ill  in  the  last  week  or  two  of  May  several  shipments  in  carload 
ts  were  made  to  the  East  and  North  at  prices  ranging  from  40 
42  cents  a  gallon,  naked. 

Seconda  Guasti,  president  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company, 
id  his  concern  was  not  anxious  to  make  sales  just  now.  "The 
struction  of  so  much  wine  up  north  will  make  an  extraordinary 
mand  for  what  is  in  the  southern  cellars."  said  he.  "Of  course, 
ices  have  gone  up  by  leaps  but  even  at  the  highest  figures  pre- 
iling  we  are  not  anxious  to  sell  except  in  small  lots  to  our  regu- 
r  customers.  It  is  especially  unfortunate  that  just  when  Cali- 
rnia  is  gaining  a  reputation  over  the  world  for  its  wines  there 
ould  come  a  fire  to  destroy  12,000,000  or  more  gallons  of  the 
St  in  the  cellars." 

Henry  S.  Baer.  of  the  West  Glendale  winery,  said:  "I'm  in  the 
arket  to  buy  all  I  can  get.  Although  I  have  a  large  and  good 
Dck  on  hand  I  hoped  to  obtain  more  before  the  prices  went  up 

high.  I  know  of  but  few  sales  in  lots  as  large  as  a  carload, 
ealers  won't  sell  in  such  quantities,  not  even  at  42  cents.  It  is 
ue  the  vineyards  look  good  and  indicate  a  fine  crop  of  grapes, 
It  so  they  did  at  this  time  last  year  and  yet  the  crop  was  almost 
failure.  It  is  right  that  the  southern  wine  men  should  have

leasant  in  the  future  as  in  the  past." 


SE.VTTLE,  May,  1906:  Business  in  the  northwest  territory  during 
the  past  month  is  quite  generally  reported  as  better  than  in 
March,  and  this,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  for  four  days  during  the  San 
Francisco  tragedy  business  here  was  practically  at  a  standstill.  In 
Seattle,  especially,  where  nearly  every  one  has  business  or  persona! 
connections  in  the  southern  cit}',  the  paralyzing  effect  of  the  terrible 
news  was  particularly  noticeable.  Trade  is  now  picking  up,  however, 
and  seems  to  be  about  normal  again. 

Liquor  dealers  cannot  help  wondering  just  what  effect  the  destruc- 
tion of  such  quantities  of  wines  and  spirits  will  have  on  the  northwest 
trade.  Of  course  it  is  inevitable  that  prices  on  imported  goods  will 
advance,  and  the  general  opinion  is  that  California  wines  will  be  higher 
so  long  as  the  present  stock  lasts,  and  after  that  is  exhausted  unob- 
tainable at  anv  price.  One  prominent  dealer  predicts  a  rise  of  at  least 
$1.50  a  case  on  imported  liquors. 

Manv  new  retail  establishments  are  being  opened,  pnd  their  number 
indicates  a  widespread  confidence  in  the  coming  season — a  confidence 
which  is  voiced  in  the  strongest  terms  by  men  in  close  touch  with  condi- 
tions. One  of  the  best  informed  men  in  Seattle  en  the  subject  of 
whiskey  remarks  that  he  has  noticed  in  the  Northwest  a  well-defined 
inclination  away  from  the  ordering  of  blended  goods,  in  favor  of 
buving  the  straight  bottled-in-bond. 

Local  brewery  operators  are  having  a  little  trouble  with  their  brew- 
ers over  certaiii  questions  relating  to  the  unionizing  of  the  breweries. 
At  last  reports  the  difference  was  still  unsettled,  the  operators  declining 
to  place  their  plants  on  the  "closed  shop"  basis." 

The  State  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  has  notified  all  members  of 
the  necessitv  of  concerted  action  to  offset  the  activity  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League.  Members  have  been  urged  to  insist  that  notninees  for 
the  Legislature  agree  not  to  support  any  bill  authorizing  local  option 
in  any  form.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  liquor  dealers 
maintained  an  organization  that  won  out  in  several  fights.  A  spirit 
of  indift'erence  is  said  to  exist  among  the  liquor  men.  and  the  appeal 
for  help  in  opposing  future  legislation  is  based  upon  the  theory  that 
thev  are  not  well  enough  organized  in  politics. 

It  is  conceded  by  the  saloon  men  that  the  anti-saloon  league  under 
the  leadership  of  E.  H.  Cherrington  is  better  organized  than  it  has 
ever  been.  This  is  especially  true  in  Eastern  Washington.  It  is  said 
the  anti-saloon  league  has  entered  politics  on  broad  lines,  prepared  to 
form  any  combination  that  will  "win  out  the  principal  fight.  This  has 
led  the  saloon  interests  to  demand  of  members  of  the  State  organ- 
ization that  thev  mix  in  the  general  politics  this  fall. 

In  King  countv  the  saloon  men  have  not  yet  commenced  to  organ- 
ize for  tiie  fall  fight,  but  they  expect  to  take  part  wherever  their 
influence  can  be  felt.

R  viand  has  sold  out  to  Herman  Hilse. 

Ray  Tuston.  of  Prosser,  Pat  Mullen,  of  North  Yakima,  the  Matson 
Co.,  and  Olsen  &  Co..  of  North  Bend,  are  all  new  dealers. 

.'\t  Pomeroy,  Wash.,  the  sum  total  of  the  legislation  agitated  by  the 
temperance  element  has  gone  into  effect.  Tiie  city  council  passed  an 
ordinance  requiring  all  saloons  to  close  and  to  remove  all  screens  and 
obstructions  from  the  windows  on  Sundays,  and  at  all  other  times 
when  the  saloons  are  required  to  be  closed.  The  new  ordinance  also 
prevents  minors  from  entering  saloons  at  any  time  for  any  purpose. 
The  delivery  of  newspapers  and  telephone  and  telegrapli  messages 
must  be  done  bv  adults.  ^V.  S.

HIGH-PRICED   GRAPES,   ETC. 


THE  remarkable  catastrophe  which  ovcrvvhehned  San  Francisco, 
and  which  incidentally  destroyed  the  vast  total  of  15,000,000  gal- 
lons of  domestic  wines,  has  naturally  created  conditions  which  were 
heretofore  unprecedented,  and  from  our  advices  throughout  the  grape- 
growing  districts,  we  judge  that  the  solution  of  the  problem  is  not  an 
easy  one.  It  seems  that  some  of  the  grape  growers  who  have  access 
to  the  country  press  are  deeply  imbued  with  the  idea  that  because  of 
the  destruction  of  this  wine  it  becomes  immediately  necessary  to  place  a 
price  on  the  grapes  of  the  coming  crop  beyond  reasonable  bounds. 

The  first  thing  to  be  remembered  by  all  concerned  is  that  earthquake 
and  fires  of  this  kind  do  not  conie  often,  and  that,  therefore,  these 
unusual  conditions  should  not  be  used  for  temporary  personal  benefit 
when  b}'  so  doing  the  industry  in  general  would  be  greatly  damaged. 
I'nder  the  circumstances,  the  grapes  should  bring  a  good  price — one 
that  would  bring  ample  profit  to  the  producer ;  but  the  idea  of  putting 
the  clamps  on  the  business  by  demanding  outrageous  prices  for  grapes 
is  suicidal. 

The  intelligent  grape  grower — the  one  who  reads  and  keeps  himself 
posted — knows  that  the  great  bulk  of  California  wines  is  consumed 
by  a  class  of  people  that  must  either  have  their  wine  at  a  modest 
price  or  abandon  the  wine  for  beer.  In  other  words,  the  $30  a  ton 
grapes  call  for  a  sharp  advance  in  the  prices  of  wines  to  consumers, 
which  means  a  serious  check  to  consumption,  and  not  only  this,  but  such 
])rices  for  products  of  the  vine  would  lead  to  greatly  increased  planting 
which  is  most  certainly  not  desirable  at  this  time. 

The  vineyards  that  are  now  bearing  and  coming  in  bearing  will  sup- 
])ly  sufficient  wine  for  all  demands  for  some  years  to  come.  We, 
therefore,  need  no  new  vineyards  save  as  a  substitution  of  resistant  for 
non-resistant  vines. 

It  shoidd  be  remembered  that  the  calamity  at  San  Francisco  can 
have  no  pcrmlanent  ill-effect  upon  the  industry.  On  the  contrary,  it 
is  generally  believed  among  the  thinkers  in  the  business  that  the  indus- 
try will  eventually  benefit  by  what  has  happened ;  but  what  we  desire 
to  make  plain  in  conclusion  is  that  for  the  good  of  the  California  wine 
industry  prohibitive  prices  should  be  carefully  avoided  and  the  industry 
he  permitted  to  proceed  as  nearly  as  possible  on  the  lines  which  were 
being  followed  preceding  the  dreadful  iRth  day  of  April.  The  present 
can  take  care  of  itself,  but  the  future  nuist  be  cared  for. 


A   GREAT   BEQUEST   TO   VITICULTURE. 


ThEO  KearnKy,  the  widely-known  raisin  grower  of  Fresno,  who 
died  suddenly  at  sea  while  en  route  from  New  York  to  Oueenstown, 
has  made  to  California  viticulture  its  greatest  bequest.  Mr.  Kearnev 
bequeathed  his  entire  fortune,  estimated  at  $750,000,  to  the  University 
of  California,  to  be  used  specifically  for  the  establishment  and  opera- 
tion at  Fresno  of  an  experiment  station  devoted  solelv  to  viticulture. 
This  station  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of 
the  State  University,  and  from  such  a  munificent  fund  a  great  deal  can 
be  accomplished  for  the  good  of  viticulture  in  that  section. 

While  it  is  not  proper  to  "look  a  gift  horse  in  the  mouth,"  still  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Kearney,  who  is  known  to  have  given  a  great 
deal  of  thought  to  the  disposition  of  his  estate  with  reference  to 
viticulture,  had  not  provided  for  the  accomplishment  of  greater  and 
wider  results.  If  there  was  any  way  to  use  the  income  of  this  fund 
for  the  establishment  of  a  station  in  the  dry  wine  district,  and  another, 
say  hi  Southern  California,  to  work  upon  the  sweet  wine  problem, 
the  good  that  might  be  accomplished  would  be  inestimable.  However, 
the  growers  of  vines  and  the  makers  of  wines  and  rasins  will  certainlv 
.be  largely  benefited  by  Mr.  Kearney's  thoughtfulness  and  generosity. 
The  deceased  left  no  family. 


^^'hile  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  are  studyii, 
and  working  on  this  great  license  and  saloon  problem,  we  suggest  th] 
they  go  further  than  the  saloon  proper,  and  give  some  heed  to  t't 
rights  and  wishes  of  the  makers  and  sellers  of  native  wines.  With 
the  year  past,  there  was  broad  discussion  of  the  proposition  to  esta 
Hsh  wine  shops  such  as  exist  in  France  and  other  countries,  where  natr 
wines  woidd  be  sold  at  the  small  price  say,  of  five  cents  per  glass,  tl 
lie  use  of  such  establishments  being  merely  nominal.  Elsewhere  suii 
places  are  not  regarded  as  saloons,  and  are  not  conducted  as  such,  at] 
so  far  as  the  temperance  end  of  the  proposition  is  concerned,  they  a! 
a  step  in  the  right  direction.  There  are  many  good  reasons  why  a  carta 
number  of  such  places  should  be  permitted  to  do  business  in  this  ci 
upon  the  payment  of  a  small  license  tax,  and  the  satisfaction  of  tl 
Commissioners  that  the  applicants  are  fit  persons  to  be  grante 
a  license. 

There  would  certainly  be  no  harm  in  trying  the  experiment,  and  ij 
doing  so  they  would  only  be  dealing  justly  with  that  portion  of  the  conl 
munity  which  is  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  California's  greatest  ii 
(Uistry,  to  say  nothing  of  the  convenience  and  money-saving  to  the  gei 
eral  public.  Let  ns  have  a  few  fir.st-class  native  wine  shops,  Mr.  Con 
missioners.

However,  the  fire  destroyed  stocks 
bat  had  been  years  in  gathering,  and  the  association  will  at  once 
egin  the  accumulation  of  new  stocks  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
ut  their  original  plan. 

In   the  meantime  the  Calwa  Building  has  been   converted   into  the 
lain  office  of  the  big  corporation. 


TRADE  PAPERS  DO  NOT  NEED  CHARITY. 


rVT  F,  note  in  the  latest  issi;e  of  the  Trade  Press  List,  published  at

Ul  the  representative  publications  are  able  to  care  for  themselves,  and 
ve  feel  safe  in  saying  that  publishers  of  papers  of  this  class,  while  ap- 
preciating the  kindness,  consider  that  charity  would  be  better  served 
ly  devoting  such  fund  as  may  be  raised  to  the  relief  of  that  portion  of 
he  general  public  which  is  temporarily  an  object  of  charity.

The 
situation  here,  engendered  by  the  conflagration  which  has  devastated 
San  Francisco,  is  not  sufficiently  cleared  up  for  us  to  be  able  to  alter 
these  instructions  for  the  present. 

Just  as  the  banks  arc  awaiting  the  time  when  they  can,  with  safety, 
open  their  vaults  and  resume  business,  so  are  we  awaiting  the  collation 
of  our  statistical  position  as  regards  wine  stocks. 

There  are  many  matters  for  us  to  consider,  and  it  will  probably  be 
thirty  days  or  more  before  we  can  determine  what  our  precise  policy 
will  be,  and  therefore  any  orders  which  come  to  you  mlist  be  taken  only 
subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  head  office  at  whatever  opening  prices 
may  be  determined  when  the  proper  time  arrives.

DOWLER  WAS  EQUAL  TO  THE  EMERGENCY. 

IN  THE  DAYS  following  the  great  fire  there  were  many  ex- 
hibitions of  enterprise  and  genuine  pluck  in  the  liquor  trade. 
Probablv  the  quickest  and  most  effective  stunt  w-as  accomplished 
by  A.  L.  Dowler,  Pacific  Coast  manager  for  Clark  Brothers  & 
Comi)anv.  wdiose  new  establishment  at  115-17  Front  street.  San 
Francisco,  was  among  the  earliest  to  be  destroyed.  Mr.  Dowler 
sized  up  the  situation,  and  promptly  took  himself  to  Oakland,  where 
he  immediatelv  secured  desirable  quarters  at  842  Franklin  street, 
and  put  His  plant  in  order  for  handling  the  business  of  the  concern. 
Stocks  were  immediately  rushed  from  the  East.  San  Francisco  be- 
ing then  given  preference  over  all  other  orders.  Mr.  Dowler  with 
his  usual  energy  and  emphasis  remarked  to  the  writer,  "We  are 
here  to  stay,  and  under  these  trying  conditions  are  taking  care 
of  not  only  our  old  customers,  but  .helping  new  ones.  We  have  al-- 
ready  booked  orders  for  a  thousand  barrels  of  straight  whiskies 
and  blends,  and  at  this  time  have  received  several  carloads  of 
goods  direct  from  Peoria.  We  are  now  in  a  position  to  fill  orders,  large 
or  small.  Our  house  lost  considerable  by  fire,  but  I  want  to  say 
most  emphatically  that  we  have  not  lost  our  courage  or  our 
implicit  confidence  in  the  future  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Wc  will  be  here  to  help  build  up  the  Trade,  and  we  know 
that  in  a  comparatively  short  time  San  Francisco  will  be  even  a 
greater  city  than  it   ivas  when  it  was  stricken," 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  many  who  were  familiar  with  Mr.  Dowler 
and  his  great  love  of  fine  liorses,  to  know  that  the  magnificent 
truck  horse  which  was  one  of  the  advertising  features  of  the  busi- 
ness in  San  Franci.sco,  was  saved,  and  still  continues  to  do  his 
daily  handsome  stunt.

THE  RIGHTS  OF  THE  LIQUOR  TRADE.  NO  LIQUOR  LICENSE  IN  ALL  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

P5  E CAUSE  a  great  emergenc_v  made  it  necessary  for  the  good  of 
■*-^  the  community  that  the  retail  liquor  places  of  San  Francisco 
should  be  closed  temporarily,  the  Mayor  should  not  allow  him- 
self to  be  misled  as  to  his  relative  duties  to  the  general  public,  and 
to  the  liquor  trade.  His  Honor's  latest  manifesto  has  led  a  certain 
element  in  this  city  which  is  antagonistic  to  the  liquor  traffic,  to  be- 
lieve that  it  is  possible  to  induce  the  Mayor  to  impose  all  sorts  of 
harassing  restrictions  and  taxes  upon  the  trade  in  the  future ;  and  there 
is  a  great  deal  said  about  thousand-dollar  licenses,  about  early  closing 
and  Sunday  closing,  and  the  end  of  the  corner  grocery  bar.  As  to  the 
latter  proposition,  we  are  satisfied  that  that  particular  feature  of  the 
liquor  trade  of  San  Francisco  is  a  thing  of  the  past ;  but  we  wish  to 
remind  Mayor  Schmit-z  of  the  fact  that  the  wholesale  and  retail  liquor 
dealers  of  San  Francisco  have  rights  which  he,  in  all  fairness,  is  bound 
to  recognize,  and  he  should  not  lend  ear  entirely  to  the  advice  of  those 
prejudiced  parties  who  evidently  have  his  ear  at  this  time. 

The  saloon  men  of  our  stricken  city  have  suffered  more  than  any 
other  class  by  reason  of  the  absolute  wiping  out  of  their  business  from 
the  i8th  of  April.  Probably  3,000  out  of  3,500  licensed  liquor  places 
in  the  city  were  destroyed  by  fire,  and  these  men  were  left  absolutely 
without  means  of  livelihood.  Other  lines  of  business  were  resumed  at 
once,  but  the  liquor  dealer  is  still  waiting.  The  leading  men  in  the 
trade  were  very  philosophical  regarding  the  proposition  of  opening 
saloons  during  the  re-adjustment  after  the  great  catastrophe,  and  sug- 
gested that  saloons  and  the  military  wouldn't  work  well  together  under 
the  circumstances. 

There  is  talk  now  of  keeping  the  city  closed  until  .\ugust  ist.  There 
is  no  right  or  reason  in  such  a  proposition.  (  )ne-half  of  the  area  of 
the  city  has  no  need  for  police  patrol,  and  there  is  probably  only  one- 
half  the  population  that  the  city  had  on  .^pril  T/th,  but  the  Mayor  has 
at  his  disposal  a  police  force  which  is  able  to  police  a  city  of  one-half 
nlilion  people;  so  it  is  "preposterous  to  say  the  trade  could  not  be  reg- 
ulated. It  is  within  the  power  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Police 
Comjnissioners  to  so  handle  the  proposition  as  to  be  absolutely  safe. 
They  could  begin  by  night  closing  and  i^unday  closing,  temporarily, 
making  the  hours  front  si.x  or  seven  in  the  morning  to  the  same  hour 
in  the  evening,  and  as  conditions  became  normal,  could  increase  the 
hours  and  place  less  restrictions  not  only  upon  the  trade  but  upon  the 
public. 

As  to  the  ])ublic,  they  certainly  have  some  rights  in  this  question  as 
well  as  the  .\nti-Saloon  League,  which  is  behind  this  sentiment  and  is 
being  used  to  influence  the  Municipal  Government.  Tlie  average 
c-tizen  knows  that  it  is  an  imposition  to  continue  to  close  the  saloons  at 
the  dictum  of  this  class  of  agitators,  and  he  also  knows  that  it  is  en- 
tirely unnecessary.  If  the  proper  precautions  are  taken  in  the  way  of 
regulations,  there  is  no  danger  whatever  to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the 
community  in  the  early  opening  of  the  reputable  saloons.  (We  take 
it  for  granted  that  disreputables  will  not  be  granted  licenses  by  the 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners.)  We  think  that  the  Mayor  would 
be  following  a  wise  and  popular  course  by  removing  the  restrictions  so 
that  retail  liquor  trade  can  be  resumed  on  or  about  the  first  of  July. 


/^JN  MAY  12TH,  at  the  Mayor's  suggestion,  the  Board  of  Polices 
^^  Commissioners  revoked  every  saloon  license  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. This  means  that  when  the  time  comes  for  the  resumption, 
of  the  liquor  traffic,  there  will  be  a  great  separation  of  the  "sheep 
and  the  goats."  In  other  words,  it  is  known  that  there  will  be  a 
great  reduction  in  the  number  of  licenses  granted,  and  further- 
more, that  aside  from  the  increased  license,  which  is  conceded, 
it  is  going  to  be  far  more  difficult  to  secure  a  license  than  ever  be- 
fore. It  is  generally  understood  that  this  sweeping  act  of  the 
Police  Commissioners  had  for  one  of  its  principal  objects  the 
elimination  of  the  corner  grocery'  saloon — that  such  permits  will 
not  be  granted  in  the  future,  and  that  those  places  existing  in  that 
portion  of  the  city  which  was  not  destroyed  by  fire,  will  be  gradu- 
ally decreased  in  number  until  the  last  one  is  put  out  of  business. 
Furthermore,  certain  classes  of  men  in  the  business  in  locations 
like  the  water-front,  the  tough  portions  of  the  south-of-Market- 
street  district,  the  Barbarby  Coast  and  the  North  Beach  section, 
will  not  be  very  much  in  evidence.  Of  course,  there  are  certain 
classes  of  peoeple  to  be  catered  to  in  these  districts,  but  that  is 
no  reason  why  the  traffic  there  could  not  be  as  well  regulated  as 
it  was  on  the  famous  old  "line." 

While  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  are  proceeding  on 
these  lines  of  reform,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  high  license  is  the 
main  feature  of  their  reformation,  it  is  only  right  that  they  should 
deal  justly  with  the  retail  liquor  dealer  with  reference  to  the  res- 
taurant. "Short  drink"  business  in  restaurants  should  either  be 
absolutely  prohibited  or  the  restaurant  keeper  should  be  made  to 
pay  the  liquor  license,  as  that  branch  is  the  best-paying  in  their 
line.  If  this  were  done  the  Commissioners  would  be  in  a  position 
to  dictate  to  the  saloon-keepers  with  reference  to  the  free  lunch 
proposition,  which  was  heretofore  established  to  retaliate  upon  the 
restaurant   keepers   for   invading  the   saloon   man's   field. 

We  hope  the  Honorable  Commissioners  will  give  these  matters 
their  early  and  careful  attention. 


THERE  IS   NO   MORE  "LINE." 


ROYAL  ARCH   DOES   GOOD   WORK. 


"TN  URTXTt  the  strenuous  days  of  the  latter  part  of  April  and  the 
^-^  fore  part  of  May,  when  the  jiulilic.  owing  to  great  excite- 
ment and  discouraging  stories,  etc.,  were  drinking  more  than  was  good 
for  them,  and  the  Oakland  trade,  by  reason  of  their  great  rush  of  busi- 
ness, were  careless  about  the  ethics  of  the  traffic,  it  became  necessary 
to  call  such  dealers  down.  This  was  done  by  the  Oakland  branch 
of  the  Royal  Arch.  They  did  not  mince  matters,  but  through  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lodge  notified  recalcitrant  saloon  men  thot 
if  they  did  not  absolutely  observe  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the 
authorities,  the  Royal  Arch  would  make  it  their  business  to  see  that 
the  licenses  of  such  men  were  revoked.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that 
the  warning  had  its  desired  effect.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  The 
Royal  .\rch  has  become  so  strong  in  each  respective  community  that 
it  is  in  a  position  to  better  regulate  the  retail  liquor  traffic  probably 
than  the  authorities ;  and  we  hope  that  there  will  be  more  of  this  good 
sensible  work  done  in  the  way  of  keeping  the  imdesirable  element  in 
the  trade  under  subjection  or  putting  them  out  of  business. 


Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  City  and  who  have  not  visited  it 
since  the  dreadful  visitation  by  fire,  can  hardly  realize  that  the  famous 
"line"  is  absolutely  a  thing  of  the  past.  'With  one  exception  every 
noted  saloon  in  San  Francisco  was  destroyed  and  this  included  a  1 
line  reaching  from  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Washington  Streets 
to  Jones  and  Market — a  distance  of  more  than  a  miile.  This,  of 
course,  embraces  nearly  all  the  swell  places,  some  of  which  will  never 
be  re-established.  The  one  exception  of  the  old  places  spared  was  that 
of  the  "Bank  Exchange,"  in  the  Montgomery  Block,  Washington  and 
Montgomery  Streets.  This  is  the  oldest  saloon  in  the  City,  having 
been  conducted  for  more  than  fifty  years.  The  present  proprietor, 
Duncan  Nichol,  has  catered  to  the  thirsty  there  for  over  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  The  place  is  historic,  and  will  be  re-opened  as  soon  as  Mayor 
Schmiitz  orders  the  issuance  of  licenses.  The  only  other  saloon  on  the 
"line"  that  was  spared  was  that  of  the  "only"  Jas.  Raggi,  in  the  same 
building.     This  place  will  also  be  continued. 


Bob  Kern,  the  well-known  proprietor  of  the  Boquet  Bar,  opposite  the 
Palace  Hotel,  after  taking  a  thorough  survey  of  the  field,  concluded  to 
return  to  his  old  camping  ground,  Los  Angeles.  We  are  informed 
that  Mr.  Kern  will  resume  business  in  that  City  for  the  time  being, 
at  least.  However,  we  expect  at  a  not  far  distant  date  to  see  him 
again   established    in   the   Afetropolis. 


Rome   Harris,  formerly  of    133   .ATontgomery  street,   went   down 
and  out  with  the  rest  of  the  "line."     He  left  for  the  North  soon    . 
after  the  fire,  and  we  understand  he  will  locate  in  business  there. 


San  Francisco  is  the  largest  city  in  the  world  where  there  is  no 
license  to  sell  wine  or  liquor,  and  nobody  knows  it  so  well  as  the  average 
San  Franciscan. 
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Messrs.  L.  Goiidolfi  &  Company,  one  of  the  great  importing  houses 
if  New  York,  lost  no  time  in  forwarding  rehef  to  distressed  San  Fran- 
isco.  Through  their  etiforts  a  carload  of  supplies  was  gathered  and  for- 
fcfarded  as  earlv  as  April  21st.  These  donations  were  contributed  en- 
irely  by  the  Italian  members  of  the  trade  in  the  great  metropolis. 


Messrs.  Xaber,  Alfs  &  Brune  were  completely  wiped  out  by  fire, 
rheir  specialty  was  Phoenix  Old  Bourbon  which  had  and  has  a  great 
emand.  The  firm,  we  understand,  intends  to  make  the  name  good  and 
'hoenix-like  rise  from  its  ashes  to  greater  success.  The  temporary 
uarters  are  at  429  Jackson  street. 


D.  P.  Rossi,  the  American  agent  for  Ferro-Quina  Bitters,  for- 
lerly  located  at  1400  Dupont  street,  is  still  in  the  ring.  Mr.  Rossi 
nnounces  that  he  is  ready  to  care  for  orders  for  these  standard 
itters,  and  that  for  the  time  being  he  will  be  located  at  Union 
nd   Laguna  streets.

!oast  will  be  in  the  Haslett  warehouse  at  Second  and  Townsend 
:reets,  San  Francisco.  Business  with  Mr.  Delaporte  is  good. 
[e  made  a  trip  to  Los  Angeles  the  latter  part  of  May,  and  reported 
itisfactory  results.

"Ready  to  fill  all  orders"  is  the  "war-cry"  of  Wichman,  Lutgcn 
Company,  sole  proprietors  of  Gilt  Edge  Rye  and  Bourbon  Whiskies, 
heir  fine  new  establishment  was  wiped  out  in  San  Francisco  by  fire, 
it  they  immediately  established  temporary  offices  and  warehouse  at 
le  corner  of  Fvcrctt  and  Harrison  avenues,  /Mamcdh,  near  the  Park 
reet  draw-bridge.  The  company,  as  has  been  stated,  is  filling  orders 
romptly,  and  will  establish  permanent  quarters  as  soon  as  possible. 


Messrs.  Rheinstrom  Brothers  were  temporarily  "wiped  oflf  the  map" 
y  fire,  but  are  located  at  2021  Broderick  street,  San  Francisco,  and 
'ill  remain  there  until  a  permanent  location  can  be  secured.  Their 
nnounccnicnt  will  be  fomid  elsewhere  in  this  Journal.  Mr.  L.  Sie- 
iMilianer,  Manager  of  the  com|)any  on  this  Coast,  escaped  from 
le  contlagration  with  his  family,  and  went  to  Vallejo.  Mr.  Siebcn- 
aucr  had  just  partially  recovered   from  a  very  serious  illness. 


WINE  THAT  WENT  UP  IN  SMOKE. 
T  X  ORDER  that  the  trade  may  have  some  idea  of  the  enormous 
•*■  quantities  of  wine  that  were  destroyed  by  the  fire,  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  mention  a  few  of  the  leading  houses  whose  plants  were  burned. 
For  instance,  the  California  Wine  Association  in  its  San  Francisco  cel- 
lars lost  4,750,000  gallons  of  wine.  Of  this  2,300,000  wer  red  and 
1,000,000  white  wines;    the  balance  were  sweet  wines  and  brandy. 

The  great  house  of  Lachman  &  Jacobi  lost  about  2,500,000  gallons  of 
wine  and   100,000  gallons  of  brandy  in  bond. 

The  house  of  C.  Schilling  &  Company  carried  stock  of  1,000,000  gal- 
lons of  wine,  and  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Company  also  1,000,000 
gallons  of  wine,  largely  selected  stocks.  Some  of  the  minor  houses  car- 
ried as  high  as  200,000,  300,000  and  400,000  gallons.  The  aggregate 
was  15,000,000  gallons. 

The  wine  firms  were  all  injured  to  a  considerable  extent,  but  their 
losses  will  be  largely  confined  to  temporary  inability  to  promptly  supply 
customers.  At  this  writing,  shipping  facilities  are  fairly  well  restored, 
and  the  particular  hardship  of  the  dealers  will  be  difficulty  of  securing 
matured  wines  for  blending  purposes.  Some  of  the  houses  had  stocks 
of  finished  wines  they  had  been  carrying  from  ten  to  fifteen  years,  which 
were  highly  valuable  for  the  purposes  of  the  blender;  and  the.se  will 
be  greatly  missed. 

It  was  certainly  a  wise  policy  of  the  California  Wine  Association  in 
scattering  reserved  stocks  of  matured  and  young  wines  in  their  various 
country  cellars.  By  placing  these  stocks  at  the  disposal  of  the  general 
trade,  which  had  its  city  stock  destroyed  by  fire,  they  enabled  the  general 
wine  trade  to  resume  business  much  sooner  than  would  have  otherwise 
been  the  case.  It  is  stated  that  these  reserved  stocks  were  supplied  to 
competitors  as  well  as  customers  at  the  uniform  price  which  prevailed 
before  April  i8th.  The  trade  were  therefore  enabled  to  some  extent  to 
make  themselves  whole  by  the  advance  of  ten  cents  a  gallon  which 
was  later  announced. 


JESSE  MOORE-HUNT  CO.  WILL  BUILD. 

A  MOXG  the  great  liquor  houses  that  were  burned  out  and  which 
*^  showed  the  most  adnurable  energy  and  enterprise,  was  tlie  Jesse 
Moore-Hunt  Company,  whose  big  establishment  was  located  at  Sacra- 
mento and  Davis  Streets.  By  Alay  5th,  President  Frank  .Moroney  had 
not  only  secured  quarters,  but  sufficient  stock  to  re-establish  business. 
The  present  location  is  the  Haslett  Warehouse  at  the  corner  of  Town- 
send  and  Second  Streets,  and  while  the  allotted  space  greatly  hampers 
the  work  of  handling  orders,  the  house  is  doing  nobly  in  the  way  of 
meeting  the  needs  of  its  customers.  Immediately  upon  realizing  the 
situation  after  the  catastrophe  all  travelling  men  and  customers  were  im- 
mediately notified  that  orders  wpuld  be  filled  from  the  Louisville  branch 
of  the  house.  The  result  was  an  overwhelming  rush  of  orders,  which 
combined  two  months'  business  in  one,  and  they  still  come.  The  Com- 
pany has  secured  a  site  on  Harrison  Street  between  3rd  and  4th,  upon 
which  it  will  immediately  erect  a  building  w  hich  is  to  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy on  July  1st. 

"The  people  will  have  their  good  old  Jesse  Moore,"  said  Mr. 
Moroney,  "and  we  are  doing  our  utmost  to  see  that  they  get  it  without 
undue  delay." 

The  new  quarters  will  be  amply  commodious  and  convenient  in  every 
way  both  for  shipping  and  access  for  customers  visiting  the  city.  We 
all  received  a  "hard  knock,"  but  there  is  everything  to  be  grateful  for. 
One  thing  is  particularly  certain,  and  that  is  that  the  liquor  trade  of 
San  Francisco  will  come  out  of  this  dreadful  calamity  in  better  shape 
than  even  its  best  wishers  could  expect." 


DESTRUCTION    OF   WAREHOUSES. 

The  great  fire  phi}  ed  iiavoc  with  warehouses  which  were  used  for 
the  storage  of  wines  and  liquors.  From  the  custom  house  comes  the 
following  report  of  the  warehouses  that  were  affected:  Crown  Dis- 
tilleries Company,  \'o.  6  at  27  Mission  Street — a  manufacturing  ware- 
house;  The  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company,  manufacturing  warehouse; 
the  Atlantic,  near  Broadway  and  IJattery;  the  Broadway,  at  Broadway 
and  Battery  ;  the  Sunset,  at  ISeale  and  I'olsom  ;  the  Vallejo,  at  Front 
and  \allejo  Streets.  The  Greenwich  bonded  warehouse  was  saved.  In 
the  Sunset  warehouse  was  a  great  deal  of  imported  case  goods,  pro- 
bably 75  per  cent  of  the  stocks  of  the  City. 

Fortunately  for  the  Trade  of  the  Coast  the  bonded  warehouses  in 
which  .American  whiskies  were  stored,  escaped  the  flames.  The  fire 
sto])])ed  on  the  opjiosite  side  of  the  street,  where  it  burned  out  along 
side  the  California  Wine  Association's  new  winery,  the  Calwa.  How- 
ever, the  stocks  in  bond  were  little  more  than  one-half  the  usual  quan- 
tity, the  figures  being  some  84,000  gallons. 
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We  have  received  advices  from  Baltimore  to  the  effect  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  changing  of  the  agency  for  "Hunter 
Rye"  in  this  territory.  We  understand  that  the  agency  will  be  in  the 
liands  of  Chas.  M.  Reynolds  &  Company,  and  presume  this  change  is 
due  to  new  conditions  brought  about  by  the  great  fire.  As  to  the  future 
?i  the  Hilbert  Mercantile  Company,  we  have  received  no  definite  in- 
formation. 


Probably  the  most  liberal  individual  contributor  to  the  San  Francisco 
Relief  Fund  was  Juliiis  Kessler  of  Chicago  and. New  York.  In  re- 
sponse to  the  call  of  the  Chicago  wholesale  dealers'  meeting  held  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  a  relief  fund,  Mr.  Kessler  wrote  his  check  fr  $1000, 
and  at  the  same  time  forwarded  a  large  contribution  through  his  New 
York  house.  In  addition  to  this  he  found  time  to  directly  assist  more 
than  150  of  his  customers  who  suffered  by  reason  of  the  earthquake  and 
fire.     Air.  I-Cessler's  gtnerositv  will  not  be  forgotten. 


A.  Finke's  Widow  did  not  waste  much  time  in  lamenting  the 
loss  of  their  plant,  customers,  etc.,  but  went  to  work  immediately 
to  rehabilitate  business.  The  firm  is  now  located  at  Fifth  and 
Harrison  streets.  Oakland,  where  they  have  started  with  great 
energy  and  enterprise  to  continue  the  promotion  of  California 
champagnes  in  the  production  of  which  they  were  very  successful. 
They  are  ready  to  fill  orders,  and  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  their 
old  customers. 


The  destruction  of  their  plant  in  San  Francisco  was  a  great  loss 
to  the  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company,  as  it  occurred  just  at  the 
time  when  cherries  were  ripe,  and  therefore  temporarily  checked 
the  packing  of  their  famous  cherries  in  Maraschino.  Like  every 
other  house  in  San  Francisco,  the  company  is  full  of  energy  and 
enterprise,  and  announces  that  it  will  resume  business  about  the 
first  of  August.  Furthermore  that  it  will  rebuild  its  plant  on  a  still 
larger  scale  than  heretofore. 


The  French-.-^merican  Bank,  which  does  a  large  business  with 
the  wine  and  liquor  trade,  has  settled  in  temporary  quarters  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  Union  Trust  Building,  Alontgomery  and 
Alarket  streets.  It  is  announced  that  this  wealthy  institution  has 
purchased  the  sky-scraper  building  on  Sutter  street  above  Mont- 
gomery, known  as  the  Bullock  &  Jones  Building.  This  structure, 
which  was  comparatively  new,  was  swept  by  the  tire,  but  can  be 
repaired  and  made  as  good  as  new.  This  tine  building  will,  at  an 
early  date,  be  the  home  of  the  French-American   Bank. 


James  de  Fremery  &  Co.  beg  to  announce  to  the  trade  that  theirr 
store  with  stock  at  113-119  I'ine  street,  San  h^rancisco,  was  to- 
tally destroyed  by  fire  in  the  recent  catastrophe.  They  have  located  in 
temporary  quarters  at  1305  Adeline  street,  Oakland,  California, 
and  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  orders  for  Gibson,  Old  Jordan,  and 
Bonnie  wdiiskies,  l*"rank  Fehr's  beer,  and  for  imported  goods  such 
as  Vermouth,  Hennessy  Brandy,  Benedictine,  F'ernet  Branca, 
Amer  Picon,  etc.,  etc..  of  which  they  are  fortunate  enough  to  have 
a  supply. 


The  Schmidt  Lithograph  Company,  like  so  many  other  firms, 
allowed  the  recent  calamity  to  interfere  but  temporarily  with  their 
business.  A  few  days  after  the  fire,  they  purchased  the  complete 
printing  and  box-making  establishment  of  Wempe  Bros,  in  Oak- 
land. A  few  alterations  and  new  machinery  wired  for,  the  day 
after  the  fire  and  now  arriving,  enable  them  to  take  care  of  the 
needs  of  their  old  customers,  and  to  help  out  a  few^  new  ones. 

As  a  complete  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  corrugated,  board 
or  paper  for  wraps,  cartons  and  shells  for  bottles  is  among  the 
machinery  purchased,  the  firm  is  in  even  better  position  to  serve 
the  win.e  and  liquor  trade  than  heretofore.

F.  C.  Prieber,  one  of  the  fathers  of  the  wine  industry,  and  until  a  few 
weeks  ago  President  of  the  Napa  and  Sonoma  ^^'ine  Company,  has  re-  ] 
timed  to  the  city.     It  will  be  remembered  that  in  the  March  issue  ol  j 
the.  Rczic-w  it  was  announced  that  Mr.  Prieber  had  retired  from  active  ' 
business  life,  and  would  take  his  family  to  Europe  for  a  prolonged  stay. 
.Mr.  Prieber  had  proceeded  no  further  than  St.  Louis  when  the  dis- 
aster came,  and  having  important  realty  interests  in   San   Francisco, 
it  was  necessarv  for  him  to  return  at  once. 


Col.  Gates  of  the  F.  Cavagnaro  Company,  who  were  located  at 
Montgomery  and  Clay  streets,  and  doing  a  fine  wholesale  and  retail 
trade,  was  among  the  first  to  find  a  location  for  business.  That  he  is.  • 
a  hustler  is  eviclenced  by  the  fact  that  although  there  was  but  one 
block  of  buildings  left  in  that  section  of  the  city,  he  succeeded  in 
•■•ecuring  a  good  location  on  Montgomery  street  near  Jackson,  only  two 
and  one-half  blocks  from  his  old  corner.  The  Company  will  confine 
its  operations  to  wholesale  and  jobbing  trade  exclusively,  and  Mr. 
Gates  will  be  "delighted"  to  hear  from  or  see  his  many  friends  or 
patrons. 

The  fine  winery  of  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Company  on 
Bryant  street  between  Third  and  Fourth,  was  swept  by  the  great  fire 
and  became  a  total  loss.  The  company  carried  about  a  million  gallons 
of  the  best  vintages  of  California,  a  large  quantity  of  which  was 
finished  wines,  and  several  of  them  the  oldest  in  the  State.  They 
were  the  pride  of  the  house,  and  like  many  other  precious  things  that 
were  lost  at  that  time,  are  beyond  recall.  At  this  writing  Mr.  Bund- 
schu  was  unable  to  give  any  definite  statement  as  to  the  immediate 
intentions  of  the  house,  but  it  was  understood  that  business  will  pro- 
ceed along  the  old  lines,  and  that  new  permanent  quarters  will  be 
constructed  at  an  early  date. 


P.  J.  Weniger  &  Company,  who  since  the  fire  have  been  tem- 
porarly  located  at  the  Breakers,  on  the  Ocean  Boulevard,  south 
of  the  Park,  will  be  housed  in  new  quarters  at  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  Ellis  and  Van  Ness  avenue.  It  will  be  a  single  story  and 
basement  building  to  cost  $20,000,  and  will  be  used  for  wholesale 
purposes.  It  is  understood  that  the  retail  department  which  was 
one  of  San  Francisco's  greatest  saloons,  and  which  was  located  at 
Powell  and  Ellis  streets,  will  be  reopened  on  the  old  site  as  soon 
as  the  building  shall  haj/e  been  erected.  In  the  meantime,  those 
who  are  in  need  of  "White  Rock''  or  any  of  the  many  leading 
specialties  carried  by  the  house,  can  be  promptly  accommodated. 


The  fine  establishment  and  large  floor  stocks  of  Messrs.  William 
Wolff'  &  Company,  216  Mission  street,  were  among  those  that  went  the 
way  of  the  fire  fiend.  The  company  immediately  secured  temporary 
offices  at  No.  8,  Bacon  Block,  Oakland,  and  having  stocks  in  warehouse 
that  escaped  the  fire,  were  enabled  to  continue  business,  though  greatly 
hampered  by  bad  shipping  facilities.  Messrs.  Wolff  &  Company  desire 
to  notify  the  trade  that  they  are  in  a  position  to  handle  all  business  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  furthermore,  that  their  headquarters 
>\  ill  be  removed  to  San  Francisco  just  as  soon  as  a  desirable  location 
can  be  secured. 

Chas.  Meinecke  &  Company,  who  for  one-third  of  a  century  were 
at  314  Sacramento  street,  and  who  with  ever3-body  else  in  that  section 
of  the  city  suffered  a  total  loss  by  fire,  are  not  doing  business  at  the 
"same  old  stand,"  but  in  the  same  old  way.  Immecfiately  after  the 
fire  they  located  at  1003  Broadway,  Oakland.  They  were  fortunate 
in  having  considerable  quantities  of  their  various  standard  brands  of 
imported  wines  and  liquors  and  American  whiskies  in  warehouse, 
which  escaped  the  flames.  They  were,  therefore,  enabled  to  transact 
business  at  once.  The  house,  as  usual,  had  large  quantities  of  goods 
on  the  way,  which  made  it  comparatively  easy  for  them  to  take  care 
of  their  customers  throughout  the  Coast  and  elsewhere.  The  records 
in  the  safe  were  found  to  be  in  fairly  good  shape.  The  house  will  soon 
he  in  cjuarters  on  Sacramento  street. 


Messrs  Fleischmann  &  Company,  who  are  among  the  heaviest  losers 
in  the  San  Francisco  fire,  lost  no  time  in  re-locating  and  getting  in 
position  to  attend  to  the  needs  of  customers.  Lender  the  able  and  en- 
ergetic management  of  Mr.  Behrens,  new  quarters  were  found  and 
ample  stocks  ordered  for  rush  shipments.  For'  the  time  being,  the 
house  has  secured  a  goodly  portion  of  the  St.  George  Vineyard  Com- 
pany's winery  on  Brannan  between  8th  and  9th  streets.  .  While  the 
area  in  no  way  compares  with  the  six-story  building  formerlv  occupied, 
still  the  house  is  able  to  keep  goods  moving,  and  see  that  their  patrons 
are  not  neglected.  Business  with  Fleischmann  &  Coinpany  is  good,  and 
thev  have  all  the  orders  thev  can  handle. 
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FRENCH-AMERICAN  WINE  COMPANY  ESCAPED. 


The  French-American  Wine  Company  of  1820  Harrison  street,  was 
e  of  the  three  Cahfornia  Wine  houses  that  miraculously  escaped  fire, 
le  flames  left  them  to  one  side,  and  as  a  consequence  they  are  in  the 
st  of  condition  to  handle  their  large  and  growing  trade.  All  orders 
11  be  promptly  attended  to. 


A.  Repsold  Company,  whose  headquarters  at  420  Pine  street, 
n  Francisco,  were  destroyed  by  fire,  is  permanently  located  at 
ipa.  The  Napa  Register  says  that  Mr.  Repsold  has  leased  the 
atthews  cellar  on  Main  street,  that  city,  and  will  concentrate 
his  business  there.  He  will  also  maintain  a  sales  office  in  San 
ancisco. 


The  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Grunauer  Mercantile  Company,  for- 
!rly  located  at  116  California  street,  will  find  the  company  in  tem- 
rary  quarters  at  918  Eighth  street.  Oakland.  They  write  us  that 
soon  as  thev  can  make  definite  arrangements  to  resume  business, 
1  advise  the  trade  through  the  Review.  They  desire  it  understood 
It  they  are  still  alive,  and  that  until  things  get  into  shape  they  will 
ke  all  shipments  of  Buchu  Gin  from  Louisville.

Their  place  w'as 
ally  destroyed,  but  the  house  had  considerable  stocks  of  goods 
bond  and  to  arrive,  and  w'ere,  therefore,  able  to  pick  up  the 
eads  of  their  business  promptly.  Temporary  quarters  are  es- 
ilished  at  1059  Broderick  street,  San  Francisco,  and  permanent 
irters  will  be  secured  as  early  as  possible.  In  the  meantime  the 
imel  Company  are  prepared  to  serve  their  customers  as  hereto- 
e  with  but  little  more  than  ordinary  delay.

Rusconi,  Fisher  &  Company,  whose  places  at  307  Battery  Street  and 
Halleck  and  LicdesdorfT  streets,  were  totally  detroycd,  were  among 
the  most  enterprising  in  the  trade  to  get  an  anchor  to  windward  after 
the  streets  were  cool  enough  to  travel  over.  Their  first  location  was 
at  the  northwest  corner  of  Fillmore  and  O'Farrell  streets,  the  property 
of  which  they  are  lessees.  After  having  located  there,  the  firm  leased 
one  of  the  new-  temporary  fireproof  structures  on  Turk  street,  just 
below  Van  Ness  avenue,  where  they  have  ample  room,  comfortable 
offices,  etc.  At  this  writing  the  facilities  for  shipping  are  being  per- 
fected, and  the  famous  Kennel  Club  Whiskies  in  bulk  and  glass  are 
again  going  out  to  country  customers.  The  house  at  this  time  has  two 
men  on  the  road,  and  orders  are  coming  in  at  a  verv  flattering  pace. 
Charles  M.  Fisher  Company,  upon  the  removal  of  the  embargo,  w-ill 
open  a  high-class  bar  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Fillmore  and  O'Farrell 
streets,  which  is  now  one  of  the  busiest  sections  of  the  city.

Rusconi.  Fisher  &  Company  are  among  the  most  enterprising  of  the 
trade,  and  are  deserving  of  all  the  success  they  are  enjoying. 


The  Illinois-Pacific  Glass  Company  was  among  the  first  houses 
in  the  city  to  recover  from  the  disaster  and  resume  business.  They 
opened  a  temporary  office  in  Oakland,  and  made  immediate  ar- 
rangements to  attend  to  their  patrons  at  once.  Three  of  their 
factories — namely,  the  Bottle  and  Jar  Factory,  the  Corrugated 
Paper  Factory  and  Bo.k  Factory  were  not  destroyed.  This  was 
Df  great  advantage.  In  order  that  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  may 
not  be  unnecessarily  discommoded  the  Illinois  Glass  Company  of 
Alton,  111.,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Illinois-Pacific  Glass  Com- 
pany the  entire  facilities  of  their  main  plant,  with  over  fifteen 
branches  throughout  the  United  States.  The  company  is  prepared 
to  handle  all  orders  for  bottles,  corks,  caps,  machinery  and  bottlers' 
general  supplies.  The  trade  should  show  their  loyalty  to  Pacific 
Coast  interests,  and  help  build  up  the  new  San  Francisco  by  keep- 
mg  their  money  and  orders  at  home.  The  payroll  of  the  company 
in  question,  up  to  the  time  of  the  fire,  \vas  $50,000  per  month.  They 
are,  therefore,  deserving  of  your  consideration  when  you  are  ready 
to  order. 


HOW  "OLD  KIRK"  WAS  SAVED. 


HE  block  in  which  the  counting  house  and  warehouse  of  A.  P. 
Hotaling  &  Company  are  situated,  stands  as  one  of  the  remark- 
able freaks  of  the  great  fire.  In  other  words,  it  is  a  little  spot  that  was 
left  in  the  wilderness  of  territory  devastated  by  the  flames.  The  salva  - 
tion  of  the  block,  and  incidentally,  the  2000  barrels  of  whiskj-  stored  in 
the  Hotaling  warehouse,  was  due  to  the  determination  and  pluck  of 
Tom  Kirkpatrick — the  active  manager  of  the  business,  after  whom 
"Old  Kirk  Whisky  "  was  named,  and  the  use  of  a  hand  force-pump 
which  was  donated  by  E.  A.  Groezingcr  of  the  house  of  A.  Finke's 
Widow.  This  pump  was  used  to  take  water  from  the  excavation  for 
the  new  custom-house,  and  the  fire  fighters  were  enabled  not  only  to 
save  the  Appraisers"  Building,  but  the  block  in  which  the  great  whisky 
stock  in  question  was  stored.  The  long  fight  was  supervised  by  Mr. 
Kirkpatrick.  That  the  Hotaling  properties  did  not  go  up  in  smoke 
along  with  other  houses  in  that  neighborhood  was  due  to  his  good 
generalship  and  activity.

The  loss  of  the  California  Wine  Association  in  their  Third  street  and 
Bryant  street  cellars  was  covered  by  insurance  to  the  extent  of  $i,ooo,- 
ooo.     It  is  announced  that  this  claim  was  one  of  the  first  paid  by  the  | 
insurance  companies,  and  was  paid  in  full,  with  a  drawback  on  two! 
million  gallons  of  damaged  wine,  which  will  go  to  the  still.     As  an 
illustration  of  how  quickly  a  great  institution  of  th,it  kind  with  the  i 
proper  brains  at  the  head  of  it  can  resume  business,  it  may  be  stated  j 
that  by  reason  of  the  Association's  wisdom  in  having  great  stocks  of 
wine   stored  in  their  country   cellars,  they  were  enabled   within  two 
weeks  after  the  cooperage  was  secured  to  ship  200  carloads  of  wine  to 
eastern  points,  to  say  nothing  of  shi]3ments  by  sea.     In  the  language 
of  the   day,   that   is   "going  some."     The  Association   paid   its   usual 
dividend  on  May  25th. 

Secondo  Guasti,  President  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  of  Los 
Angeles,  visited  San  Francisco  a  few  days  after  the  great  conflagra- 
tion. He  came  accompanied  by  his  wife,  and  brought  his  son  to  the 
Belmont  Academy.  The  young  man  is  making  a  very  enviable  record 
in  that  institution,  having  won  the  "double  honor"  twice.  Mr.  Guasti 
was  deeply  distressed  over  the  disaster  to  San  Francisco,  but  expressed 
the  view  that  the  dear  old  city  would  be  in  a  few  years  fully 
rehabilitated. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  to  interior  cellars  by  the  quake.  It 
is  said  that  the  Brun  &  Chaix  Cellar  at  Oakville,  owned  by  the  Califor- 
nia Wine  Association,  lost  100,000  gallons  of  wine  by  the  bursting  of 
cooperage.  Beringer  Brothers  were  also  heavy  losers,  their  stone  win- 
ery and  distillery  buildings  being  badly  damaged,  a  part  of  one  of  the 
walls  of  the  distillery  being  thrown  down.  Mrs.  F.  Beringer's  beautiful 
home  was  also  badlv  shattered.

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1"\RY  WIXES: — The  market  is  in  no  condition  at  the  present 
\J  time  to  be  classified.  There  is  a  market  for  dry  wines,  as 
I'retofore,  but  there  seems  to  have  been  a  combination  of  ad- 
\rse  conditions  formed  since  the  morning  of  April  i8th  to 
Imper  this  branch  of  industry  and  trade.  No  sooner  had  the 
larchants  succeeded  in  getting  their  plants  in  shape  for  shipping 
£iods  than  the  strike  on  the  water  front  tied  up  sea  exports 
jnost  entirely.  If  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  this 
.ntement  it  is  only  necessary  to  look  at  the  table  of  exports, 
i  this  and  the  Calamity  Number  of  the  Review  to  see  what  has 
Ippened.  The  strike  is  still  on.  and  neither  side  shows  any 
*n  of  offering  even  a  compromise.  Then  another  adverse  con- 
ction  followed,  which  was,  however,  to  be  expected.  By  reason 
,'  the  almost  total  destruction  of  supplies  of  almost  every  kind 
i  this  great  city,  the  tremendous  rush  of  merchandise  and 
rpplies  of  all  descriptions  from  the  East  on  all  overland 
les  to  meet  immediate  demand  has  congested  not  only  the  west- 
l)und   freight,  but  has  blockaded  the  east-bound. 

Realizing  that  the  movement  of  goods  to  this  Coast  will  be 
lormnus  for  a  long  time  to  come,  it  is  hard  to  surmise  when  the 
me  will  arrive  that  the  railroad  companies  can  handle  our  wine 
lipments  with  ordinary  expedition.  Aside  from  this,  the  ad- 
ince  of  price  has  checked  consumption,  and  it  has  done  even 
tore  than  this — it  has  opened  the  great  New  Orleans  market, 
■here  our  common  wines  found  their  largest  consumption,  to 
le  cheap  class  of  so-called  wines  from  Missouri  and  a  certain 
;ction  of  Ohio.  The  situation  in  the  market  is  a  very  trying 
ne  because,  having  lost  it  once,  it  may  be  difficult  to  drive  out 
iie  invaders  and  regain  old  customers. 

■The  point  in  this  plain  statement  is  that  the  consumers  in  that 
ity  will  not  pay  the  price  that  is  now  demanded  for  California 
•ines  of  the  class  they  have  been  so  long  consuming.  At  the 
ime  time,  the  California  wine  men  must  have  that  market.  The 
uestion  is  how  are  they  going  to  get  it  back  and  control  it. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  handicaps,  the  June  business  was  of 
lirly  good  volume.  Exports  by  sea  were  comparatively  small, 
ut  encouraging,  considering  the  condition.  The  totals  were  195 
ases,  and  279,444  gallons,  of  the  value  of  $117,162. 

The  receipts  of  wines  from  interior  points  during  the  month 
how  a  great  increase  over  those  of  May,  the  aggregate  being 
52.530  gallons. 


^WEETS: — As  to  the  sweet  wine  market,  there  is  little  to 
-'  be  said,  Bj'  reason  of  the  short  crop  last  season,  and  the 
lestruction  of  stocks  in  the  San  Francisco  fire,  the  market  is  in 
I  stronger  condition  than  heretofore,  and  promises  to  be  well 
naintained.  As  shown  in  the  Los  Angeles  department  of  this 
ssue,  the  outlook  is  for  a  good  crop  in  Los  Angeles,  while  in  the 
:entral  section  of  the  State  the  yield  will  probably  be  all  that 
s  required. 


BR.^NDY: — The  market  is  without  any  special  feature.  All 
goods  are  strong,  and  there  is  only  one  tendency,  and  that  is 
oward  an  increase  in  values.  The  enormous  destruction  of  bonded 
itocks  by  fire  seems  bound  to  have  its  ultimate  effect  in  the 
lirection  of  higher  prices.  Exports  were  not  worthy  of  men- 
ion:  the  production  was  light.  There  was  no  distillation  in  the. 
■ourth  district,  while  the  output  in  the  first  flistrict  was  2.624.5 
j^allons.  Tlie  tax-paid  brandies  were  26,563.1  gallons.  There 
■emained  in  bond  May  31st,  1,036.371  tax  gallons.  Imports  of 
toreign  brandies  were  only  255  cases. 


WHISKY : — Trade  is  active  a^id  the  volume  of  business 
transacted,  outside  of  the  city,  considering  the  exceptional 
landicaps  to  shippers,  was  surprisingly  large,  as  shown  by  the 
'act  that  during  the  month  there  were  exported  by  sea  644  cases 
^"•1  37 '3  gallons,  valued  at  $13,322.     So  far  as  the  Coast  trade 


is  concerned,  there  has  been  a  rush  of  orders,  and  all  houses  in 
a  position  to  do  business  have  had  their  hands  full  to  meet  the 
demand.  Most  of  the  dealers  are  able  to  say  they  are  handling 
more  business  at  the  present  time  than  ever  before;  this  is  doing 
well,  when  railroad  facilities  are  worse  than  bad.  The  opening 
of  saloons  in  San  Francisco  has,  of  course,  greatly  increased 
the  volume  of  trade,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  a  long  time 
to  come,  as  new  places  will  open  indefinitely.  The  city  is  moving 
forward  in  the  matter  of  reconstruction,  and  the  resumption  of 
business  in  such  a  manner  gives  full  confidence  that  she  will,  as 
far  as  the  trade  is  concerned,  regain  her  normal  condition  and 
continue  the  splendid  growth  which  was  checked  on  April   i8th. 


I:MP0RTATI0NS:— The  importers  are  enjoying  a  fairly  good 
business  considering  the  circumstances  and  have  no  reason 
to  complain.  The  worst  of  their  troubles  are  over,  and  they 
can  look  forward  to  a  growing  trade  for  years  to  come.  The 
imports  for  the  month  were  of  fairly  good  volume.  The  figures 
were:  \\'ine.  189  cases.  42  barrels.  Vermouth,  668  cases;  Amer. 
Picon,  200  cases.  Absinthe,  200  cases.  Liqueurs,  181  cases. 
Brandy,  255  cases.  Gin.  1800  cases.  Benedictine,  145  cases. 
Mineral  Water,  10  cases.  Aquavita,  61  cases,  3  barrels. 
Whisky,  107  cases,  21  barrels.  Champagne.  120  cases.  Beer 
142  barrels. 


BEP^R; — The  opening  of  retail  liqu<ir  houses  in  this  city  on 
July  5th  gave  a  start  to  the  brewers  who  were  in  a  position 
to  supply  customers.  ft  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  were 
comparati\ely  few  places  to  deliver  to,  and  few  of  the  brewers 
who  were  prepared  to  do  business.  The  export  trade  was  good, 
as  will  be  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  were  exported  by  sea  2,683 
packages  bottled,  and  260  packages  bulk,  of  the  value  of  $19,074. 


NEW  YORK  WINE  MARKET. 

There  is  nothing  changed  in  the  situation;  the  demand  for 
goods  in  California  is  by  far  greater  than  it  is  East,  and  with  the 
exception  of  ports,  good  wines  fs  well  as  brandies  are  very  scarce: 
especiallv  is  this  the  case  for  ripe  white  wines,  which  are  more 
difficult  to  get  in  shai^e  for  t'^°  market  than  any  other  wines. 

In  the  East  the  constmiers  buy  only  from  hand  to  mouth,  and 
more  of  a  demand  is  not  likelyto  come  up  before  the  next  vintage 
is  well  in  sight. — Boiifort's.  June  25. 


CHARITY  OF  HOTALING  &  CO. 

A.  P.  Hotaling  &  Co.  have  offered  the  use  of  their  blending 
rooms  for  ciiurcii  services  to  the  Rev.  J.  Rowell.  pastor  of  the 
Mariners'  Church,  formerlv  at  Sacramento  and  Drumm  streets, 
which  was  destroved  bv  fire.  The  rooms  are  in  the  two-stor}- 
Innlding  at  730  ATontgomery  street,  between  Jackson  and  \\'ash- 
ington  streets. 

The  Mariners'  Church  was  a  popular  meeting  place  both  for  the 
worship  of  God  and  for  recreation  by  the  sailors  on  the  waterfront 
and  others  engaged  in  business  in  that  locality.  Besides  a  large 
room  for  devotional  services  there  were  reading  and  writing 
rooms.  The  loss  was  keenly  felt  by  the  sailors  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Rowell  has  been  endeavoring  to  raise  means  to  rehabilitate  the  old 
place  or  build  a  new  edifice. 

Hearing  of  his  plight  Fred  Hotaling.  who  with  his  brother 
Richard  B.,  takes  great  interest  in  charitable  affairs,  decided  to 
tender  the  use  of  this  unoccupied  building.  Richard  Hotaling  is 
at  present  in  New  York.  His  brother  feels  that  the  hand  of 
Providence  was  largely  instrumental  in  saving  the  stock  of  the 
firm  while  those  of  his  neighbors  were  consumed  by  the  fire. 
While  churches  and  other  buildings  fell  before  the  flames  the  three 
stores  occupied  by  the  Hotalings  on  Jackson  and  IMontgomery 
streets  were  comparatively  uninjured. 
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AT  this  writing  the  outlook  for  the  coming  vintage  is  very 
good.  Barring  possible  climatic  troubles,  the  crop  should 
be  a  fair  one,  neither  large  nur  small.  With  minor  exceptions, 
the  season  has  been  most  i<leal.  There  has  l.ieen  no  material 
damage,  except  some  scattering  cases  of  Couleurs.  The  vine- 
yardists  have  Ijeen  fortunate  in  that  there  have  been  no  frosts, 
no  excessive  hot  spells,  and  no  damaging  hot  winds.  The  spring 
has  been  cool,  with  late  rains,  and  everything  points  to  the 
full  development  of  the  grapes,  and  to  their  even  maturing. 

Some  of  the  daily  papers  have  scattered  broadcast  the  idiotic 
statements  that  30,000,000  gallons  of  wine  were  destroyed  in  the 
San  Francisco  conrtagratinii,  and  that  all  grajies  wmdd  bring  not 
less  than  $30  per  ton.  Such  statements  are  "jjure  rot."  and  any 
editor  of  common^  sense  w<iuld  know  better  than  to  allow  such  a 
statement  to  pass  through  his  liands.  So  far  as  the  quantity  of 
wine  destroved  was  concerned,  the  fact  has  been  widely  pub- 
lished for  weeks  that  the  figure  was  not  in  excess  of  fifteen 
millions,  and  as  to  the  matter  of  price,  we  believe  that  the  $30 
per  ton  figure  will  not  l)e  paid,  except  in  instances  where  the 
grapes  are  of  the  finest  variety,  and  where  the  yield  is  invariably 
small,  on  the  principle  that  "good  things  come  in  small  packages." 
Furthermore,  in  many  instances  the  vineyardists  and  w'ineries 
are  bound  by  contracts  preceding  last  year's  vintage,  when  jDrices 
were  in  the  majority  of  instances  of  pretty  fair  altitude.  It 
should  also  lie  remembered  in  this  connection  that  there  is  a  large 
acreage  nf  vines  coming  into  bearing  this  year,  and  these  must 
be  counted  upon  in  the  grand  total,  and  for  the  placing  of  grape 
values. 

The  grape  growers  shduld  most  certainly  proceed  cauti<"iusly 
in  these  times,  liecause  anv  mistakes  made  in  which  the  wine 
trade  is  injured  wm'11  react  against  the  grower,  who  invariably  gets 
the  worst  of  it.  hi  short,  excessive  high  prices  for  grapes  will 
mean  prohibitive  prices  for  wine,  or  wdiat  is  worse,  our  wines  will 
lie  stretched  out  of  all  recognition,  and  the  brick  vineyardists  will 
again  find  a  good  field  for  their  operations.  A  little  common 
sense  used  now  to  the  end  that  the  wine  makers  are  not  taken 
advantage  of  bv  the  grape  growers  will  redound  to  the  benefit 
of  all. 


EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Rf.x'iew  :  1  recently  comjileted  a 
Inisiness  trii^  throuch  the  G'ast.  cm-ering  an  extensive  and 
familiar  field,  but  I  ne\"er  realized  until  this  trip  after  the  great 
fire  wdiat  San  Francisco  was  to  the  Coast  before  the  disaster.  It 
is  the  same  everywdiere.  In  every  place  trade  had  a  glad  wel- 
come for  the  representati\e  of  any  reputable  San  Francisco  house. 
Thev  were  not  onlv  readv  to  do  business,  but  were 'anxious  to 
know  when  San  Francisco  would  be  in  shape  to  ship  goods 
promptly.  Heretofore  the  majority  of  these  same  gentlemen  were 
of  the  opinion  that  eastern  houses  could  offer  them  better  prices 
and  inducements  than  the  San  Francisco  firms,  but  w'hat  has 
happened  has  evidently  shown  them  the  error  of  their  ways.  For 
instance,  they  have  found  that  it  takes  a  long  time  to  get  goods 
from  eastern  shipping  points;  furthermore,  they  were  required  to 
buy  usually  in  larger  quantities  than  thev  really  desired:  but 
after  all  was  over,  the  transaction  finished,  they  found  that  it 
cost  them  more  than  thev  had  anticipated.  .Another  feature  that 
has  apparently  impressed  them  Avas  that  it  takes  comparatively 
too  much  time  to  transact  business.  For  instance,  if  there  is  a 
mistake  in  the  shipment  or  the  goods  are  not  satisfactory,  or  up 
to  sample,  theA'  find  it  necessary  tn  accejit  what  they  get  rather 
than  to  undertake  to  correct  the  error. 

They  have  discovered  further  that  San  Francisco  is  the  oppo- 
site of  this  situation.  One  can  reach  the  metropolis  of  the  Pacific 
from  anv  jiart  of  the  Coast  in  less  than  two  days;  one  can  receive 
his  goods  in  a  w-eek.  and.  too,  one  can  buy  in  small  quantities, 
such  as  he  desires.  Lastlv,  it  develops  that  San  Francisco  houses 
are  more  liberal  in  their  terms,  and  easier  with  their  customers 
than  the  liquor  merchants  of  any  other  city  in  the  United  States. 


Wherever  I   have  been  I  have  had  a  successful  trip.     I  ha 
found  that  after  all,  the  business  people,  in  our  line  of  trade  pji 
ticularly,  have  finally  discovered  that  San  Francisco,  unburned 
burned,   is  the  center  of  the  greater  part  of  the  Pacific  Coaij 
and  the  evidence  of  this  fact  will  not  be  forgotten.

TO  MAKE  DENATURED  ALCOHOL. 

The  Western  Distilleries  at  Agnews  has  announced  to  the  i 
ternal  revenue  authorities  that  it  is  preparing  to  go  into  the  mati', 
facture  of  denatured  alcohol  ucler  the  new  law,  which  allows  th. 
product  to  be  sold  free  of  tax  for  illuminating  and  burning  pu 
poses  and  for  use  in  the  arts.  The  bill  provides  that  the  alcob 
may  be  denatured  by  the  addition  of  10  per  cent,  of  wood  alcohc 
which  is  poisonous  and  unfits  the  alcohol  thus  treated  from  heir 
used  as  a  drink. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  industry  will  do  much  for  Californii 
and  that  it  will  prevent  the  price  of  coal  oal  and  gasoline  froi 
rising  any  higher  than  it  is  at  present,  and  may  even  force  a  low( 
rate.  It  is  said  that  denatured  alcohol  ma}-  l)e  made  and  retailel 
at  a  profit  for  20  cents  per  gallon.  i 

P.  A.  Brangier,  manager  and  large  stockholder  of  the  conceri. 
in  speaking  of  the  intentions  of  the  company,  said : 

"We  are  putting  in  three  new  buildings,  one  for  doubling  th 
output   of  the   factory,   a   second   for  denaturing  the  spirit  and 
third  for  extracting  potashes  and  fertilizers  from  our  residue." 

Mr.  Brangier  added  that  they  were  getting  from  France  a  larg 
still  "which."  he  said,  "just  as  the  one  we  have,  allows  us  to  mam 
facture  the  purest  spirits  in  the  United  States.  The  capacity  c 
the  present  machinery  is  5000  gallons  a  day.  When  the  new  m: 
chine  is  installed  the  company  can  produce  10,000  gallons  a  da; 

"We  have  four  big  tanks  for  housing  15,000  tons  of  molasse; 
or  two  and  one-half  million  gallons,  wdiich  we  get  from  every  bi 
sugar  refinery  on  the  coast." 

The  company  did  an  extensive  trade  with  Japan  prior  to  th 
war.  It  exported  considerable  spirit  for  the  manufacture  c 
smokeless  powder.  Under  a  contract  with  the  United  States  gov 
ernment  the  firm  is  supplying  the  California  powder  works  wit 
material  for  the  manufacture  of  smokeless  pow^der  for  the  arm 
and   navy. 

Forty-two  men  are  now-  employed  at  the  Agnews  headquarter; 
aliout  half  a  dozen  men  at  San  Francisco,  and  wdien  the  new^  en 
terprise  is  well  under  way  alx)ut  100  men  will  be  employed  at  th 
outset.  Further  emplovment  will  depend  on  the  growth  of  th 
business.  The  headquarters  of  the  company  is  at  628  Montgomer 
street,  San  Francisco.

HEX  it  was  announced  tliat  the  firm  of  llilbcrt  Brotliers 
was  to  retire  from  business  on  account  of  tlie  recent  hca\y 
1(S  bv  fire,  as  well  as  big  losses  from  two  previous  fires,  it  was 
rt  known  that  a  war  for  the  valuable  agencies  that  the  conipan}- 
lid  was  on  and  that  with  the  desire  to  get  these  agencies  certain 
c  the  firm's  creditors  were  attempting  to  force  the  Hilbert  people 
io  the  bankruptc}-  courts.  These  are  the  charges  that  are  no\^' 
ride  by  C.  F.  Humphrey,  one  of  the  attorneys  for  the  firm  and 
;i  making  them  there  is  much  said  in  defense  of  the  Hil- 
Itrts'  methods  of  tloing  business. 

I  ,At  a  meeting  held  in  the  home  of  C.  M.  Reynolds,  vice-presi- 
!^nt  of  the  company,  a  few  nights  ago,  representatives  of  five  large 
]istern  houses  were  appointed  a  committee  to  look  out  for  the 
iterests  of  the  creditors  of  the  company- 

The  California  creditors,  whose  claims  are  small  and  amount  to 
iout  $5000,  were  not  invited  to  attend.  The  attorney  for  the 
jilberts  made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  assets  of  the  con- 
(m  were  $379,000.  and  that  its  liabilities  amounted  to  $350,000. 
]  seems  that  of  the  $379,000  assets,  $234,000  is  in  merchandise 
ad  had  been  pledged  to  the  Western  National  Bank  to  secure  its 
(iim  of  $120,000  against  the  concern.  Further,  it  is  said  by  one 
(  the  attorneys  interested,  that  the  bank  on  May  22d  last,  in 
'der  to  satisfy  the   Hilbert  notes,   sold   the  $234,000  worth   of 

erchandise  to  one  George  Long  for  the  amount  of  the  bank's 
•aim — $  1 20,000. 

I  Mr.  Humphrey  says  that,  lea\ing-  out  all  questionable  accounts, 
lie  assets  of  the  firm  amount  to  $372,000  and  the  amount  of  the 
abilities  of  the  firm  is  $328,000.  It  is  said  that  the  creditors,  in 
rder  to  satisfy  their  claims,  are  trying  to  force  tlie  \\'estem  \a- 
onal  to  return  the  goods  it  took  to  satisfy  its  claim. 

"It  is  an  efifort  on  the  part  of  some  of  those  who  are  desirous  of 
;curing  some  of  the  agencies  of  the  Hilbert  Brothers  to  force 
lem  to  the  wall,"  said  Mr.  Humphrey  yesterday,  "when  the  firm 

now  willing  to  retire  gracefully  after  having  met  losses  that 
ould  ha\e  ruined  any  other  company.  The  Hilberts  have  assets 
hich  will  enable  them  to  meet  their  debts  and  this  they  desire 
.  do. 

"The  Hilberts  have  paid  off  e\ery  small  creditor  in  full  and  they 
ive  paid  all  of  their  employees  in  full.  They  are  pursuing  now 
leir  <ild  method  of  doing  business  on  honest  lines.  They  ask  an 
ctension  of  time,  as  many  other  firms  have  asked,  but  they  go 
irther — they  say  that  they  will  appoint  any  man  the  creditors 
lay  name  as  manager  of  the  firm's  business,  he  to  handle  all  of 
le  assets,  just  so  that  everybofly  will  be  treated  fairly.  Isn't  that 
fair  way  for  a  firm  to  act?"

TOM    KIRKPATRICK   SEES   PROMISING   FUTURE. 


CRESTA  BLANCA  BOOMING. 

J  I'SINESS  is  more  than  good,"  says  Clarence  J.  Wetmore, 
-*  head  of  the  house  of  Wetmore-Bowen  &  Company  of 
resta  Blanca  fame.  '"As  a  matter  of  fact."  continued  Mr.  Wet- 
ore,  "our  house  has  Ixjoked  more  orders  this  month  than  ever 
:fore.  and  there  seems  to  be  no  diminution.  Our  greatest  handi- 
.p  has  been  the  difficulty  in  getting  supplies  prom])tly.  We  have 
issed  that  stage,  fortunately,  and  wc  are  now  e(iui])i)ed  ])lentifully 
ith  bottles,  labels,  caps  and  cases,  etc.  Another  difficulty  coming 
an  aw^kward  time  is  the  strike  on  the  lumber  schooners,  etc., 
hich  makes  it  almost  impossil)le  to  get  Ixixes.  However,  this  will 
I  just  itself.  Speaking  of  the  volume  of  business,  we  have  orders 
ir  1200  cases  on  the  1x)oks  yet  to  fill,  while  the  business  done  in 
ine  was  only  alK)ut  $roo  less  than  the  total  June  business  ot  one 
jar  ago.  July  will  lie  a  'bumper'  month  with  us.  W'e  did  not 
Ivance  our  prices,  and  find  our  judgment  in  this  respect  was  good. 
^e  look  for  great  business  from  now  on." 


THO.MAS  KIRKPATRICK,  manager  of  the  house  of  A.  P. 
Hotaling  &  Co.,  429  Jackson  street,  is  one  of  the  most  level- 
headed and  successful  men  in  the  business,  and  one  whose  judg- 
ment is  seldom  wrong.  While  he  realizes  the  enormous  extent  of 
the  losses  to  business  men  and  property  holders,  still  he  takes  a 
very  optimistic  view  of  the  future.  In  speaking  on  this  subject, 
Mr.  Kirkpatrick  said  to  the  writer: 

"The  bad  effects  of  the  fire  are  not  confined  to  the  trade  of  the 
city.  On  the  contrary,  they  have  affected  the  trade  of  the  entire 
State,  and  this  condition  could  not  be  expected  to  suddenly  change 
for  the  better.  As  to  the  outlook,  it  is  all  that  could  be  expected 
or  asked  for.  There  will  be  money  to  rebuild  San  Francisco,  and 
this  money  will  directly  help  all  branches  of  industry  and  business 
throughout  California.  The  army  of  men  who  will  be  engaged  in 
the  rebuilding  of  the  city  will  make  a  market  for  the  products  of 
the  entire  State,  and  the  circulation  of  their  wages  will,  therefore, 
be  not  confined  to  the  city.  In  other  words,  it  will  go  back  and 
forth,  and  pass  through  the  various  hands  of  producer,  middleman 
and  retailer.  \\'hen  you  realize  that  probably  $300,000,000  will 
have  to  go  through  the  hands  of  laborers  and^skilled  mechanics, 
you  can  realize  what  all  this  means  to  the  prosperity  of  California. 

"It  goes  w'ithout  saying  that  the  owners  of  real  estate  here,  whose 
income  property  was  destroyed,  will  be  heavy  losers;  but  as  against 
this,  outside  capitalists  will  come  in  and  invest  when  they  see  that 
our  ow'n  people  have  the  enterprise  to  go  ahead  and  rebuild.  My 
own  personal  experience  will  give  an  illustration  of  how  eastern 
capital  feels  about  investing  here.  I  have  been  offered  by  eastern 
capitalists  all  the  money  I  want  to  put  uj)  a  modern  building  on  my 
lot  at  416  Kearny  street.  This  only  goes  to  show  that  where  a 
man  has  good  realty  property,  the  money  can  lie  found  with  which 
to  build,  because  these  men  of  means  are  seeking  good  investments. 
It  is  a  good  sign  when  such  men  lo-  k  u])  people  who  have  property 
holdings. 

"As  to  business,  I  would  say  that  we  did  more  'dumping'  in  June 
than  in  any  month  in  the  history  of  this  house.  In  short,  we  have 
had  all  the  business  we  could  handle.  The  house  w'as  lucky  in 
several  ways:  first,  in  saving  its  buildings  and  stock,  and,  second, 
in  "having  an  unusually  large  stock  on  hand,  in  excess  of  2000 
barrels.  The  most  serious  draw-back  at  the  ])resent  time  is  a  lack 
of  cooperage.  The  trade  has  also  been  long  handicapped  by  the 
great  difficulty  in  unbonding  ^vhiski^s.  W'e  now  have  a  new 
bonded  w-arehouse,  known  as  the  'St.uth  End  General  Bonded, 
No.  2.'

Each  Supervisor  can  order  any  saloon 
in  his  district  closed  when  he  deems  it  best  for  the  welfare  of  the 
community.

rHE  trade,  whicli,  fulluwing  the  San  Francisco  disaster,  was 
unusually  quiet,  has  picked  up  nicely  during  the  past  month, 
nd  there  is  every  evidence  the  improvement  will  continue  steadily 
Tom  now  on  until  the  normal  has  been  obtained.  The  retailers 
!.re  enjoying  an  excellent  business,  all  of  which  means  that  the 
vholesaler  and  jobber  will  have  his  day. 

The  daily  papers  of  this  city,  particularly  the  Times,  are  having 
inother  intemperance  spasm  o\er  the  tact  that  it  is  possible  to 
)btain  something  to  drink  in  this  town  on  a  Sunday.  It  seems 
;hat  during  the  recent  extreme  heated  term  some  of  the  restau- 
rants did  not  place  sufficient  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  general 
)ublic  obtaining  a  bottle  of  cool  beer  to  quench  their  thirst — they 
lid  not  serve  a  full-course  meal  with  every  bottle.  Hence  pages 
')n  pages  of  good  white  paper  were  spoiled  by  the  newspapers  in 
)rder  to  pander  to  the  long-haired  element,  who  would  not  go 
o  a  restaurant  to  get  a  bottle  of  beer,  but  who  have  it  carefully 
stored  away  in  their  own  ice  box.  This  is  all  a  "flash  in  the 
pan,"  in  which  the  Police  Department  gets  its  periodical  roast, 
ind  in  a  few  days  the  trouble  will  all  be  over,  and  Los  Angeles 
vill  ctmtinue  to  be  tlie  same  old  ""fake"    Sundav-closing  city. 


i  The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  continues  to  wear  the  medal 
as  one  of  the  most  enterprising  of  the  wine  institutions  of  Cali- 
iornia.  To  give  point  to  this  remark  it  inay  be  stated  that  they 
ire  now  erecting  a  two-story  stone  winery,  with  concrete  cellar 
and  concrete  foundation,  at  Cucamonga,  where  their  immense  vine- 
yards are  located.  The  splendid  stone  structure,  with  its  two 
■ilcors  and  basement,  covering  an  area  of  100x160  feet,  will  have 
a  storage  capacity  of  1,500.000  gallons,  making  it  one  of  the 
largest  wineries  in  the  land.  It  will  be  ready  to  handle  the 
:oming  vintage. 

Hugo  Goldschmidt  of  the  Southern  California  Wine  Company 
Is  in  a  very  comfortable  frame  of  mind  these  days.  Business 
with  his  various  stores  is  good  and  improving.  Speaking  of  the 
situation,  Mr.  Goldschmidt  said :  "Following  the  trouble  at  San 
Francisco  there  was  a  slump  in  our  trade,  as  well  as  in  all  other 
lines,  but  it  is  picking  up  nicely  now,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  by 
Fall  the  normal  conditions  will  obtain.  The  crop  outlook  is 
satisfactory.  There  will  not  be  a  large  yield,  but  it  will  be  fairly 
good,  and  barring  misfortunes  of  bad  weather,  the  quality  should 
be  excellent.  Conditions  here  in  the  wine  industry  are  on  a  safe 
basis,  and  everybody  is  confident  of  the  future.  I  expect,  as 
usual,  to  make  my  share  of  wines  this  season."  The  Southern 
California  Wine  Company  is  now  operating  three  highly  suc- 
cessful liquor  stores,  and  it  is  probable  that  still  another  will  be 
added  to  the  line  if  the  proper  location  can  be  secured. 


Speaking  of  the  crop  outlook.  President  Guasti  of  the  Italian 
Vineyard  Company,  said :  "The  crop  is  fairly  good,  but  it  could 
be  better.  We  expect,  barring  possible  bad  weather,  to  take  7000 
tons  of  grapes  from  our  own  vineyard  in  the  Cucamonga  Vallex'. 
The  crop  this  year  promises  to  be  nearly  four  times  greater  than 
it  was  last  season.  This  can  be  e.Kplained  by  .stating  that  last  year 
90  i)er  cent,  of  the  grape-growers  failed  to  sulpluu'  their  vines. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  used  sulphur 
freely  throughout  its  vineyards,  the  result  being  that  where  ad- 
joining grape-growers  got  one  ton  of  grapes  from  vineyards  on 
similar  soil,  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  got  four  tons,  or  a 
ratio  of  four  to  one.  The  object  lesson  was  such  that  this  year 
all  are  sulphuring,  and  4000  tons  of  sulphur  imported  from 
Europe  has  been  used  upon  the  I'ines;  hence  the  vast  change 
l)romised  in  the  crop  conditions. 

"There  was  some  damage  done  in  May  by  the  cloudy  and  foggy 
weather.  The  Cucamonga  Valley  will  probably  produce  16,000 
tons  this  vintage,  where  last  year  only  4000  tons  were  gathered. 


We  are  installing  this  season,  for  the  handling  of  the  grapes  from 
\ineyard  to  winery,  a  portable  railroad  track,  with  a  thirty-inch 
gauge,  and  sixteen-pound  rails,  which  is  so  constructed  that  it 
can  be  moved  from  section  to  section  of  the  vineyard  very  con- 
veniently, without  loss  of  time.  This  is  probably  the  first  vine- 
yard railroad  track  of  the  kind  to  be  laid  in  the  United  States. 
The  cars  are  so  constructed  as  to  dump  either  way,  and  they 
will  be  propelled  by  mule  power.  To  show  the  vast  saving  of 
time,  labor  and  expense,  one  mule  and  one  driver  will  move  six 
tons,  or  four  of  the  dump-car  loads  of  grapes.  The  old  way  re- 
quired six  mules,  three  wagons  and  three  drivers  to  move  the 
same  quantity  oi  grapes  with  less  promptitude.  The  scheme  will 
most  certainly  prove  a  marked  success." 

The  Italian  Vineyard  Company  planted  120  acres  of  new  vine- 
yards this  season.  Next  year  tney  will  plant  550  acres  more  at 
Cucamonga,  and  are  now  preparing  the  land.  The  company  now 
has  2800  acres  in  bearing  grapes,  and  hundreds  of  acres  that  will 
come  in  bearing  within  the  next  two  or  three  years.  President 
Guasti  says  that  everything  indicates  that  the  Cucamonga  Valley 
will  ere  long  become  one  of  the  great  sweet  wine  producing  dis- 
tricts of  the  world.  He  says  all  the  conditions,  climatic,  soil.  etc.. 
need  only  to  be  taken  advantage  of.  His  company  carries  fully 
1,000,000  gallons  of  reserve  stock  at  this  time. 


The  many  friends  of  Rol  King,  manager  of  the  Hollenbeck  Bar, 
Los  Angeles,  will  be  surprised  to  hear  that  he  submitted  to  an  oper- 
ation for  appendicitis  the  fore  part  of  the  month,  and  at  this  writing 
his  recovery  is  no  wise  certain.  Unfortunately,  Mr.  King  has 
had  several  previous  attacks,  none  of  which  required  the  use  of  the 
knife,  and  it  is  feared  his  sytsem  may  be  so  weakened  by  them  that 
he  may  not  be  able  to  rally  from  the  shock.

Gold  and  Silver  Medals  awarded  at  Mechanics* 
Fair  and  Midwinter  Exposition. 
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SEATTLE,  June  23.— The  saloon  men  of  Oregon  did  not 
awaken  to  the  danger  of  the  local-option  bill  until  it  was  too 
late,  and  as  a  result  about  two  hundred  saloons  are  forced  out 
of  business  by  the  "dry"  mandate  of  the  prohibition  election.  The 
check  on  the  liquor  traffic  is  considerable  and  the  wholesale  dealers 
will  feel  keenly  the  great  loss  of  trade.  At  the  election  held  in 
Oregon  the  7th  of  June  nine  of  the  twenty-three  precincts  went 
"dry."  Many  previous  "wet"  counties  were  captured  by  the  pro- 
hibition element  and  the  saloons  which  were  driven  out  thereby 
inimber  sixty  or  more.  In  "dry"  counties  the  saloons  will  number 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

The  net  loss  to  the  liquor  interests  growing  out  of  the  prohibition 
victories,  including  the  campaign  expenses,  is  estimated  to  be  about 
$700,000.  Besides  this  great  financial  loss  is  the  direct  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  brewers  of  the  state.  Those  who  are  acquainted 
with  the  situation  say  that  a  property  loss  of  $2500  for  every  sa- 
loon that  is  compelled  to  close  is  a  conservative  estimate.  As  at 
least  two  hundred  saloons  were  affected,  this  item  alone  amounts 
to  about  $500,000. 

In  all  of  the  counties  and  precincts  in  which  licjuor  elections  were 
held  the  liquor  interests  gained  but  one  real  victory.  That  was 
in  precincts  66  and  67  in  Multnomah  county,  which  voted  "wet." 
Precinct  67  is  at  St.  Johns  and  66  is  in  Portland,  but  they  were  put 
together  in  hope  that  the  Portland  vote  would  overcome  the  liquor 
majority  in  St.  Johns.  As  two  years  ago  St.  Johns  voted  "dry," 
this  is  considered  a  great  victory  by  the  saloon  men. 

Liquor  men  say  that  just  as  much  money  will  be  spent  for 
liquor  in  Oregon  as  before,  but  that  the  In-ewei-s,  nevertheless,  will 
be  losers.  They  say  that  in  all  of  the  counties  in  which  prohibition 
is  enforced  a  great- deal-of  whisky  will  be  consumed,  and  but  little 
beer.  This  will  greatly  decrease  the  demand  for  beer,  a  greater 
part  of  which  is  brewed  in  the  state. 

In  the  "dry"  counties  whisky  will  be  sold  by  the  drug  stores  and 
"bootleggers,"  the  liquor  men  claim;  but  very  little  beer,  as  it  is 
too  bulky  to  be  readily  concealed. 

The  prohibitionists  expect  to  get  another  election  called  for 
next  year.  They  will  try  to  vote  "dry"  one  county  after  another 
until  prohibition  is  enforced  practically  all  over  Oregon.  They 
believe  they  can  do  away  with  the  saloon  people  entirely  and  con- 
trol the  state. 

The  Washington  Liquor  Dealers"  Association  is  preparing  for  a 
fight  in  the  next  Legislature,  to  prevent  the  passage  of  a  local- 
opti<jn  bill,  either  modeled  after  the  Oregon  law  or  copying  the 
features  of  that  act.  The  liquor  dealers  will  iiave  to  work  harder 
than  they  have  before  since  Territorial  days.  It  is  said  that  the 
liquor  dealers  have  lost  practically  all  of  Eastern  Washington,  even 
before  the  campaign  opens.  The  statement  was  made  that  if  local 
option  prevailed  in  Eastern  Washington,  the  only  towns  certain 
not  to  go  "dry"  would  be  Clelum,  Ellensberg,  Walla  Walla  and 
Spokane.  There  might  be  others  gained,  but  these  are  the  only 
ones  counted  on  by  the  liquor  dealers.  The  brewers  have  mani- 
fested a  spirit  oi  indifference  up  to  a  short  time  ago. 

The  result  of  the  Oregon  election  has  alarmed  the  brewers  and 
liquor  interests,  and  they  will  make  a  stand  in  Eastern  Washing- 
ton, but  they  believe  they  will  have  to  do  the  greater  part  of  their 
work  in  the  western  part  of  the  state. 

Mayor  Wright  of  Tacoma  vetoed  the  reform  saloon  ordi- 
nance twice  after  it  had  passed  the  council,  and  as  a  result  they 
have  declared  that  tliey  have  the  strength  to  defeat  and  put  out  of 
business  every  saloon  in  the  city.  It  looked  for  a  time  as  if  they 
would  succeed,  as  some  licenses  were  about  out  and  applications 
were  coming  for  new  ones.  They  refused  to  grant  them  at  any 
price.  The  mayor  gave  them  permission  then  to  sell  without  a 
license.  This  brought  things  to  a  very  bad  stand  for  the  mayor, 
as  they  now  threaten  to  impeach  him. 


Mayor  Moore  of  Seattle  has  refused  to  approve  the  bond  for  t| 
transfer  of  the  Oak  Leaf  saloon  license  until  forced  tO'  by  the  couj 
The  saloon  is  on  Third  avenue,  near  Cherry,  and  they  wish  to  i' 
move  it  to  the  King  County  property  on  Jefiferson  street.

The  main  object  at  tliis  time  is  to 
get  all  the  news  and  statistical  information  obtainable  into  the 
hands  of  its  readers.  So  to  these  we  would  say  kindly  bear  with 
us  until  such  time  as  we  can  get  our  forces  properly  readjusted. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  subscribers  of  the  Review 
and  the  advertisers  as  well,  for  their  prompt  response  to  the  request 
for  information  regarding  the  dates  of  subscriptions,  etc.  The  result 
of  the  issuance  of  the  pink  slip  of  the  Calamity  Number  was  sur- 
prising. However,  there  are  many  who  have  not  forwarded  the 
desired  information,  and  these  we  would  earnestly  urge  to  favor 
the  editor  with  the  facts  desired. 


EFFECT  OF  THE  RAISE  OF  WINE  PRICES. 

PRIOR  to  the  action  of  the  leadiHg^s-vvme  men  of  the  State  in 
the  raising  of  the  price  of  wine,  there  was  a  wide  discussion 
and  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  what  the  immediate  effect  would 
be  upon  the  market,  and  particularly  upon  that  great  consumer  of 
common  wines — ^New  Orleans.  Some  of  the  wisest  men  in  the  busi- 
ness believed  that  such  an  advance  would  make  an  opening  for  the 
wines  of  Ohio  and  Missouri,  the  character  of  which  is  well  known 
ti>  the  readers  of  the  Review,  the  bulk  of  them  being  largely  wines 
in  name  only.  These  gentlemen  were  certainly  possessors  of  fore- 
sight, for  the  expected  has  happened.  The  eastern  people  have  got 
into  that  market  all  right,  and  they  succeeded  in  initting  in  2500 
barrels  in  May.  This  was  a  severe  jolt  to  California  dealers,  partic- 
ularly as  it  is  such  a  plain  object  lesson,  going  to  show  that  the 
dealers  there  prefer  to  take  anything  in  the  guise  of  wine  rather 
than  pay  the  few  cents  advance  made  in  Califorina.  We  cannot 
afford  to  abandon  that  market  to  other  competitors,  as  it  is  the  great 
escape  valve  for  the  trade,  and  they  must  contrive  to  dislodge  the 
easterners  and  reinstate  California  wines.  This  is  the  hard  prob- 
lem they  have  to  solve.  Whether  they  can  do  so  under  present 
conditions  remains  to  be  seen. 

In  speaking,  of  the  New  Orleans  proposition.  President  Rossi,  of 
the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  said  :  "The  wines  <if  Ohio  and  Missouri 
never  got  into  that  market  before,  and  this  mishai)  is  certainly  an 
unfortunate  one.  We  have  this  proposition  confronting  us,  and 
still  there  is  something  that  is  fully  as  menacing — that  is,  that  cer- 
tain people  are  getting  crazy  about  high  prices  for  wines  and  higher 
prices  for  grapes.  After  we  have  once  lost  trade,  it  will  be  a  serious 
and'  costly  matter  to  regain  it.  A  good  many  people  think  that 
because  a  small  quantity  of  fine  wine  is  consumed  at  good  prices, 
the  bulk  wine  should  also  command  equal  figures.  This  is  obviously 
wrfing,  because  it  is  to  the  drinkers  of  these  middle-class  wines  that 
we  must  look  for  the  main  support  of  our  industry. 

"Now  it  is  well  known  that  the  consumers  of  these  wines  are 
the  middle  and  the  lower  classes  of  people,  and  they  are  certainly 
not  going  to  pay  any  fancy  prices  for  their  wines  which  are  used 
as  part  of  their  daily  food.  The  high-price  crv  for  California  wines 
is  not  the  thing  these  days.  What  we  need  is  a  more  extended 
ir.arket,  and. that  cannot  be  gained  by  continuing  to  advance  the 
price  of  our  wines.  We  must,  on  the  contrary,  endeavor  to  keep 
,t|iem  pure  anfl  wholesome,  and  sell  them  at  a  reasonable  figure.     In 


no  other  way  can  the  industry  be  put  in  the  position  in  which  it 
btiongs.  I 

"The  Pure-Food  Bill  which  has  passed  Congress  is  hardly  ex- 
pected to  accomplish  much  aimed  at  in  the  original  measure,  the 
many  amendments  having  greatly  weakened  it;  still  it  is  a  long 
sicp  in  the  right  direction  because  of  the  fact  that  it  w'all  lead  tO; 
better  things.  In  the  future  it  will  be  much  easier  to  legislate  cm 
the  pure-food  proposition  than  it  has  been  in  the  past." 


THESE  TROUBLOUS  TIMES. 


THAT  troubles  never  come  singly,  as  the  "old  saw"  has  it,  is 
proven  by'the  trials  of  the  merchants  of  San  Francisco  who 
suffered  first  from  earthquake,  and  then  were  wiped  out  by  fire; 
then  as  soon  as  they  got  in  a  position  to  ship  by  sea  the  sailors 
and  longshoremen's  strike  shut  them  o'rf  in  that  direction,  prac- 
tically, and  now  when  they  are  fully  equipped  with  stocks  to  sup- 
ply the  trade  throughout  the  Coast  by  rail,  they  find  the  railroads  in 
what  might  be  called  a  helpless  state,  seriously  blockaded  by  east 
and  west-lxiund  shipments  on  the  overland,  and  by  the  great  vol- 
ume of  business  on  the  lines  up  and  down  the  Coast.  So  in  these 
times  it  takes  pbilosophers  to  make  successful  merchants  in  San 
Francisco  or  Oakland. 

The  most  striking  feature  of  the  results  of  the  disaster  is  the 
general  cheerfulness  that  pervades  the  liquor  trade  in  particular.^ 
They  are  not  only  cheerful,  but  have  no  "tears  for  spilled  milk." 
Their  sole  ambition  seems  to  be  to  get  things  going,  to  accomplish 
something,  in  the  direction  of  the  re-establishment  of  the  business 
that  went  up  in  smoke.  That  this  will  be  accomplished,  and  that 
at  an  early  date,  no  man  of  observation  need  doubt.  If  there  is 
any  uncertainty  as  to  this  proposition,  it  is  only  necessary  to  go 
among  these  cheerful  fellows  and  hear  them  talk  and  see  what  they 
have  accomplished,  to  be  convinced  that  they  are  going  to  do  their 
full  share  or  more  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  destroyed  city. 
Those  who  have  temporarily  been  compelled  to  locate  elsewhere 
are  the  only  ones  who  appear  to  be  unhappy,  and  that  is  not  on 
account  of  their  losses,  but  because  of  their  exile.  These  men  will 
go  back  to  their  beloved  city  as  soon  as  the  Lord  permits. 


THEODORE  GIER  ON  THE  FUTURE. 

THEODORE  GIER  of  Theo.  Gier  &  Company,  Oakland,  is  a 
very  busy  man  these  days.  The  house  is  rushed  with  orders 
all  the  time,  and  that  is  due,  first,  to  the  high  quality  of  the  goods; 
second,  popularity  of  the  firm,  and  third,  the  increased  business 
which  went  to  Oakland  by  reason  of  the. catastrophe  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Speaking  of  the  crop  situation,  Mr.  Gier  said  to  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Review  : 

"I  have  just  returned  from  an  inspection  of  my  vineyards  in 
Napa  and  Livermore  valleys,  and  found  the  outlook  for  the  vintage 
is  good.  I  believe  in  a  resistant  vineyard,  and  have  planted  fifteen 
acres  in  Livermore,  fifteen  acres  in  Napa,  and  thirty  at  St.  Helena, 
every  year  for  the  past  five  years.  Now  I  have  about  600  acres. 
I  intend  to  plant  1 50  acres  more  in  the  next  two  years. 

"I  have  the  utmost  faith  in  the  future  of  the  California  wine  in- 
dustrv.  We  have  only  to  re-establish  our  vineyards  with  stocks 
resistant  to  phyloxera  and  vines  that  are  sufficiently  hardy  to  with- 
stand other  diseases  prevalent  in  this  State,  then  to  make  our  wines 
properly,  mature  them  carefully,  and  market  them  in  the  right  way, 
to  make  this  one  of  the  grandest  industries  in  the  land. 

"The  liquor  trade  is  more  than  good.  We  have  been  getting  new 
customers  and  I  find  my  business  very  prosperous.  Conditions  are 
entirely  satisfactory.  Oakland  is  now  an  established  shipping 
point,  and  from  now  on  will  be  recognized  as  such." 

Messrs.  Sherwood  &  Sherwood  of  534  Thirteenth  street,  Oak- 
land, are,  notwithstanding  the  handicap  of  inadequate  facilities  for 
not  only  receiving  but  sliipping  goods,  doing  a  large  business  in 
all  their  special  lines.

Schramsberger  Napa  Valley  wines,  and  many  others.  It  is  under- 
stood that  Messrs.  Sherwood  &  Sherwood  will  ere  long  locate  not 
far  from  their  old  quarters  on  Market  street,  San  Francisco. 
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DITOR  oi'  I'aciI'Ic  W'jxe  a.\u  Spirit  Review;  In  comply- 
ing with  personal  request  made  by  you  to  furnish  you  for 
(iiir  paper  a  brief  outline  of  the  present  status  and  progress  of  ex- 
viinients  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  experimental 
iiieyards  in  California,  would  say  since  our  last  interview  twelve 
icres  have  been  set  aside  at  the  plant  introduction  garden  at  Chico 
or  a  varietal  collection  vineyard  and  grape  nursery  work.  An- 
ither  experimental  vineyard  has  been  established  at  Colfax,  Placer 
■Diinty,  Calift)rnia,  and  plantings  made  in  it. 

The  problems  ])ursuc(l  in  the  experimental  vineyards  ha\-e  been 
iireviously  explained  and  published  by  you.  The  number  of  varieties 
ilanted  and  grafted  at  each  of  these  vineyards  is  as  follows: 

Oakville,  lo  i-j  acres,  207  resistant  and  direct  producers,  and  168 
iVinifera  and  16  .\merican  and  hybrid  x'arieties,  grafted  on  resistant 
stocks. 

Fresno,  6  1-4  acres,  168  resistant  and  direct  producers,  and  53 
\1nifera  varieties  grafted  on  resistant  stock. 

Cucamonga,  6  acres,  280  Vinifera  \arieties  and  58  resistant  and 
direct  producers. 

Colfax,  I  1-4  acres,  70  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct  producers. 

Geyserville,  one  acre,  80  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct  pro- 
ducers. 

Lodi,  I  4-5  acres,  91  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct  producers. 

Liverniore,  i  i-io  acres,  95  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct  pro- 
ducers. 

Mountain  \'iew,  i  1-2  acres,  107  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct 
producers. 

■  Sonoma,  i  1-2  acres,  104  varieties  of  resistant  antl  direct  pro- 
ducers. 

Chico,   1-2  acre,   120  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct  producers. 

Gra])e  nursery,   150  \arieties  of  resistant  and  direct  producers. 

The  first  plantings  at  Oakville  and  Fresno  were  made  in  spring 
of  1903:  those  at  Cucamonga,  Geyserville,  Lodi,  Livermore,  Moun- 
tain View  and  Sonoma  in  1904;  Colfax  and  Chico  in  1906.  The 
first  field  grafting  experiments  were  made  at  Oakville  and  Fresno 
in  spring  of  1905.  Additions  are  being  made  to  the  varieties 
planted  and  grafted  as  rapidly  as  investigations  and  observations 
dictate,  it  being  the  intention  to  collect  and  test  on  resistant  stock 
at  the  Oak\ille  vineyard,  wdiich  is  in  one  of  the  leading  dry-wine- 
producing  districts,  all  such  wine  varieties  from  different  parts  of 
the  world  as  it  is  thought  will  be  of  value  to  the  Pacific  Slope.  At 
the  Fresno  vineyard,  which  is  in  the  center  of  the  raisin  district, 
it  is  the  intention  to  test  all  raisin,  currant  and  kindred  varieties. 
In  view  of  the  entirely  different  conditions  prevailing  south  of  the 
Tehachapi  Pass,  especially  in  the  desert  region,  tests  for  ascer- 
taining what  varieties  are  best  suited  to  such  conditions  are  carried 
on  at  Cucamonga.  The  smaller  outlying  vineyards  are  for  testing 
varieties  in  such  other  vineyards,  soils  and  climatic  conditions  as  are 
not  found  in  the  three  larger  \'ineyards,  such  as  deep  soils,  gravelly, 
clay,  calcareous,  shallow,  hillside,  valley  and  sandy  soils;  higher 
and  lower  altitudes  and  climatic  conditions  caused  by  nearness  to 
and  distance  from  ocean,  bays  and  other  bodies  of  water,  and  to 
bring  out  the  typical  difference  of  jjroducts  derived  from  different 
sections. 

In  the  varietal  collection  vineyard  at  the  plant  introduction  gar- 
den at  Chico,  California,  it  is  the  intention  to  assemble  and  maintain 
two  plants  each  of  all  such  varieties  as  have  shown  special  fitness 
for  s])ecific  purposes.  One  hundred  and  twenty  varieties  have  been 
planted  this  spring.  In  the  grape  nursery  at  the  same  place  last 
spring  cuttings  of  79  varieties,  and  this  spring  cuttings  of  at  least 
150  varieties  of  resistant  and  direct  producers  have  been  planted  to 
ascertain  readings  regarding  their  relative  rooting  qualities  and 
their  commercial  value  for  vineyard  purposes. 

In  the  experimental  vineyards  the  first  jjlantings  made  in  1903 
have  reached  that  stage  when  various  problems  under  study  are 
yielding  returns.  Data  on  many  resistant  varieties  have  l>een  col- 
lected and  many  interesting  jioints  have  already  shown  themselves. 


The  field  grafting  experiments  made  last  year  were  quite  successful, 
and  have  already  given  us  a  lot  of  interesting  readings  in  the  relation 
of  different  stocks  to  different  Vinifera  varieties.  Extensive  addi- 
tional grafting  tests  were  put  in  this  year,  and  some  interesting 
:ongeniality  readings  and  fruiting  data  will  be  obtained  in  the 
near  future.  A  lot  of  data  has  been  collected  on  the  adaptability 
of  varieties  that  appear  to  adjust  themselves  remarkably  well  to  dif- 
ferent soils,  as  well  as  on  such  as  00  exceedingly  well  on  some  soils 
and  fail  entirely  on  others.  It  is,  however,  our  opinion  that  these 
readings  have  not  extended  over  a  sufficient  number  of  seasons  to 
be  accepteil  as  final  readings. 

Record  of  rainfall  is  being  kept  at  all  the  vineyards,  and  tem- 
perature records  at  the  three  larger  vineyards. 

Special  efforts  are  made  to  induce  grape-growers  to  visit  these 
vineyards,  so  as  to  profit  by  the  investigations  carried  on  in  them. 
Stejjs  were  taken  to  have  the  names  conspicuously  placed  on  the 
varieties,  the  grafted  as  well  as  the  resistants,  so  that  comparative 
studies  can  be  made  by  all  who  are  sufficiently  interested  to  take 
the  trouble  to  visit  them. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Hecke  having  resigned,  Mr.  .Andrew  Rasmussen  of 
Calistoga  has  been  appointed  to  look  after  such  work  as  was  here- 
tofore looked  after  by   Mr.   Hecke.

NEW  SALOON  REGULATIONS. 

THE  Police  Commissioners  at  their  regular  meeting  on  June 
22  passed  a  number  of  regulations  for  the  attention  of  sa- 
loon men  and  i  thers  engag'ed  in  the  liquor  business.  All  persons 
engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic,  whether  as  saloon  men,  grocery 
men  with  bar  attachments,  or  clubs,  must  file  at  once  an  application 
for  a  renewal  of  permit.  The  object  is  to  bring  liefore  the  Board 
and  the  Chief  of  Police  all  saloon  n'en  who  desire  to  relocate, 
especially  those  persons  who  formerly  conducted  a  combination 
grocery  and  bar.  In  the  latter  case  certain  requirements  will  have 
to  be  luet  liy  the  holders  of  licenses  as  to  the  separation  of  the 
grocery  and  bar,  the  doors  of  each  not  to  be  less  than  fifteen  feet 
apart,  and  the  wall  partition  to  De  composed  of  lath  and  plaster 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.  The  latter  regulation  may  be  subject  to  modification  in 
individual  cases,  where  it  would  be  impossilile  for  the  front  s])ace 
to  permit  of  the  doors  being  fifteen  feet  apart. 

In  the  matter  of  se]:)arating  the  grocery  and  bar.  Comiuissioner 
Reagan  emphatically  advocated  the  wisdom  of  the  move,  stating 
that  as  an  evidence  of  the  bad  faith  wliicli  the  corner  grocery  and 
bar  men  had  kept  with  the  order  of  the  Commissioners  and  the 
])roclamation  of  the  Mayor,  he  would  be  willing  to  wager  that  not 
4  per  cent,  of  the  corner  grocery  bars  in  the  city  had  scrupulously 
li\ed  up  to  the  regulations  against  the  sale  of  liquor.  The  eight 
resolutions  passed  by  the  Board  are  as  follows: 

First — That  e\'ery  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  sdoon- 
keeper  on  the  i8th  day  of  April,  1906,  under  permit  from  the  saitl 
Board,  be  notified  to  file  at  once  his  application  for  renewal  of  suc!i 
permit. 

Second — That  e\ery  person  engaged  in  the  bu-iness  of  keeping 
a  combination  grocer)-  and  liar  on  the  iSth  da_\  of  .\j;iril,  1906, 
under  ])enuit  from  the  sad  Board,  who  dcsrres  t  >  engage  in  busi- 
ness of  keeping  a  saloon  or  bar  separate  and  distinct  from  and 
w'thout  communication  with  the  said  grocery,  be  notified  to  file  at 
once  his  application  for  a  permit  to  engage  in  the  business  of  keep- 
ing a  saloon  or  bar  separate  and  distinct  from  and  without 
commun'cation  with  the  said  grocery. 

Third — That  ever}'  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  keeping  a 
restaurant,  hotel,  boarding-house  or  lodging-house,  and  who,  on 
the  i8th  dav  of  .April,  1906,  was  dispensing  li(|U(ir  under  permit 
from  the  said  Board,  be  notified  to  file  at  once  his  application  for  a 
renewal  of  such  permit. 

Fourth — That  every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  maintain- 
ing or  operating  a  Iwwling  alley  or  billiard  parlor,  and  who,  on  the 
1 8th  day  of  April,  1906,  was  dispensing  liquor  under  permit  from 
said  Board,  be  notified  to  file  at  once  his  application  for  renewal  of 
such  permit. 

Fifth — ^That  every  incorporated  club  which,  on  the  i8th  day  of 
April,  i9o6,was  dispensing  liquor  under  permit  from  the  said 
Board,  be  notified  to  file  at  once  its  application  for  renewal  of  such 
permit. 

Sixth — That  every  person  who,  on  the  i8th  day  of  April,  1906, 
was  dispensing  liquor  in  less  quantity  than  one  quart,  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises,  under  a  sealed  package  permit,  so  called, 
from  the  said  Board,  be  notified  to  file  at  once  his  application  for 
the  renewal  of  such  permit. 

Seventh — That  every  person  who,  cm  the  i8th  day  of  .\pril,  1906, 
was  selling,  disposing  of  or  otherwise  dispensing  li(juor  under  per- 
mit from  the  said  Board,  be  notified  to  file  at  once  his  application 
for  renewal  of  such  permit. 

Eighth — That  all  permits  granted  on  application  for  renewal 
shall  be  granted  for  the  location  designated  in  the  former  permit, 
but  under  special  circumstances  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said 
Board,  may  justify  the  same,  the  application  for  the  renewal  may 
be  accompanied  by  an  application  for  a  transfer  to  some  neighbor- 
ing location.

f  N  fornuilating  tlie  ordinance  regarding  the  liqiu)i"  traflic  in  this 
A      city  the  PbHce  Commissioners  took  a  step  that  has  long  been 
ulvocated  by  this  paper  with  reference  to  restaurants  where  hquors 
lie  served,  namely,  rcciuiring  sucli  places  to  pay  the  same  license 
IS  retail  licjuor  dealers.     This  appears  to  be  eminently  fair  to  the 
,aloon  man,  but  now  comes  the  restaurant  man,  who  insists  that 
inasmuch  as  he  is  required  to  pay  a  saloon  license,  the  retail  liquor 
dealer  should  not  be  permitted  to  run  a  saloon  and  a  restaurant 
as   well,    under   one   license.     There    is     no    cpiestion    that   he    is 
eminently  right  in  this  proposition.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  "free 
lunch,"  or  saloon  lunch,  should  be  a  part  of  the  business  of  a  retail 
liquor  place;  but  prior  to  the  fire  the  first-class  saloons  particularly, 
were  rapidly  becoming  transformed   into  a   combination  of  two- 
thirds  salcion  and  one-third  restaurant,  and  the  tendency  was  to  go 
further. 

It  is  probable  that  by  reason  of  the  fire,  the  great  increase  in  the 
license  tax,  and  the  consequently  less  competition  in  the  liquor 
traffic,  this  lunch  feature  will  not  again  become  prominent. 
We  do  not  know  whether  it  lies  within  the  iwwer  of  the  commis- 
sioners to  prevent  a  saloon  man  from  serving  food  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  past,  1>ut  in  eastern  cities  such  legislation  has  been 
found  constitutional,  and  the  saloon  lunch  counters  in  some  such 
cities  are  restricted  to  crackers  and  cheese. 

This  proposition  will  probably  come  to  the  official  attention  of 
the  Commissioners  at  an  early  date,  as  there  is  bound  to  be  a  clash 
(in  the  subject  between  liquor  dealers  and  restaurant  men  by  reason 
of  the  rapid  extension  of  their  respective  businesses  in  the  near 
future. 


Barney  Tracy  and  Captain  White,  who  conducted  the  famous 
Dbme  saloon,  opposite  the  new  City  Hall,  for  many  years,  have 
opened  their  place  on  the  old  site,  and  will  give  a  proper  welcome 
to  their  many  friends. 


Rainier  beer,  which  enjoyed  a  great  popularity  prior  to  the  recent 
disturbance,  is  in  even  greater  demand  now.  The  local  bottling 
establishment  was  not  destroyed  by  fire,  and  is  fully  equipped  for 
handling  all  <irders.  It  is  one  of  the  busiest  j^laces  in  San 
Francisco. 


Cius  Massey,  one  of  the  best-known  men  in  the  retail  liquor 
trade  of  the  city,  has  taken  the  management  of  the  Unity,  2007 
Fillmore  street.  The  place  is  very  centrally  located,  and  quite 
handsomely  fitted.  It  is  certainly  destined  tn  dn  a  large  and  pmfit- 
able  business  during  the  rebuilding  of  the  burnt  portion  of  the 
city,  ]iarticularly  under  the  management  of  .Massey.  The  opening 
was  hiehlv  successful  in  everv  wav. 


The  .V.  Berta  Company,  one  of  the  largest  green  grocers  and 
inipdrters  of  fruits  in  the  city,  long  located  at  Montgomery  and 
Clay  streets,  are  now  at  Eleventh  and  Market  streets,  in  what  is 
called  the  New  San  Francisco  Market.  This  is  the  finest  market 
building  ever  erected  in  the  city,  and  the  Berta  Company,  which 
largely  supplied  the  swell  bars  and  cafes  of  San  Francisco  witii 
fruits  and  vegetables,  are  now  ready  to  serve  the  trade  as  hereto- 
fore.     Remember  the  number. 


Tom  Lindsc}-.  the  well  know  retailer,  whose  place  was  adjoning 
the  Hall  of  Justice  on  Washington  Street  intends  to  stay  with  that 
section  of  the  city.

It  is  now  handsomely  fittec 
up,  and  IS  even  more  attractive  than  it  was  previous  to  the  conflagra 
tion.  It  IS  one  of  the  best  equipped  i^laces  in  the  city,  and  makes  ; 
specialty  not  only  of  fine  goods,  but  of  fine  service.  The  place  i 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  Henry  Kistenmacher,  the  brother 
Fred,  being  ,n  charge  of  the  famous  Arbordale  Bar  and  Restauran 
in  Sausahto.  This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and  best  conductec 
trans-bay  resorts  in  the  Bay  region.  It  is  hard  to  beat  as  a  rnone^ 
maker.  ^ 


Messrs.  Kilburn  &  Hayden.  the  well-known  proprietors  of  th< 
former  magnificent  Ferry  Cafe,  at  32  Market  street,  which  wa< 
destroyed  by  fire  a  few  weeks  after  its  opening,  have  decided  to  re- 
open the  Ferry  Cafe.  It  will  be  located  at  16  Third  street  th( 
former  site  of  the  original  Ferry  Cafe.  Thev  have  taken  a  'lono 
lease  of  the  land,  and  will  erect  a  substantial  two-story  brick  buikh 
ing,  which  IS  to  be  ready  for  opening  by  the  middle  of  September 
this  year.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  its  equipment  will  be 
the  very  best  that  is  obtainable  at  this  time.  The  Ferry  Cafe  was 
one  of  the  most  artistic  bar-rooms  in  America.

to  Oakland,  where  he  bought  a  place  at  838  Broadway,  near  Seventh 
street  and  immediately  resumed  business  in  the  same  old  suc- 
cessful wav. 


"Jack  •  Stafford,  who  conducted  the  El  Paso  Cafe  at  Batterv  and 
California  streets,  has  transferred  his  license  from  that  point  to'  1024 
Fillmore  street,  where  it  is  understood  he  will  be. identified  with  the 
business. 
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Work  on  the  big  wine  cellar  of  Lachman  &  Jacobi,  at  East  Peta- 
luina,  was  begun  by  the  bricklayers  the  fore  part  of  the  month  and 
the  C(-)nipletion  of  the  building  will  be  hastened  as  fast  as  possible. 
It  will  recjuire  one  million  brick  for  the  main  structure  and  as  many 
more  for  the  minor  buildings.  The  main  building  will  probably  be 
the  largest  in  the  county.  Work  on  the  spur  track  of  the  California 
Northwestern  to  the  vaults  will  be  commenced  in  a  few  days.

Their  case  goods  are 
in  unusual  great  demand,  and  they  find  it  almost  impossible 
to  get  boxes,  owing  to  the  strike  of  the  lumber-schooner  sailors. 
The  company  is  in  new  quarters  on  Harrison  street,  between  Third 
and  Fourth  streets.  The  building  is  75  by  160  feet,  extending 
from  street  to  street,  thereby  affording  exceptional  shipping  facili- 
ties. They  have  one  of  the  best  bottling  departments  in  the 
country,  and  are  in  excellent  shape  to  handle  a  large  and 
growing  volume  of  business.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  month 
President  J.  F.  Moroney  took  a  run  into  the  country  to  secure  some 
well-earned   rest.

Oakland  is  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  bay.  They  went  there  tii  es- 
cape the  flames  and  will  return  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  We 
are  informed  by  Mr.  Schraubstadter  that  they  have  entered  into  a 
ten  years'  lease  for  a  two-story  and  basement  building  to  be  located 
on  the  old  site  at  809  Montgomery  street.  The  building  will  be 
equipped  with  a  sidewalk  elevator  and  an  elevator  within  the  build- 
ing, operated  by  electricity.  The  quarters  will  be  large  and  the 
building  will  have  high  ceiHngs  in  order  that  large  cooperage  can 
be  used.  The  contract  calls  for  the  building  to  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy by  August  1st.

Of  course  this  congestion  will  be 
of  short  duration,  and  then  the  house  will  return  to  the  big 
volume  of  business  which  it  enjoyed  previous  to  the  fire. 


The  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company  were  among  the  most  enter- 
prising of  the  trade  in  getting  themselves  settled  in  permanent 
quarters.  They  are  now  located  in  their  own  establishment  at  434 
Bryant  street,  a  few  doors  from  the  former  site  of  the  Gundlach- 
Bundschu  winery.  The  building  is  65x175  feet  deep,  having  two 
floors,  a  gallery  and  cellar,  giving  large  floor  space  for  the  handling 
of  their  extensive  business.  They  announce  that  they  are  in  a 
position  to  supply  the  trade  with  all  their  brands  as  heretofore. 
Their  Perfection  Cherries  in  Maraschino  are  as  fine  as  ever,  and  the 
company  is  ready  to  fill  all  orders  for  all  their  kinds  of  crystal- 
lized goods.  All  their  brands  will  be  the  same  high  grade  as  in 
the  past. 


The  army  of  good  livers  who  for  years  enjoyed  the  hospitality 
of  Jules,  at  the  Viticultural  Cafe  on  Pine  street  below  Montgomery, 
will  certainly  be  glad  to  know  that  the  veteran  caterer,  though 
burned  out,  has  not  retired  from  business,  but  announces  that  he 
will  open  his  new  cafe  at  Bush  and  Montgomery,  about  the  loth  of 
July,  where  he  will  be  prepared  to  furnish  the  public  with  just  as 
good  things  to  eat  as  heretofore.  The  quarters  will  not  be  so  com- 
modious or  imposing  and  we  do  not  know  that  there  will  be  a 
musical  adjunct,  but  we  do  know  that  will  be  the  place  to  go  when 
you  want  something  good  to  eat.  The  wine  men  of  the  city  should 
certainly  gives  Jules  a  rally  to  start  him  properly  when  he  opens,  as 
he  has  done  much  for  the  promotion  of  the  consumption  of  Cali- 
fornia wines. 


The  California  Bottling  Company  will  erect  at  once  a  two-story 
frame  building  on  its  old  site  on  Harrison  street,  between  Eighth 
and  Ninth.

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WILL   STUDY    VINE   DISEASES. 

Berkeley^  June  25. — As  a  special  scholar  in  research  work  in 
/iticulture  at  the  University  of  California,  Alfred  Fournier,  one 
:)f  the  leading  experts  in  the  viticultural  line  in  the  country,  has 
■jeen  appointed  to  study  the  various  forms  of  grape  blight  and  vine 
disease. 

He  will  carry  on  a  number  of  experiments  in  blights  and  diseases 
Df  vines  and  grapes,  and  ot¥er,  if  possible,  remedies  to  the  farmers 
5f  California.  In  solving  this  question  Mr.  Fournier  will  take  into 
ronsideration  the  fact  that  different  sections  of  the  country  demand 
differet  treatments  in  so  far  as  the  blights  are  concerned. 

He  will  not  be  hamijered  in  his  work  by  any  college  courses,  but 
will  devote  his  entire  time  to  mastering  this  difficult  problem  that 
s  foremost  in  the  thoughts  of  the  growers.  Fournier  will  reach 
DUt  into  untried  branches  of  the  questicin.  thus  making  bis  work 
;ntirelv  original. 


BIG  VINEYARD   PROJECT. 

Harvesters  will  commence  this  week  clearing  the  section  of  rich 
landy  loam  land  which  the  San  Joaquin  Vineyard  Company  will 
;oon  transform  into  a  splendid  grape-producing  tract.  The  land

/ill  give  all  the  pleasant  effects  that  usually  accompany  the 
old-style-stuff,"  without  any  of  the  bad  after-effects.  Many  here 
re  quite  excited  over  the  prosi>ects  and  possibilities  promised  by 
le  promoters  of  the  new  Lodi  brandy.

He  expects  to  remove  here  during  the 
lining  year  to  reside  permanently.  Mr.  Lockwood  recently  dis- 
nsed  of  ten  acres  of  young  vines  in  the  .Acampo  district  for  $5000, 
1(1  will  take  up  his  residence  on  his  new  property.

WINE  TESTED  IN   LABORATORY  AT  U.  C. 

Berkeley,  Juile  7.— Frank  J.  Snow,  United  States  deputy  col- 
lector of  the  mternal  revenue  service,  is  at  present  usino-  the 
lab<jratories  in  the  chemistry  building  at  the  University  of^Cali- 
fornia  for  his  tests  of  fortified  wines  The  Appraisers'  building 
m  San  Francisco,  which  is  government  headquarters  for  this  work, 
was  badly  damaged,  and,  though  escaping  destruction,  many  of  the 
samples  and  apparatus  were  lost,  putting  the  work  several  weeks 
behind. 

Now  the  laboratories  at  the  university  have  been  fitted  up  for 
the  purpose  and  the  work  of  the  dei)artm'ent  is  progressing  rapidly. 
A  large  number  of  tested  samples  from  last  year's  wine  crop  were 
lost  and  the  work  has  to  be  done  again  Ijefore  the  revenue  seal  is 
placed  (in  the  goods  and  the  manufacturers  allowed  to  sell.  Yes- 
terday a  number  of  chemists  were  engaged  in  making  tests  of 
port  and  sherr)-  received  from  the  vineyards  and  wineries  around 
.\ntioch.  The  work  of  the  internal  revenue  service  will  probably 
be  continued  in  the  university  laboratories  for  several  weeks  until 
the  laboratories  in  San  Francisco  can  l>e  fitted  up  and  the  apparatus 
and  re-agents  providerl  for  the  work. 


LACHMAN   &  JACOBI   STILL  INVESTING. 

The  firm  of  Lachman  &  Jacobi  of  San  Francisco,  who  are  build- 
ing the  immense  wine  vaults  in  East  Petaluma,  on  Saturday  closed 
a  deal  by  which  they  acquired  another  large  lot  in  close  proximity 
to  their  already  large  holdings  in  this  city.  They  bought  from 
F.  A.  Cromwell  a  tract  of  land  on  Hopper  street  runnng  back  to 
the  electric  road  on  Copeland  street,  the  consideration  not  being 
made  public.  The  tract  has  a  frontage  of  nearly  one  hundred  feet 
on  Hopper  street  and  is  275  feet  deep.  It  is 'said  that  the  firm 
intends  to  acquire  still  more  land  in  that  vicinity  and  to  erect  ad- 
ditional buildings  to  those  already  planned  or  under  way. — Peta- 
luma Aririis.

PURE  FOOD  BILL  FAVORED  BY  DISTILLERS. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Kentucky  Distillers'  .Associa- 
tion met  on  June  19  in  Louisville  and  adopted'the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  sent  to  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives having  in  charge  the  Pure  Food  Bill : 

-Resolved,  That  the  Kentucky  Distillers'  Association,  comprised 
as  It  IS  of  bona  fide  distillers  and  bottlers  in  Ixmd,  does  now  anrl 
has  always  earnestly  favored  the  Pure  Food  Bill,  and  heartily  con- 
demns the  mislal)eling,  misbranding  or  adulteration  of  whisky  or 
any  other  food  products.  This  .Association  is  not  in  sympathy 
with  the  alleged  efforts  of  a  national  wholesale  association  to  defe.v 
the  Pure  Food  Bill." 

This  action,  it  was  stated  by  some  members  of  the  Association 
was  taken  to  correct  the  impression  which  had  got  abroad,  owin- 
to  certain  articles  appearing  in  the  press,  that  the  Kentucky  Di-^ 
tillers'  .\ssociation  was  opposed  to  the  Pure  Food  Bill. 
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The  thuusands  of  friends  of  the  famous  ^■ello\vstone  Bar  at  22 
Montgomery  street  will  learn  with  geniune  pleasure  that  the  popular 
proprietors  who  gave  the  place  its  fame,  Messrs.  Twomey  &  Miho- 
lovich,  have  completed  a  temporary  structure  on  the  old  site,  which 
is  announced  to  open  on  July  5th.

$40,000,000   RECEIPTS   IN    EXCESS   OF   LAST   YEAR. 

WASHINGTON,  June  13. — The  records  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment show  that  the  receipts  from  customs  during  the  present 
fiscal  year  will  far  exceed  those  cf  any  previous  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Government.  Up  to  today,  with  fifteen  days  in  the 
fiscal  year  yet  remaining,  the  receipts  aggregate  $285,351,323, 
v>hich  is  nearly  a  million  dollars  in  excess  of  any  one  full  fiscal 
year,  and  the  prospect  is  that  by  June  30th  the  excess  over  any 
previous  year  will  approximate  $2,000,000  and  the  receipts  exceed 
those  of  last  year  by  at  least  $40,000,000. 

The  receipts  from  internal  revenue  also  show  a  remarkable  in- 
crease, and  the  indications  are  that  on  June  30th  the  receipts  from 
this  source  will  he  nearly  $250,000,000,  or  $15,000,000  in  excess 
of  last  year.

EDITOR  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  :  What  promises  to  be 
one  of  the  hottest  summers  known  in  this  section  for  some 
years  has  hastened  tlie  usnal  quiet  which  prevails  during  the  vaca- 
tion period.  With  business  in  general  thoroughly  satisfactory  in 
other  lines,  the  Wine  and  Spirit  Trade  has  been  almost  to  a  point 
of  stagnation  for  the  past  month  or  so.  There  are  no  unfavorable 
conditions  warranting  such  a  state  of  affairs,  and  the  contingency 
is  being  accepted  with  the  greatest  nonchalence  by  all  parties  con- 
cerned. 

At  the  first  blush  it  seemed  that  the  great  loss  of  wines  in  San 
Francisco  would  precipitate  a  small-sized  boom  in  wines  here,  but 
this  was  quickly  dissipated  by  the  principal  growers  assuring  their 
trade  that  there  was  no  need  for  alarm  over  any  shortage  in  immedi- 
ate requirements,  or  abnormal  advances  in  the  prices.  The  ad- 
vances which  were  made  have  been  paid  with  comparatively  little 
demurring,  and  the  real  difficulty  was  with  the  very  small  buyers. 
The  prospects  for  the  Fall  are  most  encouraging,  and  a  general 
strengthening  of  prices  is  anticipated. 

At  the  convention  of  the  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association, 
held  June  5th,  at  Louisville,  the  reputation  of  Kentucky  for  hospi- 
tality was  vindicated,  with  a  capital  V.  The  entertainment  com- 
mittee appears  to  have  become  one  of  the  most  important  at  these 
conventions,  and  finally  it  has  become  so  that  many  members  insist 
future  conventions  shall  confine  themselves  to  business  matters,  and 
"entertainment"  shall  be  relegated  to  the  rear.  The  actual  business 
attended  to  at  Louisville  was  \ery  little,  and  was  cut  into  by  the 
various  pleasures  preparetl  for  visitors  by  the  hospitable  Ken- 
tuckians.  Next  yea,r  the  convention  will  probably  be  held  at  At- 
lantic City.  The  Association  will  provide  the  hall;  a  banquet  may 
also  be  arranged  for,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  members,  and  that  is  all. 
It  is  safe  to  say  more  real  work  will  be  accomplished  in  this  man- 
ner than  at  any  previous  meeting. 

The  principal  feature  at  the  last  convention  was  the  account  of 
the  work  accomplished  by  the  Protective  Bureau  in  combating  the 
efforts  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  and  the  P'rohibition  party  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  Considering  the  small  amount  of 
money  at  their  disposal,  they  appear  to  have  done  a  great  deal,  and 
doubtless,  with  the  backing  of  the  whole  trade,  which  they  should 
have,  would  have  accomplished  still  more.  Comparatively  few 
houses  subscribe  to  this  most  important  factor  in  minimizing  the 
efforts  of  the  enemies  of  our  business,  and  it  was  the  sense  of  th'=' 
convention  that  some  way  should  be  found  by  which  the  trade 
should  lie  forced,  if  necessary,  to  assist  the  Bureau.  It  certainlv 
seems  wrong  that  a  few  houses  should  be  called  upon  to  subscribe 
for  the  general  benefit,  and  so  many  houses  take  advantage  of  the 
generosity  of  a  few.  without  any  effort  on  their  part  to  help.  One 
proposition  was  that  at  S(jme  certain  time  a  call  should  be  made  on 
the  trade  in  such  a  way  that,  willy  nilly,  they  would  have  to  sub- 
scribe, and  although  it  was  not  definitely  settled,  for  the  general 
welfare  it  is  to  lie  hnjied  the  plan  suggested  will  be  put  into 
operation. 


The  sale  of  straight  whiskies  and  of  bottled-in-bond  whiskies 
seems  to  be  growing  steadily,  showing  an  increase  of  at  least  fifty 
per  cent,  over  last  year.  In  New  York  City,  however,  one  rarely 
sees  any  of  it,  but  in  the  Middle  West,  and  particularly  in  Pitts- 
burg and  around  about  there,  the  little  green  stamp  is  largely  in 
evidence.

The  i'ree  Alcohol  l!ill  having  been  finally  adopted,  there  is  j 
general  movement  for  the  resumption  of  business  in  various  distil 
leries,  which  have  been  closed  for  some  time.  These  establisli' 
nients  are  being  thoroughly  overhauled  and  refitted  for  the  produc 
tion  of  denaturized  alcohol.  Amongst  those  which  will  be  rt! 
opened  is  the  Monarch  Distillery  property  of  the  American  Spirit 
^Manufacturing  Company,  at  Peoria,  111.  Aside  from  this  sever? 
of  the  spirit  distilleries  are  preparing  to  enlarge  their  preseii 
capacity  to  take  care  of  this  branch  of  the  business.  That  hand' 
some  returns  and  and  extended  business  are  anticipated  from  th 
production  of  the  denaturized  article  is  very  evident  from  th 
avidity  with  which  preparations  are  being  made  to  carry  on  th 
business.  From  Pontiac,  Mich.,  comes  the  report  that  the  Col 
Storage  Company  of  that  place  are  about  to  establish  a  plant  fo 
the  production  of  alcohol  from  potatoes.  It  is  estimated  that  ever 
100  bushels  of  potatoes  will  yield  250  gallons  of  alcohol. 

The  more  direct  results  of  the  pure-food  agitation  are  evidenced 
in  the  steady  increase  of  bottled-in-bond  goods.  For  the  month  o; 
April,  1906,  the  tax  payments  for  this  purpose  were  303,34 
gallons,  original  gauge,  as  against  193,747  gallons  for  the  sami 
month  in  1905;  an  increase  of  109,598  gallons.  For  the  sij 
months  ending  June  30th,  the  tax  payments  for  bottled-in-bon(

FRENCH  WINE-MAKERS  WILL  INVESTIGATE  FRESNO.  | 

]VJ  P.  JUSTY,  the  well-known  real  estate  man,  was  asked  thi! 
^  ^  •  morning  whether  the  French,  who  are  recognized  as  amon;  1 
the  best  wine-makers  in  Europe,  had  not  contributed  largely  to  th« 
success  of  the  grape  industry  in  Fresno  county.  Mr.  Justy's  rej  | 
ply  was  that  the  French  who  were  wine-makers  and  grape-grower; 
are  not  located  in  Fresno  county,  but  could  be  found  in  greates' 
numbers  about  Livermore,  Napa,  and  in  the  northern  tier 
counties. 

"To  begin  with,'"  said  he,  "those  valleys,  the  Livermore,  Napei 
and  Sonoma,  have  been  famous  for  years,  as  most  of  the  people 
that  went  there  first  commenced  with  the  planting  of  vines  foni 
wine  grapes,  which  have  made  all  of  those  places  known  through ; 
out  the  world.  The  climate  to  a  great  extent  is  also  more  adapted' 
to  the  wine  industry,  and  not  using  any  irrigatiori 
naturally  gives  the  grape  less  alcohol  and  less  sugar  anci 
gives  more  of  a  bouquet  to  the  wines  made  in  that  part  of  thc^ 
country.  As  the  climate  is  somewhat  cooler  than  this  they  ar([ 
able  to  ferment  their  wines  to  better  advantage  than  the  grapefl 
that  are  raised  here.  j 

"When  I  was  in  San  Francisco  before  the  disaster,  I  spoke  tr 
Frenchmen  and  they  expressed  a  desire  to  come  and  look  over 
Fresno  county,  with  the  view  of  settling  here.  My  explanation  tc 
them  in  regard  to  this  was  that  we  had  great  acreages  of  lanci 
throughout  the  foothill  coutry  that  were  equal  to  any  in  thci] 
state  for  the  grape  industry.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  in  receipl| 
of  several  letters  from  these  parties  I  interviewed,  who  tell  me' 
that  as  soon  as  they  can  settle  their  affairs  in  San  Francisco  the} 
will  coime  here,  and  I  expect  that  we  shall  have  a  number  invest 
in  the  county.

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MARKET  CONDITIONS 


DRY  ",V1XES: — Tlifre  is  little  to  say  to  the  advantage  of  the  wine  mar- 
ket at  pristnt.  The  trade  is  so  hampered  by  shipping  facilities  that 
jt  is  almost  impossible  to  accomplish  anything  substantial.  The  overland 
loads  are  blockaded  with  freight,  east  and  west  bound;  the  waterfront  is  tied 
jjp  with  sailors'  and  stevedores'  strikes;  the  facilities  for  handling  business 
|ire  still  chaotic  in  many  shipping  houses.  The  combination  is  one  well  cal- 
culated to  keep  down  the  figures  of  exports.  As  an  illustration  of  this  situa- 
tion, it  may  be  stated  that  the  exports  of  July  by  sea,  instead  of  being  greater 
Ihan  those  of  June,  which  is  comparatively  small,  are  still  far  below  those 
bf  that  month,  particularly  in  the  movement  of  bulk  goods  and  the  valuation. 
Sea  exports  in  July  were  326  cases,  183,259  gallons,  valued  at  $73,101.  In  the 
preceding  month  the  figures  were  195  cases  and  270,444  gallons,  of  a  value  of 
H17.162. 

The  railroud  conditions  are  improving,  but  there  is  no  particular  encourage- 
ment as  to  the  water-front  mix-up.  The  later  situation  seems  to  be  a  sand- 
bagging proposition  so  far  as  the  sailors  and  stevedores  are  concerned.  The 
Interruption  of  the  shipping  facilities  may  continue  for  some  time. 

The  effects  of  the  advanced  prices  which  followed  the  great  fire  are  still 
making  themselves  painfully  prominent.  As  elsewhere  stated  in  this  issue, 
the  Eastern  wine  makers  are  pi'ofiting  greatly  by  the  disaster  to  the  Califor- 
aia  wine  trade  and  industry.  The  sharp  advance  in  price  gave  them  their 
opportunity  and  they  had  not  only  the  stocks,  but  sense  to  profit  by  it.  The 
Eastern  market,  which  absorbs  the  bulk  of  our  conimon  wines,  will  not  stand 
more  than  50  cents  a  gallon,  and  the  increase  in  prices  reduced  the  jobbers' 
margin  to  such  a  small  per  cent  that  he  found  it  necessary  to  take  the  cheaper 
Easttrn  product  and  work  it  oft  on  his  customer.s,  probably  under  the  guise 
jf  California  wine,  at  50  cents — a  figure  which  would  give  him  his  needed 
[)roftt. 

This  is  the  situation  in  a  nut  shell  and  it  is  a  hard  problem  for  the  wine 
men  to  solve.  No  one  knows  better  than  they  the  difflculties  of  creating  a 
market,  or  the  still  greater  difflculties  of  regaining  a  market  that  has  once 
leen  lost.  It  is  evident  that  the  high-price  theory,  as  to  standard  California 
wines,  at  this  time  will  be  thoroughly  tried  out  and  in  the  shake-down  there 
ire  those  on  both  sides  of  the  question  that  are  going  to  remember  this  situa- 
;ion  through   their  pocket  books. 

The  receipts  of  wine  from  interior  cellars  for  the  month  of  July  were 
!21.885  gallons,  which  shows  that  the  movement  of  wines  to  the  city  cellars 
is  setting  in  in  a  healthy  way. 

There  is  nothing  of  particular  interest  to  say  regarding  sweets,  the  situa- 
;ion  in  that  branch  being  practically  identical  with  that  In  dry  wines.  The 
irinta.!?e  conditions  in  sweet  wine  districts  indicate  that  there  will  be  plenty 
)f  grapes  for  wine-mal<ing  purposes. 


BR.\NDY: — There  is  nothing  of  interes;;  to  be  said  regarding  brandies. 
The  market  retains  its  stiff  feature,  tl";  demand  being  better  than  the 
supply  for  certa'n  ages.  The  exoorts  by  sea  v.-.-re  nominal,  only  aggregating 
II  cases  and  251  gallons,  valued  at  $871.  The  production  in  the  two  districts 
for  the  month  of  June  totaled  5,880.7  gallons.  This  is  about  one  thousand 
jallons  in  excess  of  the  output  for  the  same  month  of  last  year.  There  re- 
mained in  bond  in  this  city  on  July  1,  190C,  966,560.5  tax  gallons.  On  the 
same  date  in  1905  the  figures  were  1,667,976  tax  gallons.  The  tremendous 
falling  off  was  due  to  the  fire  in  San  Francisco,  in  which  an  enormous  quan- 
tity of  bonded  stocks  was  destroyed. 

The    receipts    from    interior    warehouses    for    the    month    were    25,057    tax 
jallons. 


scant  promptness.  This  rush  of  business  is  only  in  a  measure  due  to  the  re- 
opening of  the  saloons  in  San  Francisco.  The  trade  comes  from  all  direc- 
tions and  to  the  close  observer  it  would  appear  that  the  San  Francisco 
whisky  trade  is  coming  into  its  own,  that  is,  the  buyers  have  finally  dis- 
covered that  this  is  the  place  to  get  the  most  satisfactory  results  as  to  prices 
and  terms,  and  too,  it  is  very  probable  that  there  is  more  or  less  sentiment 
that  leads  the  people  who  have  been  trading  elsewhere  to  give  the  dealers  of 
San  Francisco  the  preference  in  their  times  of  trial.  At  any  rate,  as  we  have 
said,  trade  is  excellent  and  more  than' that,  it  is  growing.  Collections  are 
good  and  everything  points  to  the  most  prosperous  era  for  a  long  time  to 
come.  The  exports  by  sea  alone  for  the  month  were  2,951  cases,  5,841  gallons, 
valued  at  $25,081.  Imports  were  confined  to  1341  cases.  The  bonded  stocks 
of  whiskies  in  San  Francisco  on  July  31st  totaled  only  26,195  gallons.  On 
the  same  day  a  year  ago  the  stocks  were  116,066  gallons.  This  quantity  of 
whisky  in  bond  is  probably  the  smallest  at  any  time  in  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury and  It  is  evident  that  in  order  to  replace  these  stocks  there  will  be  a 
lively  movement  in  this  direction  ere  long. 

IMPORTATIONS: — Business  with  importers  is  good,  the  only  objectionable 
feature  of  the  situation  being  the  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  sup- 
plies. The  volume  of  goods  arriving  by  sea  is  entirely  insufficient  to  meet 
the  present  (U-'r,.i.nl,  pnd  it  is  found  necessary  to  get  the  goods  through  from 
the  East  by  the  way  of  New  Orleans  and  directly  overland.  Of  course,  this 
situation  will  regulate  itself  as  soon  as  the  imports  by  sea,  based  upon  the 
new  conditions,  shall  have  begun  to  arrive.  Importations  by  sea  for  the 
month  were  as  follows:  Mineral  water,  245  cases;  Vermouth,  1,000  cases, 
gin,  1,125  cases;  whisky,  1,341  cases;  stout,  100  cases;  liquor,  282  cases,  bene- 
dictine,  150  cases;  Geneva,  71  cases,  2  casks;  splits,  575  cases;  beer,  25  cases; 
1,295  barrels;  wine,  4  casks,  31  punch,  6  barrels,  4  half  barrels;  champagne, 
275  cases;  cider,  20  cases;  rum,  80  cases;  brandy,  115  cases;  liqueurs,  59  cases; 
kirsch,  15  cases;  kimmel,  50  cases. 

Miscellaneous   imports  aggregated   475   cases,   32   barrels   and   4   cases,   1,781 
gallons  of  the  value  of  $12,484. 

BEER: — The  export  market  is  of  fair  volume.  The  movement  of  bot- 
tled beers  aggregated  901  packages  and  bulk  bear  6,  the  total  valuation 
of  which  was  $6,601.  The  imports  were  25  cases  and  1,295  barrels.  The  latter 
figure  is  unusual.  The  city  is  consuming  a  great  deal  of  beet  at  this  time, 
but  it  goes  without  saying  that  outside  brewers  are  reaping  a  great  harvest 
by  reason  of  the  destruction  of  many  of  the  San  Francisto  plants,  and  it 
is  probable  they  will  so  fortify  themselvos  with  the  public  and  trade  as  to 
be  difficult  to  compete  with  when  the  local  brewers  are  again  ready  to  do 
business. 


New  York  Wine  Market. 


Tho  situation  roniains  tlio  .same,  Imsiuo.s.s  on  the  Eastern  niav- 
i<ets  is  at  a  standstill,  while  tradiiio;  on  the  Pacific  Coast  ctni- 
tiiuies  to  be  active.  Some  reports  would  have  it  that  the  large 
dealers  in  California  coiitem|)latc  reducing  the  prices,  but  any- 
one who  wishes  to  buv  soon  finds  out  that  these  reports  talk 
about  .something  which  may  happen  iu  a  year  or  two,  and  that 
for  the  present  there  is  no  (piestion  of  any  couce.ssiou  iu  prices.

WHISKY: — Notwithstanding  the  many  handicaps,  which  are  too  num- 
erous to  mention  at  this  time  and  place,  the  whisky  men  of  San 
Francisco  are  doing  a  rattling  good  business.  It  is  an  absolute  fact  that 
many  of  the  old  houses,  notwithstanding  they  have  placed  themselves  in  a 
position  to  handle  large  quantities  of  goods,  are  unable  to  keep  up  with  their 
orders  and  are  put  to  extremities  to  find  means  to  supply  their  customers  with

ELSEWHERE  in  this  issue  v.ill  be  found  the  regular  annual  crop  reports 
compiled  by  the  REVIEW.  They  cover  the  entire  field,  and  are  not 
cal  =  -!2ted  to  cheer  uo  those  \A/ho  have  been  looking  forward  to  a  large 
crop,  particularly  in  the  dry  wine  districts.  The  combination  of  adverse  con- 
ditions, including  late  rains  and  continued  cool  weather,  with  coulure,  fol- 
lowed in  the  latter  part  of  July  by  mildew,  in  several  sections,  will  reduce 
the  crop  very  materially..  Of  course  this  will  tend  to  a  di,m,iMd  for  higher 
prices  for  grapes..  Under  the  circumstances,  any  abnormal  a.lvance  in  this 
connection  should  be  avoided..  The  grapes  have  still  to  run  to  gauntlet  of 
sunburn  and  desiccating  winds..  However,  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  vineyards  will 
escape  any  further  damage.     A   detailed    report  follows: 

.1.  I!.  T.iifomradc,  Xoi-tli  Cuoamonga. — Condition  of  vineyards 
line;  foiLsideniblt'  daniagt;  by  fro.st  and  cloudy  weather;  crop 
prospects  not  as  good  as  last  year;  am  short  of  wine  myself, 
and  thinlv  others  are  about  the  same.  No  disease  of  any  kind. 
About  twentv  acres  of  new  vines. 


.1.  IJudel,  San  (iabriel,  Cal. — Vineyards  in  better  condition 
than  they  liave  ever  bcn-n ;  some  varieties  damaged  50  per  cent 
by  frost,  suiiie  nut  ;il  all ;  no  sunburn.  Crops  about  25  per  cent 
better.     No   wine  to  speak  of;  no  disease  whatever;  no  new 

■\ines. 


Juglt'iiDtik  A'ineyard,  IJntherford — Vineyards  in  very  good 
condition;  no  damage  by  frost  or  sunburn.  Crop  prospects 
better  than  last  year;  about  the  same  amount  of  wine;  uo  dis- 
ease whatever. 


Cliarles  Stern  vK:  Sou,  Los  Angeles. — Condition  of  vineyards 
quite  promising;  very  little  damage;  crop  iH'o.spects  vastly  im- 
pi'oved ;  absolutely  free  fi'om  any  disease.

1000  acres. 


Martin  H.  Joost,  ifartinez. — Vineyards  in  fine  condition, 
vines  having  a  very  healtliy  growth;  slight  damage  by  mildew; 
crop  prospects  about  the  same  as  last  year;  uo  Avine  in  cellar. 
Phylloxera  working  very  slowly. 

T.  L^  Orr,  Occidental. — Conditiims  of  vineyards  healthy;

No 
Cisease.     Twenty  acres  have  been  planted  to  new  vines. 


John  G.  Ritter,  Palmdale. — Vineyards  are  in  fair  condition.  Very  little 
lamage  done  by  frost  or  sunburn,  and  the  crop  prospects  are  about  the  same 
as  last  year.  The  grapes  did  not  set  well.  Has  a  little  more  wine  in  the 
Dellar  than  last  year.  There  is  no  disease  and  mildew  is  not  as  bad  as  last 
year.     I  have  set  out  ten  acres  of  new  vines. 


John  McClure,  Los  Angeles. — The  condition  of  the  vineyards  is  good.  Very 
tittle  frost,  and  prospects  are  for  light  crop.  There  is  no  preceptible  progress 
3f  disease.  Very -little  wine  remains  in  the  cellars.  Have  planted  125  acres 
this   season. 


Sierra  Vista  Vineyard  Company,  Minturn. — Prospects  in  this  section  are 
fine  for  a  large  crop.  The  vineyards  are  in  good  condition.  No  damage  has 
been  done  by  frost,  etc.,  and  diseases  have  made  no  progress.  Have  planted 
no  new  vines  this  season. 


Geo.  C.  Kuchel,  Kscondido. — I  am  not  able  to  say  what  condition  the  vine- 
yards are  in  in  this  section.  Frost  injured  the  vineyards  somewhat,  but  the 
crop  prospects  are  about  the  same  as  last  year.  There  is  no  disease  here,  and 
to  my  knowledge  no  new  vines  have  been  planted  . 


Charles  Thomsen,  Cozzens. — The  vineyards  have  a  heavy  growth  of  wood 
and  crop  is  very  light — 50  to  75  per  cent  of  normal.  No  frost,  but  hot  weather 
In  July  caused  some  damage  to  foliage  on  dry  soils.  Plenty  of  mildew  and 
some  coulure.  Crop  will  be  far  below  1905  in  quantity;  probably  in  quality, 
also.  Wine  remaining  in  cellars  on  account  of  earthquake  has  been  shipped 
by  this  time.  Phylloxera  advancing  more  slowly,  owing  to  late  rains  and 
abundant  soil  moisture.  New  vines  have  been  planted  in  almost  every  avail- 
able acre. 


P.  C.  Rossi,  Asti. — Condition  of  vineya,rds  is  good  in  Sonoma,  Fresno,  Ma- 
dera and  Kings  counties.  There  is  some  coulure  in  Carigrnan  and  Mataro,  but 
no  damage  to  other  varieties.  Prospects  of  crops  are  from  one-third  to  one» 
half  more  than  last  year.  About  the  same  quantity  of  wine  remains  In  thn 
cellars. 


('.  K.  Kirby,  Fowler. — Crop  prospects  are  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
Vineyards  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  and  loss  is  about  a  quarter  of  crop  from 
frost,  etc.  I  know  of  no  disease  in  my  neighborhood.  Cannot  say  as  to  new 
vines  planted.     Have  no  wine  on  hand. 


T.  J.  F.  Boege.  M.  B.,  Anaheim. — Vineyards  are  looking  good  at  the  present 
time,  the  vines  having  made  a  big  growth.  Quite  a  number  of  vines  missing 
on  account  of  disease  of  the  past.  Some  damage  by  frost.  About  two-thirds 
of  one  of  our  vineyards  badly  frosted,  remaining  one-third  good  crop.  An- 
other vineyard  not  touched;  large  crop.  Some  of  the  vineyards  in  the  neigh- 
borhood partly  damaged  by  frost.  Crop  about  the  same  as  last  year.  A  little 
less  wine  on  hand  in  our  cellars  this  year.  No  sign  of  disease  in  our  vine- 
yards at  the  present  time.  The  Anaheim  disease  does  not  show  at  this  time 
of  yi>ar,  but  seems  to  be  still  with  us,  as  a  number  of  vines  fail  to  sprout  each 
spring.     To  my  knowledge,  no  new  vines  planted  this  season. 


Thos.  Casalegno,  Evergreen. — Vineyards  are  fine  and  healthy;  no  damage 
by  frost  whatever  and  only  a  little  coulure  in  some  varieties.  There  is  about 
20  per  cent  more  grapes  this  year  and  no  disease  whatever.  There  have  been 
between  75  and  100  acres  planted  this  year,  and  I  have  about  10  per  cent  less 
wine  in  the  cellars  than  last  season. 


James  Bracken,  Nordhoff. — Crop  prospects  are  better.  Vineyards  ai-e  in 
good  condition,  and  not  more  than  10  per  cent  damaged  in  any  way.  No  dis- 
ease appears.  No  new  vines  have  been  planted.  Have  about  the  same  amount 
of  wine  in  cellars  as  last  year. 


Herman  C.  Eggers,  San  Francisco. — No  damage  by  frost,  a  little  by  sun- 
burn in  some  localities.  Vineyards  are  in  excellent  condition.  Crops  are  fully 
as  good  as  last  year;  better  with  some  varieties  of  grapes.  An  informed 
phylloxera  is  making  slow  progress.  Hard  to  tell  how  many  acres  have  been 
planted,  but  I  believe  not  many,     Wine  in  cellars  is  pretty  well  cleaned  out. 


Eisen-Veith  Company,  Fresno. — With  the  exception  of  some  sunburn  and 
mildew,  the  condition  of  the  vineyards  is  good;  very  little  damage  by  frost  in 
general,  though  some  places  were  hit  hard.  The  crop  is  going  to  be  con- 
siderably larger  than  last  year.  Probably  more  wine  remains  in  cellar  than 
last  year,  owing  to  inability  of  dealers  in  the  city  to  receive.  Small  progress 
has  been  made  by  phylloxera.  Considerable  mildew  appears  where  sulphuring 
has  been  omitted  entirely  or  not  carried  out  suHiciently.  Certainly  more  than 
a  thousand  acres  have  been  planted  this  season. 


C.  H.  Wente,  Livermore. — The  progress  of  the  various  diseases  is  slow, 
but  can  be  noticed  in  all  directions,  and  the  condition  of  the  vineyards  is  not 
very  encouraging  on  this  account.  There  has  been  some  damage  by  coulure. 
Crop  prospects  do  not  differ  much  from  last  year.  I  think  there  is  about  as 
much  wine  held  here  as  last  year  at  this  time.  About  120  acres  have  been 
planted  this  season. 


A.  H.  Grossman,  Napa. — Vineyards  are  in  very  good  condition;  in  fact,  the 
most  vigorous  growth  that  I  have  ever  seen.  There  is  considerable  coulure 
and  mildew,  and  the  last  heavy  rains  and  frosts  caused  considerable  damage, 
but  the  indications  at  present  are  for  an  average  crop.  No  wine  remains  in 
the  cellars.     No  new  planting  in  this  section. 


John  A.  Corrotto,  San  Jose. — Vineyards  in  this  section  are  in  splendid  con- 
dition. Good  growth,  and  the  prospects  for  crops  are  better  than  lq«t  year. 
No  damage  by  frost.  Some  localitie'S  slightly  sunburned,  but  damag*  nominal. 
There  is  not  mueh  phylloxera  and  no  other  diseases,  Consielerable  new  vines 
have  been  planted  and  there  is  less  wine  in  cellars  than  last  year. 


Sweet  Wine  Fortification  Orders. 


WASHINGTON,  July  27. — (Executive  Dispatch.)  The  Treasury  Depart- 
ment has  issued  circulaj-s  to  collectors  of  internal  revenue  regarding  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Needham  sweet-wine  fortification  law.  They  are  requested 
to  forward  lists  of  wineries  in  their  respective  districts  and  to  designate  men 
to  supervise  fortification  and  use  of  water  in  wine  making.  He  will  see  that 
no  unlawful  practices  are  resorted  to  and  render  assistance  to  gangers  em- 
ployed in  distilleries  connected  with  wineries,  as  well  as  deputy  collectors  and 
other  oflicials  who  may  visit  such  establishments. 

Collectors  are  requested  to  define  the  duties  of  these  agents  when  assign- 
ing them.  Economy  must  be  exercised,  it  is  ordered,  in  making  assignments. 
Board  for  such  agents  Is  fixed  at  $2  per  day,  and  it  Is  suggested  that  it  would 
be  well  to  avoid  criticism  by  living  elsewhere  than  at  houses  of  winery  pro- 
prietors, if  possible.  Assignments  of  gaugers  and  supervisors  will  be  changed 
every  thirty  days.

NE\\'  YORK,  July. — "It  is  usually  warm  iu  sumiuer,"  is  a 
tiin('-]i((U(H-c(l  Ictii'ud  uo  less  true  than  that  "it  is  usually 
(lull  in  suiiiiiicr."  This  year  the  heat  has  not  beeu  excessive, 
ImiI  tlie  atiuospheric  loss  has  been  fully  made  up  by  the  gain  in 
(lulhiess,  for  business  has  beeu  and  still  is  very,  very  dull. 

(ieuei-al  business  conditions  are  unquestionably  good,  rail- 
road earnings  being  beyond  the  average  and  the  showing  nuule 
by  many  of  the  big  industrial  combinations  is  beyond  all 
precedent. 

I'nder  such  circumstances  the  causes  for  prevailing  depres- 
sion in  our  line  of  business  must  come  from  within  itself,  and 
they  are  not  difficult  to  determine.  Consumption  is  being  kept 
up.  Withdrawals  app(>ar  to  be  quite  up  to  the  average,  but  new 
])urchas('s  are  confined  alisolutely  io  supi)ly  current  require- 
ments. 

Our  trade  has  been  for  some  time  so  harassed  b^'  adverse 
legislation  and  threats  of  still  further  difticulties  that  it  is  little 
wonder  they  feel  depressed  and  disgusted.  Higher  license  fees, 
jiutting  down  the  lid  hard  and  fast,  all  sorts  of  restrictions — 
some  beneficial,  many  detrimental,  but  all  disturbing — have 
driven  a  number  of  retailers  out  of  business  and  occasioned 
eonsiderable  loss  to  wholesalers.  Ultimately,  however,  the  re- 
duction in  number  of  licenses  and  the  provisions  surrounding 
their  issue  will  probably  prove  to  the  advantage  of  those  who 
survive  the  ordeals  through  which  we  are  now  passing.  But 
meauMhile  they  are  not  productive  of  anything  but  loss  and 
•'that  tired  feeling." 

Until  the  details  of  the  working  of  the  Pure  Food  Bill  are 
determined  the  trade  is  all  at  sea,  and  the  uncertainty  of  what 
they  can  do  results -in  a -conservation  which  reduces  buying  to 
the  minimum.  It  will  probably  be  the  end  of  September  before 
anj  positive  information  is  obtainable,  and  until  then  business 
may  be  expected  to  show  uo  improvement.  "We'll  buy  nothing 
'till  Ave  know  what  we  can  do  under  this  new  law,"  is  the 
invariable  reply,  and  such  an  attitmle  results  in  stagnation. 

\Muskies  are  scarcely  moving  at  all.  It  was  expected  by  some 
that  there  would  be  a  big  demand  for  Kentucky  whiskies  in 
order  to  prepare  for  the  increased  demand  for  "bottled  in  bond" 
the  new  law  is  thought  to  result  iu.  It  may  come  later,  but  so 
far  has  shown  little  indications. 

R3'e  whiskies,  while  withdrawals  are  fairly  maintained,  are 
not  being  bought  to  any  extent.  So  many  brands  have  beeu  ad- 
vertised as  suital)le  for  blending,  should  the  blending  hiisiiic.^s 
be  interfered  with  thej'  may  suffer.  It  is  a  question  with  a  good 
many  whether  the  heavy  bodied  brands  will  find  a  ready  market 
as  straight  drinking  whiskies. 

The  spirit  market  remains  firm  but  quiet,  demand  being  small. 

California  wines  move  slowly,  at  least  in  New  York.  Some 
houses  report  a  fair  demand  from  the  Middle  West  and  iu  the 
Northwest.  The  higher  prices  asked  since  the  San  Francisco 
disaster  have  interfered  with  the  course  of  the  market,  which 
now  has  to  contend  with  the  Ohio  and  New  Y'ork  product  to  a 
greater  extent  than  heretofore. 

The  burning  question  to-day  is  brands.  How  are  we,  under 
tlie  new  law,  to  call  our  whiskies?  "Imitations"  are  pretty 
nearly  understood;  but  what  is  a  blend,  what  a  compound? 
Some  dealers  contend  that  as  all  whisky,  rye  or  bourbon,  is  a 
spirit,  "a  mixture  of  like  substances,"  as  the  law  reads,  per- 
mits rye,  bourbon  and  sjjirits,  when  mixed,  to  be  called  blend. 
The  department  may  concede  all  whiskies  to  be  spirits,  but  may 
contend  all  spirit  is  not  A\hisky,  or  even  that  spirit  is  not 
whisky  at  all. 

In  England  "what  is  whisky"  has  been  a  discussion  teeming 


with  technicalities  so  oljstruse  and  difficult  that,  though  defined 
by  a  magistrate's  decision  on  appeal,  resulted  in  an  abortive  con- 
clusion, and  it  will  be  some  time  before  the  higher  court  de- 
cides the  question.  In  this  country  similar  conditions  may  re- 
sult from  the  new  law. 

Some  blenders  appear  to  take  a  uKu-e  pcssimisl  ic  view  of  tlit- 
situation  than  perhaps  is  warrantt'd ;  of  course  if  they  are  going 
to  sit  down  and  let  the  straight  whisky  men  monoi)olizc  the 
trade  they  will  lose  the  business;  but  is  the  outlook  so  forlorn? 
It  is  going  to  cost  some  money  and  some  thought,  but  the  public 
taste,  especially  iu  the  East,  is  for  blends :  the  popular  brands 
are  blends.  No  sooner  was  the  question  brought  prominently 
before  the  British  people,  when  one  of  the  leading  Scotch  dis- 
tillers commenced  a  series  of  strong  advertisements,  in  which 
they  made  use  of  evidence  giver,  iu  Hie  trial  of  the  ';-ase,  by  con- 
sumers and  scientific  witnesses,  proving  the  virtues  of  their  pro- 
duct, a  patent-still  Scotch  whisky.  They  offered  it  at  a  lower 
figure  than  tlie  all-nmlt  whiskies  are  sold  at,  and  are  reported  as 
doing  an  iunnense  business. 

The  i)ublic  will  want  to  know  not  so  much  that  things  are 
pure,  as  that,  although  blended  or  compounded,  they  are  getting 
nothing  harmful  or  deleterious.  Some  houses  are  intending  to 
l)old]y  proclaim  their  whisky  is  a  compound,  "Compounded  in( 
accordance  A\ith  the  Pure  Food  Law." 

A  recent  bulletin  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of 
the  State  of  Penns\-lvania  shows  the  following  results  in  black- 
berry l)randy  investigations :  Five  hundred  and  forty-six  |j 
samples  were  found  to  be  pure,  7G9  adulterated,  and  the  sellers, 
who  included  souu>  of  the  prominent  wholesale  dealers  of  the 
State,  were  fined  |50  and  costs. 


New  Jersey  recently  put  into  effect  a  Sunday  liquor  law,  em- 
bodying provisions  which  have  been  i-esponsible  for  half  a  cen- 
tury of  excise  hypocrisy  in  America.  It  is  just  fifty  years  since 
the  adopting  in  Maine  of  tlie  Neal  Dow  legislation,  which  while 
quickly  imitated  liy  other  New  England  States,  was  soon  repu- 
diated for  more  enlightened  laws.  In  adopting  an  obsolete  blue 
law  code  as  to.  its  licjnor  traffic,  New  Jersey  has  taken  a  long 
step  backward,  and  in  the  minds  of  many  has  circumvented  her 
own  purpose,  as  in  the  days  the  major  portion  of  the  public 
while  deprecating  the  evil  results  from  abuses  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  are  quick  to  resent  any  approach  to  the  blind  fanaticism  i 
of  the  early  days  of  New  England  blue  laws.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  California  Wine  Associa- 
tion, held  in  this  city  July  12th,  President  Percy  T.  Morgan  reported  the  suc- 
cess of  his  efforts,  while  In  Washington  last  winter,  to  secure  amendments 
to  the  sweet  wine  law,  by  which  the  most  objectionable  features  of  that  law 
were  eliminated. 

He  also  reported  that,  while  the  association  had  suffered  loss  during  the 
recent  disaster,  it  had  been  able,  from  its  reserve  stocks  in  its  country  plants, 
to  re-establish  its  own  wine  business  and  to  aid  other  concerns  to  maintain 
themselves  with  the  trade. 

The  company  declared  a  dividend  after  the  fire,  but,  owing  to  the  delays 
in  receiving  the  insurance  payable  upon  its  policies,  the  stockholders  adopted 
the  following  resolutions: 

That,  in  view  of  the  fire  insurance  situation,  the  stockholders  recommend 
to  the  board  of  directors  that  the  payment  of  further  dividends  be  postponed 
pending  the  outcome  of  the  settlement  by  insurance  companies  for  fire  losses 
sustained  by  the  association  in  the  conflagration  of  April  IS,  1906.  and  u!.ni 
such  a  period  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors,  it  is  safe  and  eon-_. 
servative  to  resume,  when,  if  the  conditions  warrant,  a  distribution  be  mide 
to  cover  the  suspended  period.

Tlie  TTnited  States  Consul  at  Havre,  France,  Mr.  A.  Gaulin, 
has  sent  a  report  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  i 
in  which  he  says  that  a  French  official  statement  puts  the 
world's  production  of  wine  in  1905  at  3,775,060,000  gallons. 
France,  including  Algiers  and  Tunis,  led  with  1,710,060,000 
gallons,  and  Italy  came  second  with  856,520,000  gallons.  Spain's 
wine  crop  aiiKUintcd  to  ll'S.OOO.OOO  gallons. 

The  I'liited  States,  according  to  the  French  tigiircs,  stood' 
twclflJi  in  the  list  of  wine-producing  countries,  with  34,000,000 
gallons.  Europe  gave  more  that  95  per  cent  of  the  total  yield, 
and  North  and  South  America  about  4  per  cent.  France  alone 
]>i-odiic('(]  45  ])er  cent,  and  France,  Italy  and  Spain  78  per  cent.- 
("oiisul  (iaulin  .says  that  France  is  the  largest  importer  as  well 
as  the  largest  exporter  of  wine  in  the  world.

With  the  wonderful  growth  of  the  Northwest  there  has  come 
a  broadening  of  minds.  Nf»t  so  very  long  ago  the  lad}'  of  the 
house,  who  would  serve  wine  for  dinner,  ordered  it  sent  to  her 
grocer,  who  smuggled  it  into  her  house  with  a  basket  of  gro- 
ceries. This  condition  is  now  rapidly  disappearing;  work  has 
brought  with  it  a  spirit  of  independence,  and  those  who  enjoy 
wines  and  liquors  have  them  regardless  of  the  neighbors  and 
those  who  object  to  them.  The  country  is  building  rapidl.v,  and 
\Nilii  it  all  there  is  a  f'eelin.g  that  there  is  nothing  too  good  for 
the  people.  The  entire  Northwest  is  rapidly  developiug  into 
a  home  community;  ele.gant  resith'uces  are  being  built  and  fur- 
nished in  accordatice  with  the  outward  appearance — the  tables 
are  being  set  with  the  delicacies  of  the  market. 

''alifornia  wines  are  coming  to  be  more  in  demand  riglit 
along.     The  general  feeling  among  dealers  in  the  Northwest  is 


that  this  fall  will  see  the  largest  demand  for  wines  and  liquors 
that  the  Northwest  has  yet  known.  The  general  prosperity  of 
the  people,  to.gether  with  tlie  growth  of  the  country,  unques- 
tionalily  will  increase  the  demand  for  anything  of  a  luxurious 
nature. 

The  fire  in  San  I'l-ancisco  destroyed  immense  (juantities  of 
("alifornia  wine,  and  the  dealers  of  the  Northwest  have  had  a 
rather  dinicult  lime  to  fill  order.s.  The  general  demand  up  to 
now  has  been  a  jiarticnlar  demand,  where  bramls  jilayed  an 
ini|iorfant  jiart  ;  after  the  fire,  in  the  realization  that  the  demand 
was  larger  than  the  su])ply,  people  have  been  satisfied  with 
what  the.v  could  get.  Some  of  the  dealers  were  f(n-tunate  in 
having  a  large  suiqily  on  hand,  ami  hope  to  be  able  to  finish  this 
season  without  any  serious  inconvenience. 

The  geiieial  demand  for  California  wines  u])  to  recently  has 
been  the  cheaper  grajie  for  foreigners — Italian.s,  etc. — but  now 
the  home  tendency  is  toward  the  better  class  of  trademark 
goods.

Better  Advertising  Medium  Than  Ever. 


High  Prices  for  Grapes 


THE  newspapers  throughout  the  wine  sections  of  the  State  are  publishing 
some  rather  wild  statements  as  to  the  probable  prices  of  grapes.     In  the 
last   number   ot  the   "Review"   we   discussed   the   question   of   pricc'^   and 
advised  the  producers  to  not  get  an  exaggerated  idea  of  the  market  value  of 
their   products,   as   by   so   doing   they   would    not    only   injure   themselves,    but 
others. 

The  more  the  situation  develops  in  the  Eastern  market  and  New  Oric  ii;s. 
the  more  it  is  made  evident  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  make  the  lO-cent  ad- 
vance on  dry  wines  immediately  following  the  fire.  While  a  small  increase 
would  have  served  some  good  purpose  and  would  not  have  driven  o.d-time 
customers  to  the  expedient  of  using  certain  cheap  Eastern  wines  that  are 
often  made  to  masquerade  as  a  California  product  the  large  ad /ance  has 
acted  as  a  boomei.unb'.  As  stated  in  the  June  numb.'r.  the  Easlernors  have 
largely  captured  the  New  Orleans  mar'rct  and  a...  '.jet-.iu;:;  awjy  with  (he 
tPiiile  I.'  s  i.uo  exti  ul  throughout  the  Ea.s.iii  centers    if  P'HJUlat.'m 

The  class  of  people  who  drink  wines  in  these  cities  wiil  not  pay  to  exceed 
50  cents  a  gallon  for  their  wine.  At  the  present  selling  price  of  the  Califj-nia 
product,  the  Eastern  jobber  is  left  a  margin  of  not  to  exceed  2%  cents  per 
gallon,  and  he  is  unable  to  make  a  living  profit  at  that  rate.  He  can  not  get 
more  than  50  cents  a  gallon  for  the  wine  he  sells  and  the  result  is  he  naturally 
buys  a  wine  he  can  dispose  of  at  a  good  profit,  being  entirely  willing  to  let 
the  consumer  pass  upon  the  question  of  quality.  This  class  of  wine  drinkers 
care  more  for  strength  than  quality,  and  it  is  easy  to  see  wherein  the  Califor- 
nia wine  men  are  getting  very  much  the  worst  of  it. 

There  is  a  fairly  good  vintage  coming  which  must  be  cared  for,  but  it  looks 
very  much  as  though  it  will  be  largely  left  to  the  producers  to  carry  the  1906 
vintage,  provided  the  prices  of  grapes  go  to  a  point  to  discourage  the  regular 
buyers.

BY  reason  of  the  great  catastrophe  that  temporarily  put  nearly  every 
house  in  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  in  San  Francisco  out  of  business,  and 
which  destroyed  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  wines  and  liquors,  this 
city  attracts  more  of  the  attention  of  trade  throughout  the  country  than  ever 
liifore.  There  is  a  great  demand  for  information  about  what  has  been  done, 
what  is  to  be  done,  and  w'hat  the  prospects  for  trade  are.  The  "Review," 
being  the  reprtsentative  publication  in  its  class  on  the  coast,  it  is  naturally 
depended  upon  to  furnish  this  desired  information.

During  the  last  three  weeks  the  clearings  have  run  as  high  as  $40,000,000  a 
week,  and  in  some  instances  have  shown  as  high  as  8  per  cent  increase  over 
the  clearings  of  the  same  week  of  last  year.  When  it  is  understood  that  this 
vast  amount  of  business  is  done  under  the  most  trying  handicaps,  the  com- 
mercial strength  of  San  Francisco  will  be  better  appreciated.  We  believe  that 
within  the  next  few  months  the  business  volume  of  the  city  will  far  exceed 
any  past  record. 

All  knockers  should  digest  these  facts  and  "tote  fair."

State  and  National,  of  a  siinilar  nature,  the 
egal  proce.ss  is  simple  and  it  will  be  nit  difficult  to  bring  the  offenders  to  the 
jar. 

"By  making  it  impossible  to  iilace  bifore  the  public  California  wint.s  under 
'orcign  labels,  a  great  advance  will  be  made  in  the  interests  of  the  industry. 
t  Is  notorious  that  the  bfst  of  our  vintages  have  gone  largely  into  bottks 
jearing  foreign  labels,  and  these  wines  have  gone  into  consumption  at  the 
iricfs  of  first-class  foreign  wines.  I  am  sure  when  these  masquerading 
vines  are  put  before  the  public  under  their  true  labels,  the  demand  for 
lur  better  grades  will  be  vciy  largely  increased.  When  the  consumer  who 
las  a  fairly  well-trained  palate  finds  he  can  get  a  California  wine  for  $1.00 
I  bottle  equal  to  what  he  would  pay  $2.00  for  un  Icr  a  foreign  label,  it  is.  pretty 
certain  that  the  California  product  will  find  favvir     with  him" 

So  the  California  wine  men  have  secured  quite  a  valuable  ptoteclion  of 
heir  interests  and  they  should  find  some  way  to  organize  for  the  enforcement 
if  this  law,  so  that  the  old-time  offenders  can  be  brought  up  wiih  a  round 
urn  and  made  to  see  the  evil   of  their  ways.

In  fact,  there  is  only  one  larger  in  this  country,  and  it  does  not  handle  such 
1  wide  variety  of  work  as  this  local  institution.  Mr.  Carl  Schalitz,  the  pro- 
prietor, most  truthfully  states  that  he  has  more  work  than  he  can  satisfac- 
torily handle.  He  is  so  earnest  in  this  matter  as  to  suggest  to  distillers,  etc., 
who  are  contemplating  large  coppcrsmithing  contracts  this  season,  to  get 
along  with  their  present  facilities  and  wait  for  new  work  until  ne^xt  year.

To  the  viticulturist  pure  and  simple,  the  charmingly  beauti- 
ful location;  the  character  of  the  soil  and  climate;  the  modern 
and  original  methods  of  cultivation;  the  wonderful  water 
sui)ply,  j)umping  plant,  and  the  twenty  miles  of  a  distribution 
system  of  twelve-inch  cement  i)ii)es  for  i)urposes  of  economical 
and  rapid  irrigation  ;  all  present  topics  of  great  and  varied  in- 
terest. And  last,  but  not  least,  this  locality  is  remarkably  free 
from  all  \arietie-;  of  insect  ]jests  and  other  m\sterious  diseases 
that  have  so  seriously  atTected  other  grape-growing  sections  of 
California.

Careful  e.\])eriments  made  at  the  vineyard  during 
the  last  two  years  lia\c  ]>roven  that  some  of  the  grapes  grown 
oil  tiie  \  inexard  are  also  capable  of  producing  a  veiy  tine  tvpe  of 
Ziiifandel  the  e(iiial  of  any  Northern  Califi)rnia  wine,  thereby 
demonstrating  the  fallacy  of  the  bkl  theory  that  v^outlieru  Cali- 
fornia could  not  proiluce  satisfactory  dry  wines.

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Saloons  Should  be  Opened  All  Night. 

T  this  writing  the  rulr  oftlic  administration  to  lieep  the  saloons  closed 
at  night  still  holds.  This  is  not  right.  There  is  no  valid  excuse  that 
can  be  set  forth  by  the  Mayor  for  holding  the  retailers  down  to  the  present 
hours.  The  only  plea  in  jusitication  of  the  course  of  the  administration  is  that 
the  opening  of  the  saloons  after  eight  o'clock  would  tend  to  drunkenness  or 
disorder,  etc.  The  history  of  the  city  in  this  connection  since  the  opening 
of  the  saloons  on  July  5  proves  that  there  is  no  merit  in  this  contention. 
Furthermore,  the  Mayor  has  a  sufficiently  large  police  force  with  which  to 
regulate  the  traffic  and  he  certainly  ought  to  bestir  himself  and  break  loose 
from  the  element  which  is  making  him  do  an  injustice  to  the  wine  and  liquor 
trade. 

It  has  been  generally  understood  that  the  evening  closing  of  the  saloons 
wa.^  merely  temporary  .and  that  gradually  the  rule  would  be  extended  and 
finally  made  the  same  as  before  the  trouble.  The  rights  of  the  respectable 
element  of  the  city  demand  that  retail  liquor  places  be  kept  open  as  late  as 
midnight  at  least  and  such  an  order  should  be  made  at  once.  As  to  the 
balance  of  the  night,  it  is  within  the  province  and  judgment  of  the  Mayor  to 
determine   what   should   be  done. 

We  would  suggest  to  his  Honor  that  any  apparently  unnecessary  delay  on 
his  part  in  extending  the  opening  hours  will  most  certainly  be  regarded  as 
an  unfriendly  act  to  the  trade,  because  of  the  fact  that  he  would  not  be 
justilied   in  such  a  course. 

Let  the  saloons  be  kept  open  until  midnight  at  least.

Tom  Ferguson,  tlie  cheerful  and  irrepressible.  Is  back  on  the  old  site,  719 
Market  street,  in  a  temporary  shack,  which  is  comfortable  and  about  as  com- 
modious as  the  old  establishment.  M'e  are  very  glad  to  say  that  the  insti- 
tution is  getting  back  its  former  good  volume  of  business.  In  that  section 
he   is  bound   to  be  very   succissful. 


D.  P.  Rossi,  who  guides  the  fate  of  Ferro  Quina  bitters,  reports  business 
active  and  the  demand  for  his  bitters  so  large  that  it  is  difficult  to  handle. 
He  is  handicapped,  like  others,  by  lacking  usual  facilities,  but  also,  like  others, 
takes  these  things  philosophically.  Mr.  Rossi  is  now  located  at  the  corner 
of  Union  and  Laguna  streets,  this  city. 


The  ('has.  M.  Fisher  Company  met  with  immediat'e  success  upon  the  open- 
ing of  their  swell  saloon  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Fillmore  and  O'Farrell 
streets.  The  retail  department  of  Rusconi  &  Fisher,  at  Halleck  and  Liedes- 
dorff  streets,  was  one  of  the  gilt -edge  properties  in  the  city,  but  we  are  in- 
formed that  the  t'has.

If  the  unsuspecting  customer  said  "yes,"  one 
of  the  cherries  was  laid  along  side  his  glass,  and  he  was  earnestly  requested 
to  see  that  it  was  not  injured.  The  cherries  soon  wore  out,  but  the  joke  stood 
well.  Andy  Einsfeld  is  proiirielor  of  the  house.  Both  he  and  Massey  are 
prominent  in  the  district  politieally,  and  the  Unity  is  a  general  rendezvous 
for  the  well-known  organization,  "Schmitz'  Rough  Riders."  The  men  behind 
the  bar  are  Mike  Wallace  and  F.  K.  Law,  who  were  with  Massey  for  several 
years  before  the  lire.  The  house  hiiiidles  P.  J.  Weniger's  Commodore  whisky 
and  the  same  full  line  of  brands  th.ii  were  to  be  found  at  the  Coronado  at 
Powell  and  Ellis  streets.

IT  is  a  matter  of  marvel  to  San  Franciscans,  who  have  been  through  the 
lire  and  are  conversant  with  its  results,  as  to  where  the  business  conns 
from,  which  makes  highly  prosperous  the  stores,  saloons  and  restaurants  in 
the  heart  of  the  burned  district.  It  is  certainly  a  surprising  fact  that  tin- 
enterprises  of  this  kind,  properly  conducted,  and  located  on  the  former  prin- 
cipal arteries  of  traffic,  are  doing  an  exceptionally  good  business  and  this,  too, 
while  they  are  surrounded  witli  ruins.  Somehow  the  customers  materialize, 
and  most  of  the  places  are  doing  as  good  or  better  business  from  morning 
to  evening  than  they  did  on  the  all  night  proposition.  This  being  the  case, 
the  speculation  is  as  to  what  will  be  their  volume  of  business  when  the 
burned  district  is  built  up.  At  any  rate,  the  proprietors  of  the  first-class 
retail  liquor  places  and  the  half-way  decent  restaurants  are  reaping  harvests. 
As  an  illustration  of  this  latter  statement  the  experience  of  "Jules,"  who 
formerly  conducted  a  famous  restaurant  on  Pine  street,  adjacent  to  the 
Stock  Exchange,  may  be  cited.  He  went  into  the  burned  district  and  located 
on  Bush  street,  above  Montgomery,  not  knowing  whether  he  would  have  a 
corporal's  guard  for  customer.  On  the  third  day  the  place  was  too  crowded 
for  comfort.     And  there  you  are. 


Joe  Vincent,  one  of  the  well-known  men  in  the  retail  trade,  is  establishing 
himself  again  after  tlie  fire.  He  will  be  located  on  Fillmore  street  between 
Eddy  and  Ellis. 


Any  of  the  fritnds  of  "Cocktail"  Boothby.  formerly  of  the  Davy  Crockett, 
on  Market  street,  who  desire  to  meet  him  face  to  face,  will  find  the  young 
man  at  the  Relay,  northeast  corner  of  Sutter  and  Fillmore  streets. 


P.  J.  Wenigtr  &  Co.  are  now  well  settled  in  their  new  iiuarters  at  Ellis 
street  and  Van  Ness  avenue.  The  plant  is  arranged  for  the  easy  handling  of 
a  large  volume  of  business,  and  the  "house"  are  seeing  to  it  that  the  business 
is  there.  There  is  a  large  demand  for  every  specialty  they  carry,  especially 
for  the  Commodore  whisky.  We  understand  there  will  be' important  announce- 
mtnts  within  a  few  days  with  reference  to  agency  changes.

The  old  friends  of  Henry  Meyer,  who  CDuducted  the  Merchants'  Cafe  at 
Front  and  Clay  streets  for  a  number  of  years,  will  be  pleased  to  know  that 
the  energetic  and  affable  Henry  is  doing  a  prosperous  business,  not  at  the 
old  corner,  but  right  across  the  way  at  ^28  Front  street.  Mr.  Meyer,  not- 
withstanding he  is  out  in  the  desert,  says  business  is  good  and  that  he  really 
can  not  find  any  possible  cause  for  complaint. 


Duncan  Xicol.  the  proprietor  of  the  Bank  Exchange,  corner  of  Montgomery 
and  Washington,  is  setting  a  shining  example  for  some  of  his  brethren  in  the 
liquor  trade.  For  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  the  Bank  Exchange  has  been 
.what  is  called  a  "long-bit"  house.  That  is,  15  cents  for  a  single  drink,  mixed 
or  straight.  On  the  opening,  after  the  catastrophe,  Mr.  Nichol  changed  his 
prices  so  that  the  straight  drinks  are  10  cents  and  mixed  drinks  15  cents  or 
two  for  a  qviartf  r.     Tlie  house  is  doing  an  excellent  business. 


Ike  Deutch  proved  himself  to  be  one  of  the  most  enterprising  of  tlie  leading 
retailers  who  were  put  out  of  business  by  the  fire.  About  the  time  the  bricks 
W(re  getting  cool  he  had  taken  a  lease  of  the  gore  at  the  corner  of  Van  Ness 
avenue.  Market  and  Oak  streets.  He  erected  a  comfortable  structure  and 
reconstructed  the  elegant  basement,  converting  it  into  a  first-class  cafe,  which 
is  conducted  in  an  up-to-date  style.  He  opened  on  the  5th  of  July  to  a  large 
business,  which  has  continued  to  rapidly  increase.  This,  too,  while  the  section 
he  chose  is  in  the  center  of  the  burned  district.  It  requires  three  and  four 
barkeepers  to  take  care  of  the  business  that  comes  in  over  the  bar.  Step  in 
th( TO,  and  Mr.  D.  will  tell  you  all  about  it. 


The  results  of  the  opening  of  the  Yellowstone  bar  at  its  old  quarters,  22

than  60  is  a  part  of  the  establishment.'  It  goes  without  saying,  the  patrons 
will  receive  the  best  foods,  service,  etc..  that  can  be  had.  The  chef  is  one  of 
the  best  in  the  city. 
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Jcilin  J.  Kn  iss,  one  of  the  most  popular  young  mm  of  the  retail  trade  of 
this  city,  and  who  was  long  located  at  Montgomery  and  Mtrchant  streets, 
«ill  resume  business  shortly.  The  new  place  is  the  northwest  corner  of 
Montgomery  and  Clay — being  only  a  step  from  the  old  corner.  Mr.  Kreiss 
en,ioytd  a  good  trade  prior  to  the  disaster,  and  his  friends  will  no  doubt  re- 
membir  the  number  and  give  him  what  he  deserves — good  patronage. 


Tom  Kirkpatrick,  the  sire  of  "Oik  Kirk,"  having  saved  the  plant  of  A.  P. 
Hotaling  &  Co.,  along  with  a  couide  of  thousand  barrels  of  whisky,  and 
thereby  having  earned  a  good  rest,  has  taken  the  same.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  has 
gone  to  pay  a  long  deferred  visit  to  friends  in  Idaho.  He  is  one  of  the  best 
known  whisky  men  in  that  territory  and  was  not  certain  as  to  what  ihey 
U'ould  "do  to  him"  on  account  of  his  neglecting  them.  However,  he  de- 
parted in  the  hope  of  returning  fully  equipped  for  the  fall  and  winter  cam- 
paign in  the  interests  of  "Old  Kirk." 


Frank  Fehrs'  famous  "F.  F.  X.  L.,"  brewed  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  is  prospering 
in  this  market,  notwithstanding  all  the  handicaps  of  trade  conditions.  The 
beeT  is  one  of  the  lightest,  brightest  and  most  effervescent  on  the  market, 
and  the  fact  that  it  is  making  substantial  headway  with  the  trade  and  con- 
sumers, as  against  the  old  brands  that  have  been  established  in  this  territory 
for  years,  speaks  well  tor  its  quality.

This  company  is  accepted 
as  .sole  surety  upon  all  internal  revenue  and  customs  bonds  required  by  the 
United  States  Government  from  distillers,  brewers  and  cigar  manufacturers. 
Anyone  needing  accommodations  of  this  kind  should  seek  no  further.  The 
company's  office  is  in  the  Union  Trust  Building,  Market  and  Montgomery 
streets. 


Siebe  Bros.  &  Plagemann,  419  Larkin  street,  thought  when  they  occupied 
their  new  quarters  they  would  have  ample  space  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  some  time.  In  the  few  weeks  that  have  transpired  since  the  fire,  they  have 
had  more  than  their  share  of  business.  They  are  just  completing  an  enlarge- 
ment to  the  plant,  25  by  1.37 Vi  feet.  This  structure  faces  on  Turk  street,  and 
thus  gives  them  egress  to  two  thoroughfares.  With  the  additional  building, 
the  floor  space  is  nearly  doubled.  Business  with  the  house  was  never  so  good. 
J.  F.  Plagemann  has  been  the  unfortunate  victim  of  gout  since  the  fire  and 
has  been  to  Byron  Springs  to  recuperate.  He  is  much  improved  and  will 
soon  be  back  in  the  harness  again.  Mr.  Plagemann  is  delighted  with  the 
business  situation. 


The   ('.   M.   Mann   Co.,   Inc.,   now   located   at   2S0   Seventh   street   on   its   own  ( 
property,  has  one  of  the  handiest  new  store  buildings  in  the  city.     It  reaches  i 
from   Seventh   to  Langton  street,   which   gives   exceptional   shipping  facilities, 
and  is  arranged  for  the  bottling  and  packing  of  wines,  cordials,  etc.,  with  the 
least    possible    expenditure    of   time   and   labor.       The     president,     Mr.     Mann, 
states   that   the   company   has   more  business   than   can  be   satisfactorily  han-  i 
died.     "We  are  absolutely  snowed   in  with   orders,"  remarked  Mr.  Mann,  "but  ' 
are   gradually  getting  supplies  and   bringing   the  business  around   into  shape.  I 
We  sometime  ago   ordered   a  half  million   labels  and   yesterday  followed  that 
order  with  another  for  a  quarter  of  a  million.     I  think  the  outlook  was  never 
so  good  for  California  wines  of  good  quality  as  now."

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Increased  Cost  of  Grapes. 


(lAKLAXD,  July  IS. — Culonil  Thfd.  Gier,  oin-  of  the  hirKost  wine  grape 
gruwtrs  and  w  imniakirs  in  the  State,  has  just  nturni'd  from  an  extensive 
trip  thrimgli  tlie  wine  grape-growing  distriets  of  the  State,  with  a  view  to 
securing  the  exact  condition  of  the  grape  crop  this  stason. 

"Until  two  months  ago,"  said  C'olonel  Gitr,  "we  liad  every  expectation  that 
the  wine  grape  crop  this  year  would  have  been  one  of  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  State.  The  late  rains,  however,  have  made  a  marked  change  in  the 
situation,  and  from  carefully  collated  statistics,  gathered  on  my  tour  of  in- 
vestigation, you  can  say  that  the  wine  grape  crop  in  the  Napa  valli  y  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  Livermore  and  in  Sonoma  County  will  be  fully  cme-third 
short  of  last  season. 

"This  shortage  will  apply  to  the  common  varieties,  but  I  find  that,  sin- 
gular as  it  may  seem,  some  of  the  best  varieties  have  not  materially  suffered. 
Among  these  latter  are  the  Sauvignonvert,  Golden  C'hasselas,  Mataro,  Bur- 
ger and  Zinfandel.  The  shortage  in  other  varietiis.  however,  will  make  a 
general  reduction  in  the  wine  grape  tonnage  of  fully  one-third. 

"In  ordinary  seasons  this  shortage  would  not  make  a  very  marked  differ- 
ence in  the  prices  paid  for  wine  grapes,  although,  of  course,  prices  would 
necessarily  rule  higher,  but,  owing  to  other  conditions,  prices  will  range  from 
25  to  30  per  cent  higher  than  paid  last  season.  This  covers  the  ordinary  va- 
rieties, while  the  advance  in  the  fancy  varieties  will  run  much  higher. 

"Wine  grapes,  which  brought  $18  and  $20  last  year,  this  season  will  com- 
mand from  $22.50  to  $35  per  ton.  The  condition  causing  this  marked  advance 
Is  the  fact  that  the  San  Francisco  fire  destroyed  12,000,000  gallons  of  Califor- 
nia wine,  and  the  wine-handlers  of  the  Pacific  Coast  to-day  have  absolutely 
no  reserve  stocks  to  draw  from. 

"ITntil  this  reserve  stock  has  been  replaced  there  can  be  every  expectation 
that  the  price  of  good  wine  grapes  will  range  higher  on  this  Coast.  The 
shortage  in  real  dry  wine  grapes  is  largely  felt.  These  grapes  will  not  pro- 
duce more  than  three  or  four  tons  to  the  acre,  as  against  grapes  which  grow 
in  hot  belts,  and  which,  while  they  may  yield  two  or  three  times  more  ton- 
nage to  the  acre,  do  not  possess  the  ciuality  and  bouciuet  that  comes  with  the 
grapes  not  grown  in  the  rich  soil.  It  is  possible  that  these  latter  grapes,  grown 
in  warm  belts,  may  be  mixed  with  the  real  dry  grapes,  but  while  this  will 
yield  ciuantity,  it  would  be  manifestly  at  the  expense  of  the  dry  wines,  and 
no  one  who  has  the  high  reputation  of  the  California  dry  wane  at  heart 
can  well  afford  to  do  so.  Taken  altogether,  in  the  matter  of  prices  this  will  be 
a  good  season  for  the  California  wine  growers." 


To  Haul  Grapes  By  Traction  Engine.

UVKRMORK.  July  28. — Mildew  has  made  its  appearance  in  the  vineyariL:  .if 
this  valley.  It  is  reported  to  be  the  worst  ever  known  here.  The  cause  seems 
to  be  too  much  of  both  heat  and  moisture,  causing  dense  foliage  on  the  vin>s, 
the  growth  being  so  luxuriant  this  year  as  to  completely  fill  up  the  pas^ag.i 
ways  between  the  vines.  Vineyardists  have  been  engaged  in  sulphuring  the 
vines  to  stop  the  ravages  of  the  mildew. 


Henry  Anderson,  of  San  Francisco,  succeeded  J.  P.  She>biague  on  the  first 
of  the  month  as  manager  of  the  wine  business  of  the  Brun  &  Chaix.  Inc.,  at 
Oakville.  This  conce-rn  is  owned  liv  and  is  a  part  of  the  business  of  tln>  Cali- 
fornia Wine  .Association. 


Alberl  Sutter  has  accepted  a  position  with  the  Suiter  Home  Vine'y;u-1  Com- 
pany as  superintendent  of  the  recently  purchased  winery  and  di^liUery  tme 
mile  south  of  St.  Helen.i,  formerly  the  Thomann  property. 


Will  H.  Small,  of  W'indson,  Sonoma  County,  says  that  the  crop  throughout 
that  part  of  the  State  will  be  a  rousing  big  one.  He  looks  for  good  prices,  not 
less  than  those  of  last  year. 


Louis  Mangels,  Proprietor  of  the  Solano  winery,  is  enlarging  that  establish- 
ment by  building  several  additions  to  the  present  buildings  in  readiness  for  the 
prospective  increased  run  next  season. 


The  work  i>f  rebuilding  the  new  De  Turk  winery  at  Santa  Rosa  is  progress- 
in.g  fast  and  the  new  building  will  be  far  more  substantial  than  the  old  and 
will  be  more  convenient.  Several  other  wineries  throughout  the  county  have 
been  remodeled  and  repaired. 


Professor  F.  T.  Bioletti,  head  of  the  viticultural  department  at  the  State 
University,  is  engaged  in  investigation  work  in  the  Santa  Clara  Valley.  M"-. 
Bioletti  is  to  inspect  the  grapevines  of  that  section  and  find  out  the  cause  of 
the  sudden  decay  of  the  vines. 

George  P.  Beveridge,  Fresno  manager  for  the  California  Wine  Association, 
says  that  the  sale  of  grapes  is  almost  at  a  standstill  and  the  market  Is  not 
likely  to  be  active  until  the  picking  season  arrives.  Reports  are  coming  in 
of  considerable  damage  by  hot  weather  and  mildew,  but  it  will  take  some 
time  to  tell  the  scope  of  the  injury  from  these  causes. 


The  California  sweet-wine  situation  is  more  favorable  than  the  dry-wine 
outlook.  An  example  of  this  is  furnished  by  a  large  purchase  of  land  just 
made  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  This  consists  of  1500  acres  near  Le- 
moore,  Kings  County,  bought  by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  from  the  Empire 
Investment  Company  on  private  terms.  The  property  is  situated  on  Kings 
River  and  is  heavy  bottom  land  of  high  productive  quality.  At  present  it  is 
in  alfalfa,  but  will  be  planted  this  autumn  to  vines.  By  this  purchase  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony  becomes  the  owner  of  over  6000  acres  of  wine  vine  land 
in  California,  it  holding  2750  acres  at  Asti,  in  Sonoma  County,  1900  acres  in 
Madera  and  1500  acres  at  Lemoore,  a  total  of  G150  acres. — San  Francisco 
Chronicle. 


Some  important  changes  are  being  made  to  the  plans  of  the  huge  wine 
vaults  of  the  Lachmann  &  Jacob!  Co..  in  East  Petaluma,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  insurance  officials,  and  while  the  changes  will  add  to  the  cost  of  the 
big  building,   will  not  delay  work. 

All  of  the  frame  casing  for  doors,  windows  and  other  openings,  now  in 
place,  are  to  be  taken  out  and  will  be  replaced  by  steel  as  a  precaution  against 
fire.  In  the  walls  not  erected,  the  steel  casements  will  be  installed  in  the  first 
place,  having  already  been  ordered. 

Changes  have  been  made  in  the  plans  of  the  roof  of  the  county's  largest 
structure.  The  roof  is  to  be  higher  than  at  first  intended  and  as  security  from 
earthtiuakes,  the  roof  will  have  supports  entirely  independent  of  the  walls  of 
the  building — in  fact,  the  roof  will  be  an  independent  structure  and  should 
the  walls  fall,  the  roof  will  remain  intact. 


Cha.s.  Stern  &  Sons,  of  Los  Angeles,  have  again  located  their  main  offices 
at  the  old  city  cellar  on  Macey  street,  Los  Angeles.  It  was  thought  when  the 
cellar  was  completed  at  their  great  vineyard  that  the  general  shipping  bus- 
iness could  be  satisfactorily  handled  there,  but  experience  proved  the  con- 
trary. Mr.  Alfred  Stern  states  that  the  old  place  Is  the  handiest  in  the  State 
for  labor  saving  and  prompt  shipping.  The  business  in  Southern  California 
alone  was  of  such  volume  as  to  recjuire  that  the  main  business  be  "on  the 
spot,"  and  besides  this  it  was  much  more  convenient  to  one  living  in  Los 
Angeles  to  have  the  offices  in  the  city.  Mr.  Stern  says  his  house  has  handled 
a  very  large  volume  of  business  this  season  thus  far.  He  docs  not  consider 
the  grape  prospect  in  Southern  California  so  good  as  It  was  last  year  at  this 
time.  This  condition  is  due  to  a  cold,  late  spring,  unusual  fogs,  dropping  of 
the   lirst  crop  of  .Muscat  grajies,  and   the  late  frosts.

The 
bottled  goods  are  put  up  in  Louisville  and  shipped  direct.  "If  we  had  five 
carloads  of  case  goods  on  hand  we  could  ship  them  out  today  and  we  have 
the  orders  to  call  for  them,"  said  Mr.  Moroney.  "We  have  a  two  years'  lease, 
with  a  two  years'  privilege,  and  erected  our  own  building.  It  is  convenient 
in  every  way,  but  the  best  feature  of  conditions  is  that  'The  Jesse  Moore  AA' 
is  called  for  more  than  ever."  The  offices  are  commodious  and  very  com- 
fortable and  Mr.  Moronty  announces  that  in  a  month  from  now,  if  the 
supplies  can  be  obtained,  the  institution   will  be  in  as  good   running  order  as 


Western  Distilleries,  Agnews,  California. 


A  MORE  beautiful  and  picturesque  site  could  not  have  been  selected  for  i 
this  industry,  lying,  as  it  does,  snugly  in  the  Santa  Clara  Valley, 
surrounded  by  a  natural  w'aterfall,  artificial  lake,  with  boats,  tennis 
grounds,  outhouses,  with  numerous  Uowtrs,  vines  and  fruit  trees.

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The  California  Freight  Rate  on  Spirits  auid  Whisky. 


A<'O.MMITTEE  composed  of  the  representatives  of  scvcial 
houses  ill  this  city  and  several  in  Chicago,  appeared  on 
the  13th  of  -Tulj  before  the  trattic  inanaiicrs  of  wliat  are  liiiown 
as  the  Ilarrinian  Lines —  tliat  is,  tlie  I'nion  Pacitic,  the  Sonth- 
cni  i'acilic  and  Oregon  Railroad  and  Navigation  Company — 
and  argninents  were  presented  in  opposition  to  tiie  dilVerential 
rates  existing  between  iiigli  i)r()of  spirits  and  goods  at  or  l)elow 
j>roof,  wiiicii  ditt'ereiitiai  is  vei-y  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  high 
proof  s]iirits. 

The  rate  to  California  on  ])i'oi)f  goods  is  $l.l'r>  ]ii'r  linndi-ed, 
and  on  high  ])roof  goods  Sf)  cents  ]»er  hundred,  and  it  was  con- 
tended by  tliis  eoniinittee  tlnit  if  this  differential  is  maintained 
it  would  incNJtably  result  in  a  transfer  'd'  the  blending  busi- 
ness, is  so  far  as  the  I'acitic  Coast  trade  is  concerned,  from 
Louisville,  (  hicago,  Cincinnati,  Maltiinore,  IMiiladelphia,  New 
York  and  other  Eastern  cities,  to  San  Francisco,  Los  Angc-  'S. 
Seattle  and  Portland,  and  while  this  would  work  a  great  hard- 
ship on  the  Eastern  blenders,  it  would  cost  the  trans-conti 
nental  railroads  the  freight  Avhich  is  now  being  ])aid  on  the 
water  used  in  the  reduction  of  spirits,  and  whitdi,  in  the  ordi- 
nary blend,  amounts  to  more  ])0unds  of  freight  than  the  spirits 
themselves  amount  to. 

It  was  shown  that  when  high  proof  spirit.s  are  shipped  at  85 
cents  per  hundred,  it  amounts  to  a  rate  of  only  421/2  cents  on 
proof  goods,  wherea.s  a  rate  of  |1.25  per  hundred  on  a  blend  is 
really  a  rate  of  .f  1.2.5  per  hundred  on  a  combination  of  water  and 
si)irits  in  which  water  cuts  the  bigger  figure  of  the  two. 

After  the  mattei'  had  been  gone  over  at  some  length,  the  of- 
ficials of  the  railroads  above  ref(>rred  to,  stated  to  the  com- 
nuttee  that  the  arguments  appealed  to  them,  and  that  they 
could  understand  that  the  ])ossible  effect  of  these  rati^^!  wmdd  be 
to  destroy  the  very  large  traffic  that  the  roads  have  at  the 
present  time,  but  stated  that  arguments  had  been  made  to  them 
that  if  the  rate  on  high  proof  spirits  was  nuide  greater  than  85 
cents  per  hundred,  or  if  the  rate  on  proof  goods  was  made  less 
than  11.25,  capitalists  in  San  Francisco  would  build  immense 
spirit  distilleries  on  the  Pacitic  Coast  and  manufacture  all  of 
the  s])irits  used  by  the  trmh'  of  California,  and  in  this  way 
destroy  tlie  Imsiuess  of  the  trans-continental  lines  which  thev 


ha\'e  at   the  present  time  in  the  transportation  of  high  proof 
g(K)ds  from  Indiana  and  from  Illinois. 

The.se  gentlemen  further  said  that,  as  the  National  Whole- 
sale Li(|uor  Dealers'  Association  had  taken  iij)  this  matter  be- 
fore (he  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  they  would  not  be 
willing  to  make  any  change  initil  that  commission  had  rendered 
a  decision.  They  said,  howevei-,  that  should  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commissi(ni  reniler  a  decision  favorable  to  the  rates  as 
(hey  stand  af  the  present  time,  this  would  not  interfere  with 
a  (d.iange  in  these  rates  on  tlie  part  of  the  railroads  slnmld  ii, 
ai>]>ear  to  tlie  trallie  managers  of  these  roads  that  the  i-ates  were 
unjust  to  our  tiade  and  injurious  (o  (he  in(ei-es(s  of  tiie  lines 
represented  by  them. — -IJoiifoit-s.

J.  A.  Barlotti,  of 
tlie  Italian  Vineyard  ("omi)any,  says  the  liot  weather  has  done 
no  damaii-e.  Vineyardists  in  the  lowlands  will  have  a  short  ci'op 
liccausc  of  frosts  last  s})rinji-,  and  he  thinks  the  total  production 
\\ill  he  a  lillle  less  than  last  year.  H.  S.  Uaer,  pro])rietor  of  the 
West  (i  ( iidale  winery,  says  tli  •  h''.ii  has  oone  no  iujuiy  to  the 
Kiapes. 


\\  ine  slocks  coiiliuiie  to  lie  esleemed  as  so  much  gold.  Dealers 
show  no  eagerness  to  sell  large  (|uantities  at  any  price.  Thi'  re- 
sult of  this  will  be  large  quantities  of  excellent  wine  for  the 
trade  next  year.  In  the  knowledge  that  values  are  increasing 
.steadily,  dealers  can  afford  to  hold  their  wines  until  they  reach 
maturity.    Then  the  consumer  must  ]iay  for  the  (|iiality. 


Local  internal  revenue  ofhcers  liaAe  received  from  the  Tri'as- 
iiry  Department  circulars  regarding  the  enforcement  of  the 
Needham  sweet-wine  fortiticaticm  law.  They  are  reiinested  to 
forward  lists  of  wineries  in  their  respective  districts  and  to 
de.signate  men  to  supervise  fortitication  and  use  of  watei-  in 
wine  making.  He  \y\\\  isee  that  no  unlawful  practices  are  re- 
.sorted  to,  and  render  assistance  to  gangers  employed  in  dis- 
tilleries connected  with  w'lU'ries,  as  well  as  deputy  collectors 
aii<l  fitlier  officials  who  ma/  visit  such  establishments. 

Collectors  are  re(iueste(l  to  define  the  duties  of  these  agents 
when  assigning  them.  Ecoaomy  must  be  exercised,  it  is  ordered, 
in  making  assignments.  IJoard  for  such  agents  i.s  fixed  at  $2  per 
day,  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  well  to  avoid  criticism 
by  living  elseAvhere  than  at  houses  of  winery  projirietors,  if 
possible.  Assignments  of  gangers  and  suiiervisors  A\ill  Ik; 
changed  every  thirty  days.

I>aer  is  a  native  of  San  Francisco,  but  confesses 
tliat  he  has  not  the  nerve  to  see  what  has  hapjiened  to  his  birth 
place.  At  the  .same  time,  he  ])redicts  its  return  to  greatness. 
He  finds  with  the  exceiition  of  one  large  house  here,  the  stocks 
of  sweet  wines  are  uciierallv  short. 


K_\-e,  with  hea(l(|iiarler.-;  at  Los  Angeles,  is  meeting  with  mi- 
(|iialified  success  iiol  oiilv  in  introducing  these  goods,  but  ini 
kei'ping  them  in  demand.  There  is  no  ([uestion  about  the  qual-' 
ily  of  "Red  Top  Rye,"  and  wherever  he  goes,  Mr.  (lore  makes 
it  a  point  to  see  that  it  finds  a  jilace  on  every  first-class  bar. 
He  is  one  of  the  ca]ialile  young  men  in  this  line  of  business. 


SiijK'rior  Judge  Rordwell  has  annulled  the  order  of  the  police 
commissioners,  by  which  they  had  revoked  the  licen.se  of  the  Fur- 
tuna  AViue  and  Liiiuor  Company,  a  co-partnership  consisting 
of  Henry  Tostmaun,  Charles  Kion  and  Charles  Stack,  conduct- 
ing a  .saloon  at  42(>  South  Main  street. 

Tostmaun  was  charged  with  having  interfered  with  the  police 
when  they  sought  to  arrest  a  man  in  the  saloon  in  June.  After 
the  case  had  come  up  before  the  commissioners  for  hearing  they 
held  that  the  charges  nmde  by  Detective  Talanuintes  and  two 
policeman  had  been  sustained,  and  July  10  the  Fortuna  Wine 
and  Li(]uor  Company's  retail  license  was  revoked.  The  court's 
decision  in  effect  is  that  some  act  illegal,  disorderly  or  impropei' 
in  conjunction  with  the  saloon  business  must  be  committed  be- 
fore the  board  has  thi'  power  to  revoke  the  liccmse,  and  that  the 
act  coinjilaiued  of,  resisting  an  oHicer,  might  have  been  com- 
mitted anywhere  else. 


L.  S.  (Ireen,  president  of  the  A\'holesalers"  Protective  Associa- 
tion, recently  organized  by  tlie  ])roprietors  of  the  family  liquor 
st(U'es  of  Los  Angeles  for  the  juirpose  of  fathering  an  amend- 
ment to  the  city  ordinances  which  will  allow  them  to  sell  le.ss 
than  one-fifth  of  a  gallon  of  li(|iior,  and  give  them  practically  the 
rights  of  retailers,  emphatically  di'uies  that  there  is  any  fight 
on  between  the  retailers  and  the  wholesalers. 


Several  owners  of  saloons  having  restaurant  li(|uor  licenses 
have  lately  been  compelled  to  <lefen<l  certain  waiters,  charged 
with  violating  the  Sunday  ordinance.  The  case  of  (i.  Mox,  a 
waiter  at  the  Palace  cafe,  will  be  carried  to  the  superior  court 
to  test  the  law.  The  whole  case  seems  to  hinge  upon  what  con- 
stitutes a  "meal."

Dur- 
ing a  heated  debate  over  the  application  for  this  licen.se,  Avliich 
was  opposed  by  drv-goods  dealers  and  others  catering  largely  to 
the  trade  of  women.  Police  <  "(unmissioner  James  said:  "The 
jieople  of  this  city  voted  for  a  wet  town,  and  lifjuor  dealers  have 
some  riiihts."'  .  .

Domostic  ak-ohol  to  be  deuaturcd  undfn'  the  iirovisious  of 
tlio  act  of  Congress  approved  June  7,  l!)0(i,  for  use  in  the  arts 
and  industries,  \vill  he  sucli  onlv  as  is  produeed  at  reguhirly 
estalilislied  distiih-ries.

Sir:  Reidying  to  your  k'tter  of  tlie  Gth  instant,  in  whicli  you 
slate  tiiat  you  wish  "to  get  in  tourh  with  tlie  alcoliol  situation," 
and  in  wliieii  you  aslv  to  be  informed  as  to  the  practical  opera- 
lion  of  the  deimfured  alcohol  bill,  I  will  state  that  the  regula- 
lions  auliiorized  by  the  act  of  June  7,  l!)0(i  (the  denatured  al- 
cnliiij  law  ),  are  now  being  prei)ared.  They  will  not  be  i-eady  for 
general  distribution  until  aliout  October  1,  litOO. 

Vou  state  that  you  "do  not  understand  this  bill  allows  anyone 
to  make  alcohol,  but  that  it  must  be  made  in  the  usual  fashion 
— in  some  way  come  into  (lovernment  control.  Doubtless  the 
same  regulations  as  now  in  reference  to  its  manufacture  are  to 
]>re\ail,  but  the  Government,  when  it  is  released  from  bond,  in- 
stead of  collecting  the  tax,  is  to  denaturize  it.'' 

Vou  are  correct  in  your  view  as  to  the  law.  Thei'e  has  been 
no  change  in  tlie  law  relating  to  the  manner  in  which  alcohol 
can  be  nmnufactured.  Persons  who  desire  to  manufacture  dis- 
tilled spirits  for  any  purpose  must  comply  with  all  of  the  i)ro- 
visions  of  the  law  relating  to  the  setting  u]i  of  distilleries  and 
the  operation  of  same. 

The  distilleiv  must  lie  constructed  in  the  manner  now  pre- 
scribed by  the  law  and  the  regulations.  The  usual  distiller's 
bond  must  be  given;  the  distillery  must  be  surveyed  by  a  duly 
authorized  otti  cer,  a  distillery  warehouse  must  be  established; 
a  storekeeper-gaug(n-  or  a  storekeeper  and  a  ganger  must  be  as- 
signed to  duty  at  the  distillery;  the  product  must  be  entered  in 
distillery  bonded  warehouses,  and,  in  fact,  all  of  the  i)rovisions 
of  the  law  relating  to  the  setting  up  and  the  operation  of 
registered  distilleries,  the  manufacture  of  ilistilled  spirits  at 
such  distilleries,  and  the  depositing  of  such  spirits  in  distillery 
bonded  warehouse  must  be  com)»lied  with. 

The  new  law  sim]»ly  jirovides  that  alcohol,  of  such  proof  as 
nuiy  lie  determined,  may  be  Avithdrawn  free  of  tax  provided  it 
is  denatured  after  it  is  so  withdrawn  in  such  manner  that  it 
cannot  be  used  as  a  beverage  or  in  the  manufacture  of  li(|uid 
medicinal  iirejiarations. 

The  conditions  under  which  such  alcolud  may  be  withdrawn, 
denatured,  and  jint  uixm  the  market  are  to  be  prescribed  liy 
regulations  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
a])proval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

(iFXTLEMEX  :  T  am  in  receii)t  of  your  letter  of  the  12th  inst., 
in    which   you   state   that   there  are   large   quantities   of   fruit 


and  vegxitable  parings  at  the  various  packing-houses  which  youi 
think  can  be  used  to  manufacture  commercial  alcohol  under  the| 
denatured-alcohol  law,  and  state  you  would  like  to  know  if  it; 
will  be  necessary  to  have  a  separate  plant  from  your  fruit 
brandy  distillery  at  which  to  nmnufacture  alcohol  under  said 
law. 

Ill  reply,  you  are  advised  that  under  the  provisions  of  section 
31255,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  T'nit'ed  States,  as  amended,  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  exempt  distillers  of  lirandy 
made  excdusively  from  ap])]es,  peaches,  grapes,  pears,  jiine- 
apples,  oranges,  apricots,  berries,  prunes,  figs  or  cherries  from 
any  i)rovision  of  the  law  relating  to  the  operation  of  distilleries, 
exce])t  as  to  the  tax  on  the  spirits  produced  at  such  distillery. 

Cnder  the  authority  conferred  by  this  statute,  regulations 
have  been  adopted  exempting  distilleries  using  the  fruits  men- 
tioned above  from  the  provisions  of  all  of  sections  3202,  3263, 
32(17,  32(;!»,  3271,  3273,  3275,  3279,  32S4,  3285,  3294,  3302,  3310, 
3318,  and  parts  of  sections  3259,  32Gt;,  3303,  3305,  3307,  3364, 
3287,  3293,  3295,  3244,  3309,  3311,  and  3318r/  of  the  Revi.sed 
Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

r.randy  distilleries  are  now  ojierated  under  these  regulatioas.! 

Vou  state  that  you  wish  to  use  pineapple  parings,  tomatoi 
parings,  pea  hulls,  banana  parings,  sugar-corn  cobs,  and  other 
refuse  from  canning  establishments  in  the  manufacture  of  al- 
cohol for  denaturing  purjioses. 

With  the  exception  of  jiineapple  i>ariiigs,  none  of  the  several 
varieties  of  matei'ials  mentioned  by  you,  can  now  be  use<l  in  thei 
manufai'ture  of  distilled  spirits  at  a  distillery  set  up  and 
operated  under  the  law  and  regulations  rcdating  to  fruit  brandy 
distilleries. 

A  distillery  at  wliich  tomato  parings,  pea  hulls,  banana  par- 
ings, sugar-corn  cobs,  etc.,  could  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
distilled  spirits  must  be  constructed  and  operated  under  the 
general  law.  Such  distillery  must  be  constructed  and  operated] 
under  the  law  and  regulations  under  which  grain  and  molasses  | 
distilleries  ni-e  now  constructed  and  operated. 

It  is  possible  that  \(>ur  brandy  distillery  could  be  remodeled 
and  certain  additions  made  to  it,  such  as  a  cistern-rocuu,  ware- 
houses, etc.  If  this  could  be  done  there  \\()uld  be  no  objectioni 
to  using  it  as  a  fruit  brandy  distillery  during  the  fruit  season,) 
aiul  as  a  distillery  for  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  for  deaal^nring; 
])ur])oses  during  th(>  rest  of  the  year. 

Vou  will  understand,  of  cour.se,  that  the  law  relating  to  (he 
construction  and  o]ieration  of  distilleries  has  not  been  ciiaiigid.l 

The  denatured-alcoliol  law  simply  provides  that  alcohol  manii-t 
factured  in  the  usual  manner  at  registered  distilleries  may  he- 
withdrawn  from  bond  free  if  tax  for  denaturing  iiurposes,  and 
may  be  put  upon  the  market  after  it  has  lieea  so  denatured  that 
i'.  cannot  be  u.sed  as  -i  beverage,  oi  in  fh>'  iu.inul'oct-ire  of  Ii']iii(l 
iiK  dicinal  prepara*^ions. 

In  the  construction  of  a  distillery  at  Aiiich  it  is  intended  to 
]U'oduce  alcohol  for  denaturing  pnritoses,  regulations  >,'o.  7, 
issued  by  this  Department,  will  apply. 

The  regulati(ms  authorized  by  the  denatured-alcohol  law  are 
now  being  prepared,  and  they  will  be  ready  for  general  distri- 
bution about  October  1,  190().  These  regulations  will  relate  to 
the  manner  of  withdrawing  alcohol  free  of  tax  for  denaturing 
purposes,  the  (h^naturing  of  .same,  and  the  ]iutting  of  it  upon 
the  market.

Sake  Importers  Win. 


Juelge  Morrow,  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  has  decided  that  sake  is 
an  unenumerated  article,  subject  to  a  tax  of  20  per  cent  ad  valorem.  This 
means  ten  cents  a  gallon,  which  is  one-half  the  tax  on  beer.  This  is  a  victory 
for  the  importers.  Should  the  decision  be  upheld  in  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court,  there  will  be  a  draw-back  of  about  a  million  and  a  half  dollars 
to  the  importers  in  the  last  IS  months.  The  decision,  provided  it  holds,  will 
reduce  the  customs  revenue  of  this  port  about  a  million  dollars  a  year.

Julius  Kessler  &  Co.  Were  Libeled. 

SOME  two  yturs  ago,  "Truth,"  one  of  the  representative  retaU  papers  oi 
the  country,  pubHshed  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  attacked  the  business  in- 
tegrity of  Julius  Kessler  &  Co.  through  its  columns.  The  paper  published 
series  of  articles  charging  the  well-known  distilling  firm  with  issueing  bogt 
or  duplicate  warehouse  receipts  and  with  adulteration  of  whisky.  The  put 
lication  refused  to  retract  its  accusations  and  Messrs.  KeSsler  .>i  Oo.  foun 
it  necessary,  for  the  protection  of  their  good  reputation,  to  bring  suit  fc 
damages.  The  case  was  tried  a  short  time  ago  in  the  United  States  Cirou 
Court,  at  Detroit.  Michigan,  and  the  .iury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plainti 
in  twenty-.six  minutes,   asstssing  the  damage  at  .$10,000. 

The  evidence  and  the  vtrdict  plainly  showed  that  the  allegations  were  with 
out  foundation  and  the  prompt  punishment  of  this  editor  should  be  a  warnin 
to  others  of  the  kind  that  are  proceeding  on  the  same  lines. 

The  Court's  instructions  to  the  jury  were  quite  voluminous,  and  amoh 
other   things   pertinent  to  the  action  he  said: 

"Now  there  is  in  this  case  no  defense  tending  to  justify  this  publication,  n 
evidence  of  its  truth  in  any  particular.  There  is  no  evidence  the  plaintii 
issued  duplicate  warehouse  receipts.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the  adulteratio  . 
of  whisky  by  the  plaintiff  or  their  agents  or  employees,  or  with  their  knowl 
edge.  There  is  no  evidence  the  plaintiff  was  or  is  cheating  or  swindling  il 
its  business.  There  is  no  evidence  the  plaintiff  issued  fake  or  false  warehousi 
receipts.  This  article,  1  may  nuntion  in  passing,  referred  to  the  receipt! 
issued  by  the  plaintiff  as  fake  receipts,  which  in  the  common  acceptation  ol 
the  term  is  synonymous  witli  the  word  false,  and  the  word  false  synonymou; 
with  the  word  fraudulent.  The  burden  of  proving  the  plea  of  justification  i^ 
this  case  was  upon  the  defendant.  They  have  failetl  to  meet  that  burdei 
Now,  in  this  condition  of  the  evidence  in  the  cause  of  instruction  of  th! 
court  is  that  it  is  your  duly  to  find  for  the  plaintiff,  and  claiming  as  it  doej 
only  compensatory  damage — that  is,  compensation  for  the  injury  done  it] 
business  by  this  publication,  and  the  loss  that  it  has  suffered  by  it  by  reaso:[ 
of  this  publication,  is  that  it  has  suffered  the  loss — if  you  believe  the  test! 
mony  of  the  witnesses  which  is  uncontradicted — of  $2,500  for  commission 
paid  upon  cancelled  sales.  Perhays  I  may  refresh  your  mind  as  to  that.  Tha 
claim  is  based  upon  the  fact  tliat  the  plaintiff's  salesmen  made  sales  of  liquo' 
which  by  reason  of  tliis  ijublication  they  were  obliged  to  cancel,  the  plaintii 
was  obliged  to  cancel,  but  by  reason  of  the  terms  of  the  contracts  of  th 
employment  their  salesmen  became  entitled  to  the  commissions  when  the;! 
made  a  sale  and  obtained  an  order,  and  it  was  accepted  by  the  house,  there  i 
fore,  the  house  would  be  liable  to  the  salesman  for  the  amount  of  that  comii 
mission,  whether  it  was  a  canceleel  contract  or  not.  And  the  aggregate  oi 
till'  whole  transactions  upon  which  the  plaintiff  was  obliged  to  lose  by  reasoii 
of  tile  cancel!  d  sales  caused  by  this  publication,  it  is  claimed  by  the  testij 
mony  of  the  plaintiff,  and  that  is  uncontradicted,  was  $2,500.  That  is  on> 
ekmtnt  of  damage.  And  there  is  nothing  in  the  testimony  that  tends  t( 
rtfute  or  in  any  way  dispaj-age  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  this  claim. 

"Another  element  of  the  damage  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  is  founded  upoii 
the  testimony  given  in  the  cause,  I  believe  by  Mr.  Kessler,  and  Mr.  Guttmaij 
and  Mr.  Rrady,  if  I  recollect  tlie  names — if  I  fail  to  recall  the  names  correctly 
counsel  may  correct  me — that  the  injury  to  the  plaintiff  was,  by  reason  o: 
these  publications,  in  the  loss  of  trade,  the  loss  of  custom  and  damage  to  itii 
business  in  Michigan,  was  at  least,  in  the  judgment  of  the  witnesses  testifyinf 
to  that,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and,  it  is  added,  probably  more. 

"Now.  to  refresh  your  minds  as  to  the  facts  in  this  case,  I  call  your  atten- 
tion to  some  of  these  ciucstions  relative  to  the  course  of  business.  It  is  nolj 
denied  that  the  jilaintiff  at  the  time  of  the  publication  hael  a  good  reputation! 
and  was  favorably  known  to  those  engaged  in  buying  Kentucky  whisky.  Eacl. 
distillery  owned  by  Ihe  plaintiff.  I  believe  five,  was  under  the  control  of  the! 
United  States  officers,  including  Ihe  Cedar  Brook  or  McBrayer  distillery  all 
Lawrenceburg.  Kentucky,  and  at  that  distillery  plaintiff  maintained  a  Unitecj 
States  bonded  wareliouse  under  the  supervision  of  the  United  States  Internal 
Ui\inur   i.lli'irs.  and   tin-   whi.sky  was  distilled   by   the   plainlil'f  under  the  ob- 

scrvaliiiu  i>f   llu-  t'niled   Stales  omeers.  and  after  llie  distillation   such   whisky! 

I 
was   placed    in   liarrels   in   a  United   States   bonded   warehouse   in   charge   of  aj 
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tiited  States  storekeeper,  who  personally  had  posstssion  of  the  key  and  of  the 
arehouse  in  question,  and  those  acts  were  rendered  necessary  by  the  United 
ates  revenue  law^s,  and  it  was  in  compliance  with  those  laws  the  whisky  was 
,  kept  in  charge  by  the  United  States  storekeeper. 

"The  plaintiff  is  not  a  rectifier,  but  is  and  has  been  during  its  entire  ex- 
tence  engaged  in  the  distillation  and  sale  of  bonded  whisky.  From  the 
stimony  it  appears  that  bonded  whisky  is  universally  sold  by  the  use  of 
hat  are  called  warehouse  receipts.  Under  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  the  ware- 
mseman  alone  can  issue  such  receipts.  These  receipts  are  negotiable  and 
ansferable  by  endorsement  in  blank  or  by  special  endorsement,  the  same  as 
Us  of  exchange.  Such  receipts  may  not  be  issued  unless  the  goods  called 
r  are  actually  in  the  warehouse  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  issuing 
ich  warehouse  receipts,  and  the  issue  of  a  duplicate  receipt  is  a  crime  under 
e  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  is  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment  or  both. 

"The  evidence  tends  to  prove  that  distillers  in  Kentucky,  as  a  rule,  use  two 
nds  of  warehouse  receipts.  Both  are  alike  in  that  they  require  the  United 
;ates  internal  revenue  tax  of  $1.10  on  each  gallon,  and  all  other  taxes, 
larges  and  storage  to  be  paid  by  the  holder  of  the  receipt,  before  the  sur- 
nder  of  the  whisky  referred  to  in  said  receipts,  and  both  receipts  reserve  a 
in  to  the  distiller  until  such  payments  are  made.  In  addition  to  such  liens, 
le  form  of  receipt  reserves  a  lien  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of 
e  whisky,  or  of  the  notes  given  therefore,  which  latter  form  of  receipt 
referred  to  as  a  'Purchase-clause  receipt.' 

"Before  the  date  of  the  publication  complained  of  in  this  case,  plaintiff  had 
;en  selling  its  bonded  whisky  by  the  use  of  these  so-called  purchase-clause 
ceipts  in  the  State  of  Michigan  and  elsewhere.  Some  of  the  plaintiff's  pur- 
lase-clause  receipts  were  issued  directly  to  wholesalers  at  different  places  in 
id  out  of  this  State.  Among  the  whole.sale  purchasers  was  Hannah  &  Hogg, 
corporation  of  Chicago,  which  in  turn  resold  the  bonded  whisky  purchased 
om  Kessler  &  Co.  by  endorsing  and  delivering  the  warehouse  receipts  pur- 
lased  by  it  to  its  own  retail  customers. 

"The  defendants  are  the  owners  and  publishers  of  a  weekly  newspaper 
lown  as  Truth,  which  circulates  among  the  liquor  trade  in  the  State  of 
ichigan,  and  the  articles  complained  of  as  libelous  were  printed  in  the  week- 
editions  of  said  paper  on  May  28,  1904,  June  11,  1904  and  June  18,  1904.  I 
ive  already  charged  you  that  these  publications  were  wrongful  and  without 


legal  excuse.  Thty  are  in  several  particulars  libelous,  but  I  need  not  further 
particularize  those,  than  to  refer  to  the  fact,  as  I  have  already  instructed,  you, 
there  is  no  evidence  tending  to  sustain  the  several  charges  made  in  the 
articles.  But  one  of  special  grievance  is  that  whicli  charges  the  plaintiff  is 
not  a  reputable  distiller,  but  is  a  fake  distiller,  and  reissues  receipts  or  is.sues 
contracts  for  bonded  whisky  where  original  receipts  are  outstanding.  I  think, 
gentlemen,  I  have  covered  most  of  these  requests." 

Mr.  Austrian — "Will  your  honor  charge  of  the  14th?" 

The  Court — "It  appears  from  the  testimony  in  this  case  that  plaintiff  has 
never  adulterated  any  whisky  sold  by  it  in  bond,  that  it  has  never  issued 
duplicate  warehouse  receipts  for  whisky;  that  tlie  price  charged  by  plaintiff 
does  not  depend  upon  whether  the  receipts  issued  do  or  do  not  contain  a  pur- 
chase-money clause.  It  also  appears  that  when  the  plaintiff  has  sold  w^are- 
house  receipts  for  whisky  stored  in  bond,  it  has  never  surrendered  the  whisky 
described   in  its  receipt  until  thr  receiiit  itself  has  been  returned. 

"I  charge  you  that  the  sale  uf  bonded  whisky  by  the  use  of  warehouse 
receipts  reserving  a  lien  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  is  legitimate 
and  bona  fide,  as  practiced  by  Julius  Kessler  <Si  Company,  and  such  ware- 
house receipts  reserving  a  lien  for  paynu  nts  of  the  purchase  price  are  genuine 
and  valid  warehouse  receipts. 

"I  further  instruct  you  that  the  receipts  issued  and  in  controversy  here  as 
the  receipts  of  the  plaintiff  are  valid  warehouse  receipts,  and  pass  title  to 
the  whisky  referred  to  therein.  And  as  to  the  adulterating  of  the  whisky  re- 
ferred to  in  one  of  the  libelous  articles,  I  charge  you  there  is  no  evidence  the 
plaintiff  ever  did  adulterate  whisky,  but  the  evidence  is  uncontradicted  that 
plaintiff  did  not  do  so."

^iier  having' checked  the  developnienl  of  I  he  \ines.  The((ualit_v  of 
the  grapes,  however,  is  considered  excejttionally  good,  and 
weather  conditions  at  tliis  writing  have  i)een  very  favoi'able  for 
ithe  wine-makers.  Harring  unforeseen  trouliles.  the  well-made 
Wines  from  the  llKXi  \intage  should  he  of  superior  (|uality.  i^ate 
tulvices  from  ^>ontiiern  California  are  to  the  etfect  that  the  yield 
will  lie  considerahly  less  that  was  estimated  some  time  ago.  At 
Ithe  same  time  the  (jnality  has  never  been  sur])assed  in  that  sec- 
tion. Wineries  throughout  the  State  are  now  in  full  operation, 
\uu\  it  is  pr(»l>ahle  that  the  gathering  of  the  croj)  will  end  late. 
It  will  be  a  grc^at  good  fortune  if  (he  wine-makers  can  get  in 
this  vintage  without  danmge  b\  rain,  as  all  the  good  dry  wine 
ithat  can  be  made  at  a  fair  cost  price  is  wanted  and  needed. 

There  are  so  many  new  vines  coming  inio  bearing  this  year 
and  .so  much  uncertainty  as  to  the  secoml  crop  of  Muscats,  both 
in  the  San  Joacinin  Valley  and  the  South,  that  it  is  impossible 
to  give  any  intelligent  estimate  as  to  the  probable  yield. 


DKY  ^V1^■^]S.  The  situati(m  is  anything  but  satisfactory, 
and  at  present  there  is  no  sign  of  improvement.  The  de- 
mand for  California  wines  in  Eastern  nmrkets  and  in  New  Or- 
leans is  of  very  disapjiointing  volume,  which  nmkes  it  i>lainer 
that  there  was  a  mistake  made  when  jirices  were  sharply  ad- 
vanced after  the  April  troniile.  lOasteni  buyers,  apparently, 
are  taking  little  interest  in  ("alifoiiiia  bulk  wines  at  the  pres- 
ent prices,  and  .ire  sul)stitiiting  the  c]iea])er  Eastern  prodm-t 
wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  Of  course  the  better  class  of 
consunu'rs  cannot  be  satisfied  in  this  way,  but  it  is  to  that 
proportion  of  the  wine-drinking  public  which  consumes  only 
the  commoner  grades  of  our  vintages  that  we  look  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  imlnstry.  These  apjiear  to  lie  going  over  t<i  our 
fomjietitors  for  the  sole  reason  that  our  wines  are  a  few  cents 
a  gallon  higher  than  they  can  afford  or  want  to  pa\.  It  mat- 
ters iKit  which  wa_\'  you  put  it.  The  ( 'alibirnia  wine  men  musi 
have  these  markets  for  the  alis(u-]it  ion  of  a  large  (|uanlit\  of 
common  wiiu's  in  bulk.  What  will  or  can  be  done  lo  bring 
these  buyers  back  into  the  I'old  has  nol  been  determined,  lint  it 
is  jilain  that  some  way  must  be  found  to  meet  this  jiresent  com 
petition  which  is  ]ilaying  havoc  with  a  well-established  busi- 
ness.

There  will  be,  doubtless,  a  stead\ 
growth  in  the  rxpori  ligures  trom  now  on.  bin  il  i-<  impiw^iblr 
to  say  how   niiicli  lhe\   will  br  alTeiliMl  1)\    ilic  higher  prices. 


S\\  lOll'l'S.  'I'lie  sweet  wine  situation  is  again  clianged  by 
the  explosion  and  lire  which  destroyed  the  largest  wine 
phinl  of  the  .Association  and  wliich  was  probably  the  largest 
in  llie  wiirld.  It  is  stated  ilial  in  this  disaster  lie  re  were  a 
i|uarter  of  a  inillion  gallons  of  swcei  wines  destroyed.  This 
i»iil.\  tends  lo  increase  the  strong  jiosition  occii]»ied  by  sweets 
following  the  San  I'rancisco  fire.  Ad\ices  from  Southern  Cali- 
fornia are  lo  I  he  ellccl  I  hat  since  I  he  I'resno  loss  the  holdei-s 
in-esomewlial  slilVe!-  in  ilieir  deiiijiiuls  ihan  heretofore.  So  far 
as  the  siatislical  siinalion  is  concerned,  if  is  excellent.  The 
h>ss  of  this  great  ]ilaiii  onglii  naturally  to  materially  i|errea-;e 
the  ]irodiict  in  thai  district. 


BKAXDV.  There  is  nothing  new  to  be  said  of  the  market. 
It  is  moving  along  the  lines  (d'  tlie  wine  market.  IJrandies 
of  good  (|uality  are  in  very  fair  demand  and  will  c(mtinue  to  be 
so.  ExjMirts  by  sea  were  nominal.  The  iiroductiim  in  the  two 
districts  for  the  month  of  .lalv  totaled  4,134  tax  gallons.  There 
reiiiiiined  in  bond  in  the  Slate,  on  Jtdy  31,  !»13,3!t4.3  tax  gallons. 
On  July  31,  ]>.){)'},  the  bonded  stocks  of  tin-  State  aggregated 
I,()37,3!>4  tax  gallons.  The  di.screpan<y  is  due  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  stocks  ill  the  San  {''rancisco  tire. 


WHISK'S'.  Trade  with  the  whisky  men  is  in  fine  c(mdifion, 
Itrobably  better  than  ever  before,  when  future  prospects 
are  considered.  While  there  has  been  .some  falling  off  in  the 
local  demand,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  new  saloons  have  just 
laid  in  stocks,  business  in  the  city  still  continues  to  be  large, 
while  the  country  trade,  irot  only  in  California,  but  particu- 
larly in  the  Northwest,  is  wry  good.  Notwithstanding  there 
is  such  a  large  demand  for  money  in  the  country  to  handle 
the  cro])s,  general  collecticms  are  all  that  could  be  expected. 
The  best  nn^n  in  the  business  look  forward  to  another  year  (jf 
]dienomenal  prosperity.  The  figures  of  exports  by  .sea  will  be 
found  elsewhere  in  these  columns.  Imports  were  of  fair  vol- 
ume, e.s]>ecially  in  gla.ss,  the  figures  being  1722  cases,  10  bl)ls., 
and  1  cask. 


T IMPORTATIONS.  With  the  importers  business  holds  good, 
1  the  leading  houses  re])orting  that  there  is  no  apparent  de- 
cline in  the  demaml.  either  in  the  city  or  country.  The  future 
looks  very  promising  with  this  branch  of  trade.  The  total  im- 
ports were  14,()57  ca.ses,  1201  bbls.,  20  casks,  (i5  kegs  and  120 
tubs,  which  was  certainly  a  very  good  showing.

As  this 
latlei- year  shows  a  fallinj;'  otf  td'  m^arly  onedialf  over  the  ti.nures  of  1!MI4.  the  ex- 
liildl  is  anythiii.i;  hut  satisfactorv.  It  mav  he  said  however  that  in  the  two  |)eriods 
nieiitioiied    there   were  exira   slii]mieiil  s  of  brand  v  hv  sea  to  I-'inilaiid. 

A  iilance  at  the  expoils  of  whiskev  show  tliat  this  branch  (d'  trade  snlfered 
eipmllv  with  the  wine  and  brandv  men.  In  bulk  whisky  the  moxcment  was  oidv 
J;!,(<;i  as  against  :U,  02!)  for  the  same  period  of  last  yeai-.  The  case  j^oods  held 
n))  in  better  ]iro|ior(ion  as  shown  by  the  values  which  wei-e  ^DtM'U.OO  for  the  first 
half  of  (his  vear  as  aiiainst  .'jfl20,4r)2.(IO  for  tlie  .same  period  of  l!)!)."). 

Contrarv  to  expectation.s,  tlie  heer  exporters  made  a  splendid  showin.u.  that  is, 
in  respect  to  the  ti-ade  in  bottled  beers.  The  movement  of  beer  in  bulk  was  very 
disap]»ointin,<i  indicatinii  there  niav  be  some  dissatisfaction  in  foreiiin  countries  in 
(he  handling  of  malt  bevera.nes  in  this  sliain-.  This  conclusion  is  natural  when  one 
notes  ihat  the  shipments  for  the  first  half  of  this  year  were  oidv  l,l'7(;  bulk 
l»acka,ncs  against  10,071  for  the  same  period  last  year.  However,  in  the  matter  of 
values  there  is  an  increase,  (he  figures  being  |,S!),(»11  for  the  first  six  months  of  1!((h; 
against  .D;7(l,!)l'r)  for  the  initial  six  months  of  190.j.  Tlie  general  miscdlaneous  ex- 
ports tell  their  oAvii  stoiw  of  a  decrea.se  in  totals. 

The  figures  of  the  impoits  nud<e  a  fairly  good  showing  notwithstanding  the 
remarkable  conditions  which  jirevailed  in  this  port  since  (he  givat  catastrophe. 
Among  the  lines  that  show  an  inci-ease  over  the  same  peiiod  «(  \W)~^  are  :\ralt 
Liquors,  rhamiiagnc,  Lupn-rs,  Wine,  Whiskey  and  Vermouth.  There  was  a  sharp 
falling  off  in  the  receipts  of  flie  IJifter.s,  a  slight  decrease  in  (he  (iin  imports  as 
w<-ll  as  in  the  iMineral  Water  and  S]drits.

SKATTLIC.  Aiiniust  -'4. — Evciythiny-  scciiis  to  point  to  tlic 
most  prospci-ous  yciU'  in  tiie  Northwest  for  California 
wiiie.s.  This  section  was  never  so  prosperous  as  uow,  and  it 
is  expected  that  Tacoina,  8])oivaue  and  Seattle,  as  well  as  tlie 
otiier  cities  of  Wasiiin.nton.  will  witness  more  social  affairs  this 
year  than  ever  before. 

In  talking  with  tiie  whoh'Siiie  dealers,  the  fact  is  hroni>hl^ 
mil  (|nickl\'  tliat  California  wines  are  more  in  demand  now 
tiiun  ev<'r  iiefofe.  As  an  exidence  of  tiie  increased  coiisnmp- 
tiuii,  (ine  dealer  said  that  the;  month  of  Angnst  will  be  three 
limes  ;i<  huije  in  California  wines  as  ever  before  in  any  sum- 
luei-  month.  Added  to  tliis.  w(>  have  tiie  large  numbers  of  Cali- 
fornia ])eoide  wlio  luuc  located  in  the  Northwest  since  the 
tire  in  the  big'  city. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  Seattle  alone  lliere  are  a  thousand  new 
laiiiilies,  and  certainly  the  peoiile  are  coming  from  .somewhere, 
loi-  notwithstanding  the  enormous  building  activity,  there  is 
not  a  house  for  rent,  and  all  tiie  ])eo]>le  who  have  been  out  for 
the  summer  yet  to  come  butdc  to  town. 

If  the  wine  dealers  of  California  want  to  create  a  demand 
fill-  their  goods  they  could  do  no  better  than  to  turn  loose  a 
huge  number  of  enthusiastic  Califoriiians  to  work  for  them. 
Every  social  occasion  seems  to  be  used  to  "plug"  for  the  wines

I  am  sur]n'ised  that  the  wine  men  do  not  try  to  introduce 
"wine  houses,"  where  only  wines  of  good,  pure  (|uality  wduld 
be  drank,  and  no  s|iirit.  tV  number  of  refr<'sliiug  drinks  can  • 
be  made  out  of  w  iiie,  all  of  them  liealtln'  and  w  holesome.  \\'ine  2 
diluted  with  any  water,  or  sparkling  water  is  not  intoxicating;  1 
it  calls  f(U'  a  biscuit,  that  is  true,  bul  a  man  cannot  absorb  such  9 
a  i|uanlit\  nf  I  hat  liipiid  as  he  generally  does  when  he  imlulges  i 
in  beer.  The  common  use  of  wine  in  the  family  and  in  "wine  1 
houses"  would  undoubledly  promote  temperance,  because  wine  w 
is  a  teni]ierance,  and  wine  drinkers  are  generally  sober  peojile.  2 
It  would  relorni  the  saloons  named,  just  as  the  brewers  are  • 
doing  now  on  their  side.  They  lunc  decided,  at  their  last  con-  9 
xcniion,  not  to  sup]dy  their  beer  to  low'  and  \ile  resorts,  and  Z

The  "California"  wines  offered  Z 
b(dow  these  figures  lu'ver  came  from  California,  and  are  of  such  # 
character  that  certainly  it  cannot  invite  anyone  lo  indulge  in  ¥ 
that  beverage  on  accouiit  of  its  rank  aroma  and  unwh(desome-  S 
ness.  # 

Restaurants  sell  California  wines  under  the  names  of  .Medoc  1 
and  other  Fi-enidi  or  German  names  and  im])orted  brands,  at  * 
the  ])rice  of  imported  goods,  while  a  great  many  have  no  Call-  t 
fornia  wines  on  their  list.  Why?  Because  in  twenty-six  t

Pure  Food  Law  Regulations. 

WJO  HA\'10  been  nsked  imiiu'i-oiis  times  for  iiifoi-niatioii  as 
to  the  lueaiiiug  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  pure 
food  law  witli  reference  to  the  wine  and  liciuor  trade  and  in- 
dustry. In  rei)]y  we  can  only  say  that  it  is  impossible  to  nivc 
any  reliable  information  on  this  subject,  and  no  one  will  he  in 
a  position  to  answer  these  (|uestious  until  after  tlie  nu'elinii  of 
the  Commission  apjiointed  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury, 
('ommeree.  Labor,  and  Ai;riculture,  who  are  to  mak<' 
unif(Uiu  rules  and  rej;iilations  for  earryint;-  into  el'l'eet  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ]>ure  food  measure.  This  ("ommission  will  be;L;in 
its  sitting  on  Se](teudier  17,  and  will  continue  in  session  until 
Septendier  1*1',  inclusive,  during  which  time  all  the  various  ])ro- 
visions  of  this  momentous  statute  will  be  discussed  and  liualh' 
settled.  The  con(dusions  of  this  ('ommission  will  lie  i;i\'eii  in 
future  numbers  of  this  ])ublication. 


The  Spanish  American  Commercial  Agreement. 


THK  provisions  of  the  convention  between  the  Cniled  Slates 
and  Sjiaiii  as  to  a  revision  of  custom  duties  have  not  as  vet 
been  made  pid)lic,  not  withstaudiini  they  should  have  been  |iiior 
to  September  I.  The  te.xl  of  the  aiireement  is  withheld  b\-  the 
State  Department,  l)ut  it  is  understood  that  the  I'nited  States 
shall  enjov  a  minimum  of  the  taritf  of  Spain  in  exchanjic  for 
25  i)er  cent  reduction  in  the  dutii's  on  wines  and  s|iiiits  and 
works  of  art  imported  from  S])ain.  This  :.'.■")  |)er  cent  reducti(ni 
wcmld  nmke  the  dutv  on  S](anish  wines  in  bulk  ;>Ti-  cents  a 
jiallon,  and  the  duty  on  sjiirits  -Ifl.tiS' ._.  a  uallon  and  t  he  dutv  on 
wines  in  cases  .'ifl.l'O  a  nallon.  The  commercial  aiii-eeiin-nl  s  en- 
tered into  with  all  other  (ountries  make  the  rates  ;!."i  cents. 
•fl.Tf)  and  11.13")  resp(M-tively. 

The  result  of  this  i-eduction  of  (lul\-  will  most  certainlv  be 
a  nuirked  increase  in  the  im|Hiiiaiion  and  consumitt  i(ui  of 
Spanish  wines,  which  will  be  ,i;i\cn  (he  advantaiic  of  a  lesser 
cost  in  compel  it  i(m  with  American  jiroducts.  All  of  which  was 
unnecessarx,  as  Ihe  sweet  wine  imliistrv  of  California,  which 
l)raetically  represents  theenlir<'  couiilr-,  was  struiiiilinii  umler 
suflicieiit  handicaps  without  beinii  handed  ihis  extra  one.

Something  Wrong  Here. 

10  ILW'IO  often  hiiihly  commended  the  Soul  hern  Pacific 
('oini>aii\'  u]ton  the  manner  in  wliicli  it  ]Mirveyed  the 
I'alirornia  wines  to  patrons  of  its  diniiii;  cars.  ( »n  these  cars 
one  can  obtain  a  pint  of  i;ood  re])re.sentative  California  wine  of 
a  standard  brand  for  -■>()  cents.  This  price  is  neither  too  high 
noi  loo  low  ;  but  if  one  rides  on  on'e  of  the  company's  ferrv 
lioats  l)etwcen  San  I'rancisco  and  Oakland  and  buys  a  pint  of 
wine  of  the  same  brand  with  his  meal,  he  is  taxed  51)  cents. 
This  ju'ice  ma,\-  not  be  prohibit  i\c  in  some  cases,  but  it  is  in 
many,  because  Ihe  avei-anc  consumer  of  our  California  wines 
kmiws  what  he  is  gettiiii;  and  also  knows  what  he  should  jjay 
theicfor.  This  ](rice  is  certainly  extortionate,  and  cousiderinj>' 
the  comparati\'e  service  between  the  ferry  boats  and  the  diners, 
is  inexcusable.  It  can  further  be  said  these  wines  are  doidit- 
less  furnished  from  the  same  commissary  and  that  beinn  the 
case  are  listed  by  him. 

It  is  certainly  to  the  interests  of  the  company  to  ju-omote  the 
consumi»lion  of  the  vintaiics  of  this  State,  and  they  have  done 
much  in  Ihis  direction.  There  is  surely  stunethinji'  wr(m,n- 
here  and  the  management  ought  to  correct  it. 

Instead  of  charging  more  f<u-  these  wines  on  the  ferries,  the 
luice  should  be  less. 


We  Still  Have  Good  Wine  to  Sell. 


TIIliOrtiH  personal  investigation  of  the  (|uality  of  wines 
fiirnislied  by  the  trade  of  San  I'^rancisco,  which  have  been 
bottled  since  the  tire,  we  are  in  a  position  to  say  consumers  are 
being  given  full  \alue  for  their  money.  In  fact  the  wines  show- 
such  (|uality  as  to  be  a  tribute  to  the  energy  and  ability  of  the 
wiiH'  men  in  preparing  their  wines  for  consumption  so  suc- 
cessfulh  under  the  trving  conditions  that  have  surrounded 
them.  So  far  as  the  wines  are  concerned  they  are  calculated 
to  add  to  the  re]»utation  of  our  vintages.  Ami  furthernn)re  t\\vy 
should  not  only  be  a])i)reciated,  but  the  liousivs  who  have  put 
them  before  the  ])ublic  should  be  remembered  when  Ihe  lime  for 
listing  orders  comes. 

Fortunately  for  all  comerned  there  wei'c  stocks  of  wine  in 
the  country  in  condition  to  go  early  into  consumption  and  the 
(|uality  was  there  also.  As  a  result,  imtwithstanding  the  calam- 
ity-predictions of  conijiet  itors,  Ihe  re]uitation  of  our  wines  has 
been  fully  maintained  and  we  feel  safe, in  saying  that  the  pro- 
ducers ami  merchants  will  certainly  continue  to  uiihold  this 
re]uital  ion.

OLIVE  oil  imported  in  tins  is  dutiable  uiuler  paragrajjh 
40  of  the  present  tarilt  ad  of  1S!I7  at  50  cents  per  gal- 
lon, based  in  the  (luautity  of  oil  actually  im](orted  and  not  on 
the  cai)acity  of  the  tin  containers. 

I  indices  of  such  oil  ex|Muted  from  Ital\  are  ]H'o])erly  made 
out  in  the  actual  weights  or  measures  of  the  countr\'  from  which 
the  importation  is  made,  without  respect  to  the  weights  or 
measures  of  the  I'nited  Stales.     (  Kev.

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Defecation  of  Must  For  White  Wine

'fX'HE  mauufacl  lire  <»l'  wiue  consists  in  a  scries  of  opcralions 
1  which  has  loi'  its  objects:  First,  certain  ciieinical  ciianf>cs, 
ithe  chief  of  wliich  is  the  proiluction  of  alcohol  from  the  sugar, 
and,  second,  certain  i)hysical  clianjics,  the  chief  of  which  is  the 
clariflcatiou  of  the  wine. 

The  clarification  of  the  wine  is  accomplished  hy  separating 
it  from  all  solid  or  undissolved  particles.  Some  of  these  par- 
ticles consist  of  fragments  of  skin,  pulp  and  seeds,  dust,  yeast 
and  germs  of  various  kinds,  introduced  with  the  grapes.  Others 
are  due  to  physical  and  chemical  changes  which  take  place  dur- 
ing the  manufacture,  hy  which  substances  dissolved  in  the  must 
or  young  wine  become  insoluble  in  the  finished  product.  8uch 
are  the  albuminoids  and  cream  of  tartar  which  are  i)recipitated 
'by  the  ageing  of  the  wine.  Finally,  there  are  tlie  cells  of  y(>ast, 
inulds  an<l  bacteria  which  grow  in  tlic  wine  during  and  aficr 
d'ermentation. 

I  All  these  impurities  must  Ite  se|);iralcd  fi-oiii  ihc  li(|uid  iiy 
settling  and  decantation,  or  li\'  straining  and  liltration,  and 
the  wine  is  not  marketable  iinril  llicv  liavc  all  been  eliminated. 

In  the  case  of  i-ed  wine  a  lai-ge  jiart  of  this  separation  takes 
place  in  the  fermenting  \at.  The  tannin  of  the  skin  and  seeds 
diffuses  into  the  must  and  coagulates  the  all)uminoi(ls  which, 
to.gether  with  much  othei-  solid  matter,  are  i-emoved  from  the 
•wine  bv  the  filtering  action  of  the  jiomace.  The  utility  (d'  this 
earlv  ])arlial  (dearing  of  the  wine  is  sevn  in  the  superior  ([uality 
of  the  "free  run,"  in  which  the  tillering  action  is  considerable, 
over  the  "picss  wine"  w  liei-e  it  is  h'ss. 

In  the  case  of  white  w  ines  the  tannin  is  insufficient  to  precipi- 
tate the  albuminoids  and  the  filtering  action  of  the  fresh  grapes 
is  \('ry  slight.  Foi-  these  i-easons,  the  clearing  of  white  wines 
is  always  nnndi  slower  than  that  of  reil  and  the  sediment  more 
imiky.  ^lany  of  the  troubles  of  white  wine  can  be  avoided  and 
the  (piality  im])roved  if  the  must  is  given  a  jireliminary  clear- 
ing or  ''defecati(m"  before  ferinentarion.  The  wine  will  clear 
more  rapidly,  and  ^\■ill  be  less  liable  to  secondarv  fermentation^, 
and  will  be,  in  general,  sounder  and  cleaner  lasting,  it  also 
makes  the  use  of  pure  yeast  nn>re  (dfective. 

S(une  (>{  the  impurities  can  be  ke|)t  out  i){  the  must  b\-  care- 
ful handling  of  the  grapes  oi-  \>\  hand  sorting  before  crushing. 
These   met  hods,  however,  are  e.xjx'nsive  and   at   best  very   in- 


complete. If  the  grapes  are  stemmed,  a  certain  (juantity  of 
leaves,  dried  and  rotten  grapes  and  partiides  of  soil  are  thrown 
out,  but  the  i)roporfi(m  is  in)t  large  and  the  absence  of  stems 
increases  the  difficulty  of  i)ressing. 

If  great  care  and  cleanliness  are  e.\:ercised  in  gathering, 
crushing  and  pressing  and  the  grapes  are  only  handled  when 
cold,  the  must  will  free  itself  of  most  of  its  impurities  during 
the  first  24  hours  by  settling.  If  the  must  is  warm,  however,  or 
contains  a  large  amount  of  yeast  taken  from  boxes,  crushers 
or  conveyors,  fei-mentation  will  start  before  the  impui'ities 
haA'e  time  to  scuttle.  During  fermentation  the  continual  escape 
of  carbonic  acid  gas  will  keep  all  the  solid  particles  in  sus- 
I)ension  and  any  of  them  which  are  cai)able  of  injuring  the 
(]nality  of  the  wine  will  have  abundant  time  to  do  so.  8ome 
means  of  jtreventing  all  fei-nientatiou  for  24  or  48  hours  is 
necessary  if  the  impurities  are  to  be  separated  before  fermen- 
tation. 

Such  a  means  we  have  in  the  use  of  sulphurous  acid.*  Sul- 
])hurous  acid  may  be  obtained  in  the  liquid  state  in  iron  bottles, 
dissolved  in  alcohol,  or  in  the  form  of  p()tash  salts  (potassium 
meta-bisulphite),  but  the  cheapest  and  most  convenient  source 
for  the  purpose  of  defecating  white  must  is  sulphur.  If  sulphur 
is  burneil,  it  is  changed  into  a  gas,  which  is  pure  suljihurous 
acid. 

The  most  conxenient  way  id'  using  the  fumes  of  luirning  sul- 
lihiir  for  ( learing  the  must  is  to  have  two  or  three  defecating 
vats  or  casks.  The.se  vats  should  be  headed  up  and  of  such  size 
that  one  of  them  is  tilled  in  a  <lay.  The  ])roper  (piantity  of  s\il- 
phur  is  burned  in  the  cask  immediately  before  introducing  the 
must.  The  amount  necessary  will  vary  according  to  the  tem- 
jierature  and  the  condition  of  the  grapes,  but  will  lie  between 
.1  and  .2  per  mille.  That  is.  for  a  ])uncheon  of  175  gallons  2  to 
4  ounces  of  sul])hur  will  lie  needed,  or  for  a  larger  vat  about 
one  pound  of  sulphur  for  every  1,()()0  gallons. 

In  order  that  this  amount  of  sulphur  shall  be  s\ilficient,  some 
means  must  be  used  to  make  the  must  absorb  most  of  the  fumes. 
This  is  most  easily  done  in  snuill  cellars  by  pumping  the  must 
lhiiii|M||  a  rose  nozx.le  which  jirojects  only  a  few  inches  into  the 
cask.  For  larger  cellars  w  iiere  steam  ])unips  are  used  the  must 
iiiav  be  f(U'ce(l  to  fall  in  a  sjiray  by  means  of  a  piece  of  board 
aiiout  1  foot  s(|uare  susjiended  in  the  defecating  vat  1;")  inches 
Indow  the  nozzle  through  \\hicli  the  must  enters.  The  exact 
aiiiouiit  of  suli>hur  to  use  Tinder  the  ((iiidit ions  of  an\  |)articu- 
lar  cellai-  can  be  determined  only  li\'  trial.  If  the  iiiiisi  .oni- 
nu^nces  to   ferment    before   it    clears,   more  sulphur  should    be 
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used.  If  it  I'cniaiiis  scA-cral  da.vs  witliniil  t'ci-mcM(iii.ti'  after 
vcast  has  been  added,  less  sliould  lie  used.  If  luo  iiiurh  is  used 
no  harm  is  done  except  that  time  is  lost. 

The  nsnal  way  of  Imrning  sulphur  in  a  cask  is  to  use  sulphur 
matches  or  tapes,  which  are  strips  of  thin  cotton  cloth  whicli 
ha\-e  been  dipped  several  times  in  melted  sulphur.  These  tapes 
are  hnng  on  an  iron  wire  about  IS  inches  long,  bent  up  at  one 
end  to  hold  the  tape  and  fastened  to  a  bun<;-  at  the  other.  Tliis 
method  has  the  defect  that  some  of  tlie  suli)hnr  melts  and  drijis 
on  to  the  bottom  of  the  vat,  wiiere  it  is  incompletely  burned. 
This  incomi)letely  burned  suli)hur  may  communicate  a 
l)ad  taste  to  tlie  wine.  Tlie  same  is  true  of  the  Imni- 
inji  of  the  clulli  1(1  which  the  sulphur  is  attached.  .\ 
lietter  method  is  to  use  tliiu  jtaper  instead  of  cloth  for  the 
tajx's  and  to  burn  them  in  a  sulphur  cage.  A  sulpliur  cajic 
is  siini>ly  a  hollow  cylinder  of  iron,  or  bettei',  of  jtorcelain, 
open  on  top.  and  closed  below,  sufticienHy  narrow  to  enter  the 
bung  hole  and  suiticiently  long  to  hold  the  recpiired  amount  of 
sulphur  tape.  The  cylimler  is  |)ierced  with  numerous  holes  in 
all  parts  except  the  bottom  inch,  which  acts  as  a  cup  to  catch  all 
the  melted  suli>liur.  The  cylinder  is  sus])ended  at  IS  inches 
below  the  hea(l  of  the  vat  liv  means  of  a  ])iece  (»f  ii-nn  wire  at- 
tached to  a  bung. 

The  defecating  vat  may  lie- tilled  comiiletely,  and  the  must 
should  be  allowed  to  settle  for  at  least  24  hours  and  not  more 
than  48.  At  the  end  of  this  time  it  should  have  deposited  most 
of  its  impurities.  It  is  then  drawn  off  into  the  casks  or  vats 
in  which  it  is  to  ferment. 

In  drawing  off,  tlie  defe<'ated  must  should  be  thoroughly 
aerated.  This  is  accomidished  by  allowing  it  to  fall  as  a  spray 
into  the  pump  well  and  in  the  same  manner  from  the  top  of  the 
cask  into  which  it  is  pumped.  This  aeration  rids  the  must  of 
some  of  its  sulphurous  acid  and  sui)plies  the  oxygen  nei'essary 
for  the  develojuiient  of  the  yeast.  The  must  will  ferment 
without  the  addition  of  yeast,  for  defecation  practised  as 
described  never  comiiletely  frees  the  must  from  all  yeast  cells. 
It  nmy,  however,  he  a  long  time  in  starting  and  it  is  lietter  to 
use  a  starter. 

This  starter  may  be  simply  some  must  from  a  cask  which  is 
already  in  full  fermentation.  Full  fermentation  may  be  con- 
.sidered  to  be  when  from  one-third  to  onedialf  of  the  sngai-  has 
disappeared.  For  example,  must  which  contains  originally  24 
per  cent  P>alling  may  be  considered  in  full  fermentation  when 
the  saccharometer  shows  beteen  IG  per  cent  and  12  per  cent 
r>.  Ten  gallons  of  such  a  starter  is  sufficient  f(n'  1,000  gallons 
of  defecated  must. 

Care,  of  course,  should  be  taken  to  use  starters  only  from  the 
casks  or  vats  which  have  been  filled  with  the  best  gTa])es.  The 
most  satisfactory  starter  is  that  prepared  fi-om  ]>ure  yeast  in 
th(^  manner  described  in  Circular  No.  2H. 

.SUMM,\I!Y. 

The  defecation  of  must  with  sulphur  fumes  for  the  pro- 
duction of  white  wine  is  desiralde  because: 

1.  It  eliminates  the  worst  of  the  impurities  l»efore  they  lunc 
contaminated  the  wine. 

2.  It  diminishes  the  amount  of  sediment  in  the  casks  at 
the  first  racking. 

.3.  It  causes  the  wine  to  dear  much  more  rapidly  after  fer- 
mentation. 

4.  It  eliminates  much  of  Hie  albuminoid  sulistances  which 
are  the  preferred  food  of  injuiiniis  bacteria. 

r>.  It  clears  till'  wine  of  most  of  the  molds,  wild  yea>-:ls  and 
baclei'ia.

TIIIO  Calwa  winery  of  the  California  \Yine  Association,  just 
siiulh  of  I'^resno,  was  w:-,-cked  hy  an  exjjlosion,  followed  by 
tii-e,  on  S'  plemi)er  4.  The  e.\])lcsion  occurred  in  the  sherry 
room,  due  lo  the  coml)\istion  of  gases  generated  in  the  sherry- 
making  ]).Mcess,  and  lb  •  ensuing  tire  de-itroyed  the  brick  build- 
ing (MUitaining  the  winery's  best  stock,  '.he  slierr,'  oven  and  thr 
I'asfeui'izing  idanl.  and  a  suuill  warehouse  adjoining,  ccmtaiu- 
ing  machineiy  and  machinery  sniiplies  stonnl  at  the  Calwa 
winery  for  use  in  the  Association's  various  other  plants  in  that 
neighborhood.  One  life  was  lost  iu  tli"  explosion  an<l  several 
me.'i  were  injured.  Sujjerinteudent  Reveridge,  while  finding  it 
impossible  to  estimate  the  lo.ss  just  following  the  tire,  stated 
that  the  figure  would  reach  not  less  than  .pOO,(>(IO,  and  would 
probably  run  in  excess  of  that  amount.  Four  hundred  thousand 
galbtns  of  w  ine  ready  fcr  shi])ment  were  lost,  in  addition  to  the 
liuildings,  casks,  sherry-cooking  p)lant,  machinery,  etc.,  besides 
wl.ich  an  adjoining  fermenting  plant,  which  was  badly  wrecked 
by  the  explosion,  will  have  to  be  almost  entirely  rebuilt.  The 
California  Wine  Association's  Calwa  winery  was  built  in  18!l(i, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  Association's  plants,  in 
fact,  if  is  understood  to  lie  one  of  the  largest  wineries  iu  the 
world.  Tills  disaster  comes  at  a  liad  time  for  the  Wine  Asso- 
ciation, following  its  great  loss  in  the  San  Francisco  fire.

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Manufacture  of  Dry  Wines  in  Hot  Countries

\  Coiicliidr.I  \ 

This  niiiy  be  loiisidered  the  most  approved  method  of  wiiie- 
iiiiikiiii;  at  i)reseut  in  use  iu  Algeria.  It  ditt'ers  from  the  method 
in  most  geueral  use  principally  in  the  character  of  the  ferment- 
ing  vats.  The  use  of  h>\\,  oiK-n  vats  aud  a  separate  fermenting 
room  necessitates  an  outlay  which  most  Algerian  wine-nmkers 
avoid  by  fermenting  in  Ihe  "amphoras"  in  which  the  wine  is 
stored.  These  amplKu-as  are  constructed  of  masonry,  concrete 
oi-  hrick,  usually  lined  with  glass.  They  resemble  in  shape  Imge 
liotlles,  and  hold  from  l,l!00  to  12,000  gallons  each.  The  dimin- 
uti(m  in  tlie  amount  of  spoiled  ■\vine  in  Algeria  is  undoubtedly 
due  in  some  measure  to  the  use  of  these  amphoras,  which  it  is 
possible  to  clean  and  sterili/.e  with  The  greatest  ease.  They  have 
many  advantages  over  wooden  casks  or  vats,  especially  for  tlie 
handling  of  young  wines.  They  can  l>e  cleaned  in  a  few  minutes 
simjdy  by  washing  with  a  hose,  and  recpiire  no  care  when  emjity, 
as  they  do  not  shrink  or  become  moldy,  like  wooden  cooperage. 
There  is  no  evaporation  of  tlie  wine  when  they  arc  lilled, 
so  that  there  is  no  loss  of  xolumc  in  kee])ing  the  wine. 
as  with  oak  and  redwood  casks.  They  utilize  the  s]>ace  in  a 
cellar  better,  as  they  can  he  made  of  almost  any  shape  and 
enable  the  wine-maker  to  store  a  much  larger  volume  of  wine 
under  a  roof.  In  Algeria  they  have  the  further  advantage  of 
being  considerably  cheaper  than  oak  casks.  Their  only  defect 
is  that  they  ])revent  the  aging  of  the  w  inc.  This  is,  however,  in 
Algeria  an  advantage,  as  the  wine-buyers  prefer  a  young,  well- 
defecated  wine  which  they  can  transjiort  to  I'^rance  and  age  in 
cool  cellars.  The  cost  of  these  am]ihor<is  in  Algeria  ranges 
from  2  to  4  cents  ])er  gallon,  dejiending  on  their  siz(\  sliajM', 
kind  and  amount  of  glazing,  and  the  cost  of  transpot-ting  the 
material. 

In  comparing  tlie  relative  cost  of  amphoras,  oak  casks,  and 
ui»right  vats,  account  must  be  taken  of  the  ditTerences  in  sjiace 
occupied.  \\'ine  stored  in  round  oak  casks  of  ::;,0I)0 
gallons  capacity  ]'e(piires  abotit  40  square  feet  of  Hoor  space 
for  eveiy  1,000  gallons,  if  stored  in  nprigiit  vats  holding  lO.OOi) 
gallons,  (d'  the  form  of  the  icdwood  \ats  commonly  used  in 
California,  about  .".0  sipiarc  feel  is  re(|uired  per  1,000  gallons. 
\ith  amjilimas  of  10,000  gallons  ca])acity,  1,000  gallons  can 
be  stor(Ml  in  cNcry  20  sipiare  feet,  hi  other  wdids,  a  cellar  of 
one  story  with  a  fiour  space  of  1I!0  bv  100  feet  will  hold  about 
250,000  gallons  of  wine  in  ;!,(tO(l-gallon  oak  casks,  350,000  gal- 
lons in  10,000-gall(m  redwood  vats,  and  500,000  gallons  in 
1 0,000-gallon  amphoras. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  Algerian  cellars  A'isited  was  remark- 
able, and  in  strcing  contrast  to  man\'  of  the  large  cellars  of 
southern  France.  The  absence  of  woodwork  and  the  liberal 
use  of  concrete  nmke  the  work  of  keeping  the  cellars  clean  com- 
paratively easy,  as  do  also  the  simple  and  effective^  de\'ices  for 
handling  grapes  and  ponuice  used  by  most  wine-makers.  The 
ease  with  whi(di  bacterial  infection  ]>asses  from  cask  to  cask  an<l 
from  one  vintage  to  another  in  hot  clinmtes  has  taught  the 
Algerian  wine-maker  the  necessity  of  thorough  and  frequent 
sterilization  of  e\-ervtliing  with  which  the  gra]»es  or  wine  come 
in  contact,  ('oncrete  \ats  and  am]ihoras,  if  suspected,  are 
rapidiv  and  easily  sterilized  liy  swabbing  \\ith  a  5  ]»er  cent 
solution  of  sulfuric  acid,  but  usually  a  simple  washing  with 
water  is  (piile  sufficient  to  keep  them  in  good  condili(ni. 

For  the  sterilization  of  wooden  casks  and  \ats  of  all  sizes 
small  steam  generators  of  a  stiecial  form  are  much  used  both 


in  France  and  Algeria,  and  are  very  effective.  The}*  are  p(jr- 
table  and  so  constructed  that  they  produce  dry  steam  siii)er- 
heated  to  over  500  degrees  Fahrenheit  under  little  or  no  pres- 
sure. They  are  tised  in  larg<>  as  well  as  in  snmll  cellars,  even 
where  a  steam  boiler  exists  for  other  purposes.  It  is  a  great  i 
advantage  to  be  able  to  sterilize  casks  at  any  time,  and  one 
of  these  small  cask  steanu'rs  can  be  heated  uj)  and  used  mticli 
m(n*e  easily  aud  rapidfy  than  an  ordinary  steam  boiler.  They 
also  have  the  advantage  that  they  can  not  e.KpIode,  and  the 
sui)erheated  dry  steam  they  produce  is  much  nun-e  effective 
in  penetrating  and  sterilizing  ])ower  than  the  pressure  steain 
from  an  engine  boiler. 

Wherever  separate  ft'i-menting  vats  are  used  the  tendency  ks 
to  place  them  in  a  building  separate  from  the  storage  cellar. 
This  building  is  usually  made  very  o]ien,  in  fact  is  often  simjily 
a  shed  with  open  sides. 

The  figure  on  the  cover  of  this  bulletin  slutws  the  simple  in- 
allation  of  a  wine-maker  near  Berrouaghia,  which  may  be 
taken  as  typical. of  small-scale  wine-making  in  Algeria.  It 
consists  of  an  open  shed  covering  three  rectangular  stone  vats. 
The  grajjes  are  crtished  into  these  rats  and,  after  fermentation, 
are  stored  in  the  same  vats,  which  are  then  covered  with  heads 
made  air-tight  Avith  clay  or  plaster.  The  arrangement  seems 
very  primitive,  but  for  the  purpose  is  both  cheap  and  effective. 
The  small  open  vats  are  cooled  off  at  night,  so  that  only  when 
the  sirocco  blows  is  there  much  danger  of  a  hot  fermentation. 
The  wine  is  usually  sold  and  shipped  at  the  first  racking,  so 
that  it  is  not  expo.sed  to  the  hot  weather  of  the  sunnner  follow- 
ing the  vintage. 

CONCU'SIONkS. 

The  main  lesson  of  immediate  practical  importance  to  Cali- 
fornia wine-makers  to  be  learned  from  these  observations  and 
exi)eriments  is  the  oft-repeated  one  of  cool  fermentation.  It 
seems  strange  that  in  Algeria,  where  cool  water  is  far  more 
scarce  than  in  California,  the  wine-makers  should  have  been 
able  to  make  the  use  of  cooling  nuichiiu's  a  practical  success, 
wliile  here  little  or  no  progress  has  been  made  in  that  direction. 
The  reason  is  to  be  fouiul  probably  iu  a  lack  of  a  real  apprecia- 
tion of  the  need  and  use  of  cool  fermentation  among  the  wine- 
nuikers  of  the  regions  where  dry  wines  are  usually  made,  aud  of 
the  difficulty  of  applying  knoA\n  methods  in  the  hotter  regions, 
■  where  the  cellars  are  nearly  all  of  great  size. 

With  regard  to  the  tirst  there  is  undoubtedly  a  very  general 
lack  of  realization  of  the  l)enetits  to  be  derived  from  fermenting 
wines  at  a  low  temperature.  A  wine  which  attains  a,  tempei'a- 
Ini-e  of  05  degrees  to  100  degrees  Fahrenheit  during  fermen- 
tation will  never  have  the  freshness,  bouquet  aud  general  high 
(|uality  of  one  which  never  exceeds  85  degrees  or  90  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  Even  though  the  former  ferments  out  completely 
and  remains  a  perfectly  sound  wine,  its  quality  and  especially 
its  boiupiet  is  injured,  and  the  headiness  of  many  California 
wines,  ami  of  wines  from  other  hot  countries,  is  undoubtedly 
due  in  great  part  to  the  high  temperature  of  fermentation.  The 
greater  intoxicating  effect  of  a  California  wine  with  13  per 
cent  of  alcoh(d  ov(f  a  Chateau  ^largaux  with  11  per  cent 
can  not  be  all  ascribed  to  the  slight  difference  of  alcoholic 
strength.  The  variabilitv  of  ewn  the  best  brands  of  our 
California  bottled  wines  is  also  in  great  part  due  to  the  lack 
of  a  more  perfect  control  of  the  fernuuiting  temperature.  The 
California  wines  which  a  traveler  finds  in  the  Eastern  States 
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jind  iu  the  hotels  aiul  diiiiiii;-  cars  of  Englaud  and  the  Conti- 
nent are  undoubtedly  uiueh  superior  to  tliose  lie  would  have 
.found  there  five  or  ten  years  as;o,  lint  they  are  still  often  very 
disappointing  to  one  who  knows  how  good  they  can  he  some- 
times. The  tirsi  step  in  lie  taken  in  establishing  uuiforni  and 
reliable  brands  of  line  ( 'alifoniia  wines  is  for  the  wine-makers 
to  give  their  wines  the  unilonn  good  ([uality  Axhich  ran  only 
be  obtained  by  fernu'nting  every  \at  at  a  uniform  and  low 
temperature.  This  will  render  tiie  work  of  the  wine-blenders 
and  handlers  comparatively  easy. 

With  regard  (o  the  jiroduction  of  common  or  bulk  wines  the 
problem  is  somewhat  different.  Here  the  main  object  is  to  pro- 
duce a  sound  wine  of  good  bou(]uet,  freshiu^ss,  and  lack  of  head- 
ines.s  are  of  les.s  importance.  One  of  t-lie  essentiahs  of  chea]i- 
ness  is  th(i  production  of  heavy  crops.  Our  cheap  wines  must 
be  made,  then,  from  heavy-bearing  varietie.s  of  vines  planted  in 
rich  soil.  The  vineyards  of  .southern  France  where  common 
wines  are  niaih^  produce;  from  8  to  10  tons  peracre,  and  even 
as  much  as  12  to  15  tons  as  the  average  for  whole  vineyards. 
The  vineyards  of  the  Metidja  Plain  iu  Algeria  i)roduce  as  much. 
There  are  immense  tracts  of  land  in  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Joaciuin  valleys  which  are  capable  of  jti-oducing  eciually  large 
crojis.  Th(!  question  is.  can  these  crops  be  turned  into  good, 
sound,  dry,  red  wines. 

Inniunerable  tests  at  the  California  Ex])eriment  Station  cel- 
lar jirove  that  good,  sound,  dry  wines  can  be  made  from  grapes 
grown  in  rich,  irrigated  and  alkaline  .soil  iu  Fresno  and  Tulare. 
The  experiments  detailed  on  page  25  even  show  that  wines  of 
high  (|uality  can  be  made  from  such  grai)es.  There  is  nothing, 
therefore,  in  the  nature  of  the  grapes  themselves  whicli 
will  prevent  the  nuvnufacture  of  good,  dry  wines  in  the  great 
central  plain  of  Califoi-nia.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  a 
practicable  method  of  wine-making  can  be  devised  which  will 
overcome  the  difficulties  which  have  so  far  prevented  the  pro- 
duction of  such  wines  there. 

The  most  promising  direction  in  which  to  look  for  such  a 
method  is  at  present  in  line  with  the  experiments  of  P>arba,  and 
tlie  Berkeley  Experiment  Station.  The  method  in  short  that 
offers  an  almost  practical  certainty  of  attaining  our  object  is 
the  following : 

1.  Heating  the  crushed  grapes  to  a  temperature  and  for  a 
time  sufficient  to  extract  the  neces.sary  color,  tannin,  and  body. 

2.  Immediate  separation  of  the  must  and  cooling  to  85  de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

3.  Immediate  fermentation  of  the  must  at  a  temperature 
not  exceeding  90  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

This  is  not  to  be  understood  as  a  recommendation  of  this 
method  for  immediate  introduction  into  any  cellar.  The  pres- 
ent status  of  the  method  is  this : 

1.  It  has  been  shown,  both  in  California  and  iu  France,  that 
it  is  possible,  when  Morking  with  small  ([uantities,  to  attain  the 
object  in  view  by  this  method. 

2.  The  metliod  has  been  used  with  success  in  France  in  the 
wlinje  outiMit  of  a  i-(>llar  manufactni-ing  75,000  gallons  of  wine 
ill  a  seasiiii. 

It  remains  now  to  be  seen  whether  th(>  method  can  be  made 
jn-icticable  for  California  conditions.  A  careful  study  of  these 
cniiditiniis  has  left  liiije  doiilit  in  my  mind  (hat  it  can,  and  (he 
failure  of  all  oilier  iiieiliiuls  thai  have  been  tested  so  far  makes 
it  \iTy  de-^ii-alije  lliai  ii  slmiild  be  given  a  Ihoi-ough  trial.  There 
arc  iiiiiiiei-niis  details  i.f  the  metlnxl  which  have  to  be  carefully 
iiiM'siig.iied.  hill  none  of  Ihem  offer  any  a])|)aren(ly  insup(M'- 
able  ilitli.llllies.

Iiotli  laboratory  and  cellar  ex])erinients  on  a  snfticienllx  larnv 
scale,  and  coidiniied  for  a  sntticiently  loni;  time,  have  fullv 
demonstrated  that  most  excellent  resnlts  can  he  ohtained  hy 
the  nse  (d'  \mvv  yeast.  This  is  especiallv  trne  as  rei;ards  while 
wine. 

The  ]»rineii)al  lienetits  to  he  ohtained  at  present  are  a 
thoronnii  fennenfation,  a  rajiid  (dearin^-  and  an  absence  of  the 
disa.iireeable  flavors  of  .secondary  fermentation,  which  are  onlv 
too  common  in  many  of  our  Califoriuan  wines.  These  benefits 
are  to  be  ohtained,  however,  in  cellars  onlv  wl. .■;■(■  es]iecial  care 
in  the  ordinary  jirocesses  of  wiue-makinji  are  at  ]iresent  jirac- 
tised.  in  many  of  the  lariicr  wholesale  wineries,  or  in  those 
where  ordinarv  carefulness  is  not  exercised,  little  benefit  would 
i-esult  from  the  use  of  ])ure  yeast.  There  are  other  much  more 
imiiortant  nd'orms  to  be  iuti-oduced  first.  The  yreat  im]>rove- 
meuts  iu  methods  which  have  been  introduced  iu  late  years  iu 
certain  larn<'  wineries,  howe\-er,  make  it  iirobable  that  before 
louj:  many  of  them  will  be  iu  a  ])ositioii  to  make  use  of  the  ad- 
vanta.iics  of  pure  yeast. 

h'or  this  reason  it  is  advisable  that  the  methods  of  handliuj; 
])ure  yeast  practically  iu  wiue-uutkini;  should  be  uuule  familiar 
to  the  wine-makers  of  small  cellars  where  it  is  at  present 
feasible.  This  circular  is  issued,  thercd'ore,  with  the  hope  of 
interestiuii  some  of  the'  more  )iro,iiressi\'e  wiiu'-makers  iu  this 
method  of  iuiproviui;  their  ])roduct.

]>read  yeast,  ai)iculate  yeast,  any  of  the  inuunun^able  species  of 
yeast  that  occur  iu  feruu'utiug  li(iui(ls,  will  simply  injure  the 
wine.  Even  the  true  wine  yeast  has  many  varieties,  each  with 
its  own  (pialilies,  and  it  is  uu.safe  to  use  any  ]iure 
yeast  until  it  has  been  ]ir(iperly  tested  f()r  the  ]mri(ose 
contemiilated.  The  yeast  must  be  obtained,  ther(d'ore, 
fr<im  a  |ierfectly  reliable  source  where  it  has  been  proved 
suitable  for  the  coiulilious  in  which  it  is  to  be  usi'd.  An 
uusidtable  (U-  untested  \'easl  is  as  sui-e  to  give  uiisatisfactorv 
results  ill  ihe  feriiientiug  vat  as  a  lot  of  seedlings  iu  the  peach 
orchard. 

( )u  the  oth(n-  hand,  the  IksI  results  are  to  be  obtained  (nih'  if 
our  original  stock  is  jierfectlv  ]Mire.  If  the  stocdc  is  contami- 
nated with  \iiiegar  geiins,  wine-flowers  or  molds,  it  may  do 
more  harm  than  good.

In  the  heat  extraction  method  of  making  red  wine  (see  Uulle 
tin  177)  the  jiartial  sterilization  due  to  the  heating  accoiii 
jilishes  the  same  end.  With  the  ordinai'v  method  of  makiiif. 
red  wine  this  end  can  be  compassed  only  by  the  most  niiuutc 
attention  to  cleanliness  and  other  means  of  ])reventing  the  en 
trance  of  undue  numbers  of  germs  into  the  crushed  grapes.  Il 
grape  boxes,  eru.shers.  carriers,  pumps,  chutes  and  vats  ar( 
never  washed  and  are  coated  with  must  and  grape  skins,  the^ 
serve  as  propagating  grounds  for  yi*asts  and  germs  of  all  kinds 
Piles  of  dry  jiomace  outside  the  ctdlar  or  scattered  on  the  sur 
rounding  roads,  su])])ly  the  air  with  myriads  of  bacderial  sjiores 
\'ats  of  grajies  exposed  to  these  agents  of  infe(diou  cannot  h( 
iiitluenced  by  a  few  buckets  (»f  pure  yeast.

PURE  FOOD  LAW  FULL  TEXT. 


HIiREWlTH  we  present  the  full  text  of  the  Pure  Fuud  Law,  whicli  will 
go  into  effect  July  1,  1907.  Tlie  sections  that  affect  the  wine  industry 
and  the  liquor  trade  are  shown  in  bold-faced  type.  So  far  as  Cali- 
fornia wines  are  concerned,  tlie  law,  if  enforced,  w'ill  be  of  much  benefit,  by 
reason  of  tile  "misbranding"  clause,  which  will  prevent  the  "brick  vineyard" 
IKMipIe  from  faking  our  wines  and  force  the  unscrupulous  "wine  mal<ers"  in 
some  of  thu  Eastern  States  to  give  their  stuff  to  the  public  under  a  true  label. 
l''urthermore,  California  wines  will  not  go  on  the  tablfs  of  swell  Eastern  and 
Western  hotels  and  restaurants  disguised  as  some  noted  French  vintage.  If 
tills  alone  is  accomplished  by  the  law,  it  will  lead  to  a  far  wider  and  better 
distribution  of  our  wines  than  ever  before.  These  wines  that  have  be?n  mas- 
querading as  Fi-ench  or  German  will  go  into  consumption  as  California,  and 
here  is  where  the  appreciative  wine-drinking  public  will  discover  the  true 
merits  of  our  products.  AVhat  is  of  vital  importance,  as  well,  is  the  fact  that 
these  wines  will  be  .sold  at  reasonable  prices  instead  of  the  high  figures 
charged  for  imported  .goods  of  extra  quality. 

The  bill  is  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction  and  its  jiassage  at  this  time 
will  make  further  legislation,  both  at  Washington  and  in  the  various  States, 
much  easier  in  the  future.     It  should  be  read  carefully  by  all  interested: 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled:  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  manufacture  within  any  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
any  article  of  food  or  drug  which  is  adulterated  or  misbranded,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  Act;  and  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  -a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  offense  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  or  shall 
be  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  and  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  fined  not  Itss  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  sentenced 
to  one  year's  imprisonment,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  introduction  into  any  State  or  Territory  or  the  District 
of  Columbia  from  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  from  any  foreign  country;  or  shipment  to  any  foreign  country  of  any  arti- 
cle of  f 1   or  drugs  which  is  adulterated  or  misbranded.  within  the  meaning 

of  this  Act.  is  hereby  prohibittd;  and  any  person  who  shall  ship  or  deliver 
for  shipment  from  any  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  to  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country, 
or  who  shall  receive  in  any  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
from  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  foreign 
country,  and  having  so  received,  shall  deliver,  in  original  unbroken  packages, 
for  pay  or  otherwise,  or  offer  to  deliver  to  any  other  person,  any  such  article 
so  adulterated  or  misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act.  or  any  person 
who  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  the  Territories 
of  the  United  States  any  such  adulterated  or  misbranded  foods  or  drugs, 
or  export  or  offer  to  export  the  same  to  any  foreign  country,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  such  offense  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  upon  conviction  for  each  subsequent  offense 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year, 
or  botli,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court:  Provided,  That  no  article  shall  be 
diemed  misbranded  or  adulterated  within  the  provisions  of  this  Act  when 
intended  for  export  to  any  foreign  country  and  prepared  or  packed  accord- 
ing to  the  specifications  or  directions  of  the  foreign  purchaser  when  no  sub- 
stance is  used  in  the  preparation  or  packing  thereof  in  conflict  w-ith  the  laws 
of  the  foreign  country  to  which  said  article  is  intended  to  be  shipped:  but  it 
said  article  shall  be  in  fact  sold  or  offered  for  sale  or  domestic  use  or  con- 
sumption, then  this  proviso  shall  not  tempt  said  article  from  the  operation  of 
any  of  the  other  provisions  of  tliis   ,'\et. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretary  ..f  tlu'  Treasury,  the  Secretai-y  of  Agriculture, 
and  the  Secretary  of  Commerer  and  Labor  shall  make  uniform  rules  and 
regulations  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  including  the  collection 
and  examination  of  specimens  of  foods  and  drugs  manufactured  or  offered 
for  sal.'  in  the  District  of  ('olninbi:i.  or  in  any  Territory  of  the  United  States, 
or  which  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  unbroken  packages  in  any  State  other 
than  that  in  which  they  sliall  have  been  respectively  manufactured  or  pro- 
<luerd,  or  wliieh  shall  be  recei\rd  from  any  foreign  country,  or  intended  for 
shipment  to  any  foreign  country,  or  which  may  be  submitted  for  examina- 
tion liy  the  chief  health,  food,  or  diu.i;  oHieer  of  any  State.  Territory,  or  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  at  any  d.Jincslie  or  foreign  port  through  which  such 
product  is  offered  for  interstate  comnieTei'.  or  for  export  or  import  between  the 
United   States  and  any  forei.gn  ]iort  or  country. 

Sr.-.    4.      That    tlie    .xaniinati.iiis    of   speeiimns    of   foods    and    drugs    shall    be 


made  in  the  Bureau  of  Cliemistry  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  und 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  such  Bureau,  for  the  purpose  of  determi 
ing  from  such  examinations  whether  such  articles  are  adulterated  or  mi 
branded  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act;  and  If  it  shall  appear  from  ai 
such  examination  that  any  of  such  specimens  is  adulterated  or  misbrand- 
within  file  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  cause  noti 
thereof  to  be  given  to  the  party  from  whom  such  sample  was  obtained.  Ai 
party  so  notified  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  under  sucli  rul 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  as  aforesaid,  and  if  it  appears  that  ai 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  violated  by  such  party,  then  tl 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  at  once  certify  the  facts  to  tlie  proper  Unite 
States  District  Attorney,  with  a  copy  of  the  results  of  the  analysis  or  tl 
examination  of  such  article  duly  authenticated  by  the  analyst  or  offic 
making  such  examination,  under  the  oath  of  such  officer.  After  judgment 
the  court,  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  such  manner  as  may  1 
prescribed  by  the   rules   and   regulations  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  district  attorney  to  whom  tl 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  report  any  violation  of  this  Act,  or  to  who 
any  health  or  food  or  drug  officer  or  agent  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  tl 
District  of  Columbia  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  any  such  violatio 
to  cause  appropriate  proceedings  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  tl 
upper  courts  of  the  United  States,  without  delay,  for  the  enforcement  of  tl 
penalties   as   in   such   case   herein   provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  term  "drug,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall  include  all  iiied 
cines  and  preparations  recognized  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  ( 
National  Formulary  for  internal  or  external  use,  and  any  substance  or  mi: 
ture  of  substances  intended  to  be  used  for  the  cure,  mitigation,  or  preventic 
of  disease  of  either  man  or  other  animals.  The  term  "food."  as  used  herei 
shall  include  all  articles  used  for  food,  drink,  confectionery,  or  condimei 
by  man  or  other  animals,  whether  simple,  mixed,  or  compound. 

Sec.  7.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  an  article  shall  be  deemed  to  I 
adulterated: 

In   case   of  drugs: 

First.  If  when  a  drug  is  sold  under  or  by  a  name  recognized  in  the  Unite 
States  Pharmacopoeia  or  National  Formulary,  it  differs  from  the  standai 
of  strength,  quality,  or  purity,  as  determined  by  the  test  laid  down  in  tl 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  or  National  Formulary  official  at  the  tin 
of  investigation:  Provided,  That  no  drug  defined  in  the  United  Stati 
Pliarmacopoeia  or  National  Formulary  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterate 
under  this  provision  if  the  standard  of  strength,  quality,  or  purity  be  plain! 
stated  upon  the  bottle,  box,  or  other  container  tliereof,  although  the  standai 
may  differ  from  that  determined  by  the  test  laid  down  in  tlie  United  Stat( 
Pharmacopoeia  or  National  Formulary. 

Second.  If  its  strength  or  purity  fall  below  the  professed  standard  ( 
eiuality   under   which    it    is   sold. 

In   the   case   of  confectionery: 

If  it  contains  terra  alba,  barytes.  talc,  chrome  yellow,  or  other  mineral  sul 
stance  or  poisonous  color  or  fiavor,  or  otlier  ingredient  deleterious  or  detr 
mental  to  health,  or  any  vinous,  malt  or  spirituous  liquor  or  compound  ( 
narcotic  drug. 

In  the  case  of  food: 

First.  If  any  substance  has  been  mixed  and  packed  with  it  so  as  to  redue 
or  lower  or  injuriously  affect  its  quality  or  strength. 

Second.  If  any  substance  has  been  substituted  wholly  or  in  part  for  tl 
article. 

Third.  If  any  valuable  conslituinl  of  the  article  has  been  wholly  or  i 
part  abstracted. 

Fourth.  If  it  be  mixed,  colored,  powdered,  coated,  or  stained  in  a  manne 
whereby   damage   or   inferiority   is   concealed. 

Fifth.  If  it  contain  any  added  poisonous  or  other  added  deleterious  ir 
gredient  which  may  render  such  article  injurious  to  health:  Provided,  Thi 
when  in  the  preparation  of  food  products  for  shipment  they  are  preserve 
by  any  external  application  applied  in  such  manner  that  the  preservati'v 
is  necessarily  removed  mechanically,  or  by  maceration  in  water,  or  otherwis 
and  directions  for  the  removal  of  said  preservative  shall  be  printed  on  th 
covering  or  the  package,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  af 
plying   only   when   said   products   are   ready  for   consumption. 

Sixth.  If  it  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  of  a  filthy,  decomposed,  or  putri 
animal  or  vi  g.  talile  suhstance.  r^r  any  portion  of  an  animal  unfit  for  foo( 
whether  manufae'tun  il  or  not.  or  if  it  is  tlie  product  of  a  diseased  animal,  c 
one   Ihal    has   died   otln  rwise   than   by  slaughter. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  term  "misbranded,"  as  used  herein,  shall  apply  to  a 
drugs,  or  articles  of  food,  or  articles  which  enter  into  the  composition  of  foo( 
the    package    or    label    of    which    shall    bear   any    statement,    design,    or   devic 
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igarding    such    article,    or    the    ingredients    or    substances    contained    therein

Sich    it    is    manufactured    or    produced.

oloring  and  flavoring  only;  And  provided,  further,  That  nothing  in  this  Act 
,hall  be  construed  as  requiring  or  compelling  proprietors  or  manufacturers  of 
>roprietary    foods    which    contain    no    unwholesome    added    ingredient    to    dis- 

lose  their  trade  formulas,  except  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  this  Act  may 
'equire  to   secure  freedom   from   adulteration   or   misbranding. 

[  See.  10.  That  any  article  of  food,  drug,  or  liquor  that  is  visions  of  this 
^ct  when  he  can  establish  a  guaranty  signed  by  the  wholesaler,  jobber,  niariu- 
'acturer,  or  other  party  residing  in  the  United  States,  from  whom  he  pur- 
chases such  articles,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  adulterated  o"-  niis- 
iranded  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  designating  it.  Said  guaranty,  to 
ifford  protection,  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or  parties 
'naking  the  sale  of  such  article  to  such  dealer,  and  In  such  case  said  party 
ir  parties  shall  be  amenable  to  the  prosecutions,  fines  and  other  penalties 
rthieh  would  attach,  in  due  course,  to  the  dealer  under  the  provisions  of  this 
.\ct. 

Sec.  10.     That  any  article  of  food,  drug,  or  liquor  that  Is  adulterated  or  mis- 
branded  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  is  being  transported  from  one 


State,  Territory,  District,  or  insular  possession  to  another,  for  sale,  or,  having 
l>een  transported,  remains  unloaded,  unsold,  or  in  original  unbroken  pack- 
ages, or  if  it  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  the 
Territories,  or  insular  possessions  of  the  United  States,  or  if  it  be  imported 
from  a  foreign  country  for  sale,  or  if  it  is  intended  for  export  to  a  foreign 
country,  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  in  any  district  court  of  the 
United  Stales  within  the  district  where  the  same  is  found,  and  seized  for 
confiscation  by  a  process  of  libel  for  condemnation.  And  if  such  article  is 
condemned  as  being  adulterated  or  misbranded,  or  of  a  poisonous  or  deleteri- 
ous character,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  same  shall  be  disposed  of  by 
destruction,  or  sale,  as  the  said  court  may  direct,  and  the  proceeds  thereof,  if 
sold,  less  the  legal  costs  and  charges,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  but  such  goods  shall  not  be  sold  in  any  jurisdiction  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  of  the  laws  of  that  jurisdiction:  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  upon  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  such  libel  proceedings  and  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  effect  that  such 
articles  shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  the  laws  of  any  State,  Territory,  District,  or  insular  possession, 
the  court  may  by  order  direct  that  such  articles  be  delivered  to  the  owner 
thereof.  The  proceedings  of  such  libel  cases  shall  conform,  as  near  as  may 
be,  to  the  proceedings  in  admiralty,  except  that  either  party  may  demand  trial 
by  jury  of  any  issue  of  fact  joined  in  any  such  case,  and  all  such  proceedings 
shall  be  at   the  suit  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  .States. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  upon  his  request  from  limo  tj  time,  saniples  of  food  anil  drugs 
which  are  being  imported  into  tho  United  Stat-.s  ■  r  .iffered  Cor  -iiiport,  giving 
notice  thereof  to  the  owner  or  consignee,  who  may  appear  before  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  and  have  the  right  to  introduce  testimony,  and  if  it 
appear  from  the  examination  of  such  samples  that  any  article  of  food  or  drug 
offered  to  be  imported  into  the  United  States  is  adultert-.ted  or  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  or  is  otherwise  dangerous  to  tu-2  ii.c-altii  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  or  is  of  a  kind  forbidden  ciilry  into,  or  forbidden 
to  be  sold  or  restricted  in  sale  in  the  country  in  which  it  is  made  or  from 
which  it  is  exported,  or  is  otherwise  falsely  labeled  in  any  respect,  'ne  said 
article  shall  be  refused  admission,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  T-easury  shall 
refuse  delivery  to  the  consignee  and  shall  cause  the  destruction  of  any  £;oit!s 
refused  delivery  which  shall  not  be  exported  by  the  consignee  within  thi\° 
months  from  the  date  of  notice  of  such  refusal  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  deliver  to  the  consignee  such  goods  pending  examination 
and  decision  in  the  matter  on  execution  of  a  penal  bond  for  the  amount  of 
the  full  invoice  value  of  such  goods,  together  with  the  duty  thereon,  and  on 
refusal  of  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  when  demanded,  for  the  purpose  of 
excluding  them  from  the  country,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  said  consignee 
shall  forfeit  the  full  amount  of  the  bond:  And  provided  further.  That  all 
charges  for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor  on  goods  which  are  refused  admission 
or  delivery  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  consignee,  and  in  default  of  such 
payment  shall  constitute  a  lien  agaihst  any  future  importation  made  by  sucii 
owner   or   consignee. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  term  "Territory"  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  the 
insular  possessions  of  the  United  States.  The  word  "person"  as  used  in  this 
Act  shall  be  construed  to  import  both  the  plural  and  the  singular,  as  the 
case  demand,  and  shall  include  corporations,  companies,  societies  and  associa- 
tions. When  construing  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  act, 
omission,  or  failure  of  any  officer,  agent,  or  other  person  acting  for  or  em- 
ployed by  any  corporation,  company,  society,  or  association,  within  the  scope 
of  his  employment  or  office,  shall  in  every  case  be  also  deemed  to  be  the  act, 
omission,  or  failure  of  such  corporation,  company,  society,  or  association  as 
well  as  that  of  the  person. 

Sec.  13.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven.

3RY  A\1XES:     The  wine  iiiarkt^'t  is  slowly  but  steadily  iiii 
l)i'<ivini;,  notwitlistaudiiii;  the  adverse  conditiDiis  that  liaii- 
i(  ,i]i  it  as  to  ]»i'ices,  facilities  for  slii|)i)iiiji-  and  transportation. 
"Iii>  iOasteru  market,  while  in   an   nrisatisfactoiT  condition   hy 
cason  of  the  coniiH'tition  of  Eastern  wineniakers,  math'  possi- 
ilc  hy  the  hij^h  prices  of  California  wines,  is  still  takinji  a  con- 
idciahle  (piantity  of  our  products,  at  the  ]>re.sent  market  ])rices. 
Die  railroad  companies  are  liettiny  the  roads  in  shajx'  so  as  to 
(i^ive  hetter  service  for  East  hound   freijiht  and  this  is  helping' 
''0  move  rail  shii)nHMits  in  much  more  satisfactory  manner.     It 
;(ics  without  sayiui;'  that  the  ])reseut  conditions  as  to  Eastern 
•oHii)etition  can  continue  only  until   the  end  of  this  year,  at 
I  vhich  time  the  application  of  the  ])rovisions  of  the  National 
'Pure  Food   Law  will   ]>ut    these  comjK'titors,   wlio  are  sciiinii 
i  heir  products  uiuU'r  the  name  of  "California,"  out  of  the  run- 
I  liiiii:.     Furthermore,  the  set-lion  of  the  law  ])ertaininiLi'  to  false 
liahelin.u',   will   re(|uire  that    it    lie  shown    wjiat    iJie  conleiits  of 
!the  bottle  or  other  i>acka,i;e  actually   are.      With   few,    if  anv 
[;3xoeptions,    these   labels   will    inform    the   purchaser    that    the 
iwines  have  been  nmde  by  the  addition   of  sujiar.  etc.,   to  the 
!|inust.     The  good  fortune  of  the  California    wine   men   i-^  that 
bur  grapes  run  so  high  in  saccharine  that   not  ouce  in   many 
years  would  it  be  found  necessary  to  aid  fermentation  i)v  tin- 
addition  of  sugar.     Therefore  California  wine  men  can   jilace 
their  goods  before  the  public  labeled  "absolutely  i^ure."     This 
we  believe  will  be  the  beginning  of  an  era  of  long  continued 
prosperity  to  the  industry. 

E.xports  l)y  .sea  were  250  cases  and  (i!ll,.j(IO  gallons,  valued 
jat  f237,S57.  Shipments  for  the  i)r('ceding  month  were  ;i"U 
cases  and  223,588  gallons,  of  the  \alne  of  ■f85,55!(.  This  is  a 
fine  showing  of  the  manner  in  wiiich  I  he  wine  men  are  relia- 
bilitatiu"  theii-  business. 


SWEETS: — Condititms  generally  are  faviu'able  for  harden 
ing  the  value  of  well-made  sweet  w  ines.  The  loss  of  stoiks 
in  San  I'rancisco  tire,  followed  liy  the  further  destruction  by 
fire  of  the  wines  in  the  Calwa  winer\  at  Fresno;  the  unusual 
demand  for  i-aisins,  the  unexiu'cted  shortage  in  the  ])ri)(lu(t  in 
Southern  California,  are  a  c(jnd)iiiation  of  circumstances  wliicii 
make  the  positi(ui  of  sweets  very  strong.  It  is  natuial  to  pi-e- 
sume,  by  reason  of  the  high  ])rices  and  activity  in  the  raisin 
market,  that  there  will  be  no  e.\cessi\c  ]ii-odu(l  iori.  In  tlie 
Fourth  district  there  was  no  output  in  August.  in  tiie  I'irsi 
district  the  itrnduclion  was  43103. 38  gallons. 


BI!.\NI>V: — The  mai-kef  continues  tirm,  which  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  there  are  pi-actically  no  goods  olfered.  Spec- 
ulation as  to  the  future  ])roduction  is  idle  at  this  tinu',  but  it  is 
not  belie\-ed  that  it  will  be  out  of  jirojiortion  to  the  Noluine  of 
'lie  vintage.  Tile  increased  (puintity  that  may  be  made  in 
Southei'u  ("aliforiiia  1)\  reason  of  tlie  desiccating  nf  ilie  grajies, 
will  probably  be  olfset  b\  a  iioriiial  ]iiodii(l  iun  in  the  San 
Joatpiiii  \'alle.\  on  account  nf  the  lii^li  prices  tlial  the  i-aisin 
grapes  are  commanding.  There  was  no  disiillalinn  in  the 
Fourth  disli-ict.  i'roduclion  in  the  i'iisi  dislritt  fur  .\ugusi 
totalled  lO.TSS.S  gallons,  wliicii  is  niiicii  in  excess  uf  ihat  in 
the  same  ]iei'iod  of  last  year.  Shi])ments  by  rail  in  bond  ag- 
gregated !»,5()(;.7  tax  gallons,  and  there  were  lax  paid  3I,!I51.!» 
gallons.  Thei'e  remained  in  bond  in  the  Stale  on  August  31, 
875,33(1.5  gallons.  ( )n  (he  sami'  da(e  last  yrai-  the  figures  wi're 
l,5()8,(»!t(i.!>.     Exjiorls  by  sea  were  merely  normal. 


WII1SK]•:^■: — Trade  has  held  up  during  (he  month  in  such 
a  remarkable  nuiuuer  throughout  the  entire  State  and 
Coast  as  lo  give  it  the  ai»i)earance  of  a  boom.  This  is  mystify- 
ing to  the  trade  generally,  becau.se  of  the  fact  that  the  Summer, 
or  "beer  consuming  weather,"  has  continimd  so  late  in  the  .sea- 
son. Tliis  bodes  well  for  the  future  as  with  the  advent  of  win- 
ter there  should  be  a  still  heavier  demand.  Houses  with  the 
best  facilities  obtainable  at  this  time,  are  .still  struggling  to 
keep  u]»  with  orders  and  everybody  in  the  trade  who  has  any 
busiiH'ss  sense  is  nndcing  money.  The  outlook  f(U'  the  Winter 
and  Sju-ing  is  a  very  rosy  hue.  The  local  retail  trade  has  de- 
Acloped  to  large  volunu's  and  tho.se  places  favorably  situated 
are  doing  a  record  breaking  business. 

Exports  hy  sea  for  the  month  were  small  compared  with  the 
preceding  numtli  as  well  as  the  same  month  of  1905.  The 
figures  were  1270  cases,  3380  gallons,  valued  at  .'5:lO,t)2(;. 

Imports  were  of  good  volume,  the  totals  being  1,078  cases, 
3  casks,  3  octaves  and  303  barrels. 

Jliscellaneous  exports  were  2072  cases,  30  barrels.  1.52  gal- 
lons, valued  a(  .|;15,729. 


T  .MI'ORTATIOXS:— Trade  with  the  importers  continues  good. 
1  the  greatest  difficulty  being  in  obtaining  stocks.  They  are 
largely  dependent  u])on  rail  shii)meuts  via  New  Orleans  and 
New  York,  which  naturally  places  a  serious  handicap  on  their 
business.  However  there  are  no  complaints  and  the  importers 
generally  look  to  the  futTire  with  the  utmost  confidence.  Im- 
ports were  heavy  as  will  be  shown  by  the  following  items:

2  half  hogsheads;  ginger  ale,  500  barrels;  stout,  540 
barrels;  absinthe,  350  cases;  fruit  juice,  25  cases;  brandy,  479 
cases,  10  casks;  atpnivit,  75  cases;  punch,  50  cases;  (Drdials. 
202  ca.ses;  kir.sch,  10  cases;  rnni.  15  cases,  10  barriAs;  gin. 
1,355  cases,  115  barrels.  15  octaves;  whiskev,  1.078  cases.  3 
casks,  3  octaves,  303  ban-els.

Exports  bv  .sea  were  ex- 
(I'cnu'lv  small,  the  figurt's  being  only  529  packages  bottled, 
value  -13,745.  Imports  of  beer  were  7(!(;  barrels,  1238  cases,  11 
hogsheads;  ah',  180  barrels,  5  half-liai-rels,  5  casks.  8  hogs- 
heads, and  2  iialf-hogsheails.

(liiict  of  the  summer  mouths  has  bfon  sui'ceedcd  by  a  re- 
markably liealthy  aetivity.  Renuirkable?  Yes,  in  view  of  eim- 
ditions,  existing  and  apprehended,  whiih  ran  hardly  be  eon- 
strued  as  reflectinji  an  easy  patli  for  the  wine  and  si)irit  inter- 
ests for  some  months,  at  h'ast. 

Notwithstandini;-  tlie  market  is  under  tlie  intiuencc  of  all  sorts 
of  adverse  conditions,  business  is  niueh  better  in  nearly  all  sec- 
tions than  was  expected.  Houses  here,  sendinn  tlieir  re]iresen- 
tatives  on  the  road,  sent  them  with  much  niis^iviuii,  fearini!;  the 
new  Pure  Food  Rill,  local  option,  liinhei-  licenses,  mid  the 
thousand  and  one  ills  wJiicli  alfect  our  line  of  business,  would 
have  a  deleterious  effect,  as  Dr.  AYiley  niii;ht  put  it. 

Business  ccmditions,  oenerally,  are  so  jidod  that  our  branch 
naturally  gets  its  share,  and  it  is  safe  to  .say  that  were  it  not 
for  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  regulations  of  the  new  law,  we 
should  be  doing  even   better  than   we  are. 

There  is  apparent  an  almost  irreconcilable  ditference  in  opin 
iims  as  to  the  California  wine  market.  In  many  (piarters,  the 
advance  of  prices  made  after  the  8an  Francisco  calamity  of 
last  April  were  fully  warranted  and  will  be  sustained.  Par- 
ticularly as  to  the  greater  advances  on  white  wines.  These 
.same  aulliorities  contend,  and  have  their  data  at  fingers"  ends 
to  substantiate  Iheir  claims,  that  not  alone  will  i)rices  on  white 
wines  be  sustained,  but  may  be  further  advanced.  The  claims 
of  the  opposing  voices  that  these  high  i)rices  have  diverted  from 
California  wines  the  largest  markets,  viz. :  New  York  and  New 
Orleans,  and  figures  as  to  rediu-ed  shijjnients  during  the  i)ast 
few  months,  are  offset  by  the  contention  that  if  California  has 
not  made  its  usual  (piota  of  shi])ments  to  these  jioints,  it  has 
been  because  the  goods  wei-e  not  available — not  a  discrimination 
(m  account  of  pi'ices. 

Cpou  the  mei'ils  of  these  arguments  it  is  hardly  within  our 
]u-ovince  to  voice  oui-  ojiinion,  but  there  is  one  point  which  can 
hardly  be  gainsaid,  and  that  is  that  much  of  the  so-called  wines 
which  have  been  received  at  l)oth  these  ])orts  friun  sources  other 
than  California,  will  find  it  ditficull  to  g;iin  entry  under  the 
Pure  Food  regulations. 

The  bi'andy  situation  is  a  most  peculiar  one.  There  is  the 
greatest  hesitancy  on  the  ]>art  of  the  California  brandy  dis- 
tillers to  announce  their  intiMitions  foi-  the  season.  The  outlook 
is  that  but  a  limited  (pmntity  will  be  jjroduced — and  only  on 
contracts.  This  should  mean  firmness  in  prices  for  new  goods, 
with  a  strengthening  of  values  on  older  inspections. 

Mostof  the  Eastei-n  i-ye  distillers  are  in  the  field  for  contracts 
on  the  fall  11(0(1  and  sj>ring  litOT  cro]i.  The  jirevailing  high 
prices  of  grain,  increased  cost  of  cooperage,  labor,  etc.,  and 
general  conditions  are  cited  in  support  of  high  contract  prices. 

"Restricted  outi)uf'  is  the  coninntn  cry,  and  to  all  intents  this 
l)olicy  will   be  pursued   by  the  ])rincipal  distillers. 

\Yheu  is  a  blend  not  a  blend,  is  the  conundrum  worrying  the 
gray  matter  of  the  dealers  and  it  would  ai)pear  that  the  com- 
mission, which  recently  held  hearings  in  this  city,  found  it  no 
less  difficult  to  answer  than  the  laity.  When  it  came  to  other 
items  in  the  Pure  Food  Rill,  tentative  regulatimis  were  pro- 
mulgated with  considerable  assurance.  AYliiskey  seemed  to  be 
u]^  foi'  deliate  \\itliout  any  regulaticuis  to  be  discussed  and 
Lawyer  Hough,  wlio  ap|)eared  for  the  blendei-s.  had  to  argue 
from  the  standpoint  that  it  luid  been  i-eiioi-ted  the  commission 
had  decided  u))on  the  (|uestion. 

There  was  no  evidence  liefore  him  they  had,  and  one  of  the 
commissioners  distinctly  stated  they  had  not  done  so.  The 
chief  point  for  argument  a]>p(^ars  to  be  what  shall  be  considered 
"like  substances."

seems  unanswerable.  Dr.  \\ilev  is  said  to  hold  that,  e\-en  if  it  | 
be  so,  all  spirit  is  not  whiskey,  and  theic  you  are.

though  the  commission,  composed  (»f  chemists,  nia,v  decide  the  i 
((ui'stion  from  a  chemicfil  point  of  view.  "Like  subsiances"  may  ■ 
ha\c  to  be  decided  from  its  legal  aspect.  i 

itoth  whiskey  and  spirit  are  ])roduced  from  cereals.     Cereals  | 
ai-e  cereals  and  surely  are  like  substances.     In  England,  spirits  j 
is  whiskey;    the  great  majority  of  dealers  there  are  known  as  | 
wine  and   spirit   merchants,     ilauy  peoi)le  when   they  drink, 
call  for  spirits,  not  whiskey.      It  is  an  interesting  (juestion  and 
nnndi  can  be  said  on  both  sides  but  as  we  nmy  exi)ect  a  decision 
iiy  October  luth,  argument  now  is  useless. 

It  is  I'emarkable  what  little  headwax'  bottled  in  bond  or 
straight  whiskies  are  making  in  the  East.  The  demand,  here 
and  there,  shows  some  little  increase,  but  considering  the  agita- 
tion of  the  nuitter  and  the  efforts  nuide,  results  must  be  dis- 
couraging to  those  interested.  You  can  drive  a  horse  -to  the 
well,  but  you  can  not  make  hiiii  drink.  Nor  can  you  force  the 
]»ublic  taste  by  legislation. 

With  all  the  respect  tor  law  in  the  East,  the  "little  green 
stamj)"  of  the  (iovernment  does  iu)t  seem  to  impress  the  public. 
Further  West,  it  is  undeniable  that  the  straight  whiskey  men 
aiv  gaining  ground,  but  will  it  last?  The  blendc^rs  or  com- 
jiounders,  style  them  as  you  like,  have  not  yet  made  any  very, 
strong  effort  to  otTset  the  canijtai.gn  waged  by  the  distiller.s. 
I!ut  they  will — if  the  victory  belong  to  the  "largest  battalion" 
they  should  win,  and  in  additicm,  they  haA'e  the  preference  in 
taste,  of  the  public,  to  help  them.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  in  the  com- 
ing fight,  both  sides  will  fire  such  animuniti(ui  as  will  not  ])rove 
in  the  nature  of  a  boomerang  and  kill  the  busini^ss  as  a  whole. 

The  bill  jjassed  at  the  last  Congress  designed  to  promote  the 
use  of  untaxed  alcoh(d  in  the  arts  and  as  fuel,  takes  effect  Jan. 
1st,  IIKIT.  It  is  .said  the  first  effect  of  free  alcohol  will  be  to 
supplant  the  12,(1(1(1,000  galbms  of  wood  alcohol,  which  are  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  paints,  varnishes,  shellacs,  and  other  pur- 
poses. Another  use  of  denatured  alcohol  is  in  the  manufacture 
of  certain  products  such  as  dyestutt's  and  cluMuicals,  which  can- 
not now  be  manufactured  comnu'rcially  in  this  country  because 
of  the  high  cost  of  alcohol,  and  which  are  imported  largely 
from  Europe.  A  very  rapid  development  is  anticipated  of  the 
industry  of  nmnufacturing  chemicals  as  a  result  of  fi'ee  alcohol. 
Its  use  as  a  fuel  has  yet  to  be  fully  developed. 

Although  alcohol  has  far  less  heating  cajiacity  than  gasoline, 
the  best  exjierts  believe  that  it  will  develoj)  a  much  higher  per- 
centage of  efficiency  in  inotoi-s  than  does  gasoline.  Since  gas- 
oliiu'  rei)resents  only  aliout  l'  jier  cent  of  the  ])etroleum  which 
is  refined,  its  su])])ly  is  limited,  and  its  price  must  constantly 
I'ise,  in  view  of  the  enormous  demand  nmde  for  it  for  automo- 
biles and  gasoline  engines  in  general.  This  will  open  a  new 
op])ortunity  for  denatured  alcohol.  The  expense  for  alcohol  is 
only  about  two-thii'ds  as  much  ])er  candle  ]iower  as  is  the  cost 
of  kerosene.  Even  at  25  or  30  cents  per  gallon,  denatured  al- 
cohol can  successfully  compete  with  kcM'osene  as  a  means  of 
lighting. 

A  telegram  fnun  Washington  states:  In  the  manufacture  of 
alcohol  from  corn  cobs  and  corn  stalks,  at  small  cost,  the  De- 
])artment  of  Agricultui-e  is  develo])ing  a  new  industry  that  the 
department  says  is  likely  to  l)e  of  large  commercial  value.  In- 
vestigations, which  the  department  is  nuiking  at  Hoopeston, 
Ills.,  have  proved  that  the  large  quantities  of  corn  cobs,  which 
every  year  heretofore  have  gone  to  waste,  can  be  converted  into 
alcohol  in  sufficient  ((uantities  to  justify  the  erection  of  a  distill 
ing  i)lant  in  connection  with  a  corn  cannery.

".Indiiinu  fiom  the  connnnnicalions  i-eceived  from  onr  clieiils, 
the  ])hrase  "a  mixtuic  of  like  stihslaiices"  seems  lo  lia\c  caused 
many  to  Ik'Hcm'  thai  this  nn-ans  a  mixture  of  two  or  more 
wlnskies  w  hiidi  are  identical  in  oriiiin.  Smh  an  iuteriireta- 
tion  is  erroneous — the  word  "like"  does  not  mean  identical  in 
tins  connection:  it  refers  to  li(|nids  which  are  siunlai-  in  orii;in 
and  mode  of  maunfactnre — relatively  the  same  ciuumodity. 

In  the  proilncliim  id'  a  hlend  identical  sidisiauce-;  cannot  he 
lisi'd,  because  the  ultimate  result  in  the  nnxin^i  of  i  wo  identi- 
cal substances  would  lie  iiothinii'  lU'w,  w  hei-eas  it  is  intended 
to  obtain  somethinii  entirely  ditfei-eni  from  any  one  of  the 
constituents  iu  makiufj;-  a  blended  w  hisky. 

Au  excellent  detiuitiou  of  a  blend  is  jiiven  by  the  Centnrv 
Dictionary,  viz.,  "A  mixture  of  ditferent  soils  or  (|ualities  of 
a  commodity  iu  order  to  ])roduce  a  particular  brand,  kind  or 
quality,"  and  "To  mix  so  intimately  or  harmoniously  that  the 
identity  or  individuality  of  the  thiujis  mixed  is  lost  or  obscured 
in  a  uew  product." 

From  this  detinition  it  should  be  plain  that  in  reality  a 
w  hisky  blend  is  obtained  by  the  mixture  of  two  or  more  dissimi- 
lar distilled  spirits  techuicallj  sjteakiuji',  to  whicdi  coloriuji'  (u- 
flavoring;  or  both  may  be  added. 

In  preparing  a  whisky  blend,  one  or  more  of  the  followin;,' 
conditions  are  taken  into  consideration,  viz : 

1.     Color  and  appearance. 

1'.     Taste  and  flavor. 

o.     Alcoholic  strength. 

If  you  wish  to  reduce  or  strengthen  the  i)roof  or  alcoholic 
strength  of  a  whisky,  or  change  its  color  to  suit,  you  ar(^ 
"blending"  in  the  same  sense  as  if  you  are  unxing  two  snb- 
stanc(>s  to  produce  a  different  taste. 

Usually  all  three  of  the  conditions  above  mentioned  ai-e  con- 
sidered in  making  a  blended  whisky.  Some  correspondents 
seem  lo  think  that  this  provision  of  the  I'ure  Food  law,  viz. : 
"mixture  of  like  substances,"  means  that  so-called  straight 
whiskies  only  can  be  used  in  making  a  blend.  Such  an  inter- 
]irelation  is  erroneous — a  blend  is  never  nmde  by  mixing  two 
or  more  straight  whiskies  practically  cannot  be  nuule  to  .suit,  by 
mixing  straight  whiskies  only.  The  tiin'sl  and  highest  jiriced 
blemls  in  the  country  are  jirejiared  from  different  ryes  or  bonr 
lion  whiskies  plus  silent  or  neutral  sjdrits.  In  our  cily  the 
fa\oi-eil  whisky  in  clul)s  and  cafes  selling  for  J(l  cents  a  drink 
is  a  blend  ])repared  as  stated. 

A  whisky  blend  is  made  by  adding  (o  silent  or  neutral  sjiirils 
a  definite  jtroportion  of  color,  water  and  flavor;  the  flavor  ma\ 
be  in  the  form  of  so-called  aged  straight  whisky  or  prejiared 
llavor.  Whisky  ])lus  neutral  s])irits  consequently  constitutes 
a  blend.  Rourlnm  s])irits  ]dus  rye  spirits  c(mstitutes  !>leuded 
S|iiiits.  and  ]ilus  color  constittites  Blended  Whisky.  I'enusyl- 
vauia  Rye  Whisky  ]dus  .Maryland  Rye  Whisky  pins  Spirits 
|ilus  color — a  blended  whisky.  Sjjirils  plus  color  and  flavor 
plus  water  to  a  desirable  proof  constitutes  a  bleud. 

I'mler  the  term  "like  substances"  as  used  in  the  Cure  I'ood 
law  .  I  iiudnde  : :

tilled Spirits."  the  latter  either  colored  and  flavored  by  being 
stored  iu  wood  or  prejiared  by  the  addition  of  color  and  flavor 
to  the  fresh  distillate. 

If  has  beeen  stated  thai  ihe  wording  of  the  law  is  designed 
lo  [)revent  the  use  t>t  sherry  wine  and  prune  juice,  because 
the  law  does  not  contemplate  a  material  increase  iu  bulk  due  to 
the  addition  of  flavoring  liquids.  The  harmless  coloring  and 
tiavoriug  ingredients  are  to  be  used  for  the  jiurpose  of  colorin;!: 
and  flav(u-iiig  only.  Since  the  law  permits  ihe  use  of  colorinjj 
and  flavoring  substances  which  are  not  detrimental  the  regula 
lion  can  hardly  restrict  the  use  of  these  to  particular  kinds  oi 
(|nautities  as  long  as  thev  are  not  recognized  to  be  detrimental 
to  health.  Some  lla\oriug  and  coloring  substances  are  ver_\ 
sii-ong  oi'  com-eiitialed  and  go  far.  so  that  miiumal  traces  will 
easily  cover  a  greal  bulk  ;  others  are  iu  a  diluted  form  or  cann((I 
be  conceutrafed  ;iud  require  larger  quantifies  to  become  notice 
able  iu  a  blend.  It  is  i  well-recognized  fact  that  sherry  wine 
is  a  flavoring  used  for  |irei)ariug  blends  and  that  a  blend  ob 
tains  certain  t  haracteristics  from  shei-ry  wine,  which  cannot 
be  obtained  from  any  other  source. 

In  specifying  that  a  harmless  flavoring  substance  can  be  use* 
sherry  wine  must  have  In  en  thought  of,  since  it  is  one  of  flu 
l)rincipal  flavoring  substances  used  for  this  ])urp()se.  The  sanu 
nmy  be  said  for  ])rune  juice — both  substances  are  harmless;  ir 
fact,  beneficial;  and  if  the  regulations  to  be  ]iroinulgated  by  tin 
Department  of  Agriculture  are  designated  to  ojierate  against 
the  use  of  sherry  wine  ami  prune  juice  in  pre]iaring  blends,  it 
would  be  a  great  injusiice.  Such  a  i-egulaliou  woidd  probabjx 
not   be  sustained   li\    an\    coni't.

LOS  ANCiELES,  Sept.,  190(). — Two  causes  contribute  to  a 
disappointment  for  those  winemalvcrs  -who  confidently  ex- 
pected the  output  til  is  season  to  be  greater  than  last  year.  A 
terrific  and  unusual  liot  spell  that  began  the  last  day  of  Septem- 
ber and  lasted  through  i)art  of  the  first  week  of  October  dried 
up  the  grai)es  on  the  vines  and  rendered  much  of  the  crop  unfit 
for  anything  but  brandy.  But  even  these  dried  grapes  cannot 
be  gathered  because  of  the  scarcity  of  pickers.  Daring  the 
heated  term  when  it  was  particularly  essential  to  use  haste,  the 
pickers  would  not  work  at  all.  But  even  when  the  weather 
cooled,  the  growers  could  find  insufficient  help.  At  this  writing 
thousands  of  tons  of  grapes  are  spoiling  for  the  want  of  pickers. 
(Jrowers  olTer  .fl!  a  dav  to  Japanese  and  cannot  get  enough  to 
harvest  their  croj). 

Seconda  (iuasti,  j)resident  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company, 
said  during  the  first  week  of  October  that  in  his  vineyards  were 
5,000  tons  of  grapes  spoiling  for  the  want  of  men  to  gather 
them.     Smaller  vineyards  have  suffered  proportionately. 

It  is  <lillicult  niiw  to  estimate  the  extent  of  tlie  reduction  of 
the  output.  Various  ])ersons  estimate  it  will  lie  from  20  to 
'iO  per  cent  less  than  was  expected.  Although  the  qimntity  will 
he  less  the  quality  of  this  season's  vintage  will  be  superior  to 
sinything  made  in  years.  The  effect  of  the  drying  up  of  the 
[grapes  will  be  the  increase  in  the  production  of  brandy. 


After  making  a  light  in  the  courts,  AVilliam  N.  Sclimees  has 
■succeeded  in  getting  a  wholesale  li(iuor  license  for  his  place 
at  5722  Central  avenue.  The  court  ordered  the  board  of  police 
commissioners  to  gi-ant  the  license  that  had  been  denied.  The 
facts  were  carried  into  court  on  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review 
rlirected  against  tli''  mayor  and  the  board  of  police  commis- 
■iioners.  It  Avas  chiimed  that  May  29,  a  license  to  carry  on  a 
niiolesale  licjuor  business  at  5722  Central  avenue  was  granted 
to  the  petitioner,  and  on  the  virtue  of  that  permi.s.sion  he  leased 
the  lot  and  erected  a  building  at  considerable  cost.  June  5  the 
police  commissioners  took  the  matter  up  f(U'  reconsideration, 
[)rotests  with  4!)5  names  having  been  filed  in  the  meantime, 
riiis  latter  acticm  was  olT.set  somewhat  by  Schmees  filing  a  peti- 
tion favoring  the  opening  of  the  saloon  and  with  333  names 
appended.  (Granting  of  the  permit  was  tabled  for  a  week,  and 
m  June  12  tlu'  apjilication  was  denied  An  important  legal 
point  is  established  by  the  court's  decision.  The  power  of  the 
l)()ard  of  police  commissioners  in  the  revoking  of  licenses  is 
limited  to  those  businesses  carried  on  "illegally,  disorderly,  or 
in  an  improper  manner,"  and  vSchmees  contended  that  actually 
lie  was  the  possessor  of  a  permit  which  had  never  l)een  revoked. 


Lately  the  local  li(|uor  interests  have  lieen  much  disturbed  by 
Ihe  report  tliat  the  city  council  contemplated  raising  the  saloon 
license  from  .'$75  to  .*i;250  a  month  and  wholesale  liquor  licenses 
from  .|00  to  .*1()0,  and  restaurant  liquor  licenses  from  $00  to 
|>75  a  month.  It  was  said  by  proponents  of  this  that  the  in- 
■rease  of  tax  would  lie  accompanied  by  a  decrease  of  the  number 
jf  saloons  and  that  many  saloon  men  favored  it.  Inquiry 
imong  the  retail  dealers  fails  to  discdose  any  one  favorable  to 
die  proposition.

MR.  E.  R.  Emerson,  of  the  American  Wine  Growers'  Associ- 
ation, before  the  Pure  Food  Commission,  made  a  plea  for 
a  lilieral  ruling  in  regard  to  labeling  the  products  of  American 
vineyards.  He  said  that  his  association  represented  80  per  cent 
of  the  domestic  iiroduction  of  wines  and  brandies,  and  that  he 
felt  sure  not  a  single  member  had  any  desire  to  place  on  the 
market  any  article  which  would  endanger  the  public  health 
or  which  would  deceive  the  public  as  to  its  real  character. 

He  lirought  out  the  fact  very  clearly,  however,  that  American 
wines  and  brandies  are  in  direct  competition  with  foreign 
goods,  and  that  the  matter  of  labeling  has  much  to  do  with 
the  sale. 

He  thought  that  carbonated  or  artificial  wines  should  be 
labeled  as  such.  This  precipitated  a  long  discussion  in  regard 
to  the  use  of  the  words  champagne,  cognac,  etc.,  the  manufac- 
turers holding  that  they  were  iised  merely  to  indicate  a  certain 
kind  or  variety  of  wine. 

Hon.  A.  P.  Greeley,  who  represented  the  Ignited  States  at  the 
meeting  of  the  International  Union  in  Madrid,  at  the  invitation 
of  Dr.  Wiley  informed  the  meeting  that  the  United  States  did 
not  become  a  party  to  the  agreement  that  in  international  com- 
merce the  terms  "champagne"  and  "cognac"  were  to  apply  only 
to  the  products  of  certain  districts  of  France.  However,  he 
intimated  that  the  American  products,  so  called,  would  have  a 
hard  time  gaining  admission  to  foreign  countries. 

The  United  States,  he  said,  did  subscribe  to  the  agreement 
that  all  wine  going  into  international  commerce  shall  bear  a 
straightforward  statement  as  to  the  locality  of  its  production. 


Alcohol    Production   in  France. 


ACCORI>IN(i  to  statistics  published  in  the  Journal  des 
Debats,  there  were  24,038  professional  distillers  and  753,- 
S()5  private  distillers  in  France  in  1905.  The  total  production 
of  alcohol,  which  was  2,181,3()2  hectoliters  (about  48,000,000 
gallons)  in  1!104,  rose  to  2,530,116  hectoliters  (about  55,500,000 
gallons)  in  1905,  an  increase  of  348,754  hectoliters  (about  7,- 
5!)0,000  gallons).

I'.otli  the  wliolesale  aud 
retail  houses  leport  splendid  local  sales  aud  the  wholesale 
houses  who  have  nun  on  tiie  mad  claim  that  sales  have  never 
been  so  ^ood  or  eolleclions  as  pronij)!.  \\'ith  the  i>-eueral  pub- 
licity iiiven  by  the  eomiu.n'  Exi)osltion  and  the  many  i)eople  who 
will  be  attracted  to  the  State  and  city  (luriug  the  uext  two  or 
three  years,  thiu.ii's  will  continue  to  i>row  better  with  the  comin>j,' 
months. 


The  o])euinj;'  of  the  si>le!i(lid  new  Hotel  Savoy  has  been  hailed 
with  deliyht  by  the  traveliiiji  puldic  as  well  as  iiy  loyal  Seattle- 
ites,  and  as  a  fashionable  eatiui;  ]ilaee  promises  to  outrival  any 
of  the  others  now  here.  .Mi-.  lO.  I\  Sweeney,  the  owner,  is  well 
known  on  the  Coast,  both  as  a  hotel  man  and  for  his  connection 
with  the  manufacture  of  the  famous  "Rainier  I>eer."'  No  pains 
or  expense  have  been  spared  in  the  rtttiug  up  of  the  hotel,  and 
.Air.  Sweeuey  has  surrounded  Iiimself  with  a  corps  of  well  known 
and   able  hotel   em))Ioyees. 


The  principal  topic  of  conversation  in  the  Northwest  at  the 
present  time  is  the  Alaska  Yukon  I'acitic  Expositi<m — the  bii!; 
International  Fair  that  is  to  be  Indd  in  Seattle,  1909.  Five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  sidiscribed  and  Seattle  is  to 
<lo  this  in  one  day,  Octolu'r  2nd.  This  exposition  is  remarkable 
in  one  way,  in  that  no  intoxicatinji'  liquors  of  any  kind  will  be 
sold.  The  exposition  site  is  tlie  State  University  grounds,  and 
the  law  i)rovides  that  no  li(]uoi"s  shall  be  sold  within  one  mile 
of  the  University.  This  at  first  was  looked  ui)on  as  an  injustice, 
but  cold  criticism  nmkes  it  appear  eminently  fair.  The  saloon 
interests  of  the  city  pay  taxes,  and  are  permanent.  Many  local 
saloon  men  will  subscribe  liberally  for  stocdc  and  it  is  hardly 
fair  that  the  exposition  manat;ement  sliould  by  givinp;  con- 
cessions, gi)  into  comi)etiti(m  with  these  interests.  I'rosperous 
conditions  are  evident  on  every  side,  and  the  small  revenue  to 
be  derived  from  this  source  seems  to  make  it  particularly  satis- 
fying that  no  li(pior  shall  be  sold  in  the  Alasl^a  Yukon  Pacific 
I']xposition  grounds. 


The  first  new  lii|Uor  licen.se  in  Georgetown  has  been  granted 
by  the  city  council  to  ('.  S.  ("annon,  making  the  seventeenth 
licensed  saloon  within  the  limits  of  that  city.  The  new  saloon 
will  be  conducted  in  P.ertold's  new  hall,  near  the  northern 
end  of  the  city.  A  renewal  of  his  license  was  also  granted  to 
Charles  Ufen. 


Walla  Walla  certainly  has  her  troubles  along  the  line  of  her 
Sunday  closing  laws.  Recently  Chief  of  Police  Alvah  Brown 
tiled  with  the  city  clerk  informations  against  fifteen  saloons, 
charging  them  with  keeping  open  for  the  sale  of  liquors  on 
Sunday,  September  Kith.  The  council  last  week  revoked  four 
iicenses  for  similar  offenses,  but  has  refused  to  take  further 
action  until  the  courts  have  had  a  chance  to  hear  the  evidence. 
The  police  chief  was  ordered  to  take  the  informations  before 
ihe  justice  court.  If  the  council  is  not  satisfied  with  the  action 
>f  the  court,  it  may  then  take  the  matter  up  aud  revoke  the 
Iicens(\s.  It  is  claimed  that  ])ractically  all  the  saloons  were 
~>pen  on  the  Sunday  in  question. 

As  evidence  of  the  general  activity  in  aud  around  Seattle, 
Dei^ot  Superintendent  Dudgeon  gave  out  a  monthly  report 
showing  that  100,920  persons  had  passed  through  the  King 
Street  stations  to  and  from  trains  during  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber; of  these,  56,730  were  entering  au<]  r)0,19()  departing  from 


Seattle.  These  are  the  first  figures  that  have  been  compiled  to 
show  the  movement  of  pas.sengers  at  the  Seattle  station.  It  is 
roughly  estimated  that  20  per  cent  of  the  total  travel  is  trans 
continental  business.

Wine  Association's  Greatest  Enterprise 


TIIIOKI'^  has  Ik'cii  wide  s])cculati()n  as  to  wliat  llic  ('alif'oniia 
Wine  Assuriatiou  would  do  witli  reference  to  the  reeou- 
sti-iiction  of  its  inmiense  wai-eliouse  plants  which  were  destroy- 
eil  Ity  lire  ill  Sail  I'raiicisco.  1  11011  the  authority  of  .Mr. 
.Morpiu,  we  can  state  that  with  the  exception  of  the  Itrannaii 
street  warehouse,  tliere  will  lie  no  rehuihlinj;'  in  San  l"'raiicisco. 
This  liiiildini;  will  he  used  for  teniixirary  storage,  or  rather  ais 
a  half-way  house,  for  shi]i]iiiii;-  purpose.s.  The  Towuseud  street 
lu-ojierty,  ( 'asa-Calwa,  which  was  not  destroyed  by  fire,  has 
been  i-eiiHideled  and  will  he  used  as  the  general  offices  of  the 
Association.  The  grand  central  enterprise  of  the  big  corpora- 
tion will  be  located  at  Molate  Point,  which  is  situated  011  the 
North  shore  of  the  Bay,  between  Point  San  Pablo  and  Point 
Kicliiiiond.  Here  they  have  purchased  forty-.seveu  acres  of 
land  w  ith  valuable  water  frontage,  which  comprises  a  part  of 
Point  Molate  and  through  which  passes  the  belt  line  tracks  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  and  the  Santa  Fe  railroads.  A  wharf 
is  in  course  of  construction  from  the  main  ])orlion  of  the  plat, 
Wiiicli  will  accommodate  all  classes  of  bay  craft,  and  the  rail- 
road tracks  to  San  Pablo  Point  will  handle  all  the  vast  ship- 
nu'iils  for  deep  sea  vessels.  As  an  illustration  of  this,  the 
Amei-ican-liawaiian  steamer  which  .sailed  from  this  ])ort  re- 
cently, was  loaded  at  the  latter  point  with  some  ."idOD  barrels 
of  w  ine  for  New  York,  via  the  Horn. 

The  magnitude  of  the  plant  will  be  better  appreciated  when 
it  is  stated  that  upon  its  cbnipletion  it  will  be  equipped  not 
only  for  storage,  but  the  making  of  wine,  and  will  have  a  crush- 
ing capacity  of  25,0(10  tons  annually.  The  plant  will  include 
a  grand  main  building  which  will  be  800  feet  long  and  ISS  feet 
deep  with  a  basement  and  two  stories.  The  basement,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  policy  of  the  Association,  will  be  reinforced 
concrete,  for  the  salvage  of  wine  in  case  of  further  catastrojihe. 
and  the  upper  structure  will  be  either  of  brick  or  concrete. 
This  building  will  be  used  foi-  the  general  handling  of  the  bulk 
of  the  product. 

The  next  imixirtaiit  structure  will  be  tlie  winery,  which  will 
have  an  area  of  (JOO  x  l.JO  feet,  in  which  the  enormous  (piaiitity 
of  grajtes  heretofore  mentioned  will  be  converted  into  wine. 
There  will  also  be  a  .sherry  house  SO  x  100  feet  and  an  office 
building  and  laboratory  80  x  100  fcn^.  The  Association  will 
also  install  a  plant  in  which  they  will  manufacture  all  their 
own  coo|(erage.  They  will  also  manufacture  their  own  boxes 
for  wines  in  glass.  This  plant  will  be  of  such  magnitude  as 
to  handle  tell  million  gallons  of  wine  and  it  is  not  only  so  situ- 
ated as  to  be  free  from  danger  of  tire,  but  has  amide  space  to 
grow.  A  feature  of  the  plant,  which  will  lie  a  novelty  in  this 
country,  at  least,  and  one  which  has  occupied  President  JMor- 
gan's  attention  for  a  number  of  y<'ars,  will  be  devoted  to  the 
utilization  of  the  grape  skins,  seeds,  stems,  fibres  for  all  by- 
products that  come  from  the  grape  vine.  This  portion  of  the 
est"al)lishnient  will  be  equipped  Avith  the  very  latest  facilities 
for  the  extraction  of  the  by-products. 


It  will  be  remembered  that  the  San  Francisco  fire  destroyed  ' 
great  quantities  of  high  class  wines  which  had  been  matured  : 
for  bottling  purposes  and  were  to  be  introduced  to  the  wine  i 
coiisumers  of  the  United  States  under  a  .special  brand  of  the 
Association,  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  the  (lualities  and 
cheapness  of  our  wines  to  the  general  wine  drinking  public. 
At   the  time  of  the  fire,   this  important  inovement  was  about 
to  be  inaugurated. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  As.sociation  will  have  as  a 
part  of  its  plant  at  violate  Point  a  separate  establisliment  for 
the  bottling  of  similar  wines  and  for  carrying  out  this  praise- 
worthy plan  for  establishing  a  great  popular  brand  of  Cali- 
fornia wines. 

The  enterprise  will  include  the  production  of  unfermeiited 
grape  juices  of  the  purest  (luallty,  under  the  A.s.sociation  brand. 
.Ml  these  things  cannot  be  accomplished  at  once,  but  the  work 
of  construction  of  this  immense  plant  is  in  full  swing  and  it 
will  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  The  cost 
will  exceed  one  half  million  dollars. 

This  is  indeed  true  loyalty  to  the  industry  which  shows  a 
determination  to  foster  it  to  tlie  utmost.  There  are  those  cou. 
nected  with  the  industry  who  might  profit  by  the  example,  not 
necessarily  by  the  erection  of  a  great  plant,  but  by  the  pro. 
tecticui  of  the  reputation  of  om'  wines. 


The  Vintage. 


THE  vintage  which  is  now  practically  finislied,  so  far  as  dry 
wines  are  concerned,  is  disappointing,  particularly  as  to 
<]uantity,  and  in  many  places  unsatisfactcnw  as  to  the  saccharine 
strength  of  the  grapes.  In  the  dry  wine  sections  the  weather, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  i)laces,  has  been  very  good  and  where 
tlie  wines  had  an  ample  degree  of  sugar,  the  quality  should  be 
excellent.  In  the  region  surrounding  Los  Angeles,  at  the 
height  of  the  vintage,  an  almost  unprecedented  hot  wave  de- 
veloped and  did  great  <laiuage.  The  heat  was  so  iuten.se  that 
the  seasoned  pickers  refused  to  go  into  the  vineyards  and  the 
hot  spell  was  so  long  continued  that  in  many  cases  the  grapes 
were  so  thoroughly  desiccated  on  the  vines  as  to  make  them 
fit  only  for  distilling  purposes.  This  is  a  great  blow  to  the 
grape  men  of  that  section,  as  up  to  the  time  of  the  heated  term 
they  were  promised  an  unusually  good  crop  of  a  high  (luality  of 
grapes.  lender  the  changed  conditions,  the  early  estimates  of 
the  output  will  have  to  be  very  materially  reduced.  This  is 
certainly  hard   hick. 

Taken  all  in  all  the  vintage  as  to  dr\  wines  will  be  short,  as 
in  many  iiromising  .sections  of  the  Bay  counties,  grapes  have 
not  yielded  as  it  was  expected  they  would.  In  other  words, 
wine  will  be  wine  in  the  future,  provided  it  has  quality.  Prices 
have  ranged  exceptionally  high,  running  to  |30  per  ton,  which 
means  that  wines  made  from  these  grapes  must  bring  a  better 
price  than  is  the  average  for  good  standard  California  wines. 
These  conditions  will  be  anything  but  advantageous  to  the  iii- 
diistrv.

Tlie  fact  of  tiling  articles  of  incorporation  of  a  ten  nullion 
dcdlar  company  by  the  California  Wine  A.s.sociaticm,  at  San 
Diego,  ha.s  led  the  local  paper.s  of  that  city  to  believe  that  the 
I  Association  intended  to  launch  .some  enterprise  there.  We  are 
informed  by  the  officers  thereof  that  it  was  merely  a  necessary 
legal  step  in  order  to  enable  the  Association  to  dis])ose  of  i)rop- 
erty  owned  there  by  the  corporation. 


The  AVinedale  Company,  of  Oakland,  one  of  the  leading 
firms  in  the  wine  trade  of  California,  have  outgrown  their  old- 
time  quarters  and  are  now  erecting  a  fine  plant  in  which  to 
handle  their  trade.  The  new  building  will  be  50  by  100  feet, 
five  stories  and  basement,  situated  on  Thirteenth  street,  between 
Franklin  and  Webster.  The  structure  will  be  of  a  substantial 
nature  and  is  to  be  the  permanent  home  of  the  Winedale  Co. 
Tlie  Ri:vn:w  congratulates  them  on  theii-  prosperity. 


E.  (1.  Lyons  &  Raas  Co.  report  that  they  now  have  an  ex- 
cellent croj)  of  new  cherries  in  mai'aschino  ready  for  delivery. 
The  fruit  is  of  high  (|nalily  and  is  pnt  up  in  the  well  known 
excellent  manner  which  characterizes  all  goods  that  come 
from  this  house.  The  new  crop  is  in  ready  demand.  Mr.  Raas 
has  just  returned  from  an  exti'uded  trij)  through  the  Northwest, 
where  he  found  business  conditions  fine.  His  trip  Avas  very 
snrcessfnl  and  he  is  ])leased  to  report  that  all  of  the  old-time 
cnslomers  have  remained  faithful  to  San  Francisco,  notwitli 
st.inding  the  great  inducements  to  desert  tis. 


The  Cafe  ISristcd,  in  l.os  Augele.s,  Cal.,  one  of  tlie  most  mag- 
nificent re-sorts  of  the  kind  cm  the  Pacific  Coast,  is  enjoying  a 
gilt  edge  patronage  in  that  swtdl  city.  We  are  pleased  to  note 
that  the  ])roprietors,  Messrs.  Schneider  &  Fieoer,  believe  in 
encouraging  the  domestic  wines.  Among  those  which  are  made 
leaders  on  their  wine  lists  are  the  Piemier  wines  of  ("has.  Stern 
iV:  Stms,  Crersta  Blanca.  the  Repsold  wines  and  those  of  the 
Alta  Vista  Co.  These  brands  are  in  healthy  demand.  Any 
one  intending  to  visit  Los  Angeles  ami  desiring  to  find  a  first- 
class  institution  of  this  kind,  need  look  no  further  than  the 
Cafe  P.ristid. 


THE  reports  received  from  California  tend  to  stiffen  the 
market  all  around.  It  is  evident  that  we  are  far  from  th(^ 
realization  of  the  prophecies  expostulated  all  around  a  few 
months  ago  that  matters  would  shape  themselves  in  California 
so  as  to  enable  the  wine  dealers  to  lower  prices  to  what  thev 
were  before  the  San  Francisco  disaster,  and  although  no  ont 
regarded  these  predictions  as  apjilying  in  any  degree  to  dr\ 
wines,  it  was  thought  that  possibly  a  large  vintage  in  the  sweet 
wine  districts  might  Meakeu  the  prices  for  sweet  wines  and  foi 
brandies  made  from  sweet  grapes. 

From  these  districts,  however,  the  reports  are  that  the  raisin 
crop  is  so  far  behind  the  exjiectatiims  that  the  packers  who  had 
anticipated  a  large  crop  and  had  sold  raisins  in  the  East  on  the 
basis  of  about  314  cents,  are  now  hastily  covering  at  3%  and 
37^  cents. 

It  is  further  a  significant  fact  that  the  season  is  over  twc 
weeks  late,  that  ten  days  ago  the  wine  makers  were  only  receiv 
ing  half  the  grapes  they  could  take  care  of,  whereas  they  shoult 
be  nearly  through  with  the  vintage;  the  lateness  of  the  seasot 
precludes  the  jjossibility  of  a  large  second  crop  from  which  tlu 
cheaper  kind  of  brandies  are  made,  and  since  the  dealers  an 
already  in  the  market  to  offer  the  wine  maker  from  five  to  ter 
per  cent  more  than  they  did  a  year  ago,  it  cannot  he  expectec 
that  much  first-crop  wine  will  be  kept  for  distilling  purpo.ses 
unless  prices  equal  to  the  prices  obtained  for  it  from  the  wine 
dealers  are  paid. 

In  the  dry  wine  districts  it  is  dinicult  to  say  just  what  the 
vintage  will  be.  In  some  localities  it  will  be  very  good,  ii 
others  very  poor;  in  no  case  will  it  be  large;  it  is,  therefore,  onl\ 
a  question  of  whether  it  will  come  up  to  an  average  year  or  fal 
below. 

But  aside  from  the  question  of  quantity,  the  question  o: 
picking  is  to  be  considered,  which  affects  to  a  great  extent  the 
whole  of  California.  The  high  i^rices  paid  in  San  Franciscc 
draw  all  sorts  of  labor  away  from  the  vineyards  and  orchar,].s 
and  in  many  cases  the  fruit  has  not  been,  and  will  not  be 
picked. 

Then,  too,  many  of  the  dry  wine  makers  have  their  tanks  ful 
of  1905  wines,  and  as  the  resource  to  ship  them  to  San  F.mu 
Cisco  warehouses  and  dealers  is  cut  «jtT,  it  becomes,  with  man^ 
a  crusher,  a  grave  question  of  what  he  will  do  with  the  w  ine; 
after  they  are  made;  no  doubt  high  labor  and  want  of  cooperagt 
will  in  many  cases  leave  the  vineyards  unjiicked. 

In  thus  reviewing  the  situation,  and  adding  to  the  above  tht 
recent  unfortunate  explosion  of  the  Fresno  sherry  house  of  tin 
California  Wine  Association,  in  which  250,000  gallons  of  sherr\ 
are  said  to  have  been  lost,  it  is  difficult  to  find  any  reason  foi 
the  expectation  of  lower  prices  for  any  kind  of  California  wine; 
and  brandies,  and  it  almost  looks  as  if  the  above  mentionec 
promises  of  lower  prices  had  been  made  to  stave  off  trade  it 
the  fear  of  being  unable  to  handle  it.    Boiiforts,  Sept.  25.

He  says 
howi'ver,  that  if  any  of  our  peojile  wish  to  send  grapes  to  Asti 
he  will  pay  the  same  prices  as  he  ]>ays  around  Asti  and  (Mover 
dale,  and  will  stand  half  the  freight  from  Iloi.laiid  to  Asti.—

What  we  want  is 
to  maintain  the  reputation  already  won,  and  ]»lace  ui)on  the 
market  wine  that  will  not  only  command  favorable  mention  but 
be  in  demand.  This  is  wliy  grapes  grown  in  this  valley  bring 
from  .f2  to  -fS  per  ton  more  than  those  grown  elsewhere,  and 
why  Napa  Valley  wine  sells  at  highei'  jirices  than  the  jiroduct 
of  Sonoma,  Santa  (Mara  or  otiiei'  ])laces. — .S7.  Il<l<iiit  Star. 


Great  Activity   in  Sonoma 


SANTA  ROSA,  Sei.tember  !.':{.— The  gathering  of  the  grape 
crop  and  making  of  wine  is  engaging  particular  attention 
in  Sonoma  county  just  at  this  time.  In  northern  Sonoma,  par- 
ticularly Ilealdsburg,  (Jeyserville  and  Asti,  there  are  nuimmolh 
vineyards,  in  which  the  croj)  is  good  and  the  yield  heavy.  Scar- 
city of  labor  for  gathei-ing  the  luscious  grajies  will  result,  how- 
ever, in  the  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

In  Dry  (Jreek  A'alh'y  some  viiu'yardists  are  offering  .'if2.5t)  ])er 
ton  for  cutters,  which  is  double  the  price  ])aid  last  year.  I'ick- 
ers  cannot  be  obtained  even  at  that  jirice. 

Twenty-five  dollars  was  offered  yestei-day,  and  for  a  few  days 
last  week  offers  of  -128  and  even  ijf'SO  were  nuule.  Kauai  Naga- 
sawa  of  the  Fountain  (Jrove  vineyard  paid  -fBO,  the  highest 
price  that  has  been  secured  this  season.  The  loss  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  gallons  of  wine  by  the  great  fire  in  the  metroji- 
olis  is  i-esponsible  for  the  lu-eseut  high  price  of  grapes. 

Wine  is  slightly  higher  in  ])rice,  and  the  uuirket  is  advancing. 
E\erv  winery  in  tlie  county  is  running  to  its  full  capacity,  and 
many  hundreds  of  tons  of  grapes  are  being  crushed  daily. 

The  grape  crop  this  season  is  the  be.st-paying  one  in  the 
county,  and  the  outlook  is  that  high  prices  will  be  maintained 
for  se\eral  vears.

In  the  fntui-e  winemakers  will  be  re(|uir('(l  to  sign  and  exe- 
cute a  certiticate  guaranleeing  I  lie  pnritv  of  their  ])roducts, 
which  w  ill  contain  a  sworn  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  dry 
wines  contain  no  cane,  beet  sugar  or  glucose;  that  they  are  the 
pure  juice  of  the  gra]ie,  and  are  free  from  added  color,  anti- 
se]iti'-  or  oiher  adulterants.

THE  Saii(U'r.s  Copiu'i-  AVurks,  mauufiictiiit'is  of  high  chiss 
still  aud  other  fO])per  ami  brass  work,  indispeiisahle  to 
brewers,  distillers  and  Avineinakers,  are  doing  a  great  business 
in  the  new  plant,  situated  at  Reale  and  Howard  streets,  just 
across  the  street  from  their  old  quarters,  which  were  destroyed 
in  the  April  lire.  Air.  Carl  Schalitz,  proprietor  of  the  works, 
is  deserving  of  great  i)raise  for  the  able  manner  in  wjiich,  in 
the  face  of  seemingly  insurmountable  obstacles,  he  lias  suc- 
ceeded in  restoring  the  liusiness  of  the  concern  to  its  normal 
condition,  during  tiie  trying  times  following  tiie  conflagration. 
Within  a  surprisingly  short  time  after  the  tire  and  l)efore 
the  work  of  clearing  the  machine  shop  district  of  debris  had 
commenced,  Mr.  Schalitz  was  at  work  with  commendable  zeal 
looking  about  for  a  new  location  aud  as  soon  as  this  was  se- 
cured the  erection  of  a  building  for  housing  the  plaiit  was  start- 
ed and  with  what  material  was  saved  from  the  ruins  of  the  old 
quarters  aud  such  machinery  as  could  lie  hastily  secured, 
skilled  mechanics  ^\'ere  at  work  turning  out  the  orders,  whicli 
commenced  to  pour  in  from  all  over  the  State.  The  new  plant, 
which  is  incomplete  as  yet,  has  already  cost  in  the  neighbiirhood 
of  115,000  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  the  new  ma- 
chinery and  sundries  needed  for  its  completion  \\'ill  entail  an 
ex]jenditure  of  fully  -|10,000  more.  In  this  connection  it  miglit 
be  interesting  to  note  that  not  one  cent  of  insurance  had  been 
collected  up  to  the  time  that  the  works  had  resumed  operations. 

Prior  to  April  ISth,  the  Sanders  Copper  Works  turned  out 
a  greater  variety  of  copper  and  brass  work  than  any  similar 
concern  in  the  country  and,  when  it  is  known  That  the  new 
w(»rks,  when  fully  e(iuipped  will  be  three  times  as  large  as  the 
old  ])lant,  some  idea  of  the  work  accomjilished  l)y  the  energetic 
proprietor  may  be  gained  . 

At  this  writing  the  plant  is  running  to  full  (a]»iieitv  and 
althougji  the  working  force  has  ))een  greatlx'  increased  it  is 
impossilile  to  nu'ct  all  calls  for  stills  and  other  necessities  in 
the  co](]»er  line.  The  work  of  installing  the  new  machinery 
and  furnaces  is  being  rushed  to  completion,  however,  and  the 
proprietor  confidently  exjiects  to  be  in  a  position  to  supply  all 
the  wants  of  the  trade  within  a  month  at  the  most. 

Mr.  Schalitz  wishes  to  thank  his  patrons,  both  old  and  new, 
for  the  leniency  and  patience  displayed  by  them  at  a  time 
when  he  was  unable  to  live  up  to  his  promises  and  nuike  prompt 
deliveries  of  goods  ordered  and  he  wishes  to  assure  the  trade 
in  general  that  in  the  near  future  he  will  be  in  a  iiosition  to 
accommodate  all  who  need  anvthiug  in  his  line.

THE  following  Nicaraguan  custom-house  law  went  into  effect 
on  June  5,  iaOO  : 

Consular  invoices  of  any  shijiment  must  be  in  successive  num- 
bers— No.  1  and  so  on,  according  to  the  sheets  necessary — and 
must  bear  date  of  embarkation  or  one  previous  to  it,  which  will 
be  compared  with  the  corresponding  bill  of  lading  of  same 
date  and  is  to  be  sent  at  the  same  time  according  to  provisions 
of  article  3  of  decree  dated  .May  4,  1900,  which  says: 

"No  registiw  of  merchandise  will  be  verified  unless  three 
copies  of  consular  invoice  and  same  nunU)er  of  bills  of  lading 
are  presented,  nor  if  any  bill  of  lading  includes  several  invoices 
and  different  consignees.  In  case  of  difference  of  dates  of  in- 
voices and  bills  of  lading  of  one  shipment,  a  fine,  amounting  to 
50  per  cent  of  the  res]K'ctive  duties  of  siu-h  merchandise,  will 
be  imposed." 

To  avoid  any  lunu'cessary  delays  and  fines  to  imi)orters  here, 
our  exporters  at  home  should  strictly  comply  with  the  forego- 
ing instructions.

In  con.se(|uence  of  either  an  abundant  crop  o 
negligence,  must  is  sonu'times  garnered  in  ill-conditioned  re 
c(>ptac]es,  which  impart  to  it  an  unsavory  flavor,  due  to  tlr 
formation  of  mold,  which  in  turn  secretes  an  essential  oil 
known  in  chemistry  as  ethereal  aldehyde.  Tiiis  oil,  in  thi 
form  of  minute  droplets,  dings  to  the  filaments  or  spores  o 
the  mold  and  is  soluble  in  alcoholic  li(piors,  whicli  thus  assim 
date  the  unpleasant  flavor  which  the  oil  inherently  possesse.« 
It  is  i)recisely  this  defect  which  Mr.  Crouzet's  elTorts  eucom 
pass,  and  his  process  is  all  the  more  interesting  since  the  oh 
way.s  of  treating  musty  wines,  whether  by  means  of  olive  oil 
pulverized  mustard,  or  carbonized  nuts,  were  not  all  of  at 
assured  efficacy.

It  was  brought  to  New  York  liy  yachtsmen  of  that 
city,  who  went  there  for  the  races.  Ruin  is  now  a  popular 
drink  with  theater  parties. 


The  Rosenblatt  Co.,  of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento,  in- 
foi-ms  us  that  they  received  at  the  recent  Talifornia  State  Fair 
a  gold  medal  for  the  best  general  exhibit  of  California  wines 
and  bi'andies.  Also  a  gold  medal  for  grajie  brandy  three  years 
or  older.  Also  highest  award  for  apricot  brandy  and  black- 
beri-y  brandy.  The  house  has  won  many  other  medals  at  more 
imiiortant  expusitions. 


Sale  of  Drink  in  France 


THERE  iivo  jieople  in  England  who  maintain  that  the  pros- 
perity of  that  country  may  be  nu'asured  by  the  amount  of 
drink  consumed.  If  an  increase  in  the  number  of  public-houses  ; 
means  an  increased  sale  of  drink,  and  the  coutention  given 
above  is  correct,  then  France  is  certainly  prosperous.  There 
were  iu  the  country  in  1904:  no  fewer  than  408,431  drinking 
shops,  and  in  IIH)."),  the  number  increased  by  5,159,  so  that  there 
is  now  one  public-house  for  every  eighty  of  the  population. 
Yet  the  French  are  by  no  means  a  drunken  nation,  and  cer- 
tainly those  among  them  who  may  drink  too  much  do  not  flaunt 
their  bad  habit  in  the  face  of  the  community.  Anybody  can 
open  a  public-house  who  is  able  to  produce  some  reference  as  to 
character  and  can  pay  the  license.  He  can  keep  it  open  half 
the  night,  and  unless  he  harbors  thieves  he  is  subject  to  little 
or  no  supervision. 

So  .says  the  Evvdukj  Stdiiddrd,  and  we  may  go  on  to  add  that 
in  Belgium  similar  conditions  prevail.  Anyone  with  a  good 
character  can  obtain  a  "full"  or  beerhouse  license  for  suitable 
premises,  the  annual  premium  for  a  full  license  being  about 
£8,  which  is  levied  alike  on  all  houses  irrespective  of  assess- 
ment. Those  licensees  who  have  held"  their  certificates  for  a 
certain  number  of  years  pay  a  very  nominal  duty — amounting 
to  very  little  more  than  an  English  dog  license.  In  some  Bel- 
gian towns  the  cstamiiiets  are  positively  plethoric,  a  notable 
instance  being  at  Osteud,  where  on  the  Quai  des  Pecheurs,  in 
a  row  of  flfty-four  houses,  forty-eight  are  licensed.  And  yet 
the  Belgians  are  very  temperate — if  anything,  more  so  than 
the  French. — ^\'ill(■  (iiid  K/iirit  Gazette.

WITH  till'  I'xcciitioii  of  ail  occasional  oi-gaiiizatioii  of  a 
lirauch  of  the  Royal  Arch,  in  small  towns,  wc  sec  no 
oi-iiiiui/AMl  movement  for  the  opposition  of  the  projiress  of  hiiih 
license  or  local  option,  in  this  Htale.  In  Oreiion  the  local 
option  movement  has  jjroved  disastrous  to  :i  j^reat  proportio]i 
of  the  trade,  and  the  Aiiti-8aloon  Lea!j,ne  has  secured  a  hohl 
u])on  the  public,  which  assisted  by  a  juii-handle  law,  has  unuh- 
it  almost  impossible  to  secure  legislation  which  will  loinij,  the 
situation  back  to  a  fair  basis. 

In  California  il  .uoes  without  sayiuii'  that  the  next  Lciiisla- 
ture  will  be  asked  to  enact  a  law  similar  to  that  of  Ores^on,  and 
it  is  not  uureasouable  to  expect  that  such  a  measure  may  suc- 
ceed if  it  is  uot  met  with  firmness  and  energy.  There  is  one 
tliiuii  certain,  these  jieople  have  developed  much  strentith,  even 
in  this  great  wine-producing  counnonwealth,  and  unices  the 
li(puir  and  wine  inl crests  combine  for  protection  there  is  si'ri- 
ous  trouble  coming  to  Ihcm.  TIk^  liigh-liceuse  plan  seems  to 
have  grown  quite  fashionable,  but  it  can  be  handled  only  by 
each  separate  community.  At  the  sauu>  time  if  the  trade  were 
thoroughly  organized  and  worked  in  harmony,  they  could 
protect  themselves  against  injustice.  Tlie  local  option  move- 
nu'iit  is  working  a  most  serious  nu'nace  to  the  traffic,  and 
with  the  wine  and  liquor  interests  it  is  a  propositicui  of  self- 
protection  or  no  ]irotectiou.  A  thomugh  organization  offers 
the  only  solution  to  tlie  problem.

Howevei',  the  establishment 
is  fitted  up  in  the  most  tasty  style,  and  we  are  pleased  to  see 
is  enjoying  very  satisfactory  patronage. 


Frank  Doran,  than  whom  there  is  no  better-known  (U-  more 
poi)ular  man  in  the  retail  li(iuor  trade,  and  who  liecame  fa- 
mous at  the  old  I>avy  Crockett  on  JIarket  street,  is  now  in 
business  for  himself.  He  is  associated  with  Julius  liruus, 
and  is  located  in  one  of  the  handsomest  saloons  in  the  city 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Steiner  and  Ellis  streets.  The 
est,iblishment  is  unusually  roomy  and  light,  and  the  finishing 
throughout  is  in  very  catchy  taste.

AT  A  RECENT  meeting  of  the  l!oard  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners a  retail  firm  who  had  juirchased  a  license  for 
;v(;.")0  inr  a  saloon  at  l(i;55  Market  street,  applied  for  a  trans- 
iVr.  Commissioner  Ci-esswell  made  the  announcement  that 
"t  i-ai'iicing  in  licenses  ^^■as  a  sin  the-Roard  was  not  dis]n)-!ed 
lo  overlook."  The  administration  has  given  a  value  to  liijuor 
dealers'  licenses  in  this  city  by  creating  high  license.  The  city 
accei)ts  the  money  of  its  citizens  for  such  licenses,  and  while 
a  part  of  the  Police  Commissioners  at  the  present  time  occupy 
the  i)Osition  of  Czars,  it  is  not  within  their  province  as  just 
men  to  refuse  to  transfer  a  license  from  one  party  to  another, 
pn'oviding  the  jKuchaser  is  reputable  and  fills  the  (lualificn- 
tions  required  l)y  the  Hoard.

As  a  result  theicof,  John  H.  Pein,  who  lias  lieen  con- 
ducting a  saloon  in  a  temporary  structure  at  the  abovt'-named 
corner,  is  jirevented  from  selling  intoxicating  li([uors. 


The  Chas.  ,M.  Fisher  Company,  Fillmore  and  O'Farrell 
streets,  are  handling  one  of  the  largest  retail  trades  in  San 
Francisco.  The  combination  of  Kennel  Club  whisky,  other- 
wise known  as  "a  Dog-on  good  whiskv,"  with  all  kiuds  of  other 
good  things  to  drink,  and  with  John  Kusconi  and  his  able 
cori)s  of  assistants  to  cater  to  the  community,  is  one  hard  to 
lieat.  The  firm  has  just  hung  a  magnificent  oil  painting  by 
a  well-known  artist.  The  subject  is  a  landscape  showing  an 
alder  glade  with  a  bi'awling  brook  Howing  through  it.  The 
main  feature  of  the  painting  is  a  jiair  of  deer,  which  are  magni- 
ficently portrayed.     The  picture  is  well  worth  going  to  see. 


Matt  (Jrimm,  who  had  one  of  the  finest  retail  establish- 
ments in  San  Francisco,  located  on  Leidesdorff  street,  ojipo- 
site  Ilalleck,  has,  like  Brer  Fox,  lieen  lying  low  since  the 
conriagration,  but  he  has  not  b'.cn  idle.  About  November  1st 
he  will  (qien  to  the  public,  on  the  old  site  of  Kusconi,  Fisher 
6i;  Co.,  Leidesdorff  and  Ilalleck  streets,  the  handsomest  per- 
manent saloon  in  San  Francisco.  The  place  was  planned  and 
is  being  built  to  his  order,  and  aside  from  the  (luality  of  goods 
purveyed,  will  be  well  Avorth  going  far  to  visit.  The  building 
is  to  be  brick,  and  will  have  many  features  that  have  not  been 
found  in  saloons  in  this  city  in  the  past.

THE   FERMENTATION   OF  GRAPES 


AKXOWIJCIXiE  of  llic  thi'ovv  of  Iciiiiciitiitioii  and  of  llie 
natiiii'  nf  llic  iiiicroscojiic  oi-ii,iuiisiMs  wiiicli  hriiii;  about  tlic 
chaii.nc  of  iira]U'  juice  into  wine  (lissi]iales  many  of  tlie  most 
troublesonu'  dillieulties  of  the  wine-maker.  It  enables  liim  by 
a  proper  and  timely  ap])lioatiou  of  tlie  traditional  processes  of 
wine-nuikin<i-  to  avoid  all  spoiling  of  wine,  and  by  a  cautions 
and  conservative  use  of  the  newer  processes  to  impi-ove  the 
(lualily  of  his  ])roduct. 

\\lien  the  grape-grower  has  brought  to  the  winery  wcll- 
riiseued  grajx's  of  a  suitable  variety,  ho  has  sui)plied  all  the  raw 
nuiterial  for  the  manufacture  of  a  sound  wine.  Such  grapes 
cDutaiu  till'  sugai-,  acid,  color,  tauuiu  and  other  necessary  sub- 
stances and  also  Die  micro-organisms — yeast — needed  for  their 
transformal  ion  into  wine. 

Ite-iides  the  true  wine  veast — S(:ccIi<irtiiiii/<-i.s  lUijisoliUlls — 
th;'  grapes  sujiply  a  number  of  other  micro-organisms,  all  of 
wlii(di  are  either  useless  or  harmful.  The  art  of  the  wiue-uuiker 
cotisists,  lo  a  great  extent,  in  ])romoting  Ihe  growth  and  mul- 
ti])licalion  of  I  lie  ]troiier  wine  yeast  and  in  preventing  the 
growth  of  all  the  rest. 

Alanv  of  the  liuu'-houiu-ed  uu'tliods  of  maiiii)ulating  grapes 
and  wine  have  this  tendency  and  have  been  for  this  reason 
unconsciously  adojited.  They  result  in  establishing  conditions 
favorable  to  the  growth  of  wine  yeast  and  uiifavorable  to  the 
growth  of  tic  other  organisms  present. 

It  has  tak(  u  hundreds  of  vearK  of  trial  and  failure  to  estal)- 
lish  these  iiu'thods  in  tln^  various  wine-making  regions  of 
Eui'ope,  and  it  woidd  take  hundreds  more  to  adajit  them  to  the 
widely  dilferent  conditions  existing  in  .\merica  if  the  same 
eni])irical  nay  were  followed. 

If  we  place  a  bunch  of  grapes,  fresh  from  the  vineyard,  under 
a  bell  jar  in  a  warm  room,  or  surround  them  with  a  moist,  warm 
atmosphei-e  in  some  similar  way,  they  will  become  moldy.  This 
proves  that  Ihe  s]iores  of  molds  are  on  the  grapes  when  they  are 
gathered,  and  that  the  conditions  in  which  we  ha\t'  placed  them 
are  favorable  to  the  growth  of  these  uudds.  These  conditions 
are  warmth,  moisture,  and  an  (ihiiinhnil  siiiijili/  af  fr(c  air. 
^lany  kinds  of  nndd  luay  a]i]iear,  but  th"  most  common  are 
Feiiicilliinii .  the  (U'dinarv  "blue-green  mold'"  of  stale  bread  and 
vegi'table-;,  lint rijlix.  the  "noble  or  grav  mold"  of  the  RhiiU'  and 
^ledoc,  and  Akiki-ijiIUis,  lhi>  "black  mold"  of  the  San  Joaquiu 
^'allev  and  other  warm  graite-growing  regions.  The  fir-^t  mold 
will  completelv  spoil  the  Mine  by  communicating  a  disagree- 
able, typical  moldy  taste.  The  second  does  less  harm,  but  is 
liable  ti)  reinler  tln^  \\iue  permanently  cloudy  and  to  injure  the 
color.  The  injury  from  the  third  is  CMUifined  ])rincipally  to  the 
destruction  of  some  of  the  gra]>es,  and  little  h;irui  is  done  to 
the  wine. 

This  experiment  shows  the  need  of  kee]Miig  the  gra])es  cool 
aud  dry  until  the\  are  cru-;hed  and  of  crushing  them  as  soon 
as  possible  aftei-  they  are  gathered.  It  also  offers  a  very  sti'ong 
objection  to  the  ".Morel"  ]irocess  of  wine-makiug  which  was 
formerly  advocated,  and  whiidi  consists  in  throwing  the  gra]ies 
iiucrushed  into  the  feruuuiting  vat. 

If  we  now  take  other  luun  lies  of  gi-apes,  gathered  in  the  same 
way,  crush  them  thoroughlv  and  ]dace  them  in  a  one-galhm 
preserving  jar  we  may  note  that  the  must  goes  through  a  cer- 
tain series  of  changes.  These  changes  are  more  easilv  obsei-ved 
if  the  skins  are  removed  aud  the  expressed  juice  alone  placed 
in  the  jar.  The  jar  should  be  kept  in  a  warm  room  (over  71) 
legrees  Fahv. ) . 

At  first  the  solid  matters  will  selth-  and  the  must  become 
iiearl\'  cleai-.  In  24  to  48  hours,  bulilile-;  of  gas  may  be  observed 
rising  through  the  liquid.  This  evolnliou  of  gas  gradually  be- 
comes more  abundant,  foam  forms  at  tlie  surface  aud  the  licpiid 


becomes  cloudy  again.  The  must  is  now  in  full  fermentation. 
At  the  end  of  four  or  five  days,  less  gas  is  given  off  ami  finally 
all  visible  fermentation  ceases. 

After  this,  the  liquid  may  become  clear  again,  though  it  will 
usually  remain  p(>rmaneutly  cloudy.  In  any  ca.se  a  white  veil 
or  scum  will  finally  form  on  the  surface  and  the  liquid  will 
smell  of  vinegar. 

Laboratory  investigations  show  that  these  various  changes  in 
the  appearance  of  the  li(|uid,  these  various  stages  in  the  fer- 
mentation, correspond  to  simultaneous  changes  in  the  kind  and 
number  of  micro-organisms  present. 

In  the  cloudy  must  of  the  freshly  crushed  grapes  we  find 
])rincipally  the  spores  of  the  three  molds  already  mentioned, 
showing  that  these  are  the  kinds  most  abundant  on  the  grapes. 
After  standing  24  hours,  when  the  must  has  become  clear,  it 
is  found  to  be  almost  free  from  spores,  or  micro-organisms  of 
any  kind.  This  illustrates  the  utility  of  a  preliminary  defeca- 
tion of  the  must  ))efore  fermentation,  which  many  wine-makers 
practise. 

When  bnbble-i  commence  to  evolve  and  the  sedinu'nt  rises 
again  into  the  must  a  new  series  of  micro-organisms  can  be 
found.  At  first  these  consist  of  other  molds  and  pseudo  or  wild 
yi'asts.  The  most  numerous  of  these  is  nearly  always  the  "api- 
culate  yeast,"  consisting  of  spherical,  oblong  and  lemou-sliaped 
cells.  The  molds  in  this  series  are  usually  not  numerous  enough 
to  have  anv  serious  effect  (m  the  wine,  but  the  ai)iculate  yeast 
soon  takes  full  possession  and  causes  a  typical  alcoholic  fer- 
mentation. AVine  can  be  made  with  this  yeast,  but  it  is  of  in- 
ferior (|uality  and  difficult  to  clear.  ^Moreover,  only  grapes  con- 
taining a  very  low  jterceutage  of  sugar  can  be  fermented  dry 
by  its  agency.  As  soon  as  about  0  per  cent  or  less  of  alcohol  is 
formed  the  yeast  ceases  to  Mork. 

This  li  ]MT  cent  of  alcolud  represents  about  half  the  sugar  in 
ordinary  wiiu'  gra])es  and  coi-i-esponds,  therefore,  to  about  the 
middle  of  the  fermentatiim.  It  is  at  this  point,  under  the  cou- 
diti(  us  of  the  ex]>eriuieut  we  are  describing,  that  the  true  wine 
yeast,  S<n-i-Iiiir<iiiiifrfs  a/li /i.soiiliis  appears.  Found  at  fii-st  in 
small  nundiers,  it  rajiidly  increases,  until,  near  the  end  of  the 
fermentation,  little  else  can  be  found  in  the  must. 

At  this  point  all  thi'  sugar  has  been  transfonned  and  gas 
bubbles  cease  to  be  given  off,  nmst  of  the  yeast  cells  settle  to 
the  bottiuii  and  the  liquid  contams  ruily  a  few  apiculafe  and 
wine  yeast  cells. 

As  soiui  as  the  carbonic  acid  has  nearly  all  t'scaiied  and  the 
air  can  i-each  the  surface  of  the  fermented  litpiid  a  veil  forms, 
consisting  (if  Mt/<-')il<riiiii  riiii — the  wine  flowers  of  the  cellar- 
man.  This  is  a  \-east-like  organism  which  slowly  destroys  the 
alcohol  and  commuuicates  a  vapid  taste  to  the  wine.  In  time  it 
is  succeeded  by  vinegar  bacteria,  which  attack  the  alcohol  more 
vigorously,  and  finally  transform  it  into  acetic  acid.  These  last 
two  organisms  grow  principally  at  the  surface  and  only  when 
the  oxgyeu  of  the  air  has  free  access. 

These  experinn'uts  illustrate  what  occurs  in  making  w  ine  in 
small  quantities  in  cool  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  vintage. 
Thi're  are  six  fairly  well  defined  stages  in  the  fermentation, 
each  characteriz.ed  by  its  own  set  of  micro-organisms  working 
on  the  gra]ies  and  must.  The.se  stages  may  be  distinguished  as 
f(dlows : 

1.  '/'/(('  /irsi  iitithi  shKji'.  This  is  liefore  the  grajies  are 
crushed  and  thi'  growth  of  mold  is  the  more  abundant  the 
warmer  and  moisler  the  air  .surrounding  the  grapes  and  the 
more  injure(l  berries  there  are  ]U'eseut. 

2.  TJic  .second  mold  shu/c.  This  is  rexiresented  by  the  time 
between  the  crushing  of  the  grapes  and  the  commencement  of 
visible  fermentation.  Spores  and  cells  of  the  same  molds  oc- 
curring in  the  first  stage  are  found  in  the  must,  but  the\-  grow- 
slowly  and  do  little  harm  unless  the  fermentation  is  very  much 
delaved.

As  rci-nicnial  ion  jiroiii-csscs 
tlic  apicnlatc  yeast  iiuilti])lies  nunc  rapidh  liiaii  any  of  llu' 
otliei's  and  finally  may  consliinlc  UO  |ii'i-  cenl  or  nioi-e  of  I  he 
living'  relis  in  the  nnisl.  In  this  stajic  llic  cllipsnidal  or  trne 
Avine  yeast  appeal's  in  small  nnndiei-s. 

5.  77/r  rlliiisoldiil  i/iiisl  sliii/<\  ]',y  tile  lime  tiiat  S  per  eent 
or  HI  per  cent  of  sii<;ar  lias  been  Iransfoi med,  tlie  alcohid  pro- 
di!(;'d  st()i>s  or  diminisjies  tlie  liTOwth  of  tlie  apiciilate  yi'ast  and 
the  true  yeast  increasinj^  ia]!idl\'  tinally  become-;  dominant  in 
the  lerinenling  li(]nid. 

(i.  The  ]l i/c'i(l(i-iiiii  sl(i(i<\  So  loiiii  as  fermentation  is  active 
the  wine  is  kept  from  contact  with  the  air  by  the  earbtmic  acid 
•which  it  contains  and  which  forms  a  i)Votectiug  layer  at  the 
surface.  As  fermentation  shudcens  the  <;as  ceases  to  form  and 
the  protecting  covering  is  carried  away  by  air  cnrrents.  At 
this  stage,  tlio.se  organisms  wiiicli  need  air  for  their  growth 
are  able  to  live  at  the  snrfuc(>  of  the  wine.  The  most  common 
of  these  fonnd  in  wine  are  "\\'iuo  Flowers"  and  vinegar  bac- 
teria. 

In  most  wineries,  especially  the  larger  and  tho.se  in  hot  dis- 
tricts, this  se(iueuce  of  cdmuge.s  is  greatly  modified  \*j  several 
factoi-s.  The  second,  third  and  fourth  stages  are  much  cur- 
tailed by  the  large  amount  of  true  wine  yeast  which  is  intro- 
duced into  the  must  by  the  crushers,  chutes  and  vats.  As 
these  parts  of  the  cellar  e(|uipment  are  usually  (deaued  very 
imperfectly  during  the  vintage,  the  must  and  grapes  which 
renmin  atta(du'd  to  them  form  a  breeding  ground  for  yeast, 
and  as  the  Aviue  yeast  is  the  most  vigorous,  it  usualh'  succeeds 
in  being  the  most  nunun'ous  of  those  which  get  into  the  must 
from  these  sources.  This  might  be  an  advantage  if  the  same 
sources  did  not  also  supply  large  quantities  of  another  group 
of  micro-organisms  which  are  much  more  harmful  than  the 
mollis  and  wild  yeasts.  Must  and  gTai)es  remaining  attached 
to  ci'ushers  and  chutes  exposed  to  the  air  finally  become  thor- 
oughly infected  with  vinegar  bactei-ia  whitdi  from  them  are 
carried  into  the  fermenting  vats,  ^'ats  and  casks  in  which 
imperfectly  fermented  wine  has  been  lodged  also  become  in- 
fected with  bacteria  which  are  even  more  dangerous  tiian  the 
vinegai*  producing  forms. 

It  is  these  last  forms  of  bacteria  which  cimstitute  the  greatest 
danger  to  the  wine  and  whiidi  cause  the  greatest  difficulties  in 
making  wine  on  a  large  scale  in  hot  climates.  They  are  "anaero- 
bic," that  is,  grow  only  in  the  absence  of  air  and  require  a  high 
temperature  for  their  develoi)ment.  For  1lie.se  reasons  they  a})- 
])ear  in  the  wine  in  large  numbers  only  in  the  last  stages  of 
the  fermentation,  "\\lieii  the  yeast  lias  exhausted  the  air  and 
raised  the  femjieratni-e  of  the  li(|nid. 

A  good  system  of  w  ine-maicing  restricts  the  growth  of  all 
micro-organisms  but  that  of  the  true  wine  ,\'east  and  conlines 
the  fei-mentation  (dmnges  of  the  must  lo  those  desciiiied  as  tiic 
fifth  or  ellipsoidal  yeast  stage. 

I!y  criishiiig  the  grapes  while  they  are  in  g I  condition  all 

danger  from  molds  is  avoided,  lie  defecation  of  the  iiinst,  the 
use  of  sulfur  fumes,  and  the  employmeiii  of  a  starter  the  action 
(if  the  wild  yeasts  is  practically  eliminated.  Cleanliness,  steri- 
lization of  vats  and  casks,  and  control  of  the  temjterature  with 
cooling  machines,  will  prevent  all  secondary  bacterial  fermenta- 
tions. Finally,  ]>roper  filling  up  of  the  storage  casks  and  i)ro- 
tection  of  the  fermented  wine  from  the  air  will  ]prevent  the 
growth  of  wine  flowers  and  vinegar  bacteria. 


Wine  Situation  Critical, 


Tlll'i  future  of  the  California  wine  industry  is  somewhat 
anomalous,  and  as  far  as  this  State  is  concerned,  without 
])recedent.  The  destruction  id"  ir),(IO0,()()()  gallons  of  natural  and 
aging  \\v\  wines  in  the  late  confiagraticui  withdrew  from  the 
market  the  reserves  which  were  depended  upon  to  sni)plv  the 
trade  and  ])rovide  against  the  contingency  of  short  crop.s. 
Practically  all  id'  the  nalnial  wines  in  the  market  outside  of  re- 
tailers" hands  w<'ie  w  ijied  mil,  leaving  stocks  very  restricted  as 
lo  (|uaiitity.  The  disaster  to  ihe  California  wine  interests  was 
even  greater  than  ap|iears  IKmi  a  <-aiisal  view  of  conditions,  for 
it  left  Ihe  wineries  withoni  a  stock  of  matuiiiitc  wines  and  com- 
pelled the  trade  in  I^asterii  markets  to  be  siii)])lied  from  wine 
|)i"oducing  sections  of  New  York,  Ohio,  .Missouri  or  elsewhere. 
By  preference  the  large  wine  dealei-s  of  the  country  purchased 
in  California,  assured  of  purity  and  unvarying  quality,  besides 
satisfied  with  the  jirice  at  w  hie  h  it  cindd  be  didivered.  The  large 
quantity  destroyed  in  local  warehouses  and  the  im])ossibi!ily 
of  immediately  replacing  .stocks  cau.sed  serious  advance  in 
prices  in  the  East  and  active  siK'culation.  In  view  of  ]»ossible 
scarcity,  buyers  purchased  on  a  liberal  scale  from  Eastern 
wineries  at  prices,  generally  speaking,  which  it  will  be  difficult 
for  California  to  meet.  For  the  present  New  Orleans  and  New 
York  markets  are  closed  and  can  only  I)e  regained  wlu>n  (Cali- 
fornia is  able  to  furnish  wines  of  its  old  quality  and  at  figures 
ruling  before  the  fire.  It  is  bidieved  that  nmrkets  for  California 
wines,  whicli  are  now  in  dangei-  of  being  jiermanently  lost,  can 
be  regained  if  prices  are  maintained  at  former  rates. —  (»S'.  F.)

French  Wine  Crop  of  1906 — Prospects  of  the 
Coming  Vintage  Estimated 


VICE-CONSUL  Charles  Karminski    transmits  the  following 
translated  statement  from  a  Seville  paper  on  the  jiros- 
pects  of  the  coming  vintage  in  France: 

The  French  department  of  agriculture  has  just  jjublished 
official  estimates  on  the  c(')ming  vintage.  The  following  num- 
bers betoken  the  prospective  features  of  the  crop,  viz. :  100, 
very  good;  SO,  good;  (50,  fairly  good;  HO,  passable;  30,  middling; 
20,  bad.  In  this  way  the  following  estinmtes  have  been  formed, 
viz. : 

1  department,  comprising  87,0(55  acres 100 

35  departments,  comprising  1,714,538  acres 99-80 

32  dei)artments,  comprising  2,0(51,928  acres 79-()0 

3  dei)artments,  comprising  -17,320  acres 59-50 

2  departments,  comi)rising  485,(511  acres 49-30 

The  total  crop  will  probably  yield  1,320,850,000  gallons  of 

wine,  not  including  the  Algerian  crop,  depending  on  the  condi- 
tions that  prevail  during  the  jn'riod  intervening  between  the 
date  of  the  above  estimates  and  the  time  of  gathering. 

The  French  department  of  agriculture  has  also  published 
estimates  on  the  next  crop  of  cider,  which,  it  is  calculated,  will 
vield  from  39(5,255,000  to  528.340,000  galbuis.

Winter  Treatment  of  Vines  for  Mildew 


THE  large  aiuount  of  damage  dinic  In  the  liiapc  croit  of  Cali- 
fornia this  year  and  last  by  mildew  (Oidiuni)  makes  it 
desirable  that  no  method  of  control  that  oilers  to  be  eH'cctive 
siioald  he  uejileeted. 

Dry  snlfur  dusU'd  over  the  vines  wilh  cllective  blowers  at 
the  right  time  and  in  the  right  way  has  been  proved  a  sure 
spccitic  in  (ill  rases  invcstigaled.  AVhile  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  this  method  are  slight  comitared  to  those  attending 
the  treat nu'ut  of  many  plant  diseases,  it  wouhl  be  desirable  to 
derrease  I  hem  if  possible. 

This  consideralion  has  led  s(une  growers  to  try  swabbing  or 
spraying  the  dormant  vines  with  various  mixtures  after  prun- 
ing. Some  have  .swabbed  the  vines  with  a  strong  acid  solution 
of  iron  sulfate,  others  have  sjirayed  with  lime,  .salt  and  .sulfur, 
bluestoue  or  Bordeaux  mixture.  Some  have  comhined  two  or 
three  of  these  s}>rays.  and  have  even  gone  to  the  expeu.se  of 
removing  the  dry  bark  from  the  vine  before  treatmeut.  These 
methods  are  all  more  or  less  troublesonu'  and  costly,  and  are 
only  justifiable  if  there  is  reason  to  .sup])ose  that  they  are 
cheaper  or  more  effective  than  Hie  dry  ai>]dieation  of  sidfur  in 
spring  and  summer. 

lu  order  to  thi-ow  light  on  this  (|nestion  we  ma,\'  examine 
some  theoretical  or  (/  /iridi'i  considerations  and  some  [)ractical 
te.st.s. 

The  theory  of  wintei-  treat  meat  is  that  the  fungus  which 
causes  the  mildew  i)asses  the  winter  in  a  resting  or  <htrmant 
state  on  the  canes  and  body  of  the  vine,  ami  that  if  this  resting 
form  can  1)8  destroyed  the  destructive  form  of  the  fungus  will 
be  eliminated  or  at  least  very  miu-h  decreasd  in  quantity. 

The  wiuter  form  of  the  fungus,  so  far  as  we  know,  consists 
of  resting  spores  enclosed- in  thick  highly  resistant  s})ore  cases 
called  jtcritJirriii.  which  can  he  plainly  seen  in  the  autumn  on 
leaves  and  canes  as  minute  black  dots,  ("ndei-  some  conditions, 
the  suniiner  of  ini/cclidl  form  may  persist  through  the  wiuter, 
protected  under  the  scales  of  the  buds;  but  this  is  not  certain. 

The  jirrUJiii-Ui  ai-e  foi-med  only  in  cool  weather,  and  in  most 
parts  of  the  State  not  until  the  months  of  October  or  No- 
vember. Near  the  coast,  as  at  IJerkeley,  they  may  be  formed  al 
any  time  after  June.  In  some  localities  they  are  produced 
sparingly;  in  others,  in  immen.se  uund)ers.  Over  100,(11)0  have 
been  counted  on  a  single  leaf  at  Herkeley,  and  as  each  iirriilic- 
ciiim  contains  fifty  or  more  .sjiores  tlie  number  ]u-odnced  on  one 
vine  may  be  hundreds  of  millions. 

These  spores  serve  to  infect  Ihe  young  growth  of  the  vine 
the  following  spring.  AMieu  the  temjierature  and  moisture 
conditions  become  suitable  they  are  ejected  forcibly  from  the 
peritltccki.  This  throwing  out  of  the  spores  enables  nuiny  of 
them  to  reach  the  young  vine  leaves,  oi-  the  bodies  of  insects 
by  which  they  are  transported  to  the  leaves.  \Mien  these  spores 
reach  the  leaves  they  commence  to  nndti])ly  with  great  rapidity, 
and  it  is  only  necessary  for  a  few  to  find  lodgnient  on  a  few- 
vines  to  completely  infest  every  leaf  and  cane  in  the  vineyard 
in  a  few  weeks  if  the  weather  conditions  are  favorable  to  the 
growth  of  the  fungus.  Any  winter  treatment,  therefore,  which 
does  not  destroy  the  greater  part  of  the  wiuter  spores  can  be 
of  little  use  in  preventing  the  spring  attacks  of  mildew  and  of 
none  whatever  in  preventing  the  attacdcs  in  .Ttuie  and  July 
which  follow  and  are  derived  fi-om  the  sjiring  attacks. 

With  the.se  facts  in  mind,  it  is  easy  to  show  that  winter  spray- 
ing for  Oidium  is  in  all  jiiiiUnhiHl n  both  iniiici-c.t.sin-i/  and  iii- 
cffictire. 

It  is  unnecessary  in  the  great  majority  of  California  vine- 
yards because  one,  two  or  three  propci-  sidfurings  in  April,  May 
and  June  will  completely  prevent  any  damage  from  mildew. 
This  is  true  for  all  localities  except  those  exposed  to  a  great 


deal  of  summer  fog,  and  for  all  seasons  but  those  exceptionally 
fa\()rable  to  Oidium,  and  would  "be  true  for  them  if  sulfuring 
were  practiced  every  year  in  every  vineyard.  In  any  case,  one 
or  two  extra  sulfuriugs  will  give  perfect  control.  This  means  ' 
that  one  proper  sulfuring  in  the  interior  and  three  near  the 
coast  will  give  perfect  control  in  ordinarj-  years,  and  in  bad 
years  three  in  the  former  and  five  in  the  latter  will  be  effective. 
The  average  will  be  less  than  four  in  the  worst  localities  and 
two  in  the  best.  Now  a  thorough  winter  treatment  will  cost  as 
nnu'h  or  more  than  four  stdfurings. 

It  is  uxucccssiirji  because  if  we  control  the  Oidium  in  the 
summer,  as  we  must  do  to  save  our  crop  entirely,  there  will  be 
no  winter  spores  formed  and,  therefore,  no  use  in  spraying  for 
them. 

AVinter  treatment  is  not  completely  effective  because,  how- 
ever well  done,  it  cannot  destroy  all  the  re.sting  spores,  and  if 
but  a  few  escape  they  are  capable  of  infecting  the  wlude  vine- 
yard when  the  weather  conditions  are  favorable.  Sulfuring, 
therefore,  is  necessary  even  when  wiuter  spraying  is  practiced. 

There  is  reason  to  believe,  moreover,  that  winter  treatment  is 
completely  iiicffcclirr.  Every  other  vine  in  a  small  patch  of 
vines  at  IJerkeley  was  treated  last  winter  with  bluestoue,  iron 
sulfate  or  Uordeaux  mixture.  In  the  spring  just  as  much  mil- 
dew was  found,  on  its  first  appearance,  on  the  treated  as  on 
the  untreated  vines. 

A  still  nn)re  convincing  experiment  is  described  in  the  Revue 
(Ir  \'iti<-ii/l lire.  No.  (355,  page  12.  This  seems  to  prove  as  well 
as  a  single  experiment  can :  First,  that  the  fungus  does  not 
pass  the  ^^-inter  to  any  extent  in  the  summer  condition  under 
the  bud  scales,  and,  second,  that  the  most  thorough  winter 
treatment  is  useless  if  no  Avinter  spores  are  formed,  and  com- 
l)leiely  ineft'ective  if  they  are. 

^Ir.  I'acottet  says  in  the  article  quoted  :  "In  1!M>4  we  observed 
that  the  spring  attack  of  Oidium  occurred  first  preci.sely  in 
those  hothouses  of  Nanterre  where  pei-illicciu  had  been  found 
in  the  autumn  of  the  previous  year.  The  same  fact  was  ob- 
served in  1905.  This  led  us  to  make  careful  observations  the 
following  year  on  the  maniu'r  and  time  of  the  appearance  of 
the  Oidium. 

"Oidium  ai)peare(l  at  the  end  of  ^March  in  lOOG  and  only  in 
those  grape  houses,  to  the  number  of  twenty,  where  the  ])resence 
of  winter  spores  had  been  noted  in  November  of  the  previous 
year.  In  these  houses  the  fungus  appeared  with  such  intensity 
that  nearly  every  leaf  showed,  simultaneously,  several  patches. 

"These  observations  acquire  especial  importance  when  con- 
sidered in  connecticm  with  the  various  hypotheses  which  have 
been  advanced  regarding  the  modes  in  which  the  Oidium  passes 
the  w  inter,  especially  as  regards  the  hibernating  of  fragments 
of  iiii/eelhnii  (sumnu^r  form)  adhering  to  the  canes  and  capable 
of  vegetating  anew'  in  the  spring. 

"At  Nanterre  the  disinfection  of  the  vines  is  as  complete  as 
it  is  possible  to  make  it.  After  removing  the  old  bark  they 
are  treated  with  boiling  water  and  swabbed  with  a  30  per  cent 
solution  of  iron  sulfate.  They  are  then  covered  with  a  paste  of 
lime  and  sulfur.  *  *  *  Before  the  starting  of  the  buds, 
(he  walls,  glass  and  casings  are  disinfected  with  strong  washes 
anil  the  air  with  the  fumes  of  burning  sulfur." 

Now,  even  with  such  thorough  wiuter  treatment  as  this, 
which  it  would  be  quite  impracticable  to  apply  in  a  vineyard, 
no  apparent  eft'ect  was  obtained  in  the  control  of  the  sjjring 
infection.  The  s])ring  infection  was  due,  therefore,  practically 
wholly  to  spores  which  were  not  on  any  part  of  the  vine,  and 
from  \\hich  no  kind  of  spraying  or  swabbing  of  the  vine  wouhl 

I'acott<'t  concludes,  therefore,  that  practically  all  the  spring 
infection  is  due  to  spores  which  have  passed  the  winter  in  the 
soil.  These  are  the  spores  contained  in  the  per'dheeiu  which 
have  drojjped   in   the  autumn   with  the  leaves  on   which  they 
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were  formed.     His  advice  for  liothoiise  treatniciit  is  to  liatiicr 
all  these  leaves  before  they  fall  and  to  bum  tliein. 

This,  again,  is  ini])raeticable  in  a  vineyard,  and  we  are  forced 
again  to  the  conclnsion  tliat  no  form  of  winter  treatment  is 
of  any  use  in  tlie  control  of  Oidium  in  vineyards,  and  that  tlie 
only  practicable  metliod  is  proju'r  snlfuring  of  the  vines  in 
spring  and  sumnu'r.  This  will  prevent  injury  to  tlie  vines,  and 
if  thorough  will  prevent  the  formation  of  winter  S])ores.

Los  Angeles  Coopers  Very  Busy. 


THEKE  has  pruhalily  never  lu-en  a  time  in  the  liisiory  of 
Los  Angeles,  when  tlic  conjicrage  business  was  better  and 
more  protitable  than  it  is  now.  lOverytliing  .seems  to  be  coming 
the  cooper's  way.  The  spct-ial  call  just  now  is  more  for  wine 
barrels  than  anything  else,  as  the  grapes  are  rapidly  ripening 
and  one  winery  close  by  lias  already  l)egan  crushing  the  first 
contract  for  10,000  t(ms  of  grapes,  and  more  will  follow  as 
rapidly  as  the  winery  can  take  care  of  them.  Most  of  tlic  oilier 
wineries  in  this  part  of  the  state  are  getting  busy,  auii  ilic 
vineyards  are  covered  with  pickers. 

The  warehouses  of  the  coojx'rs  have  liccn  tilling  up  w  illi  wine 
barrels  for  some  time,  in  anticipation  of  the  demand,  and,  just 
now,  busiue.ss  is  remarkably  lively. 

The  hand  coopers  have  all  been  busy  during  the  past  mouth, 
getting  ready  for  fall  orders,  and  they  also  have  a  good  many 
barrels  ready  to  go  out,  and  some  of  them  are  keeping  their 
teams  busy  delivering. 

There  has  been  an  especially  tine  demand  for  vinegar  and 
]iickle  barrels  and  kegs  of  all  sizes  during  the  past  month  and 
there  has  been  no  chance  for  the  coopers  to  get  any  of  that 
kind  of  stock  ahead.  Of  course,  much  depends  upon  the  eastern 
demand  for  whatever  is  put  into  liarrels  here.  The  demand  for 
California  pickles  has  been  quite  unusual  lately,  and  the  fac- 
tories that  put  up  such  goods  lia\'e  not  been  able  to  accumu- 
lati'  mitch  stock  for  the  winter,  liul  as  the  ]>ickle  business  is 
almost  a  ]icrennial  one,  the  cro]>s  being  planted  in  succession, 
the  trade  will  be  livelv  for  months  to  come. 

Il  will  now  not  lie  long  until  the  brandy  distillers  come  into 
the  lield  and  start  their  .stills,  and  as  it  is  cxpecteil  that  the 
croj)  of  wine  will  be  very  large,  the  distillers  are  looking  to 
making  a  large  ([uantity  of  brandy. 

Last  year's  crop  of  both  wine  and  brand \  has  practically 
been  shii)ped  east,  and  some  of  it  to  iMirojie,  and  it  is  under- 
Stood  that  large  contracts  are  made  ahead  alreadv  for  the  new 
cro]>. 

The  I.O-:  .\iigeles  ('oojierage  ( 'o.  is  now  Working  an  extra 
force  of  men  on  stock  wine  and  lirand\'  liarrels,  jtickle  kegs  of 
all  kinds,  and  as])haltum  and  tiux  tierces,  which  are  still  in  ac- 
tive deiiutnd,  almost  to  the  very  lindt  of  su])i)ly,  and  will  l)e 
until  the  rainy  season  comes  on  ami  stojjs  the  work  in  street 
JmIv  iiig.  There  has  never  been  .so  much  of  the  latter  in  southern 
('alifonna  and  all  along  the  coast  as  this  season.  The  noilliern 
sia\('  and  heading  factories  have  had  all  thev  could  do  to  meet 
the  demand,  and  it  is  said  are  somewhat  behiiul  on  deliveries 
at  date.  The  amount  of  spruce  coo])erage  wanted  for  ]»ickle 
kegs  has  also  been  nnpi-ecedented. 

Denmark  Holway,  the  princijial  hand  coojier  in  town,  has 
enlarged  his  capacity,  and  is  now  working  i|uile  a  large  nundu'r 
of  union  coopers.  He  has  orders  enough  ahead  to  keej)  him 
husv  for  six  ninnilis,  nml  lie  doe.s  no  asjiliall  iiiii  oi-  Hux  cooper- 
age at  all,  but  buys  small  cooperage  for  pickle  kegs  from  the 
\\'estern  Coojterage  Co.,  at  Holton,  up  the  coast,  and  buys  some 
small  oak  coojierage  for  kegs  from  .some  point  in  Arkan.sas, 
Iti'obably  Little  Mink. P(i(l:(i<irs.

;{  of  the  act  of  July  24,  18!)7,  is  publislied  for  the  iuformatioi 
and  guidance  of  officers  of  the  customs  and  others  concerned. 

The  De])artment  holds  that  goods,  wares  and  merchandis 
under  Ixmd  for  warehousing,  transi)ortation  or  any  otlier  i)Ui 
pose  for  which  no  ])ermit  of  delivei-y  has  been  i.ssued,  com 
under  the  effect  of  the  procdamation. 

Eollowing  the  Department's  decisicm  of  August  lo,  1898  (T 
i).  198(iT),  the  jiroducts  of  Spain  exjiorted  to  the  United  State 
from  any  other  country  will  not  be  entitled  to  the  privilege 
conferred  iiiidei-  the  jiroclamation.

is  similarly  valiiahle,  Inil  this  valne  is  discounted  hy  the  fact 
Hiat  it  is  (•()iiij)aratively  rich  in  coloi-in^L!,  niattei's  and  in  astrin- 
i'eiit  substances.  Sherry  has  a  mild  laxati\c  action,  while  port 
nay  luivi^  elfects  ipiite  the  re\crse  of  this.  Tlie  keeping  pro- 
K'rties  of  sliori'y,  whether  it  he  of  the  "li.uhl"  or  "heavy"  ty])e, 
ire  notorious;  it  ne\'er  turns  smir,  oi-  L;ro\\s  mold_\-,  or  loses 
ts  delicate  alinoudlike  flavor.  It  may  he  kept  for  months  in 
m  open  decanter  without  detei'i(tralinii.  ( >n  the  contrary,  i( 
niproves,  and  the  peculiar  lioui|uet  and  lla\or  steadily  develo]). 
riie  reason  for  this  is  probably  that  sherry  contains  a  notable 
luiount  of  aroniio  sul)stant-es  whi(h,  coupled  with  alcohol, 
serve  as  antiseptics  and  j>reser\'e  the  wine  aj^ainsi   unfuNorable 


chanj^es.  This  receives  some  support  fidui  the  fact  that  sherry 
is  frequently  used  in  the  country  of  its  |)roduction  as  an  anti- 
septic application  to  wounds. 

(iood  claret  has  no  keejjin.u  pi-operties  at  all;  it  soon  berome, 
sour  aiul  develo])s  a  mold.  Claret,  in  fad,  is  the  most  delicate 
of  wines  and  i-etjuires  cand'ul  handlini;  and  careful  bottlini;'. 
Its  <lelicate  flavor  is  also  easily  spoiled,  as  by  c(mtact  with  to- 
bacco smoke,  which,  however,  has  no  api)reciable  effect  on  the 
flavor  of  sherry.  Sherry  is  also  sliar])ly  distinguished  from 
other  wines  by  the  fact  that  il  can  be  drunk  as  an  accompani- 
ment to  sweet  dishes  without  its  llavor  beini;  spoiled,  or  enjoyi'd 
even  when  ,smokin!ii  is  indul.ucd  in.  No  (me  would  think  of 
drinkino;  cliampa!j,nes,  hock,  or  claret  in  similar  circumstances. 

<'hami)at;ne,  on  the  whole,  keeps  after  it  has  been  opened  bet- 
ter than  (daret,  owini^  most  ]>robaldy  (o  the  ]U'(>servative  action 
of  its  cai'bonic  acid  ,i;as,  but  as  soon  as  (dKim])ai;n(^  ceases  to 
effervesce  it  is  stale  and  uninlerestini;  and  soon  turns  sour. 
When  such  different  characteiist ics  between  different  wines 
are  easily  noted  by  the  ordinary  obsei'ver  it  is  reasonable  to 
conclnde  that  each  wine  must  possess  its  own  distinct  pliysi- 
oloiiical  (|ualities. — l''i'om  the  Lnndoii   Lain-ct.

Tile  ipiaiititv  of  water  used  wiii  lie  de 
tei  mined  by  liie  ganger  by  actual  nieasiireinent .  or  siicii  other 
means  as  will  satisf\  him  that  tiie  i|iiaiilil\  used  does  not  ex- 
ceed tile  limit  stated.  In  case  it  is  discovereil  tliat  the  10  ]ier 
cent  limit  lias  lieen  exceeded,  such  material  will  not  be  eligible 
for  fortitication.  and  the  otticer  siiper\isiiig  tiie  making  of  the 
wines  will  so  mark  the  tank  containing  the  same  that  the  con 
teiiis  will  not  tliioiigli  eirof  at  aiiv  time  lie  offered  for  fortitica- 
tion. The  ollicef  in  ciiarge  of  tile  cfiisliers  will,  wiieii  water  is 
used,  niaki'  out  in  triplicate  tiie  tirst  ]iart  of  l"orni  No.  ."lUi, 
stating  tile  date  of  crushing,  number  of  tiie  fermentiiig  lank 
coniaining  tlie  wine,  contents  of  tank,  and  amount  of  water 
used.  ( >ne  of  the  coiiies  lie  will  allix  to  tile  tank  and  the  other 
two  lie  will  fiiiiiish  the  olVicef  ill  cliafge  of  fortification,  who 
will,  after  making  his  tests,  fill  oiii  ihe  remainder  of  the  form 
and  atta<-ii  tlie  same  to  tiie  original  and  duplicate  I'^orni  27."). 

Wlien  it  is  rile  desire  of  tile  wiiie  maker  to  add  sugar  to  tiie 
wines  to  lie  foititied.  he  will  so  inform  the  olticer  in  charge  of 
the  fortifying  room.  The  ollicer  will  tlieti  maki'  iiis  test  for 
sugar  ]>reseiit  in  wines  olTeied  for  fortification  and  enter  tiie 
same  in  columns  12  and  I  1  of  I'oriii  27.")  in  black  ink;  and  after 
liie  desired  amount  of  sugar  lias  been  added  he  will  make  iiis 
test  for  sugar  ami   aiiohol.      The  added   sugar   will    lu'  eiiteied 

in  column   14   in   reil   ink    imi liatelv  below   liie  eiilix    already 

made  and  designate  tiie  kind  of  sugar  added  li\  using  tiie  initial 
••A"  foi-  anlivdroiis.  "l!''  for  beet.  -("  for  c;ine.  and  ".M"'  bir 
must. 

Tiie  ••saccliarine"  that  nia\  lie  added  under  the  law  is  ••piii-e 
lioiled  or  condensed  grape  must  or  pure  crystallized  cane  or 
iieei  sugar  or  pure  anlndrous  sugar.""  and  tiie  addition  of  such 
sugar  is  to  be  iiiior  to   fort  ilication  and   "for  the  sole  purpose 


of  perfecting  such  sweet  wines  according  to  commercial  stand 
ard."'  Anhydrous  primarily  means  without  moisture,  and  ])ur( 
anli>droiis  sugar  may  be  held  to  imdude  pure  dex'trose,  and  i> 
iieid  to  exidude  substances  as  liquid  glucose. 

It  is  lielil  that  the  addition  <if  sugar  to  wine  for  ihe  puriiosi 
of  raising  the  saccharine  strength  for  the  fortitication  can  ouIa 
lie  dime  after  the  wine  has  Iieeii  dejiosited  in  the  fortifying, 
room  and  has  been  tested  by  the  ganger  to  determine  the  sugai 
contained  therein,  such  addition  of  su.gar  to  lie  made  under  tlu 
personal  siiper\ision  of  tiie  ganger  assigned  to  such  fortifyiu". 
room. 

If  the  wiiK'  maivcr  so  desires,  he  nuiy  prepare  a  syru))  of  tlu 
sugar  ill  wliicii  at  least  two  jiarts  by  weight  of  sugar  are  dis 
solved  in  one  part  by  weight  of  water  or  fresh  must.  The  syriii 
must  be  ]ire|iared  of  iiiii-e  sugars,  as  defined  above,  and  must 
be  made  in  liie  biitif\ing  room  under  the  sui)er\ision  of  tin 
oHicer  in  charge  tliereof.  This  saturated  solution  may  lie  ]ire 
pared  in  advance  of  its  use  and  lield  in  tiu'  fortifying  room. 

Seition  42  of  the  original  act  permits  the  use  of  brandv  foi 
the  ])reser\ation  of  liie  sugar  contained  in  the  wines  to  bi 
birtified,  and  as  ibis  section  lias  not  iieen  am^ended  by  eitliei 
of  tiie  snlise(|nent  aineiidatorv  acts  it  must  be  held  that  wines 
to  lie  eligible  bir  foit  i  ticat  ion  must  lie  sweei  \vine>;;  aiK 
if  tile  wines  offered  ccmtain  no  sugar  it  must  lie  evident  thai 
such  wines  are  not  eligible  for  fortitication,  and  if  any  sucl 
are  otfereil  the  officer  must  reject  them.  No  substance  nia.\ 
lie  added  to  the  wines  excejit  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  ii 
chaige  and  tlu'ii  only  in  sucii  (piantities  and  under  such  limi 
tations  as  the  statutes  and  the  regulations  ]uirsiiant  therett 
pi'iniit.  Water  mav  lie  added  only  under  the  ]»r()visions  a; 
alieadx  set  birtii.  IJiandv  and  sugar  or  ]»ure  boiled  or  con 
deiised  grape  must  mav  lie  added  only  in  the  fortifying  roon 
and  under  the  direct  siipeiv  ision  of  the  officer  in  charge  thereof 

Section  2  of  tiie  anietidatorv  act    ajiproved    .lune    7,    llMHi 
amends  section    lit   of   tiie  act    ap]>roved   Octobei-   1,    1800,   am 
tiie  amended  secti<in  now  reads  as  follows: 
(  See  section  4!l.  i 

Tile  material  (  iiange  in  tills  section  is  that  tlie  distiller  re 
ceiving  fortified  wine  on  his  distillery  jiremises  U>r  tiie  pur 
pose  of  recovering  the  iirandy  in  sucii  wines  will  lie  held  tt 
produce  not  less  titan  SO  per  cent  of  till'  alcoliiilic  sfrengtl 
produced  iiv  the  b-riiienfafion  of  tlie  grajie  juice  and  tliat  ob 
tallied  from  tiie  added  distilled  sjilrits. 

itefore  receiving  such  material  on  his  distillerv  ]ireniises  the 
distiller  will  make  api»licatloii  to  the  collector  of  internal 
lexeiine  bif  tlie  district  in  wiiicli  the  distillerv  is  located  foi 
permission  to  receive  such  material,  ^^'llen  the  permission  iia> 
lieeii  granted  and  the  material  received,  the  collector  will  Ik 
so  notified,  aii<l  an  officer  detailed  to  make  a  survev  of  the  tank- 
containing  the  material  and  mark  the  .same  in  such  manner  that 
any  visiting  officer  will  ex]>erience  no  difficulty  in  ideiitifvinii 
the  tanks  containing  tiie  same.  The  distiller  may  tiien  add  a;- 
iimcii  water  as  he  mav  desire  to  aid  in  its  furllier  fermenta- 
tion. I  See  section  b"!  as  amended.  I  Wlieii  the  distiller  i> 
readv  to  begin  the  distillation  he  will  so  notify  the  officer  de 
taileil  at  his  distillerv  id"  his  intention.  The  officer  will  then 
make  a  gauge  of  the  material  to  be  distilled  and  a  test  Un-  tin 
alcoholic  sireiiglii  thereof,  ami  the  result  of  such  .gauge  and  test 
will  be  eiiii'i-ed  on  his  record  No.  .■>28,  in  duplicate,  both  cojiies 
of  wiiicii  he  will  biiward  to  the  collector  to  be  tiled  with  the 
(list  iilei's  special  report  on  I'orm  IT).  The  distiller,  before  lie- 
uiiiiiim:   to  distill    will    register  "bir   use""   on    Form   2f)  staling 
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the  uaturo  of  the  material  to  be  used,  the  still  lie  intends  usinj; 
fof  the  recovery  of  such  brandy,  and  continue  the  distillation 
until  such  time  as  the  material  has  been  all  distilled  when  tlie 
still  will  be  registered  "not  for  use."  The  dislillcr  will  make 
report  on  Foi-m  15  accounting  for  tlie  material  used  as  "forti- 
fied wine  of  ....  alcoholic  strength,"  and  repurl  the  amount 
of  brandy  i)roduced  therefrom  and  givi'  siicli  other  information 
as  is  rei|uired  by  regulation.  No.  7,  page  205,  second  and  tliird 
paragraplis.  Tliis  special  report  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
collector  williin  ten  days  after  the  still  used  was  registered 
"not  for  use,"  and  any  deficiency  shown  by  such  i-ei)ort  will 
be  reported  on  tlic  c(dlector's  current  nu)nthly  list  for  assess- 
ment. All  .such  si)irits  .so  recovered  will  be  ti-eated  in  tlie  same 
manner  as  .spirits  produced  from  other  malerials,  and  the 
regulations  XH'i'fiiiuiiig  to  the  gauging,  tax  irayment,  or  re- 
moval to  a  special  bonded  warehouse,  or  for  the  fortitication 
of  sweet  wine  will  be  followed. 

No  sugar  other  than  ccmdensed  grajie  muvt  sliall  lie  brouglit 
into  a  fruit  brandy  distillery. 

All  sugars  or  cimdeused  must  lirought  into  any  winery  mak- 
ing swe(>t  wines  shall  l>e  placed  in  the  fortifying  I'oom  thereof 
and  used  (inly  in  the  presence  of  the  ofticer  in  charge  of  such 
room. 

Where  sugar  other  than  jiure  boiled  or  condensed  grajie  must 
is  used  in  making  wines  other  than  foitilied  sweet  wines  in  u 
wiiiei-y  making  .sweet  wine-s,  such  sugar  otiiei-  than  pure  boiled 
or  condensed  grape  must  shall  be  added  to  such  wines  only 
in  the  presence  of  a  Government  officer,  and  the  tank  or  tanks 
containing  wine  into  which  sugar  has  been  introduced  shall 
be  marked  by  the  officer  so  as  to  show  that  the  contents  is  un- 
fortified wine  to  which  sugar  has  lieen  added  and  is  ineligible 
as  distilling  material. 

Section  41)  of  the  sweet  wine  law  authorizes  the  redistiliati(m 
of  fortified  wine,  and  the  amendment  to  the  law  permits  the 
product  of  such  redistillation  to  be  used  in  the  fortification 
of  Avine.  Unfortified  wiue  to  whicli  sugar  has  been  added  is 
not  a  proper  material  for  distillation  by  a  fruit  distiller  and 
will  not  be  permitted  to  lie  used  as  such.  The  distillation  of 
sugar  into  spirits  can  lie  lawfully  eari'ied  on  onlv  at  a  nio- 
la.sses  distillery. 

Officers  assigned  to  wineries  and  fruil  dislilieries  will  be 
expected  to  exercise  due  diligence  to  ]ii-e\('ut  the  use  of  un- 
fortified wine  to  which  sugar  has  been  addt'd,  as  distilling  ma- 
terial, and,  should  such  a  case  be  discovered,  the  officer  on  duty 
will  immediately  report  the  fact  to  the  collector  of  the  district. 
The  collector  will  thereui)Ou  proceed  to  malce  a  careful  in- 
vestigation of  the  case,  and  take  such  action  by  seizure  or  otlier- 
wise  as  the  facts  elicited  seem  to  warrant. 

Section  3,  4,  5  and  G  of  the  anu'udatory  act  ajiproved  June 
7,  190G,  are  new  legislation  and  ai'C  as  follows: 
( See  sections  3-(i. ) 
S(K'tion  3  provides  f(jr  the  assessment  of  a  charge  of  3  cents 
on  each  taxable  gallon  of  brandy  used  li\'  the  wine  maker  in 
the  fortification  of  sweet  wines.  This  amount  \\\\\  be  reported 
on  the  list  for  the  month  following  that  in  A\hich  the  brandy 
was  used,  for  assessment,  and  will  be  collected  as  other  assess- 
ments are  collected. 

Where  brandy  to  be  used  in  the  fortification  of  wine  is  dis- 
tilh'd  on  premises,  adjacent  to  the  winei'v  ])remises,  fermenting 
tanks  may  be  erected  in  or  adjoining  such  w  inei\'  pi-emises,  and 
any  fernu-nting  tank  so  erected  or  now  in  use  on  such  winei'v 
premises  nmy  be  used  either  in  the  nuuiufacture  of  such  wines 
or  for  the  fermenting  of  material  for  the  manufacture  of  brandy 
to  be  used  in  the  fortification  thereof,  and  all  siuh  matei-ials  so 
used  or  received  on  either  the  winery  or  distiller\-  ]iremises 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  officer  assigned  thereto. 

Each  distiller  of  fruit  brandv  ii]ierating  a  distiller\-  in  con- 
nectio'i  with  a  winer\-  making  swci't  winc^,  must  set  aside  in 
or  near  his  distillery  two  or  more  tanks  foi-  holding  distilling 
material,  or  if  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  such  tanks 


available  in  or  near  his  distiiicuy,  he  nia^-  set  aside  in  the 
winery  itself  such  additional  tanks  as  may  be  required,  such 
tanks  to  be  jdainly  and  indelibly  nmrked,  "Receiving  Tank  No. 
—  for  Distilling  IMaterial."  Into  these  tanks  must  be  drawn 
all  material  which  is  to  go  to  the  distillery  for  distillation. 
ISefore  any  of  the  contents  of  any  one  of  the.se  receiving  tanks 
are  drawn  <iff  such  receiving  tank  must  be  disconnected  from 
the  fermenting  tanks  and  the  contents  properly  gauged  to  as- 
certain the  (]uantity  contained  therein  both  as  to  volume  and 
alcoholic  strength  by  a  I'nited  States  ganger.  Such  receiving 
tank  may  then  be  connected  with  the  charges  of  the  still  and 
must  be  emiitied  liefore  other  material  can  be  jiut  therein. 
Proper  entries  of  such  material  so  gauged  must  lie  made  on 
that  date  on  the  distiller's  I'ecord,  Form  l'5i  ^,  and  duly  i-eporled 
on  his  monthly  rejxii't,  ['orm  15. 

The  ganger  assigned  to  such  distillery  shall  keep  a  complete 
record  of  the  filling  and  emptying  of  all  recei\ing  tanks  for 
distilling  material,  showing  the  proi)er  dates  and  the  con- 
tents thereof  by  an  actual  gauge  nuule  before  the  contents  are 
drawn  off  for  distillation  as  pi-ovided  in  the  ]irecediug  paia- 
graph. 

(See  articles  in   regulations  No.   2S  that   have   been   revised.) 
APPENDIX. 

The  manner  of  taking  sami)les  of  w  ine  liefoi'e  ami  after  forti- 
fication, as  set  forth  on  pages  28  and  3'.)  of  regulations  No. 
28,  will  be  c(mtinued,  but  the  manner  of  distribution  of  such 
samples  will  not  be  the  same  as  heretof<ire. 

The  chemical  laboratory  at  San  Francisco  having  been 
abolished,  such  chemical  analyses  as  are  retjuired  will  be  made 
b3'  the  revenue  agent  and  his  assistants  located  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  all  samples  for  chemical  examination  from  New 
^Mexico  and  the  first  and  fourth  districts  of  California  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  revenue  agent  in  the  same  nmnner  as  they 
were  formerly  sent  to  the  collector  of  the  first  California  dis- 
trict. 

Samples  shall  be  taken  from  each  tank  of  wine  fortified,  as 
before,  .ind  when  the  wine  in  any  such  tank  contain.s  a  total 
alcoholic  strenglli  .liter  fortification  of  more  than  24  per  cent 
such  tank  and  contents  shall  be  detained  in  the  fortifying  room, 
and  samjiles  thereof  al  once  forwarded  to  the  revenue  agent 
at  San  Francisco,  where  they  will  be  immediately  analyzed. 
Should  the  analysis  show  that  the  tank  of  wine  from  which 
the  samjiles  were  taken  has  been  overfortified,  the  same  shall 
be  seized  for  forfeiture  as  provideil  in  section  42  of  the  act 
of  October  1,  18!i(l. 

If  the  test  made  b\  the  ganger  shows  in  aii\'  case  that  the 
alcoholic  strength  of  such  fortified  wine  is  between  23  and 
24  per  cent,  samples  thereof  will  at  once  be  forwarded  to  the 
revenue  agent  for  immediate  chemical  analysis,  a  report  of 
which  shall  be  fiirnished  the  collector  with  the  least  possible 
delay,  in  order  that  the  sus])ected  tank  ma\'  not  be  detained 
in  the  fortifying  room  longer  than  is  absolutidy  necessary. 

In  case  the  14  ])er  cent  limit  is  exceeded  or  is  so  closely 
approached  that  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  fortification  (|ues- 
tions  the  correctness  of  his  tests,  he  will  at  once  forward  to 
the  collector,  or  the  de]inty  collector  in  idiarge  of  the  division, 
a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  fortification,  on  Form  275,  and  such 
other  information  as  will  enable  him  to  make  such  calculations 
as  will  be  necessarv  for  liiiii  to  determine  whether  an  excess 
of  lirandy  has  been  u-ied. 

If  the  result  <if  the  examination  shows  that  the  wine  has 
been  overfortified.  proceedings  will  be  instituted  by  the  collector 
for  recovei'v  of  the  ]>eiialty  jirovided  by  section  44  of  the  act 
of  October  1,  IS'.MI. 

The  samples  of  wine  not  required  to  be  sent  to  (he  re\-eiiue 
agent  for  chi'iiiical  analysis  sliall  lie  retained  in  the  foi-tifving 
riMim  undi'r  the  control  of  the  ganger  fm*  a  ]ieriod  of  fifteen 
days,  after  which  the  same  may  be  delivered  to  the  wine  maker 
to  be  returned  to  the  tanks  from  which  they  were  taken,  or 
for  such  other  disposition  as  may  be  properly  made  thereof. 
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During  the  time  when  these  extra  samples  ai-e  thus  retaiued  To  the  Trade

and  ordinary  port  wines  at  -~'-c  jtei-  uallon,  naked,  f.  o.  h. 
wiiiery,  oooperasie  extra  and  cliariicd  for  at  cost;  terms,  net 
cash  \\ithin  o(l  days.  In  announciiiii  these  prices  the  Associa- 
tion  says: 

'•.\lniormal  conditions  in  the  California  wine  ti-ade  followed 
the  great  contiagration  in  San  I'^rancisco.  The  destruction  of 
many  million  gallons  of  wine  thi'ew  wine  iiandlers  liack  upon 
tlieir  reserve  stocks  of  matured  wines  remaining  in  the  country. 
The  d(  sii-e  to  hushand  these  resource^  for  future  trade  and  tlie 
liigli  ])iices  deuninded  hy  wine  makers,  together  with  un- 
ceriaintv  regarding  the  a])proacliing  \intage,  caused  a  hea\y 
advance  in  the  ]trice  of  read\  wines.  The  situation  aftei'  the 
first  of  .January  should  |ierniit  the  esialilishmeul  of  more  uor- 
nm!  c(UHlilious,  although  a  comparative  scarcity  of  high-class, 
thf)roughl\  nmlured  wines  will  coniinue.  I'rom  the  fact  that 
tlu'  trade  in  some  cases  his  turned,  on  .iccount  of  prices,  to 
sources  of  sKcalled  wine  su]iplv,  which  li\  I'eason  of  doubtful 
origin  and  (|ualit\  lia\c  hitherto  been  m'glected.  it  is  deemed 
ad\isable  to  offer  wines  from  ('alifornia  which,  while  guar- 
anteed the  ]Mire  jModuci  of  the  grape  and  (d'  a  (|uality  whicli, 
aft-M-  tlninnigh  ageing  and  handling  will  e(iual  the  standard 
wines,  have  yet  to  ri'ceive  the  linish  that  ])r(donged  storage 
alone  can   give  them." 

These  wines  are  not  to  be  s(dd  with  a  view  to  immediate  con- 
sum]ition,  but  to  enable  the  deah  i-  to  secure  our  good,  sound, 
pure  wines  at  a  price  that  will  as<uri'  him  a  fair  ])rotit  as  well 
as  a  good  standing  with  his  palrons.  If  thi'  industry  is  to 
l)r<iceed  nyxm  other  lines  its  fate  can  be  easily  foretold. 

It  goes  without  saving  that  the  announcement  of  these  prices 
will  call  forth  protests  from  comiietiloi-s,  but  it  must  be  con- 
ceded that,  ciuisideriug  the  high  ju-ices  that  have  been  paid 
dui'ing  sev(>ral  seasons  past,  the  situation  must  have  been 
serious  in  order  to  make  it  necessaiy  for  the  two  largest  con- 
cerns in  the  iuduslry  to  take  such  a  step.  The  (piotation  of 
these  ])rices  simultaneously   with    the   initial   operation   of  the 

Pure    F 1    Law-    will    certainlv    acconii)lish    the   desired    end, 

namely,  put  the  sophist  i.alors  back  where  they  belong.  .\t  the 
same  time  if  must  be  remembered  that  such  prices  having  been 
established  they  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  become  perma- 
nent, as  it  is  one  thing  to  lower  jn-ices  and  still  another  to  raise" 
theni.  However,  we  believe  that  the  end  justifies  the  means. 
The  successful  futtire  of  the  industrv  depends  whollv  ui)on  the 
general  introduction  of  our  common  bulk  wines,  and  this  can 
1h-  accomi)lished  only  by  placing  them  liefore  the  public  at 
])rices  which  will  give  them  a  fair  competitive  chance  with 
beer  and  other  beverages.  At  any  rate,  the  fight  is  on  and  it 
is  a  momentnons  one  to  the  industry,  wirh  millions  of  money 
ami   ]>roveil   abililv   lo  back   it. 


Trade  dui-ing  the  past  mouth,  both  coast  and  eastern,  has 
been  of  unusual  good  volume,  some  of  (lie  big  houses  reporting 
inability  to  keep  uj)  with  orders.  The  outlook  is  clearing 
rai)idly,  and  barring  serious  set-backs  (he  progress  of  the  in 
dustry  should  henceforth  be  fairly  satisfactory. 

Ivxports  by  sea  during  t\w  numth  were  remarkably  small,  th( 
totals  being  only  :W.)  cases  and  ir)T,850  gallons,  valued  at  $(iO, 
09!i      Imports  were  ditto. 

The  vintage  has  proved  a  disajipoint  iiieiii  as  to  ipmntitv.  Inn 
|:romise<  w-ell  foi"  ipiality.  The  drv  wine  shortage  will  be  fell 
later.  

SWEETS. — The  feature  of  the  market  is  the  announcemeni 
of  the  leading  <-oncerns  of  (he  ])rice  for  \nn-t  wine  aftei 
January  1  next.  It  should  be  tuulerstood  that  this  wine  is 
young  and  sound,  but  must  have  ag(>  and  finish  before  it  is 
suitable  for  consumption.  Eastern  buyers  should  find  this  i 
satisfactory  investment.  Production  in  the  two  districts  was 
of  fairly  good  volume.  The  figures  will  be  found  in  the  usua 
tables.  

BRANDY. — The  market  continues  strong,  and  owing  to  tin 
great  rediu'tions  in  stocks  by  reason  of  the  fire  and  tin 
nuexpected  shortage  in  the  grape  croj),  it  is  reasonable  to  sup 
pose  that  values  will  increase.  Production  in  the  two  district* 
totalled  108,.504.1  tax  gallons.     Exjutrts  by  sea  were  nominal 


WHISKY. — Htisiness  in  (he  wliiskv  trade  was  never  so  gooc 
as  it  has  been  in  the  past  month.  Every  representative 
house  is  at  the  ])resent  time  struggling  to  keep  up  with  orders 
and  the  general  outlook  is  for  a  still  greater  demand.  This  i' 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  winter  is  here  ami  cool  weather  b 
always  whiskx  wcaiher.  Collections  are  so  good  that  then 
are  no  comiilaiuis.  There  is  a  gi-eat  <leal  of  anxietv  among  tlu 
rectifying  houses  as  to  the  ap])lication  of  the  Pure  ]'\)od  Law 
and  the  l)lenders  in  i)articular  will  get  little  satisfaction  oui 
of  the  regtilations  ]»romu!gated  by  (he  Pure  Food  Commission 
the  text  of  which  a])pears  in  this  issue.  From  Dr.  Wiley  dowr 
to  the  Commissioners  the\'  are  all  at  sea  as  to  what  constitutes 
"like  substances,"  and  it  looks  as  thotigh  the  ])roj)ositiou  wil 
have  to  be  carried  into  the  coni'ts  for  d"tinite  determination 
In  the  meantim(>  file  blenders  ai-e  ex]pected  to  use  their  f»wr 
judgment  as  to  what  the  term  realh  means.  However,  if  tli(\\ 
make  a  mistake  we  presume  ihev  will  have  to  "jiay  (lu 
tiddler."  Exports  by  sea  were  of  fairly  good  volume,  the  figure- 
being  144(>  cases  and  L'-loS  gallons,  of  the  value  of  .«17,i'l(!

The  big  .syndicate 
brewcrv  which  was  pai-tiallv  destroyed  by  fire  is  again  in  the 
market  with  its  celebrated  jiroducts,  and  will  receive  a  hearty 
welcome.

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Eastern    Whiskey  Sharks    Busy. 


THE  iiiisfortuiie  of  the  San  Francisco  wliisky  trado  on  April 
18.  has  hroujiht  to  this  State  and  ci(  v  a  l.iinch  of  Eastern 
\vhi.«kv  sharks  who  are  preying  on  the  nnsojiliislicated  retail 
bnyer  by  means  of  private  certificates  callino-  for  certiticates 
for  Avhisky  in  bond.  These  feHows  travel  in  i)airs  and  pretend 
to  icpresent  Eastern  distillers.  As  a  nialter  of  fact,  tlie  certifi- 
cates they  sell  are  worthless,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  dis- 
tillers against  which  they  are  drawn  will  not  honor  them  when 
presented  by  the  buyers.  In  short,  they  are  convertible  only 
when  fnll.\-  paid  for  to  these  bnnco  men,  Avho  withdraw  the 
^^•hisky  themselves  and  "doctor"  it  so  that  the  innocent  bnyer 
gets  anything  they  are  pleased  to  give  them,  and  if  they  happen 
to  have  sold  the  same  certificate  before  the  man  who  bays  last 
gets  nothing  bnt  a  worthless  piece  of  paper.  The  operations 
of  these  grafters  have  been  so  bold  in  the  past  that  it  hecann* 
necessary  to  secnre  the  enactment  of  a  law  in  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, making  it  a  misdemeanor  imnishable  by  fine  and  imprison- 
ment to  sell  these  fake  certificates.  The  statute  in  question 
follows : 

Act  4319. — An  act  concerning  warehouse  receiiits.  and  the  i.ssuins.  sale 
and  transfer  thereof,  and  the  sale  of  goods,  wares  ami  merchandise  stored 
in    pulilic   or   private   warehouses   in    other   States. 

(Ai)iiroved    March    20,    1905.      Stats.    1905,    p.    322.) 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  firm  or  per- 
son, their  agents  or  employees,  to  issue,  sell,  pledge,  assign  or  transfer 
in  this  State,  any  receipt,  certificate  or  other  written  instrument  purport- 
ing to  be  a  warehouse  receipt,  qr  in  the  similitude  of  a  warehouse  receipt, 
or  designed  to  be  understood  as  a  warehouse  receipt,  for  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  stored  or  deposited,  or  claimed  to  be  stored  or  deposited,  in 
any  warehouse,  public  or  private,  in  any  other  State,  unless  such  receipt, 
certificate  or  other  written  instrument  shall  have  been  issued  by  the  ware- 
housemen operating  such   warehouse. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  lirni  or  person,  their 
agents  or  employees,  to  issue,  sell,  pledge,  assign  or  transfer  in  this 
State,  any  receipt,  certificate  or  other  written  instrument  for  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  claimed  to  be  stored  or  deposited,  in  any  warehouse, 
public  or  private,  in  any  other  State,  knowing  that  there  is  no  such  ware- 
house located  at  the  place  named  in  such  receipt,  certificate  or  other 
written  instrument,  or  if  there  be  a  warehouse  at  such  place,  knowing 
that  there  are  no  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  stored  or  deposited  therein 
as    specified    in    such    report,     certificate    or    other    written     instrument. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  firm  or  person,  their 
agents  or  employees,  to  issue,  sell,  sign,  pledge,  assign  or  transfer,  in  this 
State,  any  receipt,  certificate  or  other  written  instrument  evidencing  or 
purporting  to  evidence,  the  sale,  pledge,  mortgage  or  bailment  of  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  stored  or  deposited,  or  claimtd  to  be  stored 
or  deposited  in  any  warehouse,  public  or  private,  in  any  other  State,  un- 
less such  receipt,  certificate  or  oth-er  written  instrument  shall  plainly 
designate  the  number  and  location  of  such  warehouse,  and  shall  also  set 
forth  therein  a  full,  true  and  complete  copy  of  the  receipt  issued  by  the 
warehouseman  operating  such  warehouse  wherein  such  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  are  stored  or  deposited,  or  are  claimed  to  be  stored  or  de- 
posited; provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
issue,  signing,  sale,  pledge,  assignment  or  transfer  of  bona  fide  warehouse 
receipts  issued  by  the  warehouseman  operating  public  or  bonded  ware- 
houses in  other  States,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  wherein  such 
warehouses    may    be    located. 

Sec.  4.  Every  corporation,  firm  or  person,  or  agent,  or  employee,  who 
shall  knowingly  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  to 
R'hich  may  be  added  imprisonment  in  the  county  Jail  for  any  period  nit 
exceeding  six  months. 

The  operations  of  these  fellows  would  not  he  resented  by  the 
trade  of  San  Francisco  were  it  not  for  their  nnscru]uilous 
methods.  They  proceed  on  the  proposition  that  all  Avhisky  that 
comes  from  this  city  is  "slop,"  "poison,"  and  "unfit  to  drink." 
If  they  put  forth  their  goods  on  their  merits  as  straight 
whiskies  against  blends  and  compounds  they  might  not  be 
molested,  but  they  can't  do  business  on  this  honest  basis,  and 
the  re'^ult  is  that  they  are  to  be  given  some  of  th(»  medicine  pro- 
vided in  the  law  here  quoted. 


Men  who  endeavor  to  do  business  by  slander  and  by  the  use 
of  apparent  chemical  tests  to  make  the  buyer  believe  that  the 
other  man's  goods  are  bogus,  should  be  given  a  good  term  in 
jail,  and  it  will  be  the  business  of  representative  houses  of  this 
city  to  see  that  they  get  some  of  this  remedy.  We  understand 
that  steps  to  this  end  will  be  taken  immediately. 

The  counry  trade;  in  i)articular  should  look  out  for  these  con- 
fidence men,  and  wlien  they  offer  the.se  illegal  certificates  they 
should  be  jtroinptly  arreste'd  and  punished  according  to  the 
law  in  question. 


What    are    "Similar    Substances?" 

NOAV  that  ihr  regulations  of  the  IMire  Food  Law  have  been 
issued  by  the  Departmtmt  of  Agriculture,  the  litiuor  trade 
appear  to  be  as  much  at  sea  regarding  the  meaning  of  the  term 
"similar  suhstances"  as  they  were  before  the  regulations  were 
comjiiled.  In  reply  to  an  imiuirv  frtun  a  leading  Eastern  daily 
])a])er.  Dr.  Wiley.  Chief  Chemist  of  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment, stated  that  the  regulations  did  not  define  the  phrase 
"like  substances."  "The  law  and  regulations  require  imitations, 
compounds  and  blends  to  he  so  labeled  as  to  indicate  what  they 
are.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  decide  from  the  label 
to  which  class  these  mixtures  belong.  The  regulations  also 
forbid  naming  of  a  mixture  by  the  name  of  any  one  of  the  sub- 
stances contained  in  it  so  that  the  mixture  of  whisky  and  neu- 
tral spirits  cannot  be  called  either  whiskey  or  neutral  spirits. 
It  might  be  called  a  mixture  or  blend  of  distilled  spirits.  Color- 
ing and  flavoring  are  not  allowed  in  blends  to  imitate  any  other 
article  nor  to  increase  the  bulk.  Nor  can  the  age  of  the  mix- 
ture be  given  as  that  of  the  age  of  any  of  the  constituents." 

Dr.  Wiley,  on  the  same  date,  made  the  following  statement 
to  the  ^^'ashington  correspondent  of  the  Louisville  Coui'ier- 
Jonrnal : 

"In  the  absence  of  a  specific  instance  it  is  im])ossible  to  say 
what  are  like  substances.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  de- 
cide each  case  as  it  arises,  and  to  that  end  the  law  pi'ovides  him 
with  the  means  of  determining  by  requiring  compounds,  imita- 
tions or  blends  to  lie  i)lainly  labeled  or  tagged  to  show  that  fact. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  words,  compoun'l.  imitation  or  blend 
must  also  appear  upon  the  label." 

There  are  a  lot  of  declarations  in  tke  foregoing,  but  we  are 
blest  if  we  can  see  where  the  blenders  can  draw  a  safe  and 
definite  conclusion  therefrom.  It  should  be  noted  that  these 
statements  are  not  the  statements  of  the  Pure  Food  Commis- 
sion, which  was  named  to  make  the  regulations,  but  are  the 
personal  opinions  of  Dr.  Wiley,  therefore  they  cannot  be  taken 
as  alisolutelv  definite.

Los  AXdELES,  Oct.— 1.;, lest  (l.'vclopiiiciits  sliow  llial  de- 
spite tlie  lie;ii  l!i;it  drieil  so  many  grapes  and  the  lack  of 
labor  for  i)ickiii.ii  tliem.  ilie  ciui.  this  year  is  «;reater  than  ever. 
The  out]»nt  id'  wine  will  he  cun-espondiniily  iari^e  and  most  of 
it  iv  of  siijiei-ior  (|nalily.  \ine\ards  never  were  more  i)rolitic 
and  hundieds  id'  ai  res  uf  new  vines  canie  into  hearing  this  year. 
The  wine  makers  as  a  rnie  feel  highly  gratified  over  the  sea- 
.soiTs  work  and  the  outlook.  I'.nt  they  have  felt  the  added  ex- 
pense and  tiie  difticnlties  of  new  regulations.  The  tax  of  3  cents 
a  gallon  on  brandy  for  foriifving  i)racticaily  adds  a  cent  a  gal- 
lon to  the  cost  of  sweet  w  ines.  It  is  estimated  that  the  onti)ut 
will  be  half  a  million  gallons  more  than  that  of  last  year. 

The  Italian  \'ineyard  Company  alone,  at  its  North  ('nca- 
monga  vineyard  (laid  .'jj;:?,(M)0  (axes  on  brandy  used  in  October, 
which  means  tlie  u.se  of  100,000  galhms.  This  company  has  an- 
otlier  winery  in  Los  Angeles  where  the  ])roduction  is  fully  as 
large.  These  wineries  will  keep  at  work  during  November,  the 
season  being  prolonged  by  the  difficulty  of  harvesting  the 
grapes. 

Charles  Stern  &  Son,  at  Stabler,  Riverside  County,  have 
turned  out  a  great  quantity-  of  sweet  wines. 

The  West  Olendale  Winery's  output  will  readi  fully  i'.")0,0(»0 
gallons,  principally  jiort  and  sheri-y.  but  including  also  some 
excellent  claret. 

The  Sierra  ^ladre  \'intage  Company,  at  Lamanda.  will  in- 
crease its  output  fully  1.50,000  gallons. 

r>v  the  raising  of  li(]uor  licenses  th(>  city  council  has  added 
.f0O,:W0  a  year  to  the  city's  income.  Hereafter  saloons  w  ill  pay 
flOO  instead  of  -fT.")  a  month,  and  restaurants  and  wholesalers 
•175  instead  of  fOO.  There  are  200  saloons,  88  restaurants  and 
81  wholesale  licenses  now  in  effect. 

P.  S.  Green,  president  of  the  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  As- 
sociation protested  against  the  increase  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
uujust,  but  his  objections  wei-e  disregarded.

Meaning  of  the  Pure  Food  Regulations. 


GENERAL  COINSEL  WAKWICK  M.  llCHini,  .f  !li<- 
National  Wholesale  Li(iuor  Dealers'  Association  of  Anui' 
ica  has  issued  the  followiug  circular  letter  of  iu^l  riiti  ^mi-^, 
showiusi',  as  far  as  possible  at  this  time,  apiilication  of  the  i;i\v 
as  sliowu  by  the  refjulations.  This  infonnation  will  be  found 
of  \alne  to  the  trade  and  industry.

(iKNTLEMKN  : 

You  have  heretofore  ri'i-eived  a  (■•)py  of  the  Pure  Food 
LaM-,  and  I  enclose  yon  herew  ith  I'cprinl  of  a  cojiy  of  the  I\e<;ula- 
tions. 

Reijulation  LM»  relates  to  mixtures  or  coinjiounds  sold  under 
distinctive  names,  and  regulation  21  relates  to  blends  which 
are  sold  uiuhn-  names  or  brands  known  to  the  trade  as  desiii- 
uatiug  the  kind  and  (|uality  of  such  article. 

The  jiuai-anty  referred  to  in  section  !»  of  the  Law  and  No.  9  of 
the  Reiiulations  need  not  be  tiled  with  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, nor  is  it  necessary  that  a  s(>parate  guaranty  be  attached 
to  each  invoice,  bill  of  sale,  or  bill  of  lading,  but  the  guaranty 
may  be  established  in  favor  of  the  (h'aler  if  the  label  contains 
the  name  and  addi-ess  of  the  party  making  the  sale,  together 
witli  the  following  words: 

"Cuaranteed  under  the  Food  and  Di-ugs  Act,  .Tune  30,  IDOli" ; 
or 

"(xuaranteed  undei- the  National    Pure  b'ood    l>aw." 

Either  will  be  sufficient  for  tlie  jjrotection  of  the  dealer. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Law  or  the  Kegulati(ms,  honestly  and 
fairly  construed  as  they  will  be,  which  will  interfere  in  any 
wav  with  the  nuiking  of  blends  as  they  Imve  been  exclusively 
umde  in  the  past.  Any  statement  (o  the  contrary  is  made  either 
ignorantly  or  maliciously. 

The  term  "blend"  as  applied  to  wJii.sky  has  always  been  un- 
derstood by  the  trade  to  refer  to  a  mixture  containing  a  refined 
distilled  s])irit,  which  is  variously  called  "neutral,"  "cologne"  or 
"silent"  spirits,  and  the  A^ord  blend  upon  a  bottle  therefore 
gives  the  same  information  to  the  purchaser  of  less  than  five 
gallons  that  is  given  to  the  purchaser  of  more  than  five  gallons, 
by  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue  single  stamp.  This 
Internal  Revenue  single  stamp  invariably  indicates  a  mixture 
containing  these  refined  spirits,  and  the  mixture  has  invariably 
been  branded  as  whisky  under  the  I'nited  States  Internal  Reve- 
nue Law,  which  forbids  the  shipment  of  any  s])irituous  or  fer- 
mented liquors  under  any  other  than  the  iirojier  name  or  brand 
known  to  the  trade  as  designating  the  kind  and  (luality  of  the 
contents  of  the  package. 

It  is  absurd  to  say  that  it  is  not  whisky,  or  that  it  is  not  a 
Idend,  liecause  there  is  nothing  in  the  Pure  Food  Law  or  the 
Regulations  indicating  an  intent  upon  the  part  of  the  framers 
of  either  to  change  the  meaning  of  terms,  or  create  new  defini- 
tions. On  the  contrary,  the  very  pnrjjose  of  the  law  was  to  give 
elTect  to  the  meaning  of  terms  as  understood  by  the  trade  or  the 
people  accustomed  to  use  them. 

The  word  "rye"  ov  "bourb(m"  may  also  be  used  according  to 
the  predominating  Hav(»r,  for  these  words  now  indicate  nothing 
more  than  flavor.  Originally,  the  word  "bourbon"  was  applied 
to  whisky  made  exclusively  of  corn  in  Pourbon  County,  Ken- 
tucky, by  a  primitive  i)rocess,  and  the  word  "rye"  was  ajjplii^d 
exclusively  to  whisky  nuide  from  all  rye  in  ^laryland  (U*  INmiu- 
sylvauia.  These  terms  have  lost  their  original  significance. 
Bourbon  is  no  longer  made  ex<dusively  in  P.ourbon  County, 
Kentucky,  nor  is  it  any  longer  made  out  of  all  corn,  or  by  the 
original  processes,  but  may  be  made  out  of  a  mixture  of  corn 
and  rye,  with  corn  pi'edomiuating  so  that  that  shall  be  the 
predominating  flavor.  Rye  is  no  longer  made  excliisivelv  in 
Pennsvlvania  and   Maryland,  nor  in  the  East,  nor  is  il    made 


exclusively  of  rye,  foi'  corn  and  other  grain  may  lie  mixed  with 
the  rye,  with  the  rye  predon\inating  .so  that  that  sliall  be  the 
jiredominating  flavor. 

As  the  mixture  of  grains  liefore  mashing  and  fermenting  does 
not  de])rive  the  distillate^  of  the  term  indicating  th(>  predomin- 
ating flavor,  licit iier  docs  the  mixture  of  the  spirits  after  dis- 
tillation destroy  such  right. 

If  there  is  a  statement  of  age  upou  the  label,  it  must  be  a  cor- 
rect statement,  and  if  the  label  says  "hand  sour  nmsh,"  it  must 
have  been  nmshed  by  hand  exclusively  in  snmll  tubs  and  fer- 
mented by  the  old  sour  masji  jirocess,  without  the  aid  of  yeast 
to  hasten  fermcutati(in. 

No  statement  of  ingredients  is  re(|uired  w  ith  respect  to  blends, 
and  a  reference  in  tlie  Regulations  to  a  statement  of  ingredients 
must  be  construed  as  referi'iug  to  other  food  products.  The 
provision  in  the  Pure  Food  Pill  as  it  was  originally  introduced, 
requiring  a  statement  of  ingredients  upon  the  label  on  blended 
whiskies,  was  sti-icken  from  the  bill  before  its  euactineut. 

If  a  geograiihical  term  is  used  in  connection  with  the  name  of 
an  article,  it  must  be  an  article  which  was  produced  at  such 
place,  unless  such  gcogrii])hical  term  has  lost  its  geographical 
signiticance  and  is  indicative  only  of  a  jirocess  or  ty])e. 

The  size  t  \  pc  in  \\  jiich  the  word  "lileud"  or  other  words  on 
the  label  may  lie  jtrinted  sliduld  not  Ire  smaller  than  eight  point 
(brevier)  cajis,  a  s;im](le  (d'  wliich  is  herewith  enclosed;  but  it 
may  be  as  much  larger  as  will  lie  necessary  to  make  the  appear- 
ance of  the  \\drds  harmonize  with  the  other  words  on  the  laliel.

TIIIO  Distributors'  Distilling  Coniiiany  has  been  incorjiorated 
in  Ohio,  with  .|7,000,0()0  capital,  to  build  a  large  distilling 
plant  in  comiietiticui  with  tlu'  Distillers'  Securities  < 'oriiora- 
tion.  The  cajiital  has  been  over-suliscribed  50  jier  cent,  some 
six  hundred  distributors  taking  stock.  A  large  distillery  will 
be  established  in  the  Ohio  N'alley.  with  a  cajiacitv  ei|ual  to  ."> 
]ier  cent  of  that  of  the  trust,  Tlie  new  disiiljerv  will  be  neai' 
<'iucinnati  and  in  touch  with  twenty-one  trunk  roads.  The 
promoters  of  tlie  new  company  will  communicate  with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,  it  is  said,  and  ask  him  to  move  against  the 
Distillers"  Securities  Corporation  the  same  way  he  did  against 
the  ])a]»er  trust.  The  distributors  claim  that  the  trust,  through 
agreements  with  pretended  independents,  has  control  of  all 
the  ]ilauts  in  the  trade.

Want    More    Pure    Food    Legislation. 


MR.  ROBERT  S.  .M A FF ITT,  tivasmci-  ..f  I'achctcaii  & 
.MatHrt,  of  No.  i'7(i  Scvcnili  avciuic,  dealers  in  Califor- 
nia wiiie.s,  has  just  returned  from  liis  annual  trip  to  Califoi'nia. 
made  for  the  i)nrpose  of  imrchasinj;  jurapes  and  wine.  He  was 
for  five  \\eel<s  in  the  I'acitic  Coast  State,  and  traveled  exten- 
sively tiirouiih  I  he  i\\-\  wine  comitries.  Speaking  of  conditions 
in  California,  .Mr.  .Mattitt  iiad  tlie  following  to  say: 

"In  the  dry  wiue  distriets  a  fair  croj)  of  grapes  lias  heeii 
gathered,  and  I  believe  on  the  \\  hole  it  will  average  out  at  abont 
10  per  cent  higher  than  that  of  a  year  ago,  which  was  rather 
small.  In  Sonoma  Counly  there  was  a  decrease  of  from  10  to 
15  ]>er  cent,  but  in  Napa  Connty  there  was  an  increase  of  about 
10  ]K'r  cent.  In  Alameda  Count  \  there  was  also  a  good  (litit. 
The  price  of  the  grapes  was  particularly  liigli,  running  up  to 
|8o  per  ton  for  choice  mountain  varieties.  Offers  by  l)ig  buyers 
of  -flil.uO  per  ton  failed  to  bring  supplies  in  anything  like  suf- 
ticieut  ([uantities,  a.nd  the  buyers  were  forced  to  increase  the 
sum  offered.  Throughout  the  dry  wine  districts  the  price  for 
choice  mountain  varieties  has  averaged  over  |:?(l  per  ton.  Tliese 
prices  are  tlie  highest  that  wine  makers  have  had  to  ])ay  in  eight 
years. 

"It  is  no  exaggeration  to  .say  that,  except  for  the  holdings  of 
two  or  three  fortuiuite  houses,  there  are  no  old  wines  in  Cali- 
fornia. The  earthquake  and  tire  destroyed  practically  all  that 
was  held  in  the  great  San  Francisco  cellars,  and  what  is  left 
is  almost  unobtainable.  Even  for  1905  clarets  the  dealers  are 
asking  from  30  to  32y2  cents  a  gallon,  and  it  is  diiticult  to  secure 
any  at  those  prices.  Ask  for  500  barrels  and  they  will  let  you 
have  10(1.  I  see  no  pro.spect  of  a  reduction  in  prices.  On  the 
contrary,  the  tendency  is  upward.  In  my  opinion,  dry  wines 
will  not  be  clieaper  for  some  years  to  come.  In  Napa  County 
to-day  25  cents  a  gallon  is  being  asked  for  naked  wine.

It  does  unt  concern  itself  with  goods  manufac 
tured  and  sold  within  ihe  same  State.  The  National  ad  ap- 
jdies  onl.v  to  articles  made  in  one  State  and  sold  in  another. 

"If  goods  pass  beyond  the  Federal  jurisdiction  and  out  of 
the  original  jtackages  in  ^\'hich  they  ar<'  trans]>oi-led  and  entei' 
into  the  retail  trade  without  detection,  only  local  aullitu-itie.^ 
can   intei-rere  with  tiieir  sale. 

"Tliei-e  is  a  food  law  in  ( 'alifoi-nia,  but  it  is  allowed  lo  go 
unenforced.  This  and  every  orher  Slati'  should  have  a  law 
which  can  be  faii-lv  enforced  withmit  injustice  to  either  nianu- 
faciurei-  or  distributei-  and  at  the  same  lime  will  projterlv  safe- 
guard   tlie   consumer. 

"The  rei|uirenients  uf  i  he  State  laws  ditl'er  ofleii  on  unimpoi-t- 
ant  ])oints,  sometimes  nece>siiating  the  packing  on  an  article

Eastern   Knockers    Still    Busy. 


THAT  branch  of  the  trade  in  the  East  wliidi  makes  a  s]ic 
cialty  of  sophi.sticatinj;-  most  any  ohl  thing-  oonueeted  \vi(h 
the  Avine  business  is  still  swinjiing  the  hammer  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  California  trade,  striving  to  prosjier  by  reasoTi  of  the 
latter's  misfortune.  There  might  be  no  particular  r(\ison  for 
objecting  to  this  policy  if  these  houses  ccmfiiUMl  themselves  to 
legitimate  mctlnxls,  hu(  wlu'u  they  resort  to  rank  misstate- 
ments, cheap  inuendo  and  every  i)ossil)I('  scheme  to  discredit  our 
trade  for  the  sake  of  jiossihly  semring  oi'dei-s,  it  gives  cause  for 
protest. 

As  an  illustratifm,  we  have  before  us  a  circular  letter  wliicb 
eminated  from  Cincinnati  in  the  middle  of  October,  which  is 
in  about  as  bad  taste  as  it  possibly  could  be.  Here  is  a  (luota- 
tion  from  the  letter  in  question  : 

"We  learn  from  many  of  o>ir  custonu'rs  that  the  Sherry  wine 
of  the  California  houses  is  very,  very  bad  and  causing  a  tre- 
mendous amount  of  trouble  to  dealers.  It  is  neither  clear  nor 
sound,  and  readily  ferments  in  retailers"  stock.  W'e  therefore 
consider  it  o])p()rtune  to  call  your  attention  to  our  'Banquet 
Sherry,'  which  at  35c  per  gallon,  f.  o.  b.  Cincinnati  or  Sandusky, 
Ohio,  is  the  best  Sherry  value  in  the  world. 

"We  are  pleased  to  state  that  since  the  advance  in  California 
l>rices,  the  sale  of  our  'Sherry'  has  increased  tremendously  and 
that  the  repeat  orders  are  most  gratifying. 

"If  you  desire  samples  please  advise  us.  We  earnestly  urge 
yi)U  to  induce  everA'oue  of  your  friends  and  cuslnniers  to  order 
one  to  five  barrel  trial  packages." 

This  is  nothing  less  than  deliberate  slander  of  California's 
wines,  but  it  is  only  the  repetition  of  the  history  of  the  trade. 
\\'lieuever  an  opportunity  is  presented,  by  reason  of  abnormal 
]irices,  the  "brick  vineyard"  contingent  of  Ohio  aTul  Missouri, 
get  busy  with  their  sophisticated  i)roducts.  They  do  not  en- 
(h'avor  to  take  customers  of  California  wine  houses  from  tlieiii 
(HI  the  ground  of  merit  and  prices,  but  upon  the  ground  of  lU'ices 
(udy,  and  it  is  .sad  to  state  there  is  a  certain  class  of  buyers  in 
the  I'^ast  who  will  take  these  bogus  wines  in  preference  to  the 
good  pui'c  wines  because  of  the  difl^'erence  of  a  few  cents  a  galhm 
in  cost.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  house  which  sent  out  this 
circular,  and  which  is  one  of  the  largest  in  its  class  in  the 
Cnited  States,  will  secure  a  large  volume  of  orders  for  their 
"Sandusky  Sherry,"  but  had  it  not  been  for  the  extreme  ad- 
Aance  in  the  ])rices  of  California  wines,  these  people  would  have 
had  no  o]q)ortunily  to  break  into  the  estalilislied  business  of  the 
Califoi-nians. 

I''acts  like  the  foregoing  should  be  carefully  read  and  digested 
by  the  grajK'  growers,  wine  makers  and  wine  merchants  of  this 
stale,  because  they  certaiidy  give  proof  conclusively  tliat  there 
is  no  pi-otit  in  putting  the  prices  of  California  wines  \[\>  lo  a 
])oiut  where  the  so]>hisli(  al  ing  lionses  can  liiid  it  ])i-olitaliie  to 
I    break  into  the  nmrkets. 

In  olliei-  words,  our  wines  should  be  kejil  al  a  price  wliicli 
would  make  sncii  elVorts  uu]»rolitable.

,  slat(>  of  j)roduction  without  getting  under  the  ban  of  the  na- 
I  ional  law.

New  Home  of  A.  Finke's  Widow. 


AFTER  haviiiji  niaiiitaiiR'd  oltict'rs  and  salcsrooiiis  in  Oak 
laud  for  several  iiiontlis  subsequent  to  the  fire,  tlie  A. 
IMnUe's  Widow  Wine  Company  has  returned  to  San  Francisco. 
The  tirni,  which  lost  heavily  in  the  historic  couflajiralion,  has 
creeled  a  new  huildinsi'  oTi  the  site  formerly  occupied  at  S(»!t 
.Monl^onK  i-y  si  reef,  between  Jackson  and  Pacific  streets.  The 
siructure,  which  is  a  two-story  fire-proof  brick  with  a  lar<;e  base- 
ment, and  cost  .fL'S.OOO,  is  occupied  entindy  by  the  firm  and  is 
three  times  larger  in  point  of  capacity  and  storage  space  than 
liie  old  place,  which  was  destroyed  with  its  entire  contents  on 
I  he  tliird  day  of  the  April  fire.  Although  greatly  hampered  by 
I  he  scarcity  of  lal)or  and  their  inability  to  secure  material,  the 
contractors  were  able  to  have  the  new  building  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy some  weeks  ago  and  the  w(U-k  of  moving  from  the 
ci-am])ed  temporary  (juarters  across  the  bay  was  at  once  under- 
lakeii  by  the  proprietors,  :Messrs.  Groezinger  and  Schraubstad- 
ler.  Notwithstanding  a  eom])aratively  short  time  has  elapsed 
since  the  work  of  outfitting  and  stocking  up  was  commenced, 
the  establisliment  is  api)arent]y  complete  in  every  detail  and 
I  he  general   ai>i»earance  of  tlie  ])lant   with   its  eiiuii)nient   and

large  stock,  is  in  itself  a  testinumial  to  the  energv  and  Juislling 
pioclivities  of  the  proprietors. 

On  the  ground  floor  are  situated  the  offices,  which  are  com- 
modious and  furnished  with  up-to-date  office  furniture,  while 
111"  rear  portion  of  the  same  floor  is  devoted  to  storage  purjioses 
ami  accommodates  sonu^  half-dozen  large  oval  casks  of  Wines 
and  I>randies,  besides  allowing  ample  room  for  bottled  goods, 
w  liich  are  much  in  evidence.

and  they  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  business  will  con- 
tinue to  increase. 

We  present  herewith  an  excellent  view  of  the  new  quarters 
of  "P'inke's  Widow." 


Norman  Rich,  of  the  famous  'vLaurel  Palace"  on  West 
I'Mrst  street,  oiqxisite  the  Nadeau,  Los  Angeles,  has  nuade  some 
very  handsome  and  costly  improvements  in  his  place.

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PURE    rOOD   LAW    REGULATIONS 


Regulation    2.      Original    Unbroken    Package. 
(Section    :;.) 

The  term  "orijiinal  unbroken  parkaye"  as  used  in  this  act  is 
he  original  package,  carton,  case,  can,  box,  l)arrel,  bottle,  phial, 
1-  other  receptacle  put  up  by  the  manufacturer,  to  which  the 
abrl  is  attached,  or  which  may  be  suitable  for  the  attachment 
if  a  label,  making  one  complete  package  of  the  food  or  drug 
rticle.  The  original  package  contemplated  includes  both  the 
ihok'sale  and  the  retail  package. 

Regulation    3      Collection   of   Samples. 

Samples  of  unbroken  packages  shall  be  collected  only  by 
uthorized  agents  of  the  department  of  Agriculture;  or  by  the 
ealth,  food,  or  drug  officer  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  Dis- 
rict  of  Columbia,  when  commissioned  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
ulture  for  this  purpose. 

Samples  may  be  purchased  in  the  open  market,  and  if  in  bulk 
he  marks,  brands,  or  tags  upon  the  package,  carton,  container, 
rapper,  or  accompanying  printed  or  written  matter  shall  be 
oted.  The  collector  shall  also  note  the  names  of  the  vendor 
ud  agent  through  whom  the  sale  was  actually  made,  together 
ith  the  date  of  purchase.  The  collector  shall  purchase  repre- 
entative  samples. 

A  sample  shall  be  divided  into  three  parts,  and  each  part 
hall  be  labeled  with  the  identifying  marks.  All  samples  shall 
e  sealed  by  the  collector  with  a  seal  provided  for  the  purpose, 
f  the  package  be  less  than  4  pounds,  or  in  volume  less  than 

quarts,  three  packages  of  approximately  the  same  size  shall 
e  purchased  and  the  nmrks  and  tags  upon  each  noted  as  above, 
ine  sample  shall  be  delivered  to  the  party  from  whom  pur- 
liased  or  to  the  party  guaranteeing  such  merchandise.  One 
imple  shall  be  sent  to  the  JUireau  of  Chemistry,  or  to  such 
liemist  or  examiner  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary 
f  Agriculture,  and  the  third  sample  shall  be  held  under  seal 
y  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Regulation  5.      Hearings. 

(a)  When  the  examination  or  analysis  shows  that  the  provi- 
lons  of  the  food  and  drugs  act,  June  30,  190G,  have  been  vio- 
itod,  notice  of  that  fact,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  findings, 
lall  be  furnished  to  the  party  or  parties  from  whom  the  sam- 
le  was  obtained  or  who  executed  the  guaranty  as  provided  in 
le  food  and  drugs  act,  June  30,  lOOG,  and  a  date  shall  l)e  fixed 
t  which  such  party  or  parties  may  be  heard  before  the  Secre- 
iry  of  Agriculture,  or  such  other  official  connected  with  the 
)od  and  drug  inspection  service  as  may  be  commissioned  by 
im  for  that  purpose.  The  hearings  shall  be  had  at  a  jilace,  to 
e  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  most  convenient 
)r  all  parties  concerned.  These  hearings  shall  be  i)rivate  and 
jnfjned  to  questions  of  fact.  The  parties  interested  therein 
lay  appear  in  person  or  by  attorney  and  may  propound  proper 
iterrogatories  and  submit  oral  or  written  evidence  to  show 
ay  fault  or  error  in  the  findings  of  the  analyst  or  examiner, 
he  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  order  a  re-examination  of 
le  sample  or  have  new  samples  drawn  for  further  examination. 

(b)  If  the  examination  or  analysis  be  found  correct  the 
ecretary  of  Agriculture  shall  give  notice  to  the  United  States 
istrict  attorney  as  prescribed. 

(c)  Any  health,  food,  or  drug  officer  or  agent  of  any  State, 
erritory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  who  shall  obtain  satis- 
ictory  evidence  of  any  violation  of  the  food  and  drugs  act, 
une  30,  1906,  as  provided  in  section  5  thereof,  shall  first  sub- 
lit  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  order  that  the 
LttPr  may  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  guarantor  or  to  the 
arty  from  whom  the  sample  was  obtained. 

Regulation  6.     Publication. 

{a)     When  a  judgment  of  the  court  shall  have  been  rendered 


there  may  be  a  publication  of  the  tiudings  of  the  examiner  or 
analyst,   together   with   the   findings  of   the  court. 

{0}  This  publication  may  be  made  in  the  form  of  circulars, 
notices,  or  bulletins,  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  direct, 
not  less  than  thirty  days  after  judgment. 

{(■}  If  an  appeal  be  taken  from  the  judgment  of  the  court 
before  such  pultlication,  notice  of  the  appeal  shall  accompany 
the  publication. 

Regulation   9.      Form   of   Guaranty. 

(«)  No  dealer  in  food  or  tlrug  products  will  be  liable  to 
prosecution  if  he  can  estalilish  that  the  goods  were  sold  under 
a  guaranty  by  the  wholesaler,  manufacturer,  jobber,  dealer,  or 
other  party  residing  in  the  United  States  from  whom  purchased. 

(b)  A  general  guaranty  may  be  tiled  with  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  by  the  manufacturer  or  dealer  and  be  given  a  serial 
number,  which  number  shall  ai)pear  on  each  and  every  pack- 
age of  goods  sold  under  such  guaranty  with  the  words,  "Guar- 
anteed under  the  food  and  drugs  act,  June  30,  1900." 

(c)  The  following  form  of  guaranty  is  suggested: 

I  (we)  the  undersigned  do  hereby  guarantee  that  the  articles 
of  foods  or  drugs  manufactured,  packed,  distributed,  or  sold 
by  me  (us)  (specifying  the  same  as  fully  as  possible)  are  not 
adulterated  or  misbranded  within  the  meaning  of  the  food  and 
drugs  act,  June  30,  lOOO. 

(signed  in  ink.) 


(Name  and  place  of  business  of  wholesaler,  dealer,  manu- 
facturer, jobber,  or  other  party. ) 

((/)  If  the  guaranty  be  not  tiled  with  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture as  above,  it  should  identify  and  be  attached  to  the  bill 
of  sale,  invoice,  bill  of  lading,  or  other  schedule  giving  the 
names  and  (|uantities  of  the  artiides  sold. 

Regulation    15.      Wholesomeness  of   Colors  and    Preservatives. 

(«l  Respecting  the  wholesonu'uess  of  colors,  preservatives, 
and  other  substances  which  are  added  to  foods,  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  determine  from  chemical  or  other  exami- 
nation, under  the  authority  of  the  agricultural  appropriation 
act,  Public  38l2,  approved  June  30,  1900,  the  names  of  those 
substances  which  are  permitted  or  inhibited  in  food  products; 
and  such  findings,  when  apjiroved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  ami  Labor,  shall  become 
a  part  of  these  regulations. 

(  h  )  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  determine  from  time 
to  time,  in  accordance  with  the  authority  conferred  by  the  agri- 
cultural ajjpropriation  act.  Public  3S2,  approved.  June  30,  1906, 
the  principles  which  shall  guide  the  use  of  colors,  preservatives, 
and  other  substances  added  to  foods;  and  when  concurred  in 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Secretary  of  Com- 
merce and  Labor,  the  principles  so  established  shall  become  a 
part  of  these  regulations. 

MISBRANDING. 
Regulation    17.      Label. 

((/)  The  term  "label"  api)lies  to  any  printed,  pictorial,  or 
other  matter  upon  or  attached  to  any  package  of  a  food  or  drug 
product,  or  any  container  thereof. 


(b)  The  principal  label  shall  consist,  first,  of  all  words 
which  the  food  and  drugs  act,  June  30,  1906,  specifically  re- 
quires, to-wit,  the  name  of  the  sulistance  or  product;  the  name 
of  place  of  manufacture  in  the  case  of  food  compounds  or  mix- 
tures; words  which  show  that  the  articles  are  compounds,  mix- 
tures, or  blends;  the  words  "compound,"  "mixture,"  or  "blend;" 
or  words  designating  the  substances  or  their  derivatives  and 
proportions  re(iuired  to  be  named  in  the  case  of  drugs  and  foods. 
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All  these  required  words  shall  apjiear  u]ioii  the  priiuipal  label 
with  iio  intervening-  deserijitive  or  explanatory  reading  mat- 
ter. Second,  if  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and  place  of 
manufacture  are  given,  they  shall  also  appear  upon  the  prin- 
cipal label.  Third,  elsewhere  ui)on  the  ])rincii)al  label  other 
matter  may  appear  in  the  discretion  of  the  manufacturer. 

(c)  The  principal  label  on  foods  or  drugs  for  donu'stic  com- 
merce shall  be  printed  in  English  (except  as  ])rovide(l  in  licgu- 
lation  19),  with  or  without  the  foreign  label  in  the  language 
of  the  country  where  the  food  or  drug  productt  is  produced  or 
manufactured.  The  size  of  type  shall  not  be  smaller  than  8- 
poiut  (brevier)  cai)s:  Prorided,  That  in  case  the  size  of  the 
package  will  not  i)ermit  the  use  of  8-poiut  cap  type  the  size  of 
the  type  may  be  reduced  proportionately. 

((/)  The  form,  charact(>r,  and  ajtpearance  of  tlie  labels,  ex- 
cept as  provided  above,  are  left  (o  llie  judgment  of  th<'  manu- 
facturer. 

(e)  De.scri]itive  nuitter  upon  the  label  shall  be  free  from  any 
statement,  design  or  device  regarding  the  article  or  the  in- 
gredients or  substances  contained  therein,  or  quality  thereof, 
or  place  of  origin,  which  is  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular. 

(/)  An  article  containing  more  than  one  food  product  or 
active  medicinal  agent  is  mi.sbranded  if  named  after  a  single 
constituent. 

((/)  The  term  "design""  (»r  "device""  applies  to  pictorial  mat- 
ter of  every  description,  and  to  abbreviations,  charact(irs,  or 
signs  for  weights,  measures,  or  names  of  substances. 

{li)  The  use  of  any  false  or  misleading  statement,  design, 
or  device  shall  not  be  justified  by  any  statement  given  as  the 
opinicm  of  an  expert  or  other  person,  appearing  on  any  part  of 
the  label,  nor  by  any  descriptive  matter  explaining  the  use  of 
the  false  or  misleading  statement,  design  or  device. 

(i)  The  regulation  regarding  the  principal  label  will  not  be 
enforced  until  October  1,  1!)07,  in  the  case  of  labels  printed  and 
now  on  hand,  whenever  any  statement  therein  contained  which 
is  contrarj'  to  the  food  ami  drugs  act,  June  30,  190(),  as  to  the 
chaj'acter  of  contents,  shall  lie  corrected  by  a  supplemental 
label,  stamp,  or  paster.  All  other  labels  now  printed  and  on 
hand  may  be  used  without  change  \inti]  October  1,  1!)()7. 

Regulation    18.      Name    and    Address    of    Manufacturer. 

( (I  I  The  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  producer,  or  the  place 
where  manufactured,  except  in  case  of  mixtures  and  compounds 
having  a  distinctive  name,  need  not  be  given  upon  the  label, 
but  if  given,  must  be  the  true  name  and  the  true  place.     The 

words  "packed    for ,"    "distributed    by ,"'  or 

some  e(iuivalent  phrase,  shall  be  added  to  the  label  in  case  the 
name  which  appears  upon  the  lalicl  is  not  that  of  the  actual 
manufacturer  or  producer,  oi-  llie  name  of  the  place  not  the 
actual  place  (d"  nmnufacture  or  production. 

(b)  When  a  person,  tirm,  or  corpoi-ation  actually  manu- 
factures or  produces  an  arti(de  of  food  or  drug  in  two  or  more 
places,  the  actual  ])lace  of  manufacture  or  production  of  each 
I)articular  ])ackage  need  not  be  stated  on  the  label  except  when 
ill  tlu  ojiiuicm  of  tiie  Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  mention  of 
aiiv  such  place,  to  tlie  exclusion  of  llie  others,  misleads  the 
public. 

Regulation  19.     Character  of  Name. 

{ii)  A  simple  or  unmixed  food  or  drug  pi'oduct  not  beai'iiig 
a  distinctive  name  shall  be  designated  by  its  common  name  in 
the  lOuglisli  language,  or,  if  a  drug,  by  any  name  recognized 
in  llie  Ignited  States  I'harmacop(eia  or  National  Formulary. 
No  fiirther  descri])tion  of  its  com])on<'nts  or  (|ualities  is  re- 
(|iiir<il,  except  as  to  content  of  alcohol,  nior]»hine,  etc. 

I  h  I  The  use  of  a  geograjihical  name  .shall  not  be  permitteil 
ill  connecticm  with  a  food  r)r  drug  i»roduct  not  nmnufactured  or 
produced  in  that  place,  when  such  name  indicates  that  the  arti- 
cle was  manufactured  or  jiroduced  in  that  jilace. 

(f)  The  use  of  a  g(>ogra]ihical  name  in  connection  with  a 
food  or  drug  jiroduct   will  not  be  deemed  a   misbi-anding  when 


by  reason  of  long  usage  it  has  come  to  represent  a  generic  tei 
and  is  used  to  indicate  a  style,  type,  or  brand;  but  in  all  su 
cases  the  State  or  Territory  where  any  such  article  is  man 
factui-ed  or  produced  shall  be  stated  upon  the  principal  label. 
((/)  A  foreign  name  which  is  recognized  as  distinctive  of

(h)  A  distinctive  name  shall  not  be  one  representing  a 
single  constituent  of  a  mixture  or  compound. 

(c)  A  distinctive  name  shall  not  misrepresent  any  proper 
or  quality  of  a  mixture  or  conii)ound. 

(rf)     A  distinctive  nanu^  shall  give  no   false  indication 
origin,  character,  or  ])lace  of  manufacture,  nor  lead  the  pi 
chaser  to  su])pose  that  it  is  any  other  food  ^)l■  drug  ])roduct. 

Regulation  21.     Compounds,   Imitations,  or   Blends  Without   Distinctive   Nai 

(a)  The  term  "blend""  applies  to  a  mixture  of  like  si 
stances,  not  excluding  harmless  coloring  or  flavoring  ing 
dients  used  for  the  purpose  of  coloring  and  flavoring  only. 

(h)  If  any  age  is  stated,  it  .shall  not  be  that  of  a  single  o 
of  its  constituents,  but  shall  be  the  average  of  all  constituei 
in  their  respective  proportions. 

{(■}  Coloring  and  flavoring  cannot  be  used  for  increasi 
the  weight  or  bulk  of  a  blend. 

{d)  In  order  that  colors  or  flavors  nmy  not  increase  t 
volume  or  weight  of  a  blend,  they  are  not  to  be  used  in  (lu: 
titles  exceeding  one  pound  to  800  pounds  of  the  blend. 

(e)  A  color  or  flavor  cannot  be  employed  to  imitate  a 
natural  product  or  any  other  ]>roduct  of  recognized  name  a 
quality. 

(/^  The  term  "imitation""  aiijilies  to  any  mixture  or  co 
pound  which  is  a  counterfeit  or  fraudulent  simulation  of  a 
article  of  food  or  drug. 

Regulation   22.     Articles   Without   a    Label. 

It  is  prohibited  to  sell  or  oiler  for  sale  a  food  or  drug  jirodi 
bearing  no  label  upon  the  package  or  no  descriptive  matt 
whatever  connected  with  it,  either  by  design,  device,  or  otln 
wise,  if  said  product  be  an  imitatiim  of  or  offered  for  .sale  mid 
the  name  of  another  article. 

Regulation  23.     Proper  Branding  not  a  Complete  Guaranty. 

Packages  which  are  correctly  bramled  as  to  character  of  cc 
tents,  place  of  manufacture,  name  of  manufacturer,  or  oth* 
wise,  may  be  adulterated  and  hence  not  entitled  to  enter  in 
interstate  commerce. 

Regulation  24.      Incompleteness   of    Branding. 

A  compound  shall  be  deemed  niisbranded  if  the  label  be  i 
complete  as  to  the  names  of  the  rcnjuired  ingredients.  A  si 
l)le  lu'oduct  does  not  recpiire  any  further  statement  than  t 
name  or  distinctive  name  thereof,  except  as  provided  in  Reg 
lations  1!)  |a  1  and  28. 

Regulation  25.     Substitution. 

(«)  When  a  substance  of  a  recognized  quality  common 
used  in  the  preparation  of  a  food  or  drug  i)roduct  is  replac 
by  another  substance  not  injurious  or  deleterious  to  health,  t 
name  of  the  substituted  substance  shall  appear  upon  the  lain

injuriously  affect    its  (piality  or  strength,  is  added  to  a  foi 
or  drug  product,  other  than  that  necessary  to  its  manufactu 
or  retining,  the  label  shall  bear  a  statement  to  that  effect. 

Regulation   27.      Mixtures   or   Compounds   with    Distinctive    Names. 

( (/ )  The  terms  "mixtures"  and  "com]iounds"  are  intc 
changeable  and  indicate  the  results  of  i>utling  together  two  • 
more  food  jfroducts. 

I />  I      These  mixtures  or  coni|)ouiids  shall   not    be  imitatioi 
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of  other  articles,  Avhether  ssiiiiple,  mixed,  or  (oiiipound,  or  of- 
fered for  sale  iiuder  the  uame  of  other  articles.  They  shall 
bear  a  distiuctive  name  aud  the  uame  of  the  place  where  the 
mixture  or  i-ouipouud  has  beeu  uuiuufactured  or  produced. 

(r)  If  the  uame  of  the  place  be  cme  which  is  found  in  differ- 
ent States,  Territories,  or  countries,  the  uame  of  the  State,  Ter- 
ritoi-y,  or  country,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  ]»lace,  uiu.st  be 
slated. 

EXPORTS  AND  IMPORTS  OF  FOODS  AND  DRUGS. 

{<!}  \\hh\  products  intended  foi-  export  may  contain  added 
substances  not  penuitted  in  foods  intended  for  interstate  com- 
merce, when  the  additiim  of  such  substances  does  not  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  the  countries  to  which  the  food  products  are 
to  lie  exported  and  when  such  substances  are  added  in  accord- 
ance with  the  directions  of  the  foi-eijiu  purchaser  or  his  agent.

THERE  is  a  mix-up  in  \'allejo,  which  is  teaching  a  certain 
cla,ss  of  citizens  that  are  determined  to  meddle  with  other 
peoples'  Imsiness  that  it  does  not  always  pay  to  "butt  in."  The 
long-haired  piratical  tdass  circulated  a  ])etition  ann)ng  the  many 
merchants  and  professional  men  for  a  special  election,  with  a 
high  license  ]m)vision.  This  was  a  direct  attack  upon  the  liquor 
interests,  which  was  properly  resented,  and  the  Royal  Arch  of 
that  city  has  taken  up  the  cudgel  in  the  proper  manner.  The 
temperance  crowd  say  that  a  boycott  has  been  instituted,  but 
the  saloon  men  eni]»hatically  deny  the  allegation.  However, 
they  insist  that  they  have  a  perfect  right  to  quit  trading  with 
any  one  endeavoi-ing  to  put  them  out  of  business.  As  a  result 
of  this  attitude  (d'  llie  li(iuoi"  dealers,  many  of  the  business  and 
professional  men  have  discovered  they  are  not  so  anxious  for 
high  license  as  they  were.  Some  twenty  of  them  have  petitioned 
the  City  Clerk  to  withdraw  their  names  from  the  petition.

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RESISTANT  VINEYARDS

INTKOnnTloX. 

rHERE  is  lui  subject  connected  with  urape-.i; rowing-  aliout 
whicli  there  is  more  jicneral  demand  for  information  in 
"alifornia  than  that  of  the  <iTowing-  of  resistant  vines.  Innumer- 
hle  inciuiries  are  received  at  the  Experiment  Station  re,nardini>' 
iiethods  of  phuitin.n,  .uraftin.n,  and  cultivating  jdiyllo.xera-re- 
istant  vineyards.  Several  hulli'tins  on  various  ])hases  of  tliis 
uhject  have  been  published  by  the  Station.  Init  tliey  are  all 
omewhat  out  of  date  at  this  lime,  and  the  editions  of  most  of 
hem  are  exhaust c  d. 

The  two  pha.ses  of  the  suiijecl  about  which  there  seems  to  Ite 
iiost  pressing  need  foi'  information  are  the  (h'lermiual  ion  of 
he  best  varieties  of  resistant  stocks  for  tiie  various  soils  and 
limates  of  the  State,  and  the  l)est  metiiods  (d'  siai-tiui.;  and 
rafting-  a  resistant  vineyard. 

With  regard  to  the  first  ]ihase,  the  Station  is  carrying  on 
ests  in  various  localities  and  is  gi-adually  ac<unnilating  data 
rhich  will  make  it  possible  to  offer  some  definite  recommenda- 
ions  at  a  future  time.  The  (piestions  of  ada])tation  to  local 
onditions  and  of  affinity  between  stocks  and  scions  of  various 
arieties  are  complicated  and  diflicult,  and  recjuire  much  time 
ud  experimentation  for  their  com])letely  satisfactory  solution. 

\\'ith  regard  to  the  second  jthase  we  have  a  great  deal  of 
aluable  evidence  drawn  from  the  exi)erieuoe  of  growers  during 
he  last  twenty  years  and  from  exi)eriment  work  ((Uidncfed  by 
he  Station.  Though  there  is  always  room  for  impro\'enient, 
re  may  say  that  the  methods  of  oui-  most  progressive  growers 
f  resistant  vineyards  are  jierfectly  successful  in  accomplish- 
Qg  the  object  in  view.  I'lifortunately  many  growers  are  not 
o  successful,  and  many  of  I  lie  resistant  vineyards  of  the  State 
re  an  eyesiu-e  and  a  source  of  loss  to  their  owners.  II  is  from 
uch  gi-owcrs  that  origiiiat"s  the  statement  that  resistant  \iue- 
ards  are  a  failure.  (Jrowers  who  have  adopted  i)roper  methods 
f  handling  resistant  vineyards  are  enthusiastic  in  their  ])raise. 
t  has  been  demonstrated  here,  as  iu  Europe,  that,  as  a  rule, 
ineyards  of  viuifera  vines  grafted  on  resistant  stock,  when 
irctperly  handled,  produce  larger  crojis  of  belter  grapes  than 
ineyards  of  ungrafted  vinifera. 

This  bulletin  is  isstied,  therefore,  with  tlie  object  id'  describing 
t'hat  seem  to  us  the  best  methods  of  procedure,  especially  as 
egards  the  meidianical  details  of  grafting,  ]danting  and  nursery 
t'ork. 

Some  of  the  chief  causes  of  failure  in  unsuccessful  grafted 
ineyards  are : 

1.  The  use  of  a  resistant  variety  which  is  unsuiled  U>  the 
oil  and  ( linmte  of  the  localitv.  Resistant  varieties  are  all  de- 
lved from  one  of  several  species  of  wild  vines  indigencuis  to 
he  United  States  east  of  the  Ko<ky  Mountains.  All  these 
jiecies  are  much  nioi-e  diflicult  to  suit  in  the  matters  of  soil 
nd  climate  than  the  European  wibi  \ine,  ]'iti.'<  rhiij( ni,  from 
rhich  all  our  wine  and  raisin  and  um  ;i  of  our  lable  gi'apes  are 
lerived.  This  (luestiiui  of  adaptation  tc  local  conditions  is  only 
ouclied  on  here. 


'1.  The  use  of  an  insufficiently  resistant  variety.  N'ariefies 
of  all  degrees  of  icsistauce  exist,  fi-om  almost  absolute  im- 
munily  to  a  degree  of  resistance  so  small  as  lo  b<'  of  little  pi-ac- 
tical  value.  Some  with  a  nu'dium  degree  of  resistance,  like  the 
I>enoir,  will  give  fair  to  good  results  when  grown  under  the 
most  favorable  conditi(ms,  but  fail  more  (U-  less  completely 
when  attacked  by  phylloxera  under  less  favorable  conditions. 
This  (|uestion  of  resistance  is  not  discussed  fully  here,  but  all 
the  varieties  recommended  have  suflicieni  resistance  under 
practically  all  conditions  that  exist  in  Calilornia  grape-growing 
districts. 

8.  The  use  (d'  unselected  resislauts.  .Many  of  the  first  re- 
sistant vineyards  started  in  ("aliloruia  were  planted  with  cut- 
tings of  wild  l{ii>ai-ia  viiu's  collected  in  Nebraska  and  other 
native  habitats  of  the  species.  \\'ild  vines  are  neai'ly  always 
seedlings,  and,  tliei-elore,  vary  very  much.  Each  vine,  though 
of  the  same  wild  s])ecies,  is  in  fact  a  different  variety  of  the 
s]»e(  ies  (using  the  word  vari(My  in  the  horticultural  sense.) 
Fo!'  Ibis  reason,  wild  vines  dilfei-  greatly  in  many  respects,  and

especially  in  the  important  character  of  vigor.  Though  a  few 
of  them  ma\'  be  sufticii-utlx'  vigorous  to  make  good  grafting 
stock,  many  of  them  are  much  loo  weak  or  slendei-,  and  none 
of  them  are  likely  to  be  as  gooil  as  the  best  uiimed  varieties 
which  have  been  selected  frtuu  a  \ast  number  of  seedlings  on 
account  of  their  exceptional  vigor  ami  the  ] lo.s.se.ssiou  of  the 
greatest  nundier  of  those  characteristics  which  are  desirable 
in  a  grafting  stock.  3Iost  of  the  earliei-  resistant  vineyards 
show  great  variation  in  tlie  vigor  and  bearing  of  the  vines  due 
to  this  use  of  wild  cuttings,  and  none  of  them  give  as  good  re- 
sults as  they  would  have  given  if  grafted  on  a  good  selected  va- 
riety of  sto(dv.  This  variation  in  vigor,  bearing,  and  longevity 
is  often  found  in  mcur  modern  vineyards,  and  is  due  to  a  mix- 
ing of  varieties  by  the  nurseryman  or  the  grower  of  resistant 
cuttings. 
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4.  (!i-iif'tiii,n-  the  resist ;i lit  vines  wlien  too  old.  A  iiiiifled 
viin'  to  be  a  pei'iiiauent  success  must  have  a  perfect  union.  Tiie 
youujier  the  tissues,  tlie  more  complete  and  histinn'  tlie  union. 
Hudding  and  liraftinji  lierbaceous  caiies  produce  ujiiou.s  whicii 
are  practically  jierfect.  If  the  scicm  and  stock  are  each  only  (me 
year  old,  :is  in  cuttiuf;-  jiraftinji',  the  union  is  nearly  always  as 
perfect  and  permanent.  No  wood  older  than  one  year  is  ever 
used  as  a  sci(m,  but  the  stock  is  often  ,t;rafted  when  niucii  older. 
If  the  stock  is  nioi-e  than  one  year  old  many  varieties  fail  to 
give  o-ood  unions,  and  if  three  or  four  years  old  a  large  number 
of  the  grafted  vines  will  fail  after  they  have  ])rO(luced  a  few 
crops.  Some  of  the  best  resistant  stocks  fail  almost  completely 
if  grafted  when  several  years  old,  and  though  they  beai-  well 
and  ai)pear  strong  for  a  few  years  they  soou  begin  to  I'jiii,  and 
every  year  after  the  first  two  or  three  croi)s  a  certain  proiiorlion 
of  the  iinions  fail  and  the  tops  die.  A  vineyard  may  linger  in 
this  way  for  eight  or  ten  years,  until  linally  from  50  to  75  jx-r 
cent  of  the  vines  are  dead.  This  is  oue  of  the  strongest  ob- 
jections to  field  grafting,  and  is  more  thoroughly  discussed  later. 

5.  Planting  or  grafting  too  deep.  The  result  of  this  is  that 
the  scions  form  their  own  roots  and  finally  become  independent 
of  the  resi.stant  stock,  which  dies.  Such  vines  are,  of  course, 
non-resistants  and  just  as  quickly  killed  by  phylloxera  as  if 
grown  in  the  first  place  from  viuifera  cuttings.  Some  vine- 
growers,  of  long  experience  with  vinifera  vineyards  but  un- 
familiar with  resLstants,  do  not  believe  that  this  death  of  re- 
sistant stock  will  take  place  under  the  conditions  described. 
Tiny  state  that  it  is  an  advantage  for  the  scion  to  have  its  own 
roots  as  well  as  those  of  the  resistant.  They  argue  that,  if  there 
is  little  or  no  phylloxera  present,  the  vines  will  do  better  with 
two  sets  of  roots  than  with  one,  and  that,  when  the  phylloxera 
increases  to  dangerous  proportions  and  destroys  the  vinifera 
roots,  the  resistant  roots  are  there  to  save  the  vine. 

This  theory  is  based  on  the  false  assumption  that  the  roots 
are  the  main,  or  only,  feeding  organs  of  a  plant,  and  overlooks 
the  fact  that  the  roots  require  the  materials  furnished  by  the 
leaves  quite  as  much  as  the  leaves  require  those  furni.shed  by  the 
roots.  For  both  to  be  vigorous,  therefore,  there  must  be  a  mu- 
tual exchange  of  food  matters. 

This  exchange  takes  place  through  the  medium  of  the  tubes 
and  cells  of  the  wood  and  base  of  the  stem  of  the  vine.  The 
soil  nutrients  i>ass  with  the  sap,  principally  through  the  young- 
er wood,  from  the  roots  to  the  leaves.  In  the  leaves  tlies(>  uia- 
t(M-ials  are  combined  with  gases  absorbed  from  the  air  and  are 
elaborated  into  the  real  food  of  the  vine  which  passes  back,  prin- 
ci])ally  through  the  bast  or  region  exterior  to  the  wood,  into  all 
parts  of  the  plant,  to  supjdy  the  material  necessary  for  ginwtii 
;nid  other  various  vital  functions. 

in  ungrafted  vines  this  exchange  takes  place  readily  and  all 
the  liranches  and  all  the  roots  are  well  nourisheil.  In 
gi-iifted  vines,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  stock  and  .scion  are  of 
dilferent  six-cies  and,  therefore,  of  ditVen'ut  structure  and  coni- 
jiosition,  there  is  some  interference  with  (he  exchange,  resulting 
in  ;•  slight  weakening  of  the  w  hole  vine.  This  weakening,  under 
proper  conditions,  is  .so  slight  I  hat  it  does  not  detract  frcmi  the 
usefulness  of  the  vine,  and,  in  fact,  like  iiiany  other  slightly 
weakening  causes,  it  iisiiall.\  has  the  etfect  of  |)iodiicing  an 
incieased  tendencey  to  fiiiit fulness,  if,  however,  tlie  scion  is 
allowed  to  make  its  own  roots,  the  return  stream  of  nutritive 
iiiaieiial  lakes  the  cniirse  of  least  resistance  and  goes  princi- 
pally iiilii  the  scion  roots.  The  result  is  that  these  grow  vigor- 
ously, so  long  as  (he  |ihylloxera  is  absent,  and  the  roots  of  the 
resistant  stock  are  starved  and  finally  die.  This  is  not  mere 
theory,  but  is  substantiated  by'tiie  numerous  cases  where  dying 
resisting  vineyai'ds  have  been  examined  and  this  condition 
foniul.  This  condition  is  particularly  common  with  field 
grafted   vines. 


'i'hei-e  are  several  ways  in  which  tlu;  union  between  resist 
stock  and  bearing  .scion  can  be  brought  about:  (1)  The  so 
cuttings  jnay  be  grafted  on  the  resistant  cuttings  or  on  resist 
roots  in  the  worksboj)  before  i)lanting  in  the'nur.sery.  Tiii; 
called  ••hctich  (/nifliii;/."  1 1' )  The  resistant  cuttings  may  t 
be  rooted  in  the  nur.sery  and  then  the  next  year  grafted  in  ])1 
w  itlnnit  removal.  This  in  VAiUfd  "iitir.scrij  (jruftiiKj:"  (8)  ' 
lesistant  cutting  or  roots  may  be  planted  directly  in  the  v: 
yards  and  then  the  next  year  or  some  subsetpient  year  they  i 
be  grafted.  This  is  called  -/irhl  tiriifliiKj."  "viiiri/anl  (jraflii. 
or  "f/rdfl iiii/  ill   silii." 

iOacli  meiliod  has  its  advocates  and  its  uses,  but  the  met 
of  most  general  application  and  that  whicli  has  given  the  n 
general  satisfaction  is  the  first.  The  last  method  is  practi 
with  success  only  where  tlie  conditions  are  exceptionally  fa^ 
alib.  and  even  I  here  is  gradually  being  rejected  in  favor  of 
first  by  nearly  every  grower  who  has  triced  both  methods.  ' 
reasons  for  this  will  be  discus.sed  after  the  various  methods  h 
been  described.

riini<-r  (iinl  I'n  /m nil  Ion  of  tlic  .S'o//.— The  high  cost  of  grai 
vines  is  due  jiartly  to  the  skill  and  labor  nece.s.sary  in  produc 
them,  but,  also,  in  a  great  degree,  to  the  large  number  of  gr; 
which  fail  to  grow  or  to  make  a  .satisfactory  union  in  the  r 
sei-y.  W  we  allow  $10  per  thou.sand  for  the  cuttings  used 
stock  and  .scion,  and  .flS  j)er  thousand  for  making  and  grow 
the  gi'afts,  they  could  be  raised  profitably  for  .if;{5  per  tliousi 
if  every  one  grew  and  made  a  good  grafted  vine.  I'robably 
the  average  not  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  grafts  made 
sufficiently  jierfect  in  growth,  union,  and  root  to  be  sold,  ; 
they  must  therefore  bring  .¥•!(»  or  more  pei'  thousand  to  be  I'ai 
at  a  i)rofit. 

While  there  are  many  causes  for  the  failure  of  .some  of 
grafts  to  grow,  probably  the  most  important  of  the.se  is  the 
ture  of  the  .soil  in  which  they  are  rooted.  Any  soil  which  ba 
on  the  top  after  rain  or  irrigation  will  cause  the  failure  of  mi 
grafts.  If  the  crust  is  not  In'okeu  up,  the  moisture  will  esc 
and  the  .scions  dry  out.  If  the  crust  is  broken,  many  of 
scions  will  be  disturbed  and  fail  to  unite.  A  .soil  which  becoi 
very  compact  will  spoil  many  grafts  by  preventing  the  sh 
from  pushing  its  way  thr'ough.  Stony  soils  destroy  many  gn 
in  similar  ways.  If  the  soil  dries  out  too  easily  and  quic 
numy  scions  will  fail  to  unite.  Wet  soils  are  even  worse, 
.soil  which  remains  cold  and  wet  for  any  considerable  time  ai 
the  grafts  are  planted  will  cause  the  loss  of  a  large  projiorti 

The  ideal  soil  for  a  nur.sery  of  bench  grafts  is  a  light,  w 
(li-ained,  sandy  loam  containing  an  abundance    of    humus, 
should  be  carefully  graded  in  order  to  have  no  low  spots  wli 
the  water  will  lie  and  drown  the  grafts,  and  no  high  spots 
which  it  is  (lifliciilt  lo  get  the  irrigation  water. 

'i'lu'  ])h_\sical  nature  and  condition  of  the  soil  is  of  more 
poitance  than  its  chemical  composition.  The  soil  .should 
be  poor,  but  it  is  (m  the  other  hand,  not  desirable  that  it  .sho 
be  too  rich.  Grafts  which  grow  very  large  in  the  nur.sery 
not  make  the  best  vines  in  the  vineyard.  Extra  large  gni 
often  die  the  first  year  after  tliey  are  planted  out.  Sni 
dwarfed  grafts  are  a  year  behind  tho.se  which  are  well  groi 
and  probably  never  make  ])rofitable  vines.  A  plant  of  medi 
size,  with  good  roots,  perfect  union,  and  a  growtii  of  from 
to  IS  inches,  is  the  best. 

.\t  least  two  months  before  planting,  (he  .soil  of  the  nnrsi 
should  be  thoroughly  prepared.  All  weed.s,  stones,  and  rubb 
should  be  removed  and  (he  ground  well  plowed.  Most  sc 
should  be  plowed  or  sul)soiled  to  a  depth  of  at  least  IS  incl 
in  order  to  a-rate  and  jtulverize  the  soil  to  promote  quick  ro 
ing.  Unless  the  roots  of  the  stock  start  almost  as  soon  as  i 
iiiids  of  the  scion,  (he  latter  will  dry  out  as  soon  as  its  lit

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Selection  and  Preparation  of  Vine  Cuttings.

ONE  of  tlic  most  iiiipoi'taiit  faftors  in  (Ictcnuiuing  the 
l)rotilablciu'ss  of  a  vineyanl  is  tlif  clioicc  of  11k'  cMittiugs 
wiiicli  are  used  to  start  the  viueyard.  This  fa(  tor  is  very  geuer- 
ally  iiegleeted,  or  when  a  choice  is  iiuuh'  it  is  often  not  the  best. 

Any  one  who  will  carefully  examine  the  vines  in  a  vineyard 
cannot  help  being  struck  with  the  great  variation  in  the  anu>unt 
of  crop  on  difierent  individual  vines.  Sometimes  this  variation 
can  be  traced  to  differences  in  pruning,  to  accidental  injuries, 
to  more  or  less  irrigatiim,  or  to  variations  in  st)il  and  position. 
There  is,  however,  a  good  deal  of  variation  which  cannot  be 
ascribed  to  any  of  these  causes  and  whicii  exists  in  every  vine- 
yan;,  no  nmtt(n'  how  uniform  the  conditions  or  how  cai-eful  the 
cultivation. 

This  variation  is  something  which  is  inherent  in  the  vine 
and  cannot  be  overcome  by  any  cultural  method.  It  is  much 
greater  iu  some  varieties  than  in  others.  With  some  varieties 
it  is  .so  great  that  certain  vines  are  recognized  as  ahnost  sterile 
and  are  commonly  called  "mule"  vines  in  California.  With 
other  varieties  the  variation  is  much  less  noticeable,  but  is  none 
the  less  real,  and  by  weighing  the  crop  of  each  vine  in  a  row  it 
will  be  found,  even  with  the  most  uniform  producers,  to  exceed 
50  i)er  cent.  If  every  vine  iu  the  viueyard  bore  as  much  as 
the  vine  with  the  heaviest  crop  the  total  production  of  the  vine- 
yard would  be  much  increased.  By  grafting  the  poor  bearers 
with  cuttings  from  the  l)est  bearers  the  crop  in  a  viueyard  has 
been  more  than  doubled.  Vineyards  of  unselected  Cal»eruet 
produce  on  the  average  about  two  tons  to  the  acre.  Cabernet 
vineyards  from  carefully  selected  cuttings  have  produced  uiue 
tons. 

Owing  to  the  great  natural  fertility  of  most  of  our  Californian 
viueyards(  due  to  favorable  soil  aud  climate,  liies(>  facts  have 
not  received  the  attention  they  deserve.  In  most  jtarts  of 
Eui'ope,  aud  even  in  South  Africa,  more  care  is  taken  iu  the 
selection  of  cuttings  than  here.  In  nmny  vineyards  the  vines 
bearing  the  best  crops  are  marked  aud  cuttings  are  taken  only 
from  these.  In  others  only  those  cuttings  are  used  whicli  are 
UKUle  from  bearing  wood;  that  is,  from  canes  which  have  borne 
grapes,  as  shown  by  the  remains  of  the  hunch  stalks,  or  by  the 
position  of  the  cane  on  the  vine. 

It  is  perhajis  not  right  to  .say  that  no  choice  is  exercised  in  the 
.selection  of  cuttings  iu  California.  There  is  inevitably  some 
choice,  though  principally  unconscious  aud  generally  harmful. 
The  man  who  is  making  cuttings  will,  if  he  has  no  other  stand- 
ard, choose  those  canes  which  he  can  work  u])  with  the  greatest 
ease.  These  are  the  long,  unbrauched  canes  from  the  most  vigor- 
ous vines.  Such  canes  are  usually  suckers  or  water-spouts,  the 
least  fruitful  on  the  vine,  and  the  most  vigorous  vines  are  gen- 
erally those  which  have  produced  the  fewest  grapes.  Such 
.selection  as  this  cannot  fail  to  he  harmful,  especially  w  ith  the 
finer  varieties,  which  vary  more  than  the  common,  and  must 
finally  result  iu  the  deterioration  of  all  varieties. 

The  ordinary  European  method  of  simply  nuirking  the  vines 
wliich  bear  good  crops  the  year  the  cuttings  are  taken  is  im- 
jjerfect  and  can  do  no  more  than  keep  the  varieties  from  de- 
teriorating. ]5y  more  cai-eful  selection,  continued  systemati- 
cally for  a  series  of  years,  it  have  been  proved  possible  to  greatly 
inci-ease  the  hearing  qualities  of  certain  varieties.  Other  quali- 
ties besides  that  of  more  or  less  ]irodiu-tiveness  could  undoubt- 
edly he  influenced  hy  the  same  means.  In  this  way  numerous 
variations  of  the  IMuot  or  Burgunr;.  Jiave  arisen.  These  varia- 
tions differ  from  the  type  iu  color,  a(  idity,  time  of  ripening,  and 
even  in  flavor.  It  would  proliably  be  possible  to  produce  a  loose 
bunched  Tokay,  a  close  bunched  Zabalkiinski,  or  a  large  fruited 
Sultanina  in  the  .same  way. ■ 


There  is  no  quality,  however,  which  varies  so  much  with  in- 
dividual vines  as  that  of  bearing,  and  there  is  no  quality  that  is 
so  quickly  and  easily  influenced  l)y  cuttiug  selectiou.  It  is  this 
(]uality,  therefore,  which  should  receive  most  attention  in  choos- 
ing our  cuttings.  The  modiflcatiou  of  other  characteristics  is 
the  work  of  the  plant  breeder,  aud  is  too  slow,  ditticult  aud  un- 
certain for  the  practical  grape  grower.  It  is,  moreover,  at  least 
in  the  case  of  wine  grapes,  unnecessary,  for  we  can  And  almost 
any  quality  we  want  among  the  two  or  three  thousand  known 
varieties  of  wine  grapes,  but  unfortunately  not  always  com- 
bined with  high  productiveness.  The  most  promising  means  of 
obtaining  the  rani  uvis  we  desire  is  to  commence  with  a  variety 
possessing  the  necessary  flavor,  color  and  chemical  composition 
and  by  jjroper  cutting  selection  to  bring  up  its  productiveness 
to  the  desired  degree.  It  would  be  much  easier  to  "grade  up" 
the  Cabernet  uutil  it  bore  crops  equal  to  those  of  the  Cariguaue 
than  to.  attempt  to  improve  greatl}-  the  flavor  and  color  of 
Cariguaue  by  selectiou. 

Method  of  ISvlfctiuH.  The  tirst  questiou  to  be  settled  is,  of 
course,  what  variety  should  be  choseu.  This  will  depend  on 
whether  it  is  intended  to  raise  table,  raisin  or  wine  grapes,  aud 
if  wine  grapes,  on  the  kind  of  wiue  desired — sweet  or  dry,  red  or 
white — aud  also  on  a  multiplicity  of  local  and  market  condi- 
tions. The  questiou  of  variety  is  too  large  aud  complicated  for 
treatment  here  aud  has  already  been  given  much  attention  in 
various  publications  of  the  Station.  (July  the  questions  regard- 
ing the  means  of  obtaining  cuttings  capable  of  growing  into 
strong,  heavy  bearing  vines  will  be  considered  here. 

7'liv  Localitij.  Any  locality  where  the  viue  grows  vigorously 
and  ripens  its  wood  regularly  will  produce  good  cuttings.  As 
a  rule  the  warmer  localities  produce  the  best  wood,  heavy,  firm 
and  well  nourished.  The  canes  on  vines  grown  very  near  the 
coast,  as  at  Berkeley,  are  often  soft  aud  pithy.  Certain  varieties 
such  as  Refosco  aud  Almeria  do  not  ripen  their  wood  well  in  the 
cooler  parts  eveu  of  Souonui  and  Santa  Cruz  counties  where 
they  are  exposed  to  frequent  sea  fogs  during  the  summer.  Be- 
ing immature  when  the  frosts  cause  the  leaves  to  fall,  the  caues 
are  easily  attacked  by  saprophytic  fungi.  The  work  of  these 
fungi  is  often  seen  in  the  blackened  or  mottled  ai)pearauce 
of  the  caues.  Any  discoloration  of  the  canes  is  a  bad  sign, 
whether  it  is  caused  by  fuugi  which  onh-  attack  imperfectly 
matured  wood,  or  l»y  parasitic  fungi,  such  as  oidium,  ^\•hich  may 
occur  anywhere.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  localities 
quite  near  the  coast,  it  may  be  said  that  good,  well-ripened  cut- 
tings may  be  obtained  from  any  of  the  vine-growing  regions  of 
California. 

Vine  Diseases.  An  exception  should  perhaps  be  made  to  this 
statement  as  regards  localities  where  the  so-called  Anaheim 
disease  is  prevalent.  Until  Ave  know  more  about  that  disease 
it  is  wiser  to  avoid  obtaining  our  cuttings  from  such  regions. 
That  this  disease  can  be  transported  aud  communicated  by  cut- 
tings is  perhaps  not  thoroughly'  demonstrated,  but  at  all  events 
the  disease  results  in  poor  growth  and  poor  wood,  and  cuttings 
from  diseased  vines  cannot  be  expected  to  give  the  best  results. 

AVith  regard  to  other  diseases,  there  need  be  no  fear  of  their 
introduction  into  the  vineyard  by  means  of  cuttings.  Phylloxera 
can  be  guarded  against  by  proper  disinfection  of  the  cuttings 
and  all  other  vine  diseases,  which  exist  iu  California,  are  found 
in  every  district.  This  is  not  true  as  regards  rooted  cuttings. 
There  is  no  sure  and  practical  method  of  destroying  phylloxera 
im  the  roots,  aud  rooted  vines  should  be  introduced  into  a  new 
district  only  with  extreme  caution. 

While  there  need  be  no  fear  of  introducing  oidium,  vine- 
lio])pers,  etc.,  for  they  exist  in  every  vine-growing  region  of 
California,  no  cuttings  should  be  used  wliich  show  distinct  signs 
of  their  attacks,  as  such  signs  are  proof  that  the  vines  from 
which  the  cuttings  came  were  not  perfectly  healthy,  and  un- 
healthy vines  do  not  ])roduce  the  best  cuttings. 
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y/.T  \"iiirii<iril.  As  a  rule  it  is  host  to  obtain  the  cuttiiiiis  in 
I  lie  (lisiiict  wlicic  llicv  ai-c  to  bo  pbintod,  if  the  desired  variety 
is  <>ro\\  II  ilicic.  Tlic  only  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  for  districts 
wher(>  Anahcini,  nidiimi  or  some  other  disease  is  so  prevalent 
that  it   is  (litliciilt   in  tind  perfectly  healthy  vines. 

'i'lic  locality  l)ciii^  decided  on,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  indift'er- 
eiicc  wlial  \incyai-d  is  chosen.  ()iii\  a  wcll-kepi,  Ni^orons  vine- 
yard can  produce  the  best  cuttinjis.  If  the  vineyard  is  badly 
cultivated,  the  vines  mildewed,  or  the  <irai)es  of  poor  quality, 
it  is  a  bad  source  for  our  cuttinu's.  A  vineyai'd  which  has 
healthy  vines  produciufi'  ])ayinii'  croi)s  of  jjood  fira])es  is  the  best 
place  to  ji'ct  tlieni. 

77/r  ^i}l(■s.  (ii\-en  the  locality  and  the  \inevard,  from  wliich 
vines  in  this  vineyard  shall  we  lake  our  cuttings?  This  is  the 
nu)st  important  question  of  all  and  that  which  is  most  jjenerally 
neji'lected.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  no  cuttings  should 
lie  takeii  fi-om  \'ines  which  have  never  produced  a  good  croi). 
Some  sncii  \iues  exist  in  nearly  every  vineyard.  A  few  growers 
mark  such  vines  and  avoid  them  when  making  cuttings.  It 
would  be  better  to  graft  them  over  or  dig  them  out. 

Instead  of  marking  the  ])oorest  vines  in  order  to  avoid  them, 
it  is  better  to  mark  the  best  vines  in  order  to  choose  them  when 
making  cuttings.  AVhen  the  crop  is  ripe  and  still  on  the  vines 
the  \  inevard  should  be  gone  over  carefully  and  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  tlie  best  vines  marked  to  supply  the  amount  of  cuttings 
needed.  Only  vines  showing  health,  vigor  and  hea\';v'  crop  of 
weli-ripened  grapes  should  be  marked  .  A  dab  of  paint  on  the 
stake  or  the  stem  of  the  vine  is  perhaps  the  most  convenient  way 
of  marking. 

AVhile  this  will  insure  our  cuttings  coming  only  from  vines 
which  are  capable  of  producing  a  satisfactory  crop,  it  omits  one 
verv  important  factor — the  ref/iihirit!/  of  bearing.  Some  vines 
bear  good  crops  occasionally,  or  on  alternate  years.  The  ideal 
\ine  is  one  which  lieai's  a  good  crop  every  year.  This  vine 
«('  can  tind  onlv  bv  keeping  a  continuous  record  of  its  per- 
foiMuance.  This  can  be  done  to  some  extent  by  going  over  the 
vineyai-d  (>very  year  just  before  the  vintage  and  marking  every 
vine  wliich  has  a  good  crop.  \i  the  end  of  four  or  five  years  the 
vines  which  have  boi'ue  a  good  crop  every  year  will  show  four 
or  live  marks,  and  these  are  the  vines  most  likely  to  yield  cut- 
tiniis  ca])able  of  ])roducing  a  vineyard  of  ideal  vines. 

To  make  this  selection  most  effectively  and  i|ui(d<lv  would  re- 
(piire  a  special  vinevard  for  the  ])urpose.  A  vineyard  of  i)edi- 
greed  vines  of  all  oui*  most  desirable  varieties  would  be  a  most 
val\iable  ac(|uisition  for  the  State.  Such  a  vineyard  might  be 
started   with  cuttings  .selected   in  the  wav  described,  and  each 


variety  gradually  bi-ought  up  to  its  highe.st  possible  bear 
capacity,  by  grafting  all  the  vines  of  each  variety  with  cutti: 
taken  from  the  vine  of  that  variety  wliich  had  shown  the  I 
and  most  regular  bearing  (jnalities  dtiring  a  term  of  yei 
Tw(>nty-five  or  thirty  such  vines  of  each  variety  would  be  si 
cient  to  maintain  and  im])rove  the  productiveness  of  all  the  vi 
yards  in  the  State  if  it  were  used  to  supply  .stock  to  nur.seryii 
and  otiiei-  growers  (»f  vine  cuttings.  This  would  make  it 
neces.sai-y  to  abandon  many  of  the  tine.st  varieties  of  grapes, 
has  been  done  to  a  great  extent  lately. 

Pari  (if  Ihr  Vluc.  While  any  cutting  from  a  good  vim 
I)robably  better  than  the  be.st  cutting  from  a  poor  vine,  it  is 
a  matter  of  inditference  from  what  part  of  the  vine  the  cutti 
are  taken.  It  is  a  \\(li('stabli.shed  fact  known  to  all  skil 
pruners  that  certain  buds  (m  a  vine  are  much  more  likelv 
produce  fiuit  than  others.  These  buds  may  be  called,  fi 
analogy  with  similar  bud  on  orchard  trees,  fruit  buds.  ' 
fruit  buds  of  vines,  unlike  those  of  most  orchards  tree.s, 
not  distinguishable  by  sliajjc  or  size  from  wood  or  sterile  In 
They  can  be  recognized  only  by  their  position. 

The  buds  on  suckers  (canes  from  below  the  ground)  or  wa 
sjirouts  (canes  from  the  trunk  or  older  parts  of  the  arms) 
usually  iinfruitfnl  with  niosi  varieties.  The  only  buds  w  I 
can  be  depended  on  to  give  fruit  are  those  on  canes  which  h 
grown  on  wood  of  the  previous  year,  or  as  pruners  usually 
press  it,  "fruit  sjuirs  and  fruit  canes  consist  of  one-year- 
wood  growing  out  of  two-year-old  wood."  The  canes  of  s 
wood  are  called  by  the  grapt'-growers  of  South  Africa  ''bearei 
and  no  others  are  used  for  making  cuttings. 

Now,  Avhile  the  choic(>  of  this  wood  is  ])erfectly  safe,  it 
not  been  demonstrated  that  such  choice  is  necessary.  It  ii 
be  that  cuttings  taken  from  the  heavy  bearing  vines  will  gi 
into  other  heavy  bearing  vines  whether  they  have  origin; 
been  \\ater-sponts  or  fruit  wood.  This  seems  probable,  foi 
pruning  vines  it  is  constantly  neces.sary  to  use  water-spo 
to  form  spurs  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  lost  arms  or 
shortening  arms  which  have  gi-own  too  long.  Now,  while  tli 
spurs  bear  little  or  no  fniit  the  first  year,  they  give  rise  to  w ^ 
the  following  year,  which  satisfies  the  pruner's  definition 
fruit  wood,  viz.,  "oiie-y(>ar-old  wood  out  of  two-year-old  woo 
and  which  is  ajipan^ntly  as  fruitful  as  any  wood  <m  the  vi 
A  sucker,  or  water-sprout,  from  a  fruitful  vine,  therefore,  is 
be  ]>referred  in  making  cuttings  to  a  fruit  cane  fi'oni  a  v 
which  bears  small  crops.

from  warehouse  or  from  dock,  jirovided  you  secure  permit  for 
makiuir  such  sale. 

In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  the  fact  that  you  are  a 
(|imlitied  liijuor  dealer  does  not  bar  you  from  securin<; 
j)ermit  to  sell  denatured  alcohol.  Permit  to  <leal  in  denatured 
alcohol  may  be  issued  to  a  liquor  dealer,  but  Ik;  can  not  store 
the  denatured  product  on  the  same  premises  iu  which  fer- 
mented li(iuors  or  distilled  spirits  are  kept  or  stored.  H(>  can  not 
store  it  at  his  jilace  of  business  if  he  keeps  his  stock  of  li<|in>is 
there;  neither  can  he  keep  it  stored  in  a  warehouse  not  con- 
nected wirh  his  store  of  ottice  but  in  which  his  stock  of  li(|uors  is 
ke]it.  He  must  either  sell  the  denatured  product  direct  from  the 
distillery  at  which  it  is  denatured,  or  from  a  warelioiise  in  which 
neither  distilled  spirits,  wines,  or  malt  licpiors  are  kept.

that  piir])ose,  but  he  is  not  reiitiired  to  keep  any  record  of 
alcohol  received  and  used  or  the  goods  manufactured  by  h 
The  only  conditions  under  which  a  manufacturer  using  c( 
])letely  denatured  alcohol  is  re(|uired  to  keep  a  record  sIk 
ing  the  alcohol  received  and  disjiosed  of,  are  when  such  ma 
faclurers  recovers  alcohol  and  either  restores  it  at  his  o 
plant  to  a  condition  suitable  for  re-use  or  transfers  it  to  a 
storing  and  redenaturing  plant.  In  such  cases  he  is  i-equired 
keep  the  records  jirescrilied  for  manufacturers  iu  Parts  IV  a 
\'  of  the  regulations.

)oliticaI  tiijlit  is  one  of  the  most  absorbing  New  York  has 
:no\vii  for  some  years  and  the  effect  is  all  the  more  pronounced 
n  the  business  marts.  This  is  accepted  bj  .some  as  explanatory 
or  the  non-apiiearance  of  (Ik^  promised  fall  boom  in  the  wine 
ind  s]iirit  market.  However,  conditions  continue  favorable, 
ind  it  is  difticult  to  decide  just  why  business  is  not  much  better. 
Dhere  is  hardly  any  que.stion  but  that  the  consideration  of  the

till  acts  to  some  extent  as  a  deterrent  as  to  the  purchase  of 
laore  than  actual  immediate  wants.

laret,  naked  at  tlie  winery,  with  coo]ierage  at  cost,  which  is 
ow  nearer  .seven  cents  per  gallon  than  five  cents,  and  freight 
0  New  York,  means  forty  cents  for  goods  which  cannot  be 
larketed  for  another  twelve  to  twentx-fcun-  months.  Taking 
ito  account  the  cost  of  caring  for  the  wine  in  the  meantime, 
nd  allo\\ance  for  evaporating,  etc.,  il  does  not  recpiire  much 
gui-ing  to  dis])roYe  any  thorLght  of  lowci-  ]M-ices  on  the  matured 
rticle.     The  same  argument  correspuiidingl\-  a]i]dies  to  sweet 

ines. 

It  is  pretty  .safe  to  say  fhat  few  dealers  will  be  able  to  plead 
iiiorance  of  the  law  as  an  excuse,  should  they  be  charged  with 
ny  infraction  of  tlie  Pure  I'ood  Act.  P.usiness  has  been  neglect- 
1,  other  infei'esis  lost  siglii  of,  whilst  the  trade  have  devoted 
lemselves  to  a  close  study  of  the  rules  and  i-egulations  of  the 
ew  law.  It  is  not  pei-f'ectlv  understood.  It  is  \ague  in  some 
articulars.     It  is  ajiparently  contradictory  in  ]iarts.     It  covers 

multitude  of  \arious  details  in  \\hich  our  branch  of  business 
;  infei-ested. 

To  add  to  tlie  difticult ies  inherent  in  the  act  itself,  I >r.  Wiley's 
degrani  to  P.onforl's  Circular  makes  confusion  worse  con- 
lunded.  Asked  b\-  Ponforts's,  in  the  interest  of  blenders, 
liether  he  had  decided  the  term  "like  substances,"  the  Doctor 
■jilied,  "term  'like  substances'  is  not  defined  in  the  regulations; 
lanufacturers   niusl    determine  this  jtoint   for  tliemselves." 

Then  comes  ^\'ar\\i(•k  M.  1  lough,  att(u-ney  for  the  Wholesale 
iquor  Dealers'  Association,  who,  w'itbotu  ambiguity,  evasion, 
('  qualification,  other  than  all  ingredients  must  be  juire,  insists 
lere  is  nothing  in  the  law  ]ireventiiig  blends  from  being  identi- 
llly  as  before.  Other  lawvers,  well  versed  on  the  subject, 
i^ree  with  him. 

And  there  you  are.  The  law  savs  one  thing.  The  rules 
lul  regulations  sa\'  other  things,  and  the  law  Ncrs  sav  still 
lore  things.  The  trade,  nn^auAxhile,  is  ](er])lexed,  jiertiirbed, 
lit  out,  and,  one  might  well  aild,  p((\isli  nvei-  the  sitimtioii. 

To  a  hiymaii,  there  sienis  much  force  to  Lawyer  Hough's 
)ntenti(ui.  <  dngress  pas-!ed  a  law  defining  a  bleinl,  a  mix- 
ire  of  like  substances,  not  excluding  coloring  and  flavor  used 
>r  the  purpose  of  coloring  and  flavoring  lulv.  What  Con- 
res-:  meant,  apparently,  appears  different  v  Dr.  A\'ile\-  and 
)  I  awver  Hough.  Tlii'  one  is  a  chemist,  lio  regards  the 
altir  scieiif iiicallv,  c'lemicallv.  The  lawy  ;•  is  concerned 
ib'iy  I'l-Diii  a  legal  poinl  of  \  iew.  ^re.-inwhile  flu  trade  is  in  — 
eli,  where  the  trade  wishes  the  whole  matter  miglit  be  con- 
giied.  - 


The  (piestion  of  "like  substance.s"'  is  one  calling  for  more 
exp(  rt  opinion  than  the  ordinary  con-espondent  is  qualiHed  to 
exi»ress.  True,  the  best  of  reasons  can  be  given  to  .show  that 
the  i)roduct  of  two  grains,  not  exactly'  similar,  are  much  alike. 
Put,  .suppo.se  a  man  take  40  gallons  of  .spirits  and  5  gallons 
of  whisky.  A.ssuming  Mr.  Hough  to  be  right,  will  Dr.  A\'iley 
lierniit  the  product  to  be  branded  "blended  whisky'?"  He  sug- 
gests it  might  be  a  blend  of  distilled  spirits. 

Dr.  AA'iley's  regulation.s  say  coloring  and  sweetening  may  be 
added  to  a  blend,  in  the  proportion  of  one  pound  to  eight  hun- 
dred ])ounds.  This  means  less  than  eight  ounces  to  the  barrel. 
Py  what  right  he  arbitrarily  decided  thi.s  quantity  is  not  clear. 
Congress  said  the  ingredients  miglit  be  used  for  the  exact  pur- 
jiose  of  coloring  and  flavoring.  Dr.  W'iley  Siiys  you  shall  only 
flayer  to  the  extent  he  decided,  shall  only  color  as  he  permits. 
AA'hether  he  is  within  his  right,  deponeth  .sayeth  not,  but  Con- 
gress certainly  did  not  give  him  this  authority  in  the  law  as 
passed  by  them. 

I;  looks  as  though,  until  the  courts  decide,  the  trade  will 
have  to  be  guided  either  by  the  law  or  the  lawyer.  At  present, 
the  star  of  the  latter  is  in  the  ascendent.  His  opinion  is  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  message  of  Dr.  Wiley,  in  which  he  said, 
"manufacturers  must  determine  thi.s  point  for  themselves." 
True,  he  has  supplemented  what  looks  like  a  weak  position  by 
saying  the  Deiiartinent  will  rule  on  each  case  as  it  comes  before 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  that  the  term  "like  sub- 
stances" applies  to  many  articles  besides  whiskies;  but,  it 
clearly  .shows,  the  Commission  charged  Avith  establishing  the 
rules  and  regulations  were  not  in  accord  when  it  came  to  deter- 
mining the  term  as  it  related  to  our  trade,  and  therefore  it 
gi\<'s  a<lditional  force  to  the  position  of  Lawyer  Hough.  So  far 
as  we  can  learn,  the  trade  is  proceeding  as  usual.
